As in all artes there bee certepne pꝛynciples and rules 
fo2 men to folowe, loin hyſtoꝛpes there be enlamples 
papnted out of all kynde of vertues , wherin both the 
dig nitpe os vertue, a foulenes o? vyce appeareth much 


moꝛe liuelpe then in any moꝛall teachyng: there beyng 


expꝛeſled by way of enlample, all that Philoſophy doth 
teach by wape or p2ecepts . Thys is iuche a kynde of 
knowlege, as maketh me apt euen with ſmal cxperifce 
eyther to gouerne in publybe matters, oz in their owne 
pꝛyuate aſtapꝛes: Foꝛ by coparyng thinges paſt. wpth 
thpuges pꝛelente, men maye ealeiye gather what is to 


be folowyd, and what is to be eſchuyd. And he whyche 


can reade them with ſuch iudgement, waiyng p tymes 
wyth the caules and octaſions ofthynges, hall bothe 
lee moſte deepelye in all matters, beſt declare hys opp⸗ 
nion, c winne moſt eſtimacion ot pʒꝛudence a wiſdome. 
Foz it aged men be eſtemyd foz the wyſelt by reaſon of 
their experience;D2 if Homer painted fo2th in ᷣ perſon 
ot Ulyxes, the pmage ofa perſpte wiſe man: imputing 
the cauſe therof to the knowledge he hadde gatheryd 
bytraueulpng many countreies,* by bewing and mac⸗ 
kyng the cuſtomes and maners ol dyuers na(yons;. , 
Then ſuch as be wel experte in hyſtoꝛies, and by — 
wel 
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well applying of them, can take the due fruite pertey⸗ 
ning to the lame: mult nedes obteigne pzofoundnes of 
iudgement, with a ſtable and grounded wiledome. Foz 
in them men may beholde as it were betoze they? cies, 
both the whole woꝛlde, and the gouermet therof,wyth 
the policies aud lawes, the dilcipline cuſtomes # mans 
ners ol al people from the begynnynge. Thys is ſuche 
a thyng, that who lo euer is clerely voyde of it, though 
hebe endued wyth neuer ſo greate a wytte other wle, 
Va ſuch aptnes ol nature,oz other goodly vertues:

Wet thys is a thyuge that geueth a greter policye, 
groundeth a deaper Judgemente, addeth a furthcr 02:

lencie in a ſhozter ſpace. The ſhoztnes of a mans lyfe 
ſhoztened belides by ſo manye calualtics, is the caule 
that men be taken awayebetozethcycanne get ſuche an 
actual experience as may make them periite, and com⸗ 
monly become rotten; beloze they canne attapnetoa 
typenes in knowledge. But by thys kynd of learnyng 
in pouch a man is become aged, he hathe knowledge 
wythout experience, he is wyle betoꝛe it is loked fog, 
he is become a counſaplour the firſt houre, and a man 
df warre the f(yzſtedape.

wes en 
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dente cotnſellotirs, and in ſmall experience politique 
capitames. Alexander hercof is an euudente enlample, 
who bꝛoughte vp vnde Ariſtotle in learnynge, and lo 
geuen to this bynde of ſtudye, that he had Homer al⸗ 
Wayes lated vnder his beddes hed /{wherby he myght 
be admoniſhed of the vertues audotipceofan excellent 
Pꝛynce) entred into his kingdome whan he was but 
xr veres of age: and neuerthelelle bothe eſtabu⸗ 
ſhed his owne eltate with ſuch pꝛudeuce, that with⸗ 
in ſhoꝛt ſpace ( belides the enlarapnge of his owne 
doundes ) he ſubdued the greateſt parte ofthe woꝛlde. 
And at beit he began ſo pong, and continued ſo linale © 
tyme: pet no mans actes be comparable to his: bernge Þ|} * 
counted the moſt excellente captapne fromthe begpu- f 
nyng. But it eny man wyl unpute the greatnes oc his C 
doinges to the peripte diſciplyne the Macedons vied 
inthe warrcs , aid tothe politique Capitaines, and 
expert ſouldiers, eit to hym by hys father Philipzit 
{hal appcare cupdently by the decape of tealmes when 
they haue bene gouerned by impꝛudent Pzinces, and 
by the ouerthzowes the Komaines recepued when 
they were conducted by euyl Capitaines,that no pru⸗ 
dence of counlellours cau take: place, nor eny dylſc 
plyne oꝛ experience ofthe. ſouldiers can auaple, ifthe 
heade be not a ng: excellẽt vertue. There is nothing 
new vnder the Sunne ( as the wile man ſaith ) and i 
is unpoſſible toʒ guy thing tochaũce eit her in the war 
oʒ in cõmon pplitie, but that the lie maye be founde 
to haue chaunz d in times paſt. Al which thinges laled 
vp in memoꝛie as in a place otſtoꝛe: mt may alwaies 
be furniſhed foꝛ all chaunces that maye occutre. 
Seing hiſtoꝛies be then ſo good and neceſlarie, it were 
muche requilite 2 mens inſtruceyon, that they were 
=o} tranſlated 
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tranſlated into ſuche tounges as molt men myght vn⸗ 
derſt and them:andſpecally the hiſtozies of antiquitie, 
whych both foz the greatnes of the actes done in thoſe 
dates, and to theercellencie ofthe waters, haue much 
mateſtio and many enſamples ot vertue. I therloꝛe ha⸗ 
uyng al wayes delired that we engly;hmeu myght be 
founde as fozwarde in tha: behalte as other nations, 
which haue bꝛought all wozthiehiſtozies into their na⸗ 
turall language, did a tewe peates paſte attempte the 
tranſlacion of Quintus Curtius, andlatelyvpon an 
occaſion pexfo2med and accompliſhed the ſame. Whych 
auctour treating ofthactes of great Alexander, being 
figured in the ꝛophetes, Jerenne a Daniel, and men⸗ 
cio ned in the fivſt boke ot; Machabies, leme to haue 
bene boꝛne, and bzought toꝛth into the wozld, not with 
out a moſte ſpeciall pꝛouidence and pꝛedeſtinacion of 
god: who pꝛoſpered ſo his pꝛocedinges thatcas Juſtine 
wuteth ) he neuer encountred with ery enemies whom 
he ouercame not, he beſeiged no citye that he wanne 
not, noꝛ aſſauled natyon that he ſubdued not. Thys ſo 
wozthiea matter J thoughte good to dedicate vnto 
youre grace, folowpng theyz enſample that haue tra⸗ 
ueyled in the like e wich? are wonte to declare 


th:y2 good wplles,by byſtowing or their labours. 
Therunto I was allo mouedp rathr , by conſideryng 
d qualities oc out grace, which leme to haue certepne 
a ſtinitie aud relemblaunce wyth luch as were the very 
vertues in Alexander. Fo2 Ariauus wuteth ofhymp 
he was of a ſemelie ſtature, bolde in hys enterpzpſes, 
owte of ſtomack, moderate in plealures, wilſe in coun⸗ 
ayle , and pꝛouident to foꝛſee thynges. That he was 
rcellent in conductyng ol an armpe, moſte pollitpque

pher of Pythagoꝛas ſchole. whom Epaminundas kept 
inhys houſe foz the ſtruction of hys ſonne. In the 
meane {exon Alerand2e was llapne by the meanes of 
Euridice hys mother, whole fozmer treaſon kynge A - 
mintas her huſbande hadde pardoned in relpecte ofthe 
<1idzenhad betwene thei . lyttle thinkynge that ſhe 
woulde atterwardes haue been their deſtruction, Foz 
when Alexandze was dead, ſhe cauſed in lyke maner 
het other ſonne Perdicas to be llayne: whiche Perdi⸗ 
cas lett bchinde hym one ſonne being a young babe. A⸗ 
bout the ſame tyme Philip the poungeſt bꝛother, being 
by good happe eſcaped out ofpzilo, returned into Ma⸗ 
cedon,and not taking vpon hym the name ok kyng, re⸗ 
mained a great whyle no otherwile but as Gouernour 
o2 Tutoꝛ to his pong neuew. Meuertheles, aſterwards 
by occaſion ot lundꝛy miſthickes growyng in the ſtate, 
thelame being ſuch as might not well hang til the yong 
king ſhould come to his age: foʒ that he appeared tobe 
a manne ofſpnguler actiuitie, and ok no lefſe ſkylls in 
teates of warre, then in knowledge ol philolophie, was 
tompel led by the people to tatze vpon hym to being of 
Matedon, whiche as then ſtode in harde plyghte,and 
Ateate daunger otrumne. This was done. oo. yeate 
aiter the bundinge ol Rome, and the. 105. Olympiade. 
In the vegynning ok his reygne he was combged with 
imãnue troubles:toʒ al the countreis neare about as it 
were by a generallconſpiracy) moued warre agaynſte 
hym,and at one tyme ſondꝛye nactons ſwarmed toge⸗ 
ther out of londꝛpepartes to duerronne his kingdome.

Waͤrely not being able to matche them all at once) pa⸗

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cifped ſome with fayze pzompyles, other with monepe, 
t the weakeſt He withſtode with tozce. By that menes 
he both made his enemies afrayde,and contirmed the 
hartes ofhis people, which he founde diſcouraged, and 
ſoꝛe amaſed. Theſe thynges he wꝛought with greate 
ſleyghte and fynelle of wytte, in ſuch loꝛte that he mis 
eo not anpe parte ot his honoure, eſtate, oꝛ reputa- 
cion, determining neucrtheleile as tyme ſhoulde lerue, 
to · deale with eucrye one aparte. Þys fyꝛſte warte was Ydilps fy 
with the Atheniens whome he ouercame by lleyghte wah toe 
and policy. And where it lay in hys power to haue put enten. 
them all to the lwoꝛde, he let them all at libertie with⸗ 
out raunſome. By whiche pointe of clemencpe (though 
it was but countertaite, being done fo2 feare ofa grea⸗ 
ter warre at hande pet it gate him great good will and 
eſtunacion vniuerſallye. After that he ſubdued the Pe⸗ n, 
ons, and from thence turned his power agaynſte the — j 
Illirians, of whome he ſlewe manye thoulandes, and * 
wanne the noble Citie of Lariſſa, That done he mo⸗ 
ued warve aga iiſt the Thellaliai:s,not fo2 anpe deſpꝛe Theta 
of their goodes. 02 ſpoyle ot lheyꝛ countrey,but ofa po⸗ G 
hcyetoadde to hys ſtrength the lozce ot theyz hoꝛſeme, 
whiche atthoſe daycs were counted the chiefeſt ol the 
wozlde. This his purpoſe he bzought well topaſſe:ioz 
being ſodeinly aſſailed, they were lone brought ta ſub⸗ 
tection. So Philipp iopned the foꝛce ofthep2 hoꝛſe men 
vnto hys ſootemen, herby he ma de hys power mmuimn⸗ 
cible. Acter all thele thinges happelpe bꝛouig ht to paſle, 
he tooke to wyie Olympias, one of the weng 
Neoptolemus Apige of the Moloſlons. That "ah. 
nage was concluded Ly the nieancs of Arilba , who an,, 
hadde the gouernemente of O'ympias, by marping | 
of her other lyſter called Troada.

Foz thinkyng to haue 
made hym lelfe ſtrong by thaſfinitie of Philip, he was 
at length by him depꝛiued ofthe whole kingdome,#en- 
k ded his lyfe milerably in exyle. Not long after this mas 
[[>p9:ppes kiage, Ryng Philyp dꝛeamed that he lawe his wyues 
ane. wolnbe wondertully ſwollen, and to his ſeming, a liue⸗ 
ly Image ota lyon therupon:by whiche dꝛeame the di⸗ 
uyners #d2came readers dyd enterpꝛete that hys wyle 
was cocetued of a childe, that ſhould be of a lyons herte 
and courage:which interpꝛetacion pleaſed him muche. 
Afterwardes at the aſlaulte ofa citie called Methzon, 
by thotteofan arrowe he loſte his righte eye. Whereof 
though the dylplealure was greate, yet was he contens 
vpon theyꝛ ſubimiſſiõ, to take them to mercy. He wanne 
alls the citie ołl Magus, and annexed the ſame vnto his 
kingdome. He inuaded the lande ofthe Triballes, and 
at one inſtant conquered it, with all the countreis ther⸗ 
aboute. Thus hauung made hys king dome ſtrong by 
ſubduyng hys neyghbours:at his retourne home, hys 
wyke Olympias was deltuered ol hys lonne Alexan⸗ 
dꝛe the. 8. daye of Apꝛyll. Df thele good foztunes the 
1 reioyſed no lelle then reaſon was, hauing ſtabliy⸗ 
ſhed his coũtrey at home, ſubdued his eneimes abꝛode, 
and gotten an heyꝛe to ſuccede in hys kyngdome. He 
coulde haue delyꝛed no moꝛe of God, ik the mynde of 
man coulde euer be latyſſped, whiche the moze it hathe 
the moꝛe it coueteth. As dominion encreaſeth, ſo doeth 
alſo the deſyze to haue moꝛe: whiche was well ſeene 
in Philip that ſtyll did compalle howe to growe great

Whiche hys dopng, was eyther fo2 reare that he had 

lo often rayled agaynſte Phiiyp,and ſturred the Ache⸗ 

nians againſte hun: oz elles to take awape the ſuſpici⸗ 

on ol hym ſelte rom the Kpnge of Perſie, of whome

That 
deuyle was put in execucion, but the louldiers had re⸗ 
cepued beſoze inltructions by Alexandꝛe, as occalyon 
ſhoulde (crue, eyther to open theirarraye to lette the 
cartes and whelcs paſle thꝛough them, oz elles to falle 
flat vpon the ground, e by coueryng theyꝛ bodies with 
their targettes, auoydethe dager. They vled the mat⸗ 
ter accoꝛdyng to they inſtructions, d when the cartes 
were palled by, they with a courage and crye mounted 
vp againſt their enemies, and in a moment put them to 
flight. When Alexandꝛe was paſſed the mountapne, he 
entred into the countreye ol the Tryballes as farre as 
the riuer of Ligeus. When Syꝛmus bing ofthat land 
vnderſtode ol hys coming, he lente his wyte and his 
childꝛen with luche orhis people, as were not mete to2 
the warres, into an Jland called Peuca, ſituate with⸗ 
in the riuer ot Danubye,mto which Jlande, the Thꝛa⸗ 
cians boꝛdering with the Triballes were fledde allo. 
5 — not longe after that Spꝛmus hymlelle fledde 

ther lyewyle: the reſt e ofthe Triballes that were 
mawwith the kyng withd2awing into an other Jland, 
where they kepte themſelues agaynſte Ylexandze.But 
he by policye (ound the meanes to dꝛawe them oute of 
theyꝛ ſtrength, whereby he ſlewe of them the numbze- 
ofthzee thowlande. and the reſte fledde awape, ſo that 
of puloners there were fkewe taken. After thys bat⸗ 
tayle he marched towardes the Niuer of Danubpe. 
to the land where the Thracians and the other Tris 
balles were fledde, They made notable reſiſtaunce a⸗ 
gail hym, which they might the better doe, by reaſon 
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Fun Curtin, Fol, 
that Alexander wanted boates to paſſe into the Jland, 
the bankes wherof were ſo high and ſtecpe, that they 
coulde not be mounted bpon,but wyth greate difficul- 
tie, the riuer beſides runnynge lo lwytte by reaſon that 
the ſtreame was there dꝛiuen into a ſtraight. When 
Alexander perceiued the impoſſibilitie to alſatle them, 
hewithdꝛewe to an other place, where gettyng a fevac 
boates paſſed the Riuer in the night, to the number of. 
1500, hoꝛſemen, and. ooo. fotemen. With that companie 
he ſet vpon a people called Getes, that ſtode teady in 
battail on the further ſyde with. oo. hoʒſemen and. x. 
M. kotemen, ot purpoſe to ſtoppe the Macedons pal⸗ Sten, 
ſage. But by their ſodame comming auer, the Getes 
were lo afraped, that they did not abyde the firſt onſet. 
It ſemed to them a matter ofwonderful aduenture, foʒ 
Alexander in one nyght without a bꝛydge, to paſſe hys 
power ouer the bꝛoadeſt and deapeſt riuer of all Eu⸗ 
rope. Thys matter ſtrake luche feare in them. that they 
fledde into the woodes and delert places, leauyng their 
citye delolate, whiche was taken by Alexander & ouer⸗ 
thowen. Syꝛmus &ynge of the Triballes, wyth the Dana 
Germapnes, and thother inhabitours vpon Danublt \ 
ſeiit embaſTadours thither vnto Alexander, to 
with hym in frendſhyp and amitie. And he condeſcen⸗ 
dyngetotheyz requeues, enquired of the Germaynes 
what thing it was inthe woꝛld that they doubted moſt: 
thinking in dede that the terrour of hys name hadde 
dene the molt teartulleſt thing vnto the. But when they 
vnderſtode hys meanynge, they aunlwered: that they

Darius 

wis a man ofa meke and tractable dyſpoſicion, ik the 

height ot his eſtate had not altered the goodnes ol hs 
na:1yrezwhich made him lo vupaciet to heare the truth. 
that he cõmaũded Charidemus tobe put ſtreyqht wars 
to beath being a man that was fledde to hys pꝛotectiõ, 
and that gaue him ryght profitable: counſel, I ben he 
was goyngtowardes his death, he leſt not hig Uhertie 
to ſpoake, bit laid: there is one at hand that ſhal teuẽ ge 
PH my 
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mp death. Foꝛ he againſt whom J haue genen thꝛcoũ⸗ 


ſayle, ſhall puniſhe the foz not folowing or mync aduiſe. 
And thou being thus altered with he libertie thou haſt 
being a king, ſhalt be auenlample to luch as {hal come 
ift er; that when menne committe theyꝛ daynges to fozs 
tu ie, they clearely foꝛgeat ih miſclues. Chiles Chatide⸗ 
mus was [peaking thele wozdes, they w hiche had the 
charge cõmitted vuto them, put hym to death, Whetcok 
aſterwardes the kyng tone ouer late repentaunce, con⸗ 
ſeſſing him to haue ſpoken the truth, cauled him to be 
buried. There was one Thymones the {one of Mentoz 
a poug man of great actiuutie, to whom Darius gaue 
the charge oral the louldiers ſtrãgers (in whom hehad 
great conadẽce ) willing him to re eyne them at Phar⸗ 
nabaſus handes, and gaue te Bharubatus the rewle 
that Menon had beloꝛe. Thus Darius being caretull 
oth? buitnes he had in hand, whether it were though 
penliuenes o? mynd, oꝛ that his fanip byd d:uine thyn⸗ 
ges to tome. was continualiytroubied with viſious in 
his ſlepe. He dꝛeamed that the Macedons campe was 


all on tyꝛe. And ſhoꝛtlyc ater it emed to hym that Alex- dzeame, 


ande was bzough!t to hys pꝛelence in ſuch kinde or ap⸗ 
pa raile as he hun elte did weare whthe was fy2lt cho⸗ 
{cn kyng, that Alexandꝛe ſhoulde becaryed on hoꝛſe⸗ 
backe thꝛough Babilon, and ſo vanyſhe out or ſyghte.

And after the 
folowed. ccc. lx.ot᷑ the Rynges coucubines all apparel⸗ 
led like Quenes. Then came.vi.c.mules and.ccc.Ca⸗ 
mels that caryed the Rynges treaſure, garded with a 
band of Archers. The wiues ofthe kenges kynlemen, 
and the other that were about the kynge, came ridynge 
next, and alter them a great companpe of llaues and 
verlets. Laſte came the rere ward lightly armed. woher⸗ 
wythhis owne company 
cloſed in the armpe, ſuch was the oꝛder of Darius hoſt. 
But onthe other ſyde beholdynge Jlexanders armpe, 
there was to beclene a great dyiference . Neyther the 
men noꝛ the hoꝛſe gliſtered fo with golde noꝛ pꝛecyous 
furupmentes, but only with the ba1 
neſſes. But they were abediẽt at their capitaines beck 
al wales in redines to ſtay oz to paſſe fozwardes,nether 
combꝛed with ouer great multitude, noꝛ peſtered with 
to much baggage. They wanted not iu eny plate cither 
groũd toʒ their encaping, oꝛ victuals foꝛ they fedynge. 
wherby their ſmalle numbze was alwayes ſufficyent 
when thep came to fyght ; Wheras Darius the lozde 
| gh the ſtreighines of the 
ground, wherin he was dꝛiuen to geue batt aylle, coulde 
wozke but theckect of a (mall nombze,beyn 
bohich he befoze had delpiſed in hys enemp. Alexander 
appointed Abiſtamines the rule of TCappadocia, mar⸗ 
chung with his armie towardes Cilicia, came to 5ᷣ place 
called Cyꝛus Campe, becauſe Cyʒus lodged there, whe 
he paſſed into Licia againſt kinge Creſus. Thys place 
was dyſtant aboute.5o. fozlonges from the- ſtreyght,

entering into Cilicia. The countrep men ble to call 
thole ſtreightes Pylae , where as the naturall ſptua⸗ 
cyon of the place had made a toztificatyon, as it were | 
wyth mans handes. When Arſanes gouernour of Irſanes 
Cilicia vuderſtode of Alexanders commyngc,remem- 
bꝛyng what opinio Memnon was of in the beginning 
olthe warres, put in executyon hys wyle counſell when 
it was to late, waſting and deſtroing through out Cili⸗ 
cya, all ſuche thynges as he thought might rande hys 
enemy in ſteade, leuynge the countrey waſt, wyche he 
thought he was not able to dekende: where as pt had 
ben much better to haue taken the ſtrepghte befoze hys 
enemyes, where from the hylles lyeng ouer the wap, he 
myght without haſard,either haue letted hys entrye, oz 
els haue diſtreſſed hym in hys paſſyng. But he leuynge 
a mall nombꝛe toz the deteuce of the ſtreyght, retyzed 
hym ſelke backe to waſte the countrey, whichhys parte 
had bene to defende from deſtructiõ. By hys departure 
it came to paſſe that ſuche as he left behynd, thynkynge 
them ſelues betrayed, woulde nat loo muche as abyde 
the ſpght ot their enempes, when a much leſle nombꝛe 
had bene ſulũcient to haue kept the paſlage. Foꝛ the ſi⸗ 
tuacion ot Cilicia is luch, that it is enuironed rounde eye deterip⸗ 
about with a continuall rough and ſteape mountayne, ot CU 
whyche rifyng from the ſea on the one ſyde & fetthynge 
acompalleabaut:;topneth/agayne wyth the lea on t 
other ſyde. Thꝛoug he that parte ot the mountapne, 
which ſieth turdeſt from the lea, there bee the narrow 
and tough pallages, by one ot the whichethey muſt en⸗ 
tre, that vori paſſe into Cilicia. Thecountrep towardes 
the ſeais plaincand full ot Niuers, emonges thewhu h 
two ber notable, yꝛamus, and Cydnus, but Cydnus Pyramns.. 
molte ipecpal, not ſo muche foz hys greatnes,as tothe T 
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clearenes ofhys water, whych from hys kyꝛſte ſpꝛynge 
runneth plealaũtlie thʒough al the Countrey,and hath 


nes ot hys ſtreame. Foz whiche caule it remapneth al⸗ 
wapes cleare, and alſo cold, by reaſon of the woodes 
that do ſhadowe all the bankes . Tyme hath conlu⸗ 
med many antiquities within that countrey, which bee 
remembzed ot the Poetes. There may pet be lene ths 
foundacpons of Cities of Lirneſſus, and Cebeſtus, 
wyth the caue and woode of Cozicyus where ſaffron 
groweth, wyth many other thynges whereofnothyng 
remayneth,ſaupng only the fame. When Alexander 
entred the ſtreightes befoze mencyoned, and behelde 
the lituacyon of them, he neuer in all hys lyfe maruet- 
led moꝛe at hys owne felicityeand good loztune:con⸗ 
feſſynge that it had not bene poſſible foz hym to haue 
paſſed, if eny had ſtande at defence agaynſte hym: ro 
that wyth Cones only he myght haue bene diſtreſled, 
the ſtreighte belides beyng ſo narrow, that there could 
not paſſe aboue foure in a front. To thencreaſe of 


'whych dillicultpe, the toppes of the mountapnes hong 


ouer the wapes, whyche in many places were bzoken 
and made holowe, with the ſtreames that ranne down 
from the hilles . Alexander lente the Thꝛacians that 
were lyghte armed, to ſtoze and diſcouer the wayes, 
fo: feate the enemycs ſhould lye there in buſſhement, 
and ſodenlye baeake fozth vponhym . He ynted 
allo a band of Archers to take thetoppe of the hylle, 
which were willed ſo to march, that they myght be al⸗ 
wapcs in a redines to kyght. Aſter thys maner he came 
arinye tothe Cytie of Tarlon, vohiche was ſet 
on tpꝛe by the Perſians, vecaule that Alexander ſhould 
fynde noherbozow there. But Parmento 905 
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thether witha choyſe nomberof hozſemen toquenche 
the lier. Who vnderſtandynge that the enempes were 
fled awaye thzough his comming, entred in to ß Cytpe 
and by that meanes ſaued it from burnynge. The Ky» 
yer of Cydnus ſpoken of befoze, dyd runne though 
this Cytie where the kynge arryued about mydday,yt 
beynge in the ſommer lealon, what tyme the heateis 
no where moe fetuente then in that countrep. He toke 
ſuche delyghte in the plealauntnes of the water, that he 
woulde neadcs bathe hys body, to waſhe awape the 
ſwette a duſt he had caught. And beinge in an heat en⸗ 
tered naked into the water in euerpe mans lyghte, 
thynkyng it ſhould be a contentacyon to hys ſouldycrs, 
to ſe pthe furmments about his body were none other, 
but ſuche as they conionly vled to weare. He was not 
fo ſone entered, but all the partes of hys body began to —— 
ſhake aud trymble, hys face waxed pale, and the liuelpe a puer di 
heate was moꝛtified in all partes ofhys body. Nys ſer⸗ tl of hog 
uauntes toke hym vp andcaryed hym into hys tent, as ft, 
one beſides hym lelfe,# at the extteme poinct of death. - | 
Then there was a great deſolacion and heumes in the | 
tampe, they weapte,lamEted,*bewatled,þ luch a king, 
ſo noble acapitaine as had not bene ſene in enpe age, 
ſhould thus be taken from them in the chiele of hys en⸗ 
terpziſe, and bꝛunt of all hys buſpnes, and that after. 
ſuche a maner, not in battayle ſlapne by hys enempes, 
but thus caſt away bathing in a riuer. It greued them 
that Darius now beinge at hand ſhould obtayne þ vic⸗ 
tozteby ſucha chaunce, without ſeing of hys enemp, x 
that they ſhoulde be infozcedtorctourne backe agapne 
as men vanquyſſhed by thoſe cauntres, though the 
whiche they had pallcd beloze as victozers. In whych 
countries all thynges being deſt roped by them ſelues, 
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02 by theit enemies, it was ofneceſſitte fox them to dye 
fo: hong er, hough no man ſhould purſue them. Jo be⸗ 
came a queſtyon emonges them ſelues who ſhoulde be 
theyꝛ Capitapne in theit llyeng away roꝛ what he were 
that durlte luccede Alexander; Ind though they nught 
ſautely arriue at the ſea ol Helleſpont, pet who choulde 
p:epare them paſſage there. When they had diſputed 
thele queſtpons, theix argument by and by was turned 
into compaſlpon towardes their Pꝛunce, lamentyng as 
men out of their wittes, that ſuche a floure ot pouth, 
luche a foꝛce of courage as was in hym, that the ſame 
their kynge and companion in armes, ſhould atter this 
ſoꝛte be taken from them. In themeane lealon Alexan⸗ 
der began to {etch hys wynde ſomwohat better, & H hen 
he came vnto hym ſelle, he lifted vp hys eies and vegan 
to knowe hys frendes that were about hym. That the 
vehemence ot hys licknes ſomw hat aſſuaged, was per⸗ 
c eiued in that he beganto vnderſtand the perill he was 
in. But the penſiuenes orhys minde was greate hynde⸗ 
taunce vnto his health, to tidinges camethat Datius 
within nue dayes woulde be in Cilicia, whiche was 
the chiefe thing that made him to ſoꝛowe and lanift;Be 
coulde not take it but greuouſly, that ſuche a victoꝛpe 
ſhould be plucked out of hys handes through his innir⸗ 
pate. Andthat he ſhoulde be taken as one tyed in ket⸗ 
ters, and be put to omeſhametull and vile death. Be 
called therfozc to him both his frendes and Philicyons 
and la yd vnto th em: Pe ſe in what ſtate ol my buipnes 
ſoꝛtune halh taken me. Me thinke the nople ol myne e⸗ 
nemies do ryng in mpne earcs, and J vhiche moued 


tp3ht . When Darius dyd wꝛpte to me ſuche pzouds 
letters, he was not ignozaunt oi myne eſtate. Met per⸗ 
aducntute 
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aduenture he ſhalbe receiued, it J map ble mptieowne 
minde in recouerie of mine owne health. My caſere- 
quireth no ſlacke medicines, noz flowe Philicions: J 
had rather dye ſtoutely at once, then to conſume long 
tyme many recouery. Dhertoꝛe ił there bee eny hope oꝛ 
cunuyng in philicke, let it bee ſhewed. And thynke that 
leke not remedye lo muche koz mine own lite, as J do 
2 the care I haue to encountre wpthmine enempes. 

When they heard him ſpeabe thole wozdes, they were 
in great doubt ol h:s lodeine rachnes, a thertoʒe cuery 
one required hum apart, that he would not cucreaſe his 


peru thꝛough eny halt, but ſuffre hun ſelfeto be oꝛdzed 
by the aduyce of his Phiſicyds.Foz they alleged þ vn⸗ 


pꝛoued remedies were not luſpected ol them withoute 
cauſc,ſeing his enemy had gone about to cozrupt ſuch? 
as were about hym, by pꝛonnüng a. M. talentes to hys 
killer, which cauſe alleged, they thought no man would 
be ſo bold to make eny experience ot philicke vpon him, 
winch.ioz the want of trialltherot᷑, myght in enp wyle 
geue caule of ſuſpectyon. There was emongelt the ex⸗ 


tellent phiſicions that came with Alex ãder out ot Ma⸗ pyny aten 
ted m, on Philip of Jcarnon ,whych was pꝛelerted to at bil 


him to perſeruacyon ot his health, aud had faythiullye 
ſerued him from his chudhode, and therloꝛe loued hym 
with entire aste ction. He pzompled to pꝛoupde fo2 the 
Kynge an appꝛoued temedye, but luche one as waulde 
wozke vehement ly: but by p dzinzyng therot, he doub⸗ 
ted not, (he lapd) but to expuiſe the toʒce of his diſeaſe. 
That pꝛomiſe pleaſed no man, but only him which in Þ 
pzoufe therot ſhould abide þ petyil: Foꝛ he coulde en⸗ 
dure al thinges better then delay, Darius & hys power 
were alwapes in his eye, he had an allured cöndence 
that p victoʒy (hould (al on his lide, he myght be 15 
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but to ſtand in» light of his men. The thing that only 
greued him, was that the Phiſiciõ would not minyſter 
befoze the thyꝛde daye. In the meane leaſon Parme⸗ 
nio, whome ok all hys nobilitpe he truſted moſte, hadde 
exhoꝛted hym by hys letter, that he ſhoulde not cõmitte 
hym ſelle toy cure of Philip, foz that he was — 
by Datius with a thouſand talentes, and the pꝛomile 
ol hys ſiſter in mariage.Thoſeletters| bzought pkynge 
iu great care and doubt, and moued hym to weye and 
pondꝛe ſecretly wyth hym ſelfe, all thoſe thynges, that 
either fcarc 02 hope coulde put in hys heade. Sball E 
aduenture (thought he) to dzynke thys medicpne⸗ 
What ifit be poyſon-(hall I not then be accoũpted the 
cauſe of mpne owne dan e fulpectethe fidelptie 
ot my Phylicyon-oz (hall J e mpne enempe to kyl 
me in ip bedde-pet —— koʒ me to periſhe by 
other mens treaſon, then thus to dye thzough mpne 
ovne faynt harte. Þys mynde beyng thus dpucrlelye 
wꝛought, he would lhewe the contentes ofthe letter to 
no man, but ſealed it wyth hys owne ting, and layde it 
vndernethhis pillow.

ſen any lo good as this is:foꝛ notwithſtanding the let⸗ 
ter, I dꝛanke ofp medecine, beleuing thee to be noleſſe 
carefull foz declaraciõ ofthine owne trueth, then foz my 
health, a therwith gaue him his had.

And whẽ he perceiued him 
once tocoine to himſelte, he ceſſed not to feade him with 
talke, a one while put him in remembꝛaunce ok his mo⸗ 
ther and his liſters, and another vohile ofthe great vic⸗ 
tozy þ was at hand. he the power of medecine was ,, 
once entred into his veynes, there appeared ſtreyghte re 
in al partes of his body manifeſt tokens ol health. Firſt 
quickenes came to the ſpirites, and after the body reco- 
uered his ſtrẽgth, a great deale ſoner then any _—

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ked foz.Fo2 the third dape after he had been in this cafe 
he walked in the light ot the ſouldiers, which wonder⸗ 
fully reioyled to ſee him. And they ſhewed no lelle allet⸗ 
tion vato Philip, whom euer oue ſcutrally embzeced 
and gaue him than bes, as it head deen a God. It can 
not be expzelled beltdes pnatutaitveneratio!thit Ma 
cedons vic to beate vnto their pꝛince, in what reuerfce 
they eſpecially had Alexandꝛe, and how teruentip they 
loucd han. They had aoncemed ol hym an opinto that 
he coulde enterpꝛyſe nothing. but that it was furthered 
by God e foztunewas lo audurable vnto him, that his 
tachenes was alwaies an increaſe oc hys gloꝛpe. Bys 
age be{ides lcarcelp type, and pet ſt; f:creut toʒ lo greate 
thynges,dyd marueitoullye ſettefurth all his dozuges; 
And thinges which out oithewartesſhoulde be coun⸗ 
ted lightues, are want to be moſt acceptable to the ſdul⸗ 
diers, as therercling of his body emonges thẽ, his ap⸗ 
pareli not dittering from thecomont ⁊te. with his cou⸗ 
rage aud toꝛwardnes in the field: whiche gyltes geuen 
him at nature, æ things beudes done ol polity dyd geat 
him both loue t reucrece of his pcople. When Darws 
heard ot Jlexatidzes ſickenes, he marched towards the 
riuer ot Euphꝛates with al haſt he could mabe, in << 
ueying ot lo cõbꝛous an axmp. De made there a bꝛidge, 
t in. xv.daies paſled ouer, his people hauyng great de⸗ 
ſpꝛe toget Cilicia befoge hus cuemy. By that tune Alex⸗ 
andꝛe had rec. uered his ſtrengthe, and was come to a 
Citie called Solos, whiche the inhabitauntes pelded 
vnto hym, and toʒ two hundꝛedtalentes obtained alu · 
.... ralice. Notwithſtanding he put a garrilõ in the Caſile, 
md chere celebꝛated plapes, and tryumphes whiche he 
had vowed to Aeſculapius, and Minerua, toꝛ ihe reco- 
uerpok his health: Where being geuen lo quietly _ 
pallime 
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paſtime, ſhedoed how little he eſtemed the commpug of 


his enemies. Whiles Alexadꝛe was bulied about theſe 
chinges, he receiued pleaſant newes, how his men had 
woune-a battaple of the Perftans- at Halicatnaſlus, 


and that che Mundians aud C awnlans with dpucrs aprrivins; 
other nations in thole partes were bꝛought vnder hys ans. 


obedience. This truumphe once ended, he remoued, and 
by a budge made ouer the riuer of Pyꝛamus, he came 


to the Cutie ol Malon: and ron thence with an other apaton; 
temoue, came to a towne called Caſtabulon. There auu⁰ʒ,. 


Patmemo teturned co the king, whiche had deer lent 
to ſearche the ſtreightes that lay betwene them and the 


pallage, and ſo leauing men fo2 the defence therot, toke 
the Cutie ot Joi that was leſt delolate. He departed 
from thece, and did dꝛiue the Herſians out ofthe moũ⸗ 
taines,ſearching a clearing ai che wales. So phauing 
made al thinges lure oz tharmp to pale, he returned a⸗ 
gatne both the aucthour ofthe acte, and repozter ofthe 
thing done. Mexandꝛe encainped within the citie, and 
there debated in couͤſaile, whether it wer better to paſſe 
on further, oꝛ elstotary there foz a moze power whiche 
was comming to him out of Macedõ. Parmen 


xius iu, geue him battaile,where both tharmies ſhuld 
be ot like toꝛce by tealõ o:? p̊ ſt reightes, wherin no great 
multitude could fight at once. Be ſhewed reaſons why 
they ought to elchue the plaines, wherin their enennes 
ſhould haue great aduaͤtage thꝛough their great nobze 
d mignt encloſe the about, Wherin ( he laud) he doubted 
not hys enennes doutenes, but oneip teared that they 
owne men night be oucrcame with werincs, where a 


multitude ſhoulde fyghte with a fewe, a ſteſhe men luc⸗ 
tebe 
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cede in the place ol them that faynted. Thus counſaple 
was recciued fo2 good, and Aleradze betermined in the 
ſame place to abide his enemies. There was in the holt 
of the Macedons one Sylenes a Pergan, ſent betoze 
time from the gouernour of Egipte vnto king. Philyp: 
who being aduaůced with reward &p20moctios z hole 
to liue out ofhis owne coũtrey, & ſo falomyng Alexan⸗ 
dꝛe into Alia, was eſt emed emonges thoſe that y king 
truſted well. A touidier of Crete deliuered hym a letter 
from Nabazanes Darius lieutenaunt, wherein he ex⸗ 
hoꝛted hun to doe ſome notable enterp2yle, whereby he 
might winne fauour c reputacio with Darius. Dile-, 
nes innocent otthis matter, was about diuers times to 
pꝛelent the letter to the kynge, but leyng hym occupyed 
with weighty alkaizes ol pꝛouiſiõ fo2 the battaile, pʒolõ⸗ 
ged the matter. And whyles he wanted foz a moze con⸗ 
uentent tyme, he bꝛought himlelte in ſuſpicion of treaſõ. 
Foꝛthe letter was bzought to the kinges handes beſoze 
it was deliuered vnto him: ho reading ut. did ſeale the 
fame with a ſtrange ſeale, and caulſed it to be deltuered 
to Silenes,to pꝛoue thetby his fidelitte . But becauſe 
he concealed the thing many dayes,and opened not the 
matter to the king, it ſemed that he conſented thereun⸗ 
to: And theretoze by the kynges commaundement he 
was put to death by the bande ol the Cretenſſans. The 
Greeke ſouldiours whiche Thimodes had receiued of 
Pharnabatus(bcyng thole that Darius truſted moſt) 
were come vnto hym. They perlwaded muche Darius 
to retyʒe backe into the playnes of Meſopotamia , and 
tfh? woulde not do ſo, p at the leaſt he ſhould diuyde his 
power, and not commytte the whole foꝛce ok his eſtate 
to one ſtroke of fortune. This counſaple was not ſo diſ⸗ 
plealaunt vntothe kyng , as it was to ſuche that — 
ab 
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alwayes full of treaſon; and were to be doubted che 
moze fo2 that they counſayled the armyt id Y diuyded, 
whiche was fo2 no other purpole, but onely thatiycY 
myght haue commoditie to flee vnto Alexandze, when 
they ſhoulde haue anye charge commytted vnto them. 
There is nothynge therefoze moze ſure foꝛ vs ( quod 
thep)then to enclole them rounde about with our arty, 
and to cutte them in pieces, foz'an enſaumple to the 
worde that treaſon ſhoulde neuer belefte vnreuenged. 
But Darius whiche was of a metze and good dyſpoſi- Darts aes 
con, refuſed to comnutte ſo cruel an acte,in ſleyng ſuch mency, = 
As hadde betaken theym ſelues to his truſt :Foz 1f we 


ſhoulde fyle our handes (quod he) with theyꝛ bloude, dus wm; 
what ſtraunge nacyon woulde euer then commytte wer vnto hs 


thepmſelues into oure handes allegynge that there unten. 
ought no manne to loſe hys Iyte foꝛ geuynge foolyſhe 
counſaple. Foz who woulde be bolde to geue Coun- 
ſayle, iin counſaylynge there ſhoulde be anye peryll- 
I call pou ( quod he) to counſayle daylye, and heare the 
diuerſitie ofyour opinions, and pet myſtruſte not them 
that geue me not alwayes the belt counlayle. He cau⸗ 
ſed the Greekes to be auͤſwered, that he gaue thẽ than⸗ 
kes fo theyʒ good will. But in returmng back he laid) 
he ſhould geue vp hym his countrey into hys enemyes 
hands, which wer not couentent. And conſidering the 


foꝛce þ fame is ofinthe warre, in going backe he ſhould 


appeare to flee. But to differre the fight he thoughte it 
woꝛſt of all, ſeing ſo great an armpe as he hade the win⸗ 
ter then appꝛoching could not be vitaued in a deſolate 
countrey, chat had ben waſted bothe by themlelues and 
by ther enemies. And fo2 the diuyding or his power he 
ſhewsd that he coulde not do it, obſeruing * 
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ofhis pzedeceſſours, which were not wont to halard the 
batt alle, but with theix 2;yole power. He declared that 
Mexadze here his coming lemed terrible to þ wozlde, 
t dhꝛough his ablence was bꝛought in a vapne pꝛelũp⸗ 
tion. But aftec he ſave him come foʒewardes, became 6 
ware a well aduiſed,hyding him in the ſtreightes ofthe 10 
moũtaines like thole coward beaſtes, which hearing p tol 
noiſe ol comers by, do hyde themlelues in the dennes ol — 
the woodes. He hath blynded his ſouldiers ( qd he) with : 
hig coynterfait ſickenes, but now J will not ſuffre4him 
to pꝛolong the fight any lenger, which if he will refule, 
will oppꝛeſſe him in his lurkyng hole. Thele woꝛdes 
e ſpake with greater auaunte then trueth, aud ſente 
ys treaſure and Jewelles with a malle conuope to 
Damaſco in Spua, and entred with his armpe into 
Cilicia, bꝛinging withhym accozding to hys countrey 
maner,both his mother, his voyfe, hys little ſonne, and 
his doughters. It chaunced the lame night that Alex⸗ 
andꝛe was come to ᷣ ſtreight entring into Sia, Da⸗ 
Pilac Tma- tius came vnto the place which they callPilaeAmant- 
* cae:the Porſians not doubting at all, but thatthe az 
1 cedong woulde haue foꝛlaken the Citie of Iſſon, and 
1 fled away fo feare.Foztertain ofthem that wer weake 
| and coulde not folowe the army. were taken, the which 
Darius thꝛough inſtigation ofthegreat men aboute 
hum, raging in barbarous crueltie cauſed their handes 
to be cut of, and to be ledde aboute his campe, tothe en⸗ 
tent they might beholdethe multitude ol his men, who 
after ſutticient viewe taken he lette them goe to ſhewe 
Alexandꝛe what they had ſeeue. Darius remoued and 
paTcd the tiger of y hamus, putpoſyng to purlue aſter 
the Macedons; whiche he thought had been fleyng a⸗ 
waye. They which had theit handes cut of, came run⸗ 
ning 
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ning in emong es the Macedons, declaringe that Daz 
tius was comming in great haſte. There was (carce- 
lpe anye credence geuen to their woꝛdes, but to be lure 
Alexandꝛe lent ſpyes toward the Sea coaſt, to knowe 
whether Darius were there in perſone, oꝛ els had (ent 
ſome other to make a ſhewe of a power. The ſpyes re⸗ 
tourning. did repoꝛt that his whole army was at hand, 
and ſtrapghte wapes the ip2es mighte be ſeue, whiche 
aue ſuche a ſhewe (by teaſon they laye ſtraglunge lo 
arre abꝛode to geat foꝛuge) as though the whole coun⸗ 
trep had bene on fp2e. When Alexandꝛe was acertay⸗ 
ned ol the tructh,he encamped in the ſame place where 
the tydinges came vnto him, being marucilous gladde 
becauſe hz knew he ſhould fight, (pecialip in the ſtreigh 
tes, bepng thethyng that he had alwaties deſp2ed, But 
as it is commonly lene, when daunger and extremitie 
is at hande, confidence is conuerted into feare. So he , 


doubted not without great cauſc, that foztune myghte pmagmecon 


chaũge vp6 him. bywhoſe fauour he had done lo great banale 


actes, and conlidered her mutabilitie by luch thinges, 
as ſhe had taken from other, and geuen to him. He ſawe 
there was no pꝛoꝛogacion ofthe time, but that aſtex one 
night paſled, the victoꝛy ſhould be determmed. Pet on 
the other ſyde, he called vnto remembzaunce howe the 
rewarde enluing ofthe victozye, karre exceaded the ad⸗ 
uenture.Foꝛ as the chaũce was doubttull, ſo being dyl⸗ 
confited,he was certaine to dye withhonoure and per⸗ 
petuall pꝛapſe. When he had wayed thele thinges, he 
gaue oꝛdꝛe that the ſouldiours ſhoulde refreſhe them⸗ 
lelues, and at the thirde watche to be armed and in a 
readines to ſet foꝛwardes. He himſelle went vp into the 
toppe of a mountaine with manpe toꝛches and lyghtes 
aboute hun, Where he made ſacrifice vnto the Vonder g 
ter 
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alter his countreye maner And when the Houre was 
come appoynted vnto the ſouldiers, at the third ſounde 
ofthe trumpet, they were in a readines both to marche 
and fpghte . Then exhoztacion was gyuen vnto them 
to palle an with bolde courage, and ſo by the ſpzynge 
of the daye they were come to the ſtrepghtes, wherein 
their purpole was to pꝛeuente Darius . By that time 
ſuche as were (cnt betoze toſkowze the countrep, came 
in, andrepozted that the Perſians were within thyz; 
tye furlonges. Then the battailes were ſtaped and let 
in ſuche oꝛdꝛe as they ſhoulde ſyghte. Lyke as Alex⸗ 
andze was entourmed of Darius, (0 he was aduetti⸗ 
ſed of Alexandꝛe by the peaſantes of the coũt rey, which 
came fearefullye runnyng vnto hym, declarynge that 
Alexandꝛe was at hande. Thele woꝛdes were not be- 
leyed:fo2 they couldenot thinke them to be cummynge 
whom they thought betoze to be fledde. But when they 
perceiued that it was ſoindede , becauſe they were in 
better o2d2e to purſue theit enemies then to encountre 
with theim in battaile, they wer ſtriken with a maruei⸗ 
lous lodayn feare. Euery man tołe him to hys armour 
. in haſte. which haſte and the calling that one made vp6 
14 an other, dyd putte a greater feare emonges theym 
1 Some tanne vp to the toppes of the hilles to view the 
þ Macedons,other fell to baideling their hozles. So the 
14 the hoſte full or diuerſitie, and not ruled by any certeyn 
15 gouernement, with their hurley burley, put all thinges 
The oꝛdꝛe Out of oꝛdꝛe. Datius at the firſt had appointed one part 
cat Done Ok his power to take the mountaine,whiche ſettinge vs 
attayie, pon his enemies backes, myght encloſe them both be⸗ 
hynde and befoze: and allpgned another companye tc 

, 7 che lea ſyde which was on the right hand 

to zepe hiß enemies doing on euery parte. He * 
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d2e alſo that.xx.thouſand fotemen wyth a bande ol ar⸗ 
chers ſhould paſſe the ryuet of Pyꝛamus, and geue an 
oulet that way. But it they found eny impediment whp 
they might not do io then he willed then to retire emon- 
ges the mountaines, #inuadethep2 enempes on they? 
backes, But foztune whych was of greater fozcethen 
eny policie, determined thole thinges that were wel de⸗ 
uiſed, accoꝛdiug as ſhe thought good. Foꝛlome durſte 
not foꝛ feare execute the thyng that was tcommaunded 
them, and then the reſt woꝛked in vayne, fo2 where the 
mebzes faile, the whole body is confounded. The 92der The oder 
ol Darius army ſtade thus aranged to fight:his power de Perſiar 
bang diuided into two dattailes:one marchinge on the 
leit hand, and the other on theryght. Nabarzancs en: 
paled the battaile on the right had with a great power 
of hoꝛlmẽ, and. xxx.thouſand Sungers and Archers, 
Thymones was alſo in þ battayle wyth. xxx thoſande 
mercenary Greekes, being in very dede Darius chietz 
eſt loꝛce:a power equal vnto Phalarx ot F Macedons. 
In the battaile on the lee hand Ariſtomenes was in 
the tozeiront with. xxx. M. fotemen, hauing planted toz 
his ſuccour ⁊ reliet, ſuche nations as were tout ed moſt 
valiaunt. There were about the kynge beynge allo in 
that battaile,thze thouſand choyſe hoꝛſemen, that were 
ofthe oꝛd mary guarde of hys perfone,and:xi.thouſand 
fotemen, wyth the hoꝛlemen of Burany and Medpa, 
and the hozſcmen of other nacyons were wynges on 
bothe ſydes. And beſydes thele ntatibzes 5 there wente 
befoze hys battayle in a ioztozne hb opecbi. thouſande 
Slingets andcalters of dartes. Althe plaiue ground 
betwenethe ſtreightes was ſylled wyth men of watre. 
and Darius batta:le itode aranged com the moun⸗ 
tame downe to the Sea ſyde. The mother and mn

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The thyri boke 
of Darius wyth all the flockes of women, were recep⸗ 
ued into the mpddes of the battaile. Alexander on the 
other lyde let hys (quare battayle of footemen called 
Phalanx being the Macedoͤs chieteſt foꝛce un the foze 
front. Hycanoꝛ the ſoune ot Parmenio was capytaine 
ofthe battaile on the ryght hand, and wyth hym Cenos 
and Perdicas, Meieag er, Ptolomeus, and Amintas 
were ioyned euer y one with his own band. Parmento 
aud Caterus had the rule ot the battaile on thelette 
hand, which ſtretched towardes the Sea., but Paͤrme⸗ 
nio had the chiete charge;Hozlmen were let in wynges 
to both thoſe battaules. The macedon men, and Thel⸗ 
ſallen hoꝛſemen beinge appoynted to the ryghte hande 
battaile,and the hoziemeof Peloponeſe to the battaple 
on the other lide,befoze which battayle, there were alſo 
ſet ſlingers with archers emongeſt them, and the Cre⸗ 
tenlians that were lughtly armed, went befoze d mapne 
battayle. The bande ot᷑ Jgrians that were lately come 
out of Greece, were aſſigned to encountre with thole p 
Darius had ſent to take the top of the mountapne. 
wylled arme nio that as much as he might, he 
ſtretch out his band towardes the ſea, to withdzawe ſo 
far as he could from the hilles, which the enemies had 
taeu. But ſuch as had directyon by Darius to take the 
hilles, neyther durſt reſiſt ſuch as came gn them, 
u92petrowpalle about ſuche as were paſled by them, 
but fled away at the nt ſight ofthe Singers. Whych 
thing chaunced well foz Plexander,fo24t wos the thing 
that he doulted moſt, that they from the higher ground 
ſhould inuade the open ſide ol his battayle, whyche lay 
vnflanckedtowardes them. The Macedons marched 
xxxil. in a tanke, toʒ the ſtreightnes of the groũd wound 
not ſucter the to go eny bꝛoader, but by litile and little 
as 
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as the plapne betwene the mountapnes began to en⸗ 
large, ſo they had libertie both to make theyꝛ dattaples 
bꝛoader, and allo foz the hoʒſemeu to marche vpon the 
ſydes. Whẽ both the battailes werte come within ſighte 
togethers, che Perſians fpzſt gaue a terrible and rude 
ſhoute,vohych was agapne doubled ofthe Macedons, 
not wyth thepz nagb2ewhich were farre infcriour vnto 
th: Perlians, but vopth the rebounde of the hylles aud 
therockes, which doubled euerpe vopce of theirs. 
Alexander did ride vp and downebetozethe frontes of 
his battailes, making a lygne to hys ſould points wyth 
his hand, that they ſhould not make ouetr much halt to 
ioyne with their enemies, foꝛ bzingyng the ſelues out of 
hʒeath. And as he pauled by, he bled to euety nacyõ ſon⸗

He ſhewed the to bee the people 
that were oꝛdeyned to conquere the wozld, and to palle 
the boundes both of Hercules & Bacchus He declared 
that both Bacttia and Inde ſhulde be theirs, in reſpect 
at which the countries that they had ſene were but tti⸗ 
fles,t pet were to be gotten al with one victoꝛp:wherin 
(he ſaud) their trauaile ſhould not be in vaine,as it was 
in the barreine rockes of Illiria, oꝛ in the mountapnes 
of Thꝛace, but pᷣ inthis conqueſt the ſpoile af the whole 
Ozient was oftred vnto them. Foz the gettyng wherof 
they ſhuld ſcarſely nede to occupie their lwozdes, lynce 
the battailes of their enemies wauered ſo already foz 
feare, that with their appzoche only they ſhould put the.

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to flight He ceducedhys father Philip buto theyz me⸗ 
mo2y, coquered the Athemens with the coũtrey 
of Boetia,vohere he raſed tothe the noble citie 
of Thebes. Aſt er that he made reherſall ot che battatle 
wonne at the riuer ot Granike, and ot all the Cytyes 
that he had taken, oꝛ that had bene yelded bnto dym, 
with the countreis they had paſled thzough s ſubdued. 
When he came vnto the Greekes, he deſired them to cal 
to mind the greate warres that had bene made again(t 
1 theyꝛ countrey in tymes palt by the Perſpans . Fyzſte 
| by the pꝛyde of Ferres, and attet by Darius, who 
| made deſtruction both by water and land in luch loꝛt, 
that the riuers could not ſerue them of dzpnike, noz the 
earth ot᷑ victualles fo2 to eate:rehearſyng allo how the 
temples of thepꝛ Goddes had bene by them polluted 
and put to ruine, their Cytpes oucrthzowen , and the 
truccs and promiſes by them violatedand bzoken,that 

werc conitrmed both by diuine and humayne lawes. 
When he paſſed by the Jllirians and Chꝛacians whiz 
che were accuſtomed alwapes tolyue vpon theftc,and 
ſpoilc:he bade them behold theit enemies which ghiſte- 
red wyth gold, and bare noarmour,but ſpople foz them 
to take. He encoꝛaged them to go fozwardes like men, 
and plucke the pzate from thoſe elkemmate women, and 
to make exchaunge of theyʒ craggye rockes and bate 
hilles alwapes ful o? ſnowe, foʒ the plentiful groundes 
1 and ryche landes ort Perle.

By this the Pha⸗ 
lanx ot the Macedons in maner encloled aboute wyth 
their enemies, foughte notably on all partes, but they 
ſtode ſo thick, x were (otopnedone to another, that ther 
wanted ſcope to welde theyz darteg. They were ſo 
mingled together, that in caſtynge one letted another: 
very kewe lighted vpon the enemies with weake dintes 
x the molt part kel on the groũd without harme doing. 
whercfoze beinge entoꝛced to ioyne hand fozhand,they 
valiaũtip vled the lwoꝛde. Then there was great effu- 
(io of bloud:foz bothe the armies cloſed ſoneare,þ their 
harneis claſhed together, weapon againſt weapon, and 
foinedone at anothers face wyth theyz woꝛdes. They 
was no place foꝝ the teartul oꝛ p coward foz to fle back, 
but ech let his fote to other, by fighting kept ſtyll their 
place, til they could make theit way by tozce;# ſo alwais 
paſled foꝛwardes, as they had once oterthzowen their 
enemies. As they were weried & tratuailed thus with 
lighting, they wcr euer recemed with freſh enemies: & 
luch as were woũded might not depart out ok ß battaile 
(as it hath bene lene els where) their ene myes aſſayled 
them ſo fierſly beloꝛe, and their tellowes thzuſte on ſo 
yard behinde.

—— pertapned to a Capit apne, but aduentured 
hum lelte as far as eny pʒiuate ſouldier, couetyng by all 
| E. iu. meanes 
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Wi meanes to kyl Darius, which he eſtemed the greate(} 
bratren a: Honour. Bariusdyd tyde aloſte vpon hys chariot,ge- 
"4 ftus mother. uiuig great pꝛouocation both to hys enempes to aſlayle 
4 hum, and foꝛ his owne men to defend him. As Oxatres 
the bꝛothet appeared moſt notable emonges the all in 

his furiuture and perlonage, ſo in hardines and actecti⸗ 

tion towardes the kynge, he exceded karre the reſt, ſpe⸗ 

ctallie in that caſe of neceſſitye.Fo2 when heſawe Alex⸗ 

ander appꝛoche ſo neare, he thꝛuſt in befoze Darius 
with the band of hozſemen whercof he had the charge, 

where as ouerthꝛowing diuerſe, he put manyto flight. 


But the Macedons [warmed ſo about the kynge,and 
were in ſuch a coutage by therhoztacio that echemade 
to other, p thep charged againe vpon ; band of hoꝛʒſmẽ. 
Then the ſlaughter was great, the duerthꝛowe mani⸗ 
feſt. About the chariot ot Daxius, p nobleſt ot᷑ hys cap⸗ 
taines lay dieng hanourablp inthe light ol theyꝛ pꝛince. 


Fo: lyke as thep recepued their deathes woundes, ſa 
they fe! without tourninge ofthep2 backes. Emonges 
them Atycyes, Rompthꝛes, a Sabaces goucrnoure of 
Egipt, hauing the charge ol great numbzes of menne, 
werecuerthzouwen and laune, and about the there lap 
by heapes a huge numbꝛe of the vulgare ſozte, bothe ol 
hozſemen and fetemen. Okthe Macedons alſo ſome 
were ſlayne, ſpecpally of luch as pꝛeſſed moſt fozwarde, 
emonges whom the vyght ſhoulder of Alexander lyte⸗ 
ly was hurte wyth a (wozde:; In thys thꝛonge the hoꝛ⸗ 
{cs that dꝛue Darius Chariot, were thꝛuſte in with pi⸗ 
zes, Whych beyng woode foz payne of they woundes, 
beg anto ſixugale and ouerthꝛowe theyzmayſter. Be 
keatyng theretoꝛe to be taken a lyue, leaped dowone and 
was (et vponſa ledde hoꝛſe, and ſo fledde awaye, caſ: 


cynge his diademe from hys head, becauſe he wold 1 
ve 
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be knowen. Then al hys men foz keare dilparcled, fly: Dartay over 
ingeby ſuch wapes as wert open tos them, and ebe an. 


away theyꝛ armoure, whychbefoze they had taken foꝛ 
theyz defence: Suche a thynge is teare, that refuſeththe 
thynge that ſhould be hys ſaueguarde. When Parme- 
mo (awe them flee, he ſtreyghte comm aunded the hoꝛle 
men to purſue them in the chaſe „ and put al hys ene⸗ 
myes to flyghtc that were on that part . But on the 
other hand, the Perſians dyd put the Thellalien hozſe⸗ 
men to a ſoze ſtreile.foʒ at the firſt ſhocke they had bꝛo⸗ 
ken one oftheyꝛtroupes:pet foz al that whẽ the Theſſa⸗ 
hans (awe they2 enempes paſle thzough them, they clo⸗ 
led them ſclues together agayne and charged vpon the 
erſians, who by reaſon of theyzonlet geuynge, and 

2 that they thought them ſelues (ure orthe victozye, 
becamecleatieout of oꝛder, and were ouerthꝛowen with 
greate ſlaughier. The Theſlaliens had herein a great 
aduauntage, by reaſon that the erſians belydes that 
they be armed themlelues. haue their hoꝛles allo bar⸗ 
bed with plates or ſte le, whych was the cauſe thei could 
not epther in the onſet, oꝛ retire bee ſo quick, as pᷣ Thel⸗ 
ſalians were: foꝛbytheyz celeritie, wherin the feate ot 
hoꝛſemen chiekip coliſteth, they had ouerthzowen many 
of then,betoze they caulde tourne theyꝛ hoꝛſes aboute: 
hen Alexander vnderſtode that hys men pꝛeuayled 
oftheir enemies on that parte lykewyſe, was bold then 
to folowe in the chale, whyche he durſt not da beloze he 
knewe ß battaile to bee clearely wõne, a thenempes re⸗ 
pulſed on al ſides. Alexander had not about hym aboue 
a. M. hoꝛſemen.royth whom he ſiewe innumcrable of 
hys enempes. Foz wha is he that in an pucrthzowe oʒ 
a chaſe can nũbꝛe men : T hoſe tew Macedoͤs did dꝛyue 
the multitude ol they en them ipke * 
aui. the 
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the ſame feare that cauſed the flee, ſtated thẽ likewiſe in 
their feng. The grectansÞ were on Darius lide,vn- 
der their capitaine Amintas (which ſometume had bene 
in great aucthozitie with Alexander, but then agaynſte 
him) bꝛake out frõ the reſt and marched away in o2d2e 
of battaile. Al the rel fled diuerſe wapes, ſome directiy 
towardes Perle, and ſome by pathes, and pꝛiup wales 

eſcaped by the mountaines andthe woodes. A tew ther 
were p recouered their kozmer cape, whiche they coulde 
not delend enp time againſte the Macedoͤs p were vic- 
tours, but the lame tmiediatily was wonne, beinge ha⸗ 
boundant of al ryches, ot gold and ſiluer, appertaining 
not onelp to the wartes, but to al boluptuouines and ex 
ceſſe:which riches whiles the ſouldiers violently ſpoy- 
led, they ſtrowed the waies full of packes and fardels, 
which they would not touch, in reſpect of thecouetous 
delite they had to thinges of greater valew. But when 
they came vnto the woman, as theyꝛ tirementes were 
molk pꝛecious, ſo the moꝛe biolẽtly they plucked them az 
wap, and theit bodies were not fre from their luſte # ens 
foꝛcement. The cape tuery where was full ol tumulte & 
lamentacpon, as chaunce fell to eche one. The licency⸗ 
oulnes of the victo2ers was lit h, þ their crueltie raged 
vpon all ages andkiude ofcreatures,aud nokynde of 
milchtete wanted emong es them.Thece myght haue 
bene ſene the vartablenes offoztune, when they whych 
had pzepared Darius pauiſion wyth al kynde ok delp⸗ 
cacie and riche furtitture.reſerucd and kept the ſame for 
Alexander as ſoꝛ thepꝛ olde mayſter. Foꝛthe Mace⸗ 
dons had leſte that vnſpopled acco:dunge to thepz- 


cepue they: Rynge when he is byctoꝛious, into che 
kinges pauilion that he hathvanquiſhed.The mot her 
a and 
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and wyle of Darius that were there taken pꝛiſoners, wars ms; 
moued all men to calf theit eyes and inwarde contem⸗ tber dis wre 
placion towardes them, wherof the one deſerued to be oo 
reuerenced toz the mateſtte that was in her, and fo her vziſoners, 
age, and the other fo2 th: excellẽcy other beauip,which 
though her miladuenture was nothing ſtapned. She 
was ſene embzacyng her little ſonne in her armes, not 
pet ofthe age of lixe yeares, boꝛne as enheritour tothe 
domimion which his father newly had loſt. There laye 
alſo two young virgines in their grand mothers lappe, 
euen then mariable, wh: che languilhed a lamented not 
ſo much thꝛough theyz owne pꝛiuate ſoꝛowe, as fo2 the 
doloꝛouſnes ofthe olde woman. Abaut the mother and 
the wife were a great numbꝛe or noble womẽ that pul- 
led their heare and tare theyꝛ clothes, without reſpecte 
what apperteyned to theyꝛ eſtate, Who vumindetull of 
the tall Daruts wyte and hys mother were come vnto, 
called cheym ſtyll by the name ol Queenes, with ſuche 
other tytles of honour as they dyd befoze. They all fo2- 
geatting their owne miſerie, were diligent to enqupze 
theFoaztuneofthe fielde, and what ſucceſſe the battayle 
hadde where Darws was. Foz it he were alyue (they 
ſaped) thry coulde in uo wyle thynke theymlelues pꝛi⸗ 
loners. But he by the chaunging ofinanye hozſes, was 
by that tyme fledde farre awape. There were ſlayne of 
the Perltan fotemenne a hundꝛed thouſande, and ten 
M. hoꝛſemen. And of Alexandꝛes company onely.50 4. | 
hurte,aud.xxei.fotemen, and. cl. hozſemen kylled. So Ken er 
great a victoꝛpe was gotten with ſo [malle a loſſe. A- wert ilayne. 
lexandze that was weried with purſupng of Darius, 
when he perceiued the night todzaw on, and that there 
was no hope to ouertake him whom he folowed, retur⸗ 
ned into the Perſians campe, which a little befoze hys 
| com- 
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comming w3s taken by his men. That nyght he made 
a banquet to ſuche as he accuſtomed to call. foz the hurt 
ofhis ſhoulder, voherofthe ſkynne was but ſmally peri⸗ 
ſhed,letted him not to kepe companye. As they late at 
meate, lodainly they heard a pitiful crye, with a ſtrange 
howling #lamentation,that put them al in great feare: 
In ſo much that the bande that kept thewatche aboute 
the kynges Pauilion, tearing ittobethebegynninge 
ot ſome greater matter,bega to arme themſelues. The 

wife à mother ot Darius, wuh the other noble women 

newlpe taken pꝛiloners, were the caule of his lodapne 

feare, by lamentinge of Darius, whom they ſuppoled 
had beenſlapae. Which opinton they conceiuedthzough - 
one of the Eunuches, which ſtanding bekoze theyztent 
doate, ſaw a ſouldier carya parcel of Datius diademe, 
whiche he a litle befozehad caſt from his head. When 
Alexandze vnderſtode their errour, he wept (as it was 
ſaied) to conlidze Darius miſtoztune, and the womeng 
affection towardes him. And foz their coumfozt, ſent to 
them one Mithꝛenes p betrated Sardes, who was ex⸗ 
pert in the Berſtantoung, but pet conlideryng that the 
fight ofhym being a traptour,ſhould but encreaſe their 
ſoꝛow, ſent a noble man called Leonatus, to declareto 
them howe they were deceiued, and that Darius was 
a lpue. He came towardes the tente where the wamen 
were, with certain menne in harnaps, and lente wozde 
befoze,that he was come thither fromthe kyng. But 
when luche as ſtode at the tent doare ſawe armed men 
commyng, luppolinge theyz errande had bene to mur⸗ 
ther theyꝛ myſtrefles,xanne in to theym, and cryed oute 
that theyꝛ la howꝛe was come. toz the menne were at 
hande that were ſent to kyll them. The ſeruantes ther⸗ 
koʒe that neyther durſte let Leonatus iu, noꝛ kepe hym 
out, 
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out, bꝛought him no aunlwere, but remayned qupetlye 
to ſee what he woulde doe, When Leonatus had long 
taried at the doare, and law none came furth to cal him 
in,le his men without, and entred emonges the wo⸗ 
men. Whole commpng vnto them befoze he was ads 
mitt ed, was the thing that feared them moſt of al. The 
mother therioze and wyle ol Darius fell downe at hys 
feete, requiryng him that beloꝛe they were ſlayne, he 
woulde luce theym to burye Darius after hys coun⸗ 
trep maner:vohiche laſt obleruaunce periourmed, they 
were content (they ſayed) gladlpe to ſuffre death. Leo⸗ 
natus allured them that bothe Darius was alyue, and 
that there was no harme towardes theym, but ſhould 
remaine1in the ſame eſtate they were in befoze. When 
Siligambis heard thole woꝛdes, ſhe luffered her ſelfe 
to be lyft vp {rom the ground, and to teceiue ſome om⸗ 
fozte. The nexte dape Alexandꝛe wich great diligeuce, 
buried the bodies of ſuche ol hys ovone men as coulde 
be lound, e willed the lame to be done to the noble men 
ofthe Peritans,geuynglycence to Darius mother to 
burpe ſo manpe as lhe lyſte, after the cuſtome of her 
tountrepe. She pertkourmed the lame to a fewe that 
were nexte other kynne,acco:dyng to the habilitie ok 
her pzeſent foꝛtune.ioʒ if ſhe ſhould haue vſe>the Per⸗ 
ſians pompe therin,the Macedons myght haue enui⸗ 
ed it, whiche beyng victozers, vled no great curiolitie 
in ter. When the due was perfourimed to the 
dea%Ylerand2e aged tothe women pꝛiloners, that 
hehimſelfe woulde cometo viſite them, and cauſpnge 
ſuche as came withhim to tarye without, he only with 
Epheſtion entred in emonges them. The lame Ephe⸗ Epyettion; 
ſtion ok al me was moſt deare vnto Alexand2e,b2oughs 
vp in his companpe krom his pouthe, and moll yo 
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with him in all thynges. There was none that hadde 
ſuche libertpe to ſpeake hys mynde plapnelpe to the 
Kynge as he hadde, whiche he ved alter luche ſozte, 
that he lemed to doe it by no aucthozitie, but by ſuffe- 
raunce. Ind as he was of lyke peares vnto hym, ſo in 
ſhape and perſonage he dyd lomewhat excelle him. 
Where oe the weomen thynkynge Epheſtion to bee 
the kynge, dyd falle downe and wozſhyppe hym (as 
theyz countrey maner was to doe to bynges )tyll ſuche 
tyme as one oc the CEunubes that was taken pꝛiſoner, 
ſhewed whiche orthem was Alexandze. Then Siſi⸗ 
gambis fell dowonc at hys feete, requiring pardon of her 
ignoꝛauuce, foꝛ ſo much as ſhe did neuer lee hym bekoꝛe. 
The king toke her vp bythe hand, and laid: mother, you 
be not deteiued, foz thys is Alexandze alſo, Whiche his 
| hummtie and coutmency ofmindifhe had continual- 
deren. [pc oblerued to his latter daies, he myghte haue bene 
thought much moꝛe happier the he was, when ß he haz 
uing lubdued al Alta ito Helleſpõt to Occean lea, did 
countrefait the trigphes of Bacchus. Oz it p emonges 
the reſte olhis conqueſtes, he woulde haue laboured to 
conquere his pꝛyde and his yꝛe, beynge vyces inupn⸗ 
able. Oz ik in hys dꝛontzennes he woulde haue abs 
ſtayned from the ſlaughter of his nobilitie, and not to 
haue put to deaththole excellent men of warre without 
tugemẽt, which helped him to cõquere ſo many naciõs: 
But at this time the greatnes of his foꝛtunehadde not 
pet altered his nature, though aſterwards he could not 
| bearehis victozics with that vertue hedyd winnethf; 
Nees Then hebehaued himlelfe after ſuche a maner, that he 
emen exceded in continency & compaſſton, all $ kynges that 
had bene befoze his tyme. He entertepned ỹ two quenes 
with thole vyꝛgins that were ol excellent beautye ſa 
| reue⸗ 
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reuerentlp, as they had been his lyſters. He not only 

apned from all violacion of Darius wyfe, which in 
beauty excelled all the women ok her tyme, but alſo toke 

care and diligece, that none other ſhould pꝛocure 

to any dyſhonour. And to all ʒ women he comaun- 
ded their oꝛnamentes a apparaile to be reſtoꝛed. So þ 
they wanted nothing of magnilicence oftheir fozmer 
eſtate,ſauing only ᷣ aſlured confidence that creatures 
want in mi ndhiche thynges conlidered by Si⸗ 
ſigambis,ſhe layed vnto the kynge: Sy2 your goodnes and 
to wardes vs doth deſerue,that we ſhould make ß ſame wozdes vate 
p2aper (63 pou, that we did ſometime? fo2 Darins,# we ge. 
perceive you woꝛthy to paſſe ſo great a king as he was 
in kelicitie and good foztune, that abounde ſo in iuſtice 
and clemencpe. Mou vouchlate to call me by the name 
of mother and of Mueene, but J conteſſe my ſelle to be 
your handmayde. Foꝛ bothe J conceiue eatneſſe 
of my eſtate paſt, and feele that I can beate this pꝛeſẽt 
leruitude. It lpeth only in your handes howe we ſhall 
be dealt withall, and whether you will make vs notas 
ble to the wozlde, though pour clemencye 02 crueltye. 
Thekyngcomfozted them all he myght,and willpng 
thepin to be of good cheare,toke Darius ſonneinhys 
armes. Therat the chylde was nothyng afrayde, haz 
uing neuer lene him befoze,but toke # embzaced hym 
ſboute the necke. He was ſo moued with the conſtancy 
of the childe, that he beheld Epheſtion aud layed: oh 
would that Darius had had ſome parte ofthis gentle 
dylpoſicion. When he was departed from thence, he 
cauled thꝛee aultates to be made vpon the riuet ot Pi⸗ 
ramus, and there dyd ſacrikpce to Jupiter. A. 
Minetua, and ſo went fozewardes into Dy21a, ©, 
Heſent Parmenio befoze toDamalco, wheros Das YM, 

rius 
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tius trealure dyd remapne: who bnderſtandynge by 
the wape that Danus had ſente ove ot hys nobles thi⸗ 
ther fe ar pug that koʒ the ſmalnes of his ovone numbze 
the Dawalcens would bepe hun out, determined to 

foʒ a greater power. But by chaunce one Mardus ſell 
into the handes ofthe hozſemen that he had ſent beio2e 
to ſcowꝛe the countrep, whiche being bzoughte betoze 
Parmemo, deliuered hym the letters that the capitayn 
of Damaſco hadde lente to Alexandze, aud beldes the 
letters, added o? hymſelic, that he doubted not but all 
Datius riches and hys treaſure ſhoulde be dchuered 
tohym at hys arrivall, Parmenio-gaue the charge to 
cectapue of hys menne fo2 hys lurekeppnge,and then 
opened the letters, wherin it was contepned p Alexan⸗ 
dꝛe in all haſte ſhoulde lende one or his capitames this. 
ther with a (mall power. Which thing knowen, he (ent 
Maͤrdus bactze agapneto Damaſto, with certayne to 
accompanpe him:but he eſcaped oute ot their handes, 
came to Damalco betoʒe daye lighte. That thing trous 
bled greatly Parmenio, doubting that his enemies had 
layed ſome embuſhement to2 him, a thertoze durſte not 
goe an vntznowẽ way without a gurve.Per notwith- 


anding, vpon the confidence he had in the felicitie of 


hys pꝛynce, toke pealantes of the countrep to-conducte 
him the way, which the. uu. day, bzought hym to the ci⸗ 
tie of Damalco, The capitaine doubting that credence 
ſhould not be geuen to his letter pꝛetended to myſtruſte 
the ſtrength of p towne, a made cout enance as though 


he would le away. By the ſpꝛing ofthe daye, he my alj 


Darius trealure (which the Perſians call Gaza) wit 
the reſt of all his pzecious thinges to be brought furth 
ofkthe towne, of purpole to betrape the ſame into the 
Macedons handes. There were manye thouſandes of 
menus 
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menne and women that folowed,a piteous ſyght to all 
that ſawetheym, lauing to him, to whole fidelitie they 
were commptted , Foꝛ he to wynne hymſelfe thanke, 
purpoſed to deliuer to hys enempes a pꝛaye moꝛe pꝛe⸗ 
cious then all the reſt, which were luche olthe nobthtie 
as he had in keping, with the wiues a child2en of great 
mene that bare rule under Darius: and belpdes the 
Emballſadozs ofthe cities of Greece, who Darius had 
lefte inthetraptours handes, as ima fo2trelle (to hys 
thynkyng) of moſte ſuertie. The Perſians call thoſe 
Gangabe, that catpe burthens vpon theyꝛ ſhoulders, 
who haͤupnge the catiage ofthynges ok moſte valure, 
when they coulde not endure the colde koꝛ the troſte and 
ſnowe that ſodaynly tell, they put vpon them the robes 
ol clothe olgolde e purple, which they caried wꝛapt vp 
together with the money. there being no man to let the: 
foz the aduerſitie of Darius cauſed that baſe ſo2te of 
men to ble a licenct:us ubertie. Thole kynde of men 
med to Parmemo at the firſt lighteto be no mall ar⸗ 
mye,andtherfoze regarded not the matter lightipe, but 
gaueexhoꝛtacion to thole p were with hym, as though 
hey ſhoulde haue fought a loꝛe batta ple, a willed thẽ to 
putte their ſpurres to their hoꝛle, and geue the charge. 
Whiche thynge perceyued by thepm that bare the bur- 
depnes,fledde a wape (02 feate, and ſo dyd the menne ol 
warre that were with theym, by luche wayes as they 
eſt knewe. The capitatneof Damalcocounterfaiting 
che feare as other feared in dede, was the cauſe of 

M thys confuſion. The ryches ol Darius was lefte a= 
ne, g laye ſparkled abzoade ouer all the ficldes, with 
e money that was pzepared toʒ the wages of lo inti⸗ 
te a nuinbꝛe of ſouldiours, and alſo the appatatl oł ſo 
q nanye great men and noble women, veſſels of game 
ö | gol⸗ 


golden furnimentes ioz hozles, pauilions adozyed with 


Occhus king fgure birgines, the doughters ol Occhus; that reigned 
us, = nextbefoze Darius, They befozethat time padde lutfe- 
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regall magnificence, and Wagons tuilof unfinite ti⸗ 
ches. A thing even ſoꝛowrull to beholde to the ſpoplerg, 
ik anye thyng could ſtape the couetoulnes ot men. Was 
it not a pitifull thyng to beholde, the riches that hadde 
been gathered together in ſo great numbze of pearcs, 
whyles the ſtate ol the Nerſians ſtode in that incredi⸗ 
ble heyght of ſoꝛtune, one part to betozue with buihes, 
and an other dzovoned in the myze, it beyng ſo greate 
beſydes, that the handes ot the ſpoylers coulde not ſul⸗ 
fice loꝛ ihe (popie. When the hozſemen had ouertaken 
them that fledde firſt they founde diuers women harp⸗ 
ing ofthe ſmalle chyldzen, emonges whomthere were 


red chaunge of loꝛtune, when the tate was altered fro 
their fathers lyne. But this aduerſitte was much moz 
greuous vnto them. There was in this flocke the wyn 
of Occhus, the doughter of Oxatrix that was Dariu! 
bꝛother, and the wyte of Artabaſus whiche was of the 
head houſe of erũia, with hys ſonne alſo called J lo 
nelus. The wyte and the ſonne ol Farnabazus wer 
alſo taken, to whom Datius had cõmytted the charge 
of all the lea coaſtes, and with theym the thzce dough: 
ters of Mentoꝛ, the wyle and the ſonne ol the nob 
captain Mẽnon. There was ſcarcely anye houle oft! 
nobilitie of Perſe free from that euill aduenture. 
Thete were bothe Lacedemonians and Athentan 
that contrarye ta the league betwene Alexandꝛe an 
them, toke Darius parte. Emonges the Athenian 
AriCogiton, Dropides, and Leyertes were of moſt 
notable fame and linage. And ot᷑ theLLacedemoni: 

the chieteſt were pertlſippus and Onomaſtoꝛides vi 
On 
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Omanps and Callicratides. The ſumme olthe copned The fuame 
money there taken, was two thouſand. ix talents, and q,c2* nes: t 
of maſſp ſiluer.v. hundzed talentes. Beſide. xxx.thou⸗ Damaſco, 
lande men, and. vii. thoulande beaſtes that carped bur⸗ 
deynes on their backes. But the Goddes dyd perſecute 
with due puniſhment the betraper of luche a treaſure. 
Foz one whom he had made pꝛiupe to the matter, pts 
tiyng therin the eſtate of hys Pꝛince, dyd ſlea the trap» 
toure, and bꝛought his heade to Datius. A comtoꝛt not 
bnapt fo2 the tyme to the betrayed kynge.Foz therby he 

was both reuenged of hys enempe, and perceyued 

that the memoꝛpe due vnto hys eſtate ,was 
not growen out ot all mens 
hartes. 
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Quintus Curtius, of the actes of

6 Aareat an army, and that came vnto the field 
caried aloſte vpõ his chariot,moze like to tri 
Pp 1 Jumphe thẽ to fight: fled by ß places the waſt 
and deſert, whiche he beloꝛe Had kylled wyth hys infi- 
nite numbzes ot men of warre. There were but fewe 
that folowed hym.foz neither they fled al one wape,noz 
ſuch as folowcd could kepe pace with hym that ſo often 
chaunged hozles.Atiegth he came to Unchas where he 
was recepued of.ui.M.Greckes, whichcoductedhym 
to the Kyuer of Euphzates,thinking all ſuch his coun⸗ 
treys to be loſte, in the whyche he coulde not pzeuente 
Darius by haſte making. Parmento was appointed 
gouernou ot Sitia, and to be the keper ot᷑ thetreaſute 
and pꝛloners whichehe toke at Damalco. The Si⸗ 
rians could not at the firſt beare theyz newe gouerne⸗ 
mente, becauſe theyhad not pet felt the ſcourge of 
the wartes: but as they reuolted, they were ſtreyght⸗ 
wape lubdued, pertourmpnge all þ they were appointed 
to do. The Jle of Arade was peldẽ to Alexãder, wher⸗ 
Otrato king of Strato was kynge, that had in ſubiection all the ſea 
of 3rade, cot, with diuers ol the inland countries, who ＋ 
tyng hym ſelfe, Alexander remoued to the citye of 
rathon. There he receyued letters from Darius, t at 
| Letters from lit hym in great coler,becauſe they were ſo arrogant⸗ 
Boon vnt9 ſye vozitten,The lpectall popnte that moued Jlexader, 
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was fo2 Darius wꝛitig him lelfe king, did not vouch- 
ſafe to geue him that title, but did woꝛite rather by waye 
of commaundement then of requeſt, pzoferyng foz the 
raunſome ot hys wile and chuldꝛen, ſo muche money as 
Macedo: coulde recetue.Foz the ſuperiozitie(he lated) 
he put it to his choile,to trye it bytheſwozdeit he liſte. 
But it he woulde be better aduiled, he willed hym to be 
content wich hys owne enheritaunce, and ſo he would 
loyne in amitie with hym, e become his trend, in whych 
poinct he was ready to enter into treatie.Alexãder did 
wꝛite to hym againe after thys maner: Darius whole Steranders 
name thou halt vlurped, dyd great deſtructiõ vpon the Bachs n- 
Greekes inhabityng on the coaſt of Helleſpont, a vpon ters., 
0; the Jomans whiche be Greeke Cities, paſſynge from 

thece the ſea with a great army to make warre agaynſt 
Greece and Macedd. And allo king rerxes thy pꝛede⸗ 
4 teſſout came to ſubdue vs with mfinitenabzes,whyche 
wo beyng vaquiſhed in a battaile on the ſea,lefte not with⸗ 
ſtading Mardonius behinde him in Grecce,to deſtroy 
0 theyꝛ cities a burne their coũtries. Jt is manifeſt beli⸗ 
des that Philip my father was Cayne by luch as were 
coxupted therũto with your money. Me vidertake al- 
wates vniuſt wartes, x octupiyng armes, go about foz 
all that to circumucẽt men with treaſon. As thou ok late 
hauing ſuch numbꝛe ok men in thine armp, diddeſt pꝛo⸗ 
cure mp death with the pꝛomps of a thouland talentes. 
Jam not therkoze the beginner of the warres, but re- 
pulſefuch tnmries as be pꝛofered me. In doing wher⸗ 
of though the helpe ol the Gods (which fauour alwap 
the ryght) haue bꝛought the moꝛe parte of Alia vnder 
my lubiection:andhauing ouercome the in battaile by 
koʒce otarmes, there is no caule p I ſhoulde graunt the 


any thynge which halt not obſerued towardes me the 
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laweofarmes, pet ifthou wilt come & ſubmit thy ſelfe, 
A promis thee that J woll delluer bothe thy mother, 
wife,and childzen:fo2 both J know how to get the vic- 
toꝛpe, and how to ble ſuch as J ouercome, but if thou 
fearelt to commit thy ſelfeto vs, J wyll geue the laufe 
conduite to come frelye. In the reſt when thou wꝛiteſt 
vnto me, remẽbꝛe that thou wꝛiteſt not onely to a kynge 
but alſo vnto him that is thy kynge. He ſent thys letter 
by Thcrlippus, and went trom thence into Phenicta, 
where the citye of Biblon was pelden vnto hym. 

And ſo came vnto Sydonwhiche was a citye of great 
nobilitie, by reaſõ of the antiquitie and fame ofthe buil- 
ders. The lame was vnder Stratos dominyon,ſup* 
poꝛted bythe power of Darius, who pealdyng moze by 
the conſtteint ot the people, then of his owne good wil, 
was thought vnwozthye to reygne there. Alexander 
made a graunt to Epheſtion pᷣ he ſhould make ſuch one 
Kynge,whom the Sidons thought moſt woꝛthye that 
eſtate. There were diuers noble young men in that cy⸗ 
tye that had familiaritye wyth Epheſtion, ot whome he 
purpoſed to haue choſen one RKynge: but they refuſed 
hys ofter:aſfyꝛmyng that none myght eniope that dyg⸗ 
nitye, except he were deſcended ofthe bloude ropall. E⸗ 
pheſtion wondered at the magnammitye that was in 
them in deſpiſyng the thinge whyche other lought foz 
by ſwoꝛde and fire, and therfoꝛe (ated: continue pou 


ſtyll in that vertuous mynde, whych be the firſte that 


haue vnderſtandyng, howe muche better it is to re⸗ 
fuſe then to tecepue a kyngedome. Chole you therfoze 
ſuche one of the bloude ropall, that maye remembꝛe 
he hath receyued the rule at pour handes . But when 
they lawe diuers gapynge foꝛ it, and foꝛthe gredynes 
they had to reigne, fel to flattering ok ſuch as were nere 

aboute 
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aboute Alexander, relolucd that there was none moꝛe 

meete fo2 that dignitp, then one Abdolominus, who be⸗ 

ynge ol the auncient bloud of theKyngcs,fo2 poucrtye vtdöomt⸗ 

was entoꝛced to dwellin a mail grange wythout the ande ruge.

And 
when pou thall iyt in pour regall ſeate hauyng in pour 
handes power oc the life and death ot yout people, do in 
no wile tozgette the eſtate ye were in when pe toke the 
kingdome vpon you,no yet fo2 what purpoſe pe did te⸗ 
cepue it. The matter ſeamed to Abdolominus lyke a 

dꝛeame, and aſked thẽ it they were madde that woulde 
mocke hym after that maner. But when he ſaw them 

affirme by othes the thinge to bee in earneſt, he waſhed 

hym ſelle, # teceiuing the garmẽt which was of purple 

andgolde, wet with them into the palace. The fame(as 

is wont in ſuch a cale)did notably runne abzode ofthys 

matter. Some fauozed pᷣ cauſe, a ome did diſdaine it, 

but ſuche as were rich, did repꝛoue hys pouertie a baſe 

eſtate to ſuche as were nere about Alexander, whiche 

tauled the kynge to (end foz him, and when he had long 

beholden his behauour, ſaped: pour perſonage dothe 

not dilagre to the fame of your linage. But J deſire to 
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adds, enterpꝛice, he declared how ß gouernour of Egipt was

knowe with what pacience pou dyd luſteyne pour po⸗ 
— mw to Godcqbhe) Tr bare my pꝛol⸗ 
peritie in like caſe nowe when J am a kynge. Thele 
handes did get that J deſired, and haupng nothynge, 
Jlackednothynge, Þys woꝛdes cauſed Alexander to 
concepueofhym a marueilous opinion, ſo that hegaue 
vnto hym not onelp the riches,ſtuffe, and furnymentes 
apperteynynge to the Kynge befoze, but alſo manye 
thynges that were taken from the Perſians, addynge 
to — dominton all the countrey neare about the citie. 
In the meane ſeaſon Amintas with foure thouſande 
Greekes that eſcaped with him out ofthe fielde, fledde 
to Tripolis, where he enbarked,and ſailed vntoCy- 
pres:thynkyng the woꝛlde to be ſuch the, that euery one 
might enioy phecould get, like as it had ben hys owne 
inheritãce. His purpoſe was to go into Egipt, thinking 
there to become enemy both to Darius a Alexader and 
to waye with p woꝛlde, accoꝛding as ̊ tune ſhould al⸗ 
ter. To bing therkozehis ſouldiers to hope well ol hys 


llaine in the battell, a that Perſians left there in gua⸗ 
riſon were but a (mall number, of little foꝛce, ut 
any head. He ſhewed how the Egiptias vſedto rebel as 

gainſt hq wy uernours, wherfoze they were ſure to be 
— ed as kredes. Foꝛ lince neceſſite (qð he) hath ens 
foꝛced vs to pꝛoue out foꝛtunes, which kauling vs in our 
firſt hope we mult now thinke that things to come ſhal 
be muche better then our pꝛelent eſtate. They al agreed 
with one voyce, that he ſhould lead them where he lyſt. 
Wherupon thinking good not to pꝛetermit the occaſp⸗ 
on whiles the hope was hotte in their hartes, conueied 
them into Egipt, and entred the hauen at liũ, vn⸗ 


der pꝛetence that he had bene ſent thether y Darius, 
When 
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When h ten Peluſtum,he ſette Sto- 
wardes Meniphis,atchefame ofwhoſecommyng the Vemphis 
Egipttaus being a lighte narion;#moze apttomakea 
ſtutre, chen to mainteyne it when it is once begon, ran 
to hym out of all townes and villages, with entent to 
deſtroy al the Berlians. But they not withſtandynge 
the teare they were in, did not leaue the defence of the 
countr ey, but ſought wyth the Greekes, and were put 
to klyght. Aſter that victoꝛpe Amyntas beſieged Mem⸗ 
phis, and hys men deſtroyed ſo all the countrey thera⸗ 
boutes, that they leſt nothyng vnſpopled. Wherupon 
Mazeches though he perceiued hys ſouldiours muche 
amated with the feare ol theyz late ouerthzowe, yet azeche n 
when he lawe his enemies ſcatered: abzode and wyth⸗ 
out oꝛdꝛe, ſoꝛ the pꝛide they had concepued ot they? vicz 
tozy:at length perſwaded hys men to iſſue out of the ci⸗ 
tye and in lettynge vpon theyz enemies, cecouer agame 
that they had loſt. Which aduile beyng good ofu lelte, 
by good haͤdelyng toke moſt foztunate ſuccelle, fo; thep 
llewe at that time both Amintas and all his company. 
This puniſhement he luſtered foz the offence commpt⸗ 
ted to both pꝛinces, being neither faythfull to Alexan- 
der whom he fozloke, noꝛ to Darius to whom he fled. 
Darius capitapnes whiche eſcaped from the battaple 
at Icon, gathering together ſuche men as were (cate- 
red abzoade, and ſuche power beſide as theycoulde le⸗ 
neui Capadoce and Maphlagonia, did attempte to re⸗ 
couer agayne the countrey ot Lidia. Antigonus was 
gouernour fo2 Alexander there, who notwuhſtandyng 
that he had taken many ſouldiers out of the guariſons 
to lend vnto Alexander:pet he ſo little eſtcmed hys ene⸗ 
mies, that he doubted uot to aduenture the battaple. 
The Perſians receiued there - he like foztune they dyd 
uli. in 
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in other places: whyche | atten fightin thee 
| Icilomenes lundꝛye coũtries, were in them all. At the 
1 ſame time the nauie ol the Macedons whiche Alexan⸗ 
If, der had ſent ſoz out of Greece, metynge Ariſtomenes 
(whom Darius had appointed to make warre vp6the 
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coaſt ofHelleſpont) tone aud dzovnedall his ſhyppes. 
wh - Farnabaſus Darius admitall, hauyng exacted money 
I acm, at Mileſium, and ſette a guariſon in Scio, palled 
nes into the Ile ot Ind2os with a hundzed ſhyppes. And 
Srbnug. from thencehe wente to Syphnus, e puttyng men of 
warre into all the Jlandes, exacted of theum money. 
The greatnes ofthe warre that was in hand betwene 
two ofthe molt puyllant pꝛynces ot àſpa and Europe, 
2s, dpd dꝛawe both Greece and Crete to atmes. Agis the 
kyng ol Lacedemon gathered together. viii. thouland 
Greekes that were come home out of Cplicia, and mo⸗ 
ued watre to Antipater, that was gouernour of Ma⸗ 
cedon, The Cretias folowyng ſometime one part, and 
ſometime an other, recepued one whyle guaryſon of 
Mace dons, and an other while of Lacedemomans, to 
lye amonges them. But thole warres were of no great 
'| impoztaunce.to2 all mennes epes were tyred vpon the 
re cat ot Wattes that were in vꝛe betwene Ylexader#-Dariwsz 
1 wherupon all the reſt did depend. The Macedons had 
1 \ubdued al Sitia # Phenices, Tpze only except, which 
beyng the greateſt # moſt notable oy of all that coũ⸗ 
trey, ſhewed that they eſtemed them lelues woꝛchyera⸗ 
ther to ioyne with Alexander as trẽdes, then to betome 

hys ſubiectes.Foꝛ when he was come nere vnto them, 
and encamped vpon the mapne lande, whiche is duu⸗ 

ded from their citye wyth a (mall arme ofthe Sea: 

They ſent to hym by their Embaſſadours a crowne of 

gold {02 a pꝛeſent, with great plenty belides ol victuals 
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$2 his army.Herecetued their gits as fro his frendes. 
and gaue gentle aun weres vnto the Embalſadours? 
but he ſhewed himlelfe much deſpꝛous to make ſaccifice 
vnto Y:rcules(who the Tatians wozlhipped, 
the Macedon kynges luppoſed themſelues to be dyl⸗ 
cended olhim ) being admonilhedtherunto(as he lapd) 
by an Qꝛacle.

Foa the Tirians 
being the buylders of Carthage, were ſynce that tyme 
had in veneration ofthe as ther parentes & firſt puns 
ders.Thole Embaſladoꝛs exhoꝛted thẽ in any wyle to 
ahyde the ſiege, and pꝛonuſed them ſhoꝛtiy apde, which 
they alleged night ealely a lone be done, foꝛlomuch as 
At p tune all the leas were full ofthe Carthage fleetes, 
Vpõ this harting they deternuned to abyde the extre⸗ 
mitie, and placed their engynes vpon the towers and 
the walles, diupding they armour emonges the youth 
of the citie The artiſicers, wherok that citie had 
great plentie, were diupded into woꝛke houſes to matze 
all luche thynges as were neceſſarye foz the warres, 
There were deuiled certapne inſtrumentes wherwith 
they myght pull downe the wozkes that theyz enemies 


made, called Harpagons, and allo crowes of Iron na⸗

A ipke thyng was ſene emonges the Mace⸗ 

dons. oz when a certaine ſouldiour was bꝛeakynge of 

hys bꝛead, dꝛoppes of bloude appeared therin. . 

Alexander beyng aſtonied, Ariſtander that was moſte zriftander, 

cumung of all the diupners oftheir religion, dyd inter⸗ 

pꝛete thus the matter. Jfthe bloude had appeared out⸗ 

wardlye, then it had igaifpzd euil foztune to the Mace⸗ 

dons, but in almuch as it was found within, it betoke⸗ 

ned deſtruction tothe Citie they went ab aut to get. A- 

lexander canlidering his naupe to be farre from hym, 

that a long ſiege ſhould be great impediment to hys o⸗ 

ther affaires, ſente officers of Axmes vnto the Citie Tye tawe 

to perlwade them vnto peace, whom the Tirtans a⸗ — 

gaynſte the lawe ot nations dyd dꝛowne in the Sea. 

Their vniuſte deathe ſturred Alexander ſo muche, that 

he then vtterlye determined to goe foꝛwardes with the 

liege. but beloꝛe he could make his appꝛoche, it was of 

neceſſitie loʒ him to a Pere oz a Mole, wherby: 

they myghtepaile from the mayne lande to the Citie. 

But in the making therof there entred great dyſpayze 

— — conſidering the deapnes okthe 

lea, which they ſawe not poſſible to be ſylled, fcarſeip by 

anp dunne powꝛe. Foꝛ theythought no ſtones ſo great, 

no trees lo high, noʒ any coũtteꝝ to haue ſuchplenty as 

might ſuffice fo: the buuding ola banke in lucha place, 

WW remained al waies troubled.

narrower the place was betwene the citie and the land, 
ſo muche moze greater was the rage. But Alcxandet 


him pleaſed, declared how ep Hercules appeared vuto 
hem in his lleape t gaue him his hand, pꝛoteryng to be 
his capitaine and hys guyde fozthe entraunce otthe ci⸗ 
tie .. Therunto he added the killyng ot his Emballa⸗ 
douts, wherby they had violated and bzoken the lawe 
that all nacious oblerued, and that there remained but 
onely one citie which ſtaped his victozy. Therupon he 
diupded (he woꝛke emongeſt hys capitapnes, that eue⸗ 
rye one myght applpe his owne bande, and ſo put the 
woꝛbe wvze,when he had once ſuficientlp encouraged 
his men. There were great plentye of ſtones at hande 
ofthe mpnes of theolde citie where Tyꝛe ſtode betoze, 
and foz the makyng ol boates aud towzes timber was 
bꝛought from the motit Libanus.The woꝛke did grow 
frõ the bottome ofthe Sea lyke a mountapne; but not 
water marke. And the further 


warde, ſo muche the ſoner the Sea dyd ſwallowe vp 
the ſubſtaunce ol thynges, wherofthe ſame was made. 
Whyles the Macedous were thus about theu wozke, 
the Tuiãs would come about them in (mall veſſels, 
geue them wozdes of repzoche and ſcoꝛne:as, they were 
nowe become goodly men ot warre, that woulde be 
made pyoners and cary vurdens like beaſtes vp6 their 
backes. And they aſted them allo if they thought Alex- 
andꝛe to be greater the the Godofthe Sea. But they 
rep2ofe dyd not hynder but encreale the cherelulnes of 
the ſouldiours in thepꝛ payne and trauayle. In ſo much 
the Mole in a ſhoꝛte ſpace ſurmounted aboue the wa⸗ 
neare 
vnto 
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- bnto the Citie. Then the Tirians leeyng thehuges 
neſſe of the woozke , in the increaſe wherol they (awe 
theymſelues dyſcepted,lyttle thinkinge that it woulde 
haue growen to luche a paſle, in lyttle veTels came ro- 

wing about the Pere, and dyd d2tue the ſouldiers with 
ſhotte from their woꝛking. and becauſe it laye in theym 
to bzing they2 boates ſodarnlye loꝛwardes, aud returne 
ſone againe, they hurt many ofthe Macedons without 
anpe daunger to themſelues, enfoꝛcyng theym to leaue 
theyꝛ woꝛke, and fall to theyʒ owne detence. Foz reme⸗ 
dye wherof,and to auopde theyz enempes ſhotte, they 
were compelled to ſtretche oute beaſtes ſuynnes vpon 
poles lyke ſayles, and ſet thoſe betwene the and theyꝛ e⸗ 
nemies. And beſpdes at the head ofthe Pere, they ray⸗ 
ſed vp two Towers from whence with ſhotte and ca⸗ 
ſtynge ol dartes, they kepte of the boates that came a⸗ 
boute them. On the other ſyde the Tirians would land 
with theyz boates farre out of the ſpghte of the campe, 
and kylle ſuche as were carpeng of ſtones, The pea⸗ 
ſaunts beſpdes ofJrabye,dyd ſer vpon certayne Ma⸗ 
cedons that were ſcattered abzoade in the mounte Lis 
banus, where they llewe and toke diuers. That was 
one cauſe whiche moued Alexandꝛe to diuyde hys ar⸗ 
mpe. And leſt he myght leme to rem apne pdlelp about 
the ſlege ok one Citie, he appointed — and Cra⸗ 
terus to take the charge of the woꝛke he had in hande, 
and wente into Arabia with ſuche parte of his power n. 
moſte apte foz hys purpoſe. In the meane ſeaſon the 
Tyztans pꝛepared a greate ſhpppe laden with ſtones 
and grauell behynde, ſo that the fo2cparte floted aboue 
the water, which ſhyppe anoynted ouer with pitche and 
bꝛumſtone, they bꝛought ſodepnipby ſayhnge & fozce of 
dates vnto the Pere, and there remayninge the mary⸗ 

gets 
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ners (ect the ſhyp on kyze, and then leaped into boates 
which lolowed after oz the purpoſe. Theſhyp thus ſet 
on fyꝛe (0 enflamed the wood wozke perteyninge to the 
Pere, that befoze any reſcue could come, the tp2e had ta⸗ 
zen the towers ofthe Pere, & all the reſt of the woꝛkes 
that were made in the head. When they that were lea⸗ 
ped into the boates, ſawe the matter take luche ettecte, 
they put betwixt the tymber & other voyde places, both 
fire bꝛandes, and all luche thinges as might geue nou⸗ 
riſhement & encreale to the tpyꝛe:lo that the towers and 
all the reſt beyng on a flame, manye of the Macedons 
were conſumed thet with, and the reſt fozſoke their ar⸗ 
mour and thꝛewe them lelues into the Sea. Then the 
Tixians that were moze deſirous to take them on lpue, 
then to kyll them with ſtaues and ſtones dyd ſo beate 
them on the handes as they were ſwunming , that toz 
werines they were glad to be takẽ vp into their boates. 
The whole woke was not cõſumed with this fire ones 
ly.to2 it chaunſed alſo the ſame dape a terrible wynde to 
ryle,which blowing out ofthe ſea,b2oughte the waues 
with luche vyolence vpon the Mole, that withoften 
beating ofthe Seas, the topntes that knyt the wozke 
together, began to loſe and leaue theyꝛ holde. Then the 
water that waſhed through, bꝛake downe the Mole in 
the myddes, lo that the heapes or ſtones whiche were 
befoze ſuſt eyned by the timber and earth caſte betwirt 
the once bꝛoken a ſonder, the whole wozke fell to ruine 
and was caried away into the deape ſea, Bythat tyme 
Alexander was retourued out of Arabpe, and ſcarlelpe 
found en remayve oz token, that any ſuch woꝛke had 
bene. In that caſe ( as it is euer bſed in thynges that 
chaunceeuti)onelapd the taulte bpon an other, whe in 
pede the wiolente ofthe (ea was the cauſe of al. Alexan⸗ 
"1:8 _ 
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the head thetollyeng into the weather and che wind, a 
not the open ſyde as it dyd beloꝛe: So that the toze frot 
alwayes defended the reſt ofthe wozke lyeng behynde. 
He encrealed allo the bzeadth therot to th intent 5 tow⸗ 
ers might be builded in the middes ofthe Pere, wher⸗ 
by they ſhould be leaſt lubiect to þ enemies ſhot. Whole 
trees were put into the lea with their toppes a bꝛaun⸗ 
ches. and alter great tones thꝛowen vpon them. And 
ouer thole a newe courſe oftrecs and ſtones agayne, 
by whiche deuyce thys whole woꝛke was topned aud 
knit all in one. As the Macedons were bulpe to bꝛyng 
their wozke fozwardes, lo the Tirians were as diligẽt 
to inuent all ſuch thinges, as might geue impeduntt to 
their pꝛoceding. Their chlele pꝛactiſe was foꝛ a num⸗ 
bzeofthemto entre into the Sea a farreof out ofthe 


Macedons ſight, and ſo come diuyng vnder the water 
tyll they came vnto the Pere, where with hookes they 
woulde pull vnto them the bꝛaunches of the trees that 
appeared out ot the ſtones, wherby the tones and the 
other lubſtaunce kolowed alter into the deapc. Foꝛ the 
e 


trees beinge dyſcharged oftheir burden were eaſeiye 
dꝛawen away,and then the folivatio.failing,the whole 
wozke that ſtayed vpon the trees fell to ruine. Emon⸗ 
ges theſe impedimentes Alexander ode in great per⸗ 
plexitie of mynd, doubting whether he ſhould. continue 
the ſiege ſtyll, oꝛ cls depart hys waye! When he was in 
this ymaginacion, ſodapnely his nuuye atriued from 
Cipꝛes, and C leander alſo with ſuche louldiours as he 
had bꝛought oute ot Greece. And hauing to the num⸗ 
be ot. C. lxxx.ſhyppes, diuyded the into two battailes, 
wherok He committed the one vats Pythagoras the 
kpngofCypzes;anditoCraterus and toke: youre 
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the other himſelle, cõmitting his obon perſon in a Gas 


The Tirians durlt not aducture þ ſea fyght although 
they had a great naup, but ſet all their galeis in a tronte 
beioze the walles of their citie, which the king allapled 
and put to diſtres. The next dape the Macedons with 
their ſhyppes enutroned the citie round about, and did 
beate dovonec the walles, ſpeciallpe with ſuche engines 
as they call Arictes.But the Tirians ſtreight wap re- 
fo2ced and made vp their walles agayne with cones þ 
laye at hand, and rapled vp an in ward wall. round a⸗ 
boute within the Citie, whiche myght be ther defence 
ik the other kayled. But their deſtruction appꝛoche d on 
euerp lyde, the Mole was wꝛought within the call ofa 
darte, and the ſhippes gaue the appꝛoche round about 
the walles, lo that they were ouerlayed bothe by Ses 
and by lande. The Macedons had deuyſed to lone 
their galeys two and two together, in ſuche ſoꝛte that 
the fozepartes mette cloſe befoze,and the hinder partes 
lape farre ot one from the other. And ouer the (paces 
remaining betwixt puppe and puppe, they made bꝛyd⸗ 
ges with maſtes and maine pardes layed betwixt Ga⸗ 
lepand Galey falt bounde together to carpe ſouldiers 
vpdõ. When they had put theirgaleis in thys ozdze, they 
ſet ſoʒwardes towardes the Citie. And hauyng ram⸗ 
pyꝛed the p202es foz defence of the ſouldiers that wert 
behynd,thep ſtoode in the Galeys and dyd ſhoote and 
caſt dattes agaynſt theyz enemies without any peryl o 
daunger to themſelucs. It was mydnight when they 
had commaundement to. ſet ſaawardes after the mas 
ner. Asthe ſhyppes were appꝛochynge on all partes, 


and the ¶CTirians ſtoode aſtonyed foꝛ feare and deſpe⸗ 


ration: ſodaynelpe the ſkye was ouerwhelmed with 
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dimme clowdes, ⁊ a ſodatne darkenes toke awapethe 
lyght. Then the lea bylyttell a litell waxed terrible and 
rough, th? wynde blewe raylyng vp the waues, and 
did beate the lhyppes one ageynlte an other: the vyo⸗ 
lence whero ! burſt a londer the bandes and gralpers 
wherwyth the galpes were faſtened togithers. Which 
done the budges crathed and ilewe alonder, and wyth 
the (ouldiers that Roobe vpon them tell into the Sea. 
There was greateconfuũon, oʒ the ſhippes entanglyd 
thus togithet, could by no meaues be gouerned in uch 
a tempeſt, the louldiers diſturbing the teate of the ma⸗ 
rinets, and the marpners gpupng impediment to the 
ofkyce of the louldpers. Thus (as pt doth oiten happen 
in luch cale ) the expert were obe dient tothe 1gnozaunt, 
fo: the ſhyppe maiſters that were wont to con maunde: 
then toz teare of death were dyrected by other: But 
at length by loꝛce of rowpng the galeys recoucred the 
ſhoꝛe, the moze parte ot them vepng broken and toren. 
It chaunled at the came tyme. xxx. Embaſſadours to 
tome from Carthage to Tpꝛe, wo gaue meze comtozt 
then aſſpſtance to them that were beſyeged . Foz they 
ſhewed howe the Carthagens were lo aſſapled wyth 
watre at theyt owne doꝛes, ihat they could by no mea⸗ 
nes lend them uc cour . In lo muche as the Spracu⸗ 
ſans were burnyng in Aphꝛike, aud had encamped the 
ſelues vnder the verye e alles ot Carthage. The Tp⸗ 
tyans pet were not dp:comipted,roz all thut they were 
dy:apopnted of thep2 ſpecyal (ruſt , but delyucrcd vnto 
thoſe Emballadours theyr wyucs and theyr ci yldꝛen 
to catie vnto Carthage, thinhing to endure moze touts 
ly the lpege i the thyng es whych were molt Teare vn⸗ 
tothem were temaued out ot daunger . There ws 
a Tpꝛpan whych in an open allemblie declated that A⸗ 
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pollo (whom the Tyzians greately do wozſhype)had 
appeared to hym in his llepe, ſeming to him that he had 
fozlaken the Citye, and tranſtozmed the Mole that the 
Wacedons had made into a greate woode. Hereupen 
though the auctoz were of ſtall credite, yet ſoꝛalmuche 
as men in keare be apte to beleue the woꝛſte, they tyed 
faſt Apollos Image with a golden cheyne, and bound 
faſt al;o the aulter of Hercules (to whom the Cytyxe 
was dedicate) chynbynge by detepnpng of the one, to 
kepe ſtyll the other. The Carthagens in tymes palte 
had bꝛought that Image from Sitacule, and had pla 
ced it in the hed Citie, out ot the which they were del⸗ 
cended. Foꝛ their cuſtome was to adourne Tyꝛe vopthe 
ſuche ſpoiles as they had taken, no lelle then they dyd 
Carthage it ſelte. They at » time woulde allo haue bene 
auctouts vnto the Tixiaus toz the renuing ot an olde 
ſacrifice that had bene omitted many peares, wherein 
they vled to ockre vp to Saturne a tree bozne chylde. 
Whiche beyn ge tather a (acrilege then a lacriice, the 
Carthagens recctued oftheyz ipzlt wounders, a li yll ob- 
ſetued the lame, till theyꝛ citic was deſtroted. And but þ 
the auncient men by whom all thynges were gouerned 
had wythſtand it,thys wicked luperſticyon had taken 
place, which nature and humauitie doth abhozre. The 
neceiſitie that was hanging ouer cheyꝛheades, bepnge 
moꝛe eſtectuall then any arte oz ſcience, pꝛactiſed not ons 
he luch: thinges as were accuſtomed to2 delences, but 
alio founde out that was neuer inuented beloz ee. 
Foꝛ tothe diſturbaunce of the ſhyppes that appzoched 
tije walies, they deuiſed long raſters, to the which they 
kaſtened gra;pics of Itõ and great hookes like luhes, 
which letten downe with ropes by an engyne, eyther 
tare the ſhippes oz deſtroyed the men. CUI | 
| allo 
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allo Targettes of metall tobe made fy2c hote, in the 
2 whychthey put burnyng land, a ſcaldyng lyme, a then 
poured the ſame downe vpon the Macedons that came 
gheeare the walles, beynge a mylchpele that they teared 
moſte of all other. Foꝛ when the hote lande cntred be⸗ 
= twenethe harneis and the body, there was no meanes 
to auoyde it awaie: and where it touched it burned to 
the bones, ſo that they were enfozced to thꝛowe awape 
their harneys, and teare awape all thynges they had 
vpon theyz bodies. Therebp they became lubiecte to 
be hurte by their enemies, and were not in caſe to endo⸗ 
= mage them agapne. But lpectally the graſples letten 
 downe{(calledCozut)toke violentlpe away many ofthe 
ſouldiers py were within p ſhyppes. Alexander ſeynge 
the obſtinate defence of the Tyztans, was werye of the 
matter, and determyned to rayle hys ſiege , and go vn- 
to Egypt. Foꝛ conſidering inh. we ſhoꝛt a ſpace he had 
ſubdued Alta, it greued hym to be deteyned lo longe a⸗ 
bout the walles of one citie, wherebp. he omytted the 
occaſpon and opozttinitie 07 greater thynges in the 
meane ſcaſon. But he was almuche aſhamed to de⸗ 
parte without hys purpoſe, as to remaine there and 
leaue other thynges vndone nudgyng that if he ſhould 
leue Tp2e afcerthat loʒte, as awitnes that he myghte 
ge be withſtand, it ſhould much unpaire hys fame, wherc⸗ 
ne wyth he had gotten moe then wpth foꝛce. And it chaun 
ut led at the lame tyme a monſter ot an excedyng bygnes 

to appcare al well inthe ſyghte of the Tynars as the 
ed Macedons, which lyeng vpon hys back aboue p water 
ep came towardes p Mole, and when he had braten the 
9, water and lyſted vp hym lelfe at the head of the Mole, 
es dpued vnder the water agapne, ſometpme appearpnge 
aboue & lometime hiding him lelbe bnderneath, whe he 
G. i. came 
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came neare the walles of the Citye ſhed oute of 


ſyghte. The lyght of thys monſter reioyſed bothe par: 
es ,the Macedons enterpzetyng the lame to bee lent 


them as a guide (oz their dyzectyon to furniſhe out the 


wozke and the Tyzans diuining that Neptie in re⸗ 
uenging the vlurpactontharthe n 
vpon the ſea, woulde ſhoztely ythe wozke that 


they had made, in ſuch lykeſozte as he had taken away K 


the monſter. They vpon their own imagpnacpon, 
conceiued ſuche a gladnes, and pꝛognoſticated to them 
lelues luch good loꝛtune, that they fell to bancquetynge 
and dꝛynkyng. And when — — well charged with 
wine, at the ſonne riling they (ef garlandes oi flowers 


bpon their heades, and mounted into theyꝛ galleis, not 
oncly with hope of victozy, but with a triuphe made be⸗ 
fo:e hand. It chaunſed at the lame tune that Alexander 
had conueped his nauie to the contrary ſide of Citte, 


and leite vpon the ſhoze.xxx.ot che ſmalleſt velſels, ol 
the which the Tyꝛpans caught two, and put the reſt in 
daunger of diltredpnge , vntyll ſuche tyme as pkyng 
hearyng the alarine, lettcfozwardes with hys naupe 
towardes that part where the ſkrye was heard. The 
firſte Galepe of the Macedons that came nere them 
was a quinquereme, the ſwytteſt of all the reſt, vhyche 
when the Tirians 2 8 agaynſt her with 
two gallets croſſe vpon her (ide:wherofthe one urabe 
full with her Spurne with whom the cinquereme gral 
peled and the other which was looſt and at libertye fell 
vpon her contrarie ſyde. But leſte betwirt them two ſhe 
myght luſtepne ſome domage, one ol Alexanders Trp⸗ 
rcmes cameto the reſcue wyth luche violence, that the 
mayſter of theloſe galley was ſtryken into the ſea. 

When the Tyꝛians (awe Alexander was come hym

felfe, and moze of hys ſhyppes at hande, then wyth 
ſtrengch ok oꝛes and great diſficultie,they ſet theyꝛ ga- 
leye that was entangled loſe agapne and at Iybertye, 
makynge towardes theyr hauen wyth all the haſte 
they myght. Alexander immedpatlye, purſued them, 
but wohen he came to the hauen he coulde not enter, 
but was beaten of with ſhot from the walles:pet he 
did take and dꝛowne the moze parte of they2 galeyes. 
Afterthis aduenture he reſted hys ſouldyers two dates 
and then willed hys ſhyppes tobe bzought ſozwardes 
and the engines in them, to the intent that by aſſapling 
the Tixians on al tides, he myght put them in extreme 
feare. Alexander with a wonderfull courage not wyth⸗ 
out great pcrill vnto hys perſon, mounted vp into the 
toppe of a tower that was made ina ſhyppe, and there 
knowen by hys apparaile and rych armour, was chtef- 
ly layde at, and ſhot to from all partes. Ye wzoughte 
wonderfull feates wyth hys owne perſon . fo2 bothe 
with hys ppke he llewe diuers that ſtode at defence, and 
afterwardes tought hande to hande with hys woꝛde 
and hys target thzowing diuers downe from their de⸗ 
tence.foʒ the towꝛe wherein he fought ioyned hard to 
the walles. By that tyme the engynes called Irietes 
wyth muche beatynge had ſtryken downe the walles, 
the nauie was gote within the hauen, e certeyne of the 
Macedons had wonne the toboꝛes. The Tpuans then The vinving 
oppzelſed with ſo many mileryes at once were cleane; Tat. 
dilcofited: Some fled fo ſuccour vnto p temples, ſome 
did ſhut theyꝛ dozes, takynge that kynde of death they 
lyked beſte. And other ran vpon theyz enempes to ſell 
theyꝛ liues dere. But þ moꝛe part gote vp into 5 toppes 
of their houſes, a from thence did caſt do wne vp6 they 
enemies whatlocuer came vnto their haͤdes. Alexander 
G. iu. commaunded 
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commaunded al to be ſlaine without exception, ſauing 
ſuch as fled into ß temples,# willedthg houles to be ſet 
on lier. Though that were pꝛoclaymeß thzoughout the 

Citie, pet there was none bearing armour that woulde 
laue them lelues that way.Foz as the women and chil⸗ 
dꝛen filled the temples , ſo the men kept the entries ok 
their hauſes,redic to abide pcrueltie of their enempes. 
Wet the Sidamans were y occaſiq that many were la⸗ 
ued who leruing in the wartes amdges the Macedos 
and entering the Citie wyth the reſte, were myndefull 
of they2 atfinitie wyth the Tyꝛzians ( Agenoz beynge 
builder ol both theyꝛ Cityes) andgconucyed many into 
theyꝛ ſhippes, whiche they lent peiuely vnto Spydon. 
By that meanes tiftene thoulande eſcaped the crueltpe 
or the (wo2de. The nombze of them that were ſlayng 
map parteip be comectured, in that there were founde 
dead within the Citye ſixe thouſande of ſuche as bare 


thoulande whom the kurpe ok the laughter had leſte 
on ſiue, were afterwardes hanged vpon croſſes along 
the lea cuaſte. The Emballadours of the Carthagens 
were ſaued, but they thꝛetpned to make warre againſt 
them, fromthe whyche he was then letted by other 
bulines he had in hande, Thus Tyze was taken 
the. bil. moneth after it was beſieged, a Citye notable 
to the poſteritie, alwell though the antiquitie it was 
of, as allo by the often chaunge of foztune that it had 
ſuttred. Jt was buylded by Agenor , and manpe 
peres was mapſtet of the ſcas, not only neare there a⸗ 
bout, but in all places where as theyz uauyes came. 
And if we lyſt to credite the fame, That Citye was the 
krlte whiche either taught oz learned letters TYP 
buplded 
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buylded Cityes and put in them inhabiters thzoughe 
out the moꝛe partes of the woꝛlde, bothe Carthago in 
I Jfryke, Thebesin Boecta, and Gades in Spapne 
vpon the Occean . It is to bethought that by realon 
| ot their free recourſe though all leas, and by viſptynge 
of many ſtraunge coũtries, they had occalionto choole 
| out Seates to place in their youthe, whereot᷑ they then 
habounded - Oz els as ſome wꝛitethe inhabitoꝛs weri⸗ 
ed to dwel there by reaſon of many earthequakes, were 
compelled of foꝛce to ſeke out ſtraunge dwellynge pla⸗ 
tes. But aiter manie calualtics that happened vnto 
Ty2c, acter the deſtruction newely renued, and alt 
thinges growen agapne though log peace, remaineth 
nowe under the detence ol the Romaines Clemency. 
About the lame tyme Alexander receiued letters from 
Darius, wherein at laſte he was contented to name 
hym kynge. Þys requeſte was that Alexander woulde 
vecepue hys doughter Saptyne foz hys wile, with who The cent 
he oifred in doure all the couttep betwene Helteſpont e 
and the Niuer of Alys, and woulde'reſerue vnto hym 
ſelle onelye ſuche kyngdomes , as lape from thende 
Eaſtwarde. And ik peraduenture he ſhoulde ſtycke to 
vecepue thys offre, he willedhym to conſider that 022 
tune is not wonte to continewe longe in one eſtate, 
and that the greater felicitie men haue, the greater en⸗ 
uye dothe folowe them It was to beedoubted( he 
layed) leſte he exalted him lelſe thꝛough ſome vayne-R 
huldiſhe affectyon, lyke as byꝛdes ue to do, whole 
naturall lightnes conuey them to the ſtarres. Foʒ there 
| was nothing moze difficuitem lo yonge peares, then to 
| beare'well ſuche height and greatnes of foztune. Ye 
ö willed hym allo to conſyder that there rcemapnedpet 
man countreps that he had not touched, and that he 
1 | G. uli. ſhould: 
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ſhould not alwayes mete him in ſtreightes, hauynge to 
palle the Ryuers ol Euphꝛates, Tygre, Araxes, and 
Hidaſpes, which were as bulwarkes vnto his donuniö, 
t when that he ſhould come vntothe plaines, he lhould 
be alhamed of hys lmalle numbꝛe. He put him in remẽ⸗ 
bꝛaunce to weye howe longe it ſhoulde be oz he coulde 
paſſe Media, Hircania, Bactria, and the Indians, that 
bo2dered on the Occean Sea. And likewiſe the Sog⸗ 
dians and Arachoſians of whom men haue none other 
knowledge thẽ of their name, with other nacious liyng 
towardes the mount Caucalus, and the Ryuer ot Ta⸗ 
nais. Though no man ſhoulde let hym no2 offer hym 
battaile, pet he ſhoulde growe in age (he ſayed) befoze 
he coulde paſſe ſo many landes. Inthe latter ende he 
aduyled hym to call hym no moze fozwardes. fo2 he 
woulde come (one inough, and that to yys deſtructyon, 
Alexander made aunſwere to thoſe letters by the meſs 
lengers that bzought them:in eckect that Darius offred 
to hym that was none ofhys owne, and made a pzofer 
to geue that he had all readye loſte. Foꝛ Lydia, Jonia, 
Neolides, and the coaſte of Helleſpont, whyche he ap- 
poyncted in dome, weare al readpe become the te⸗ 
wardes of his vitoꝛw. And as ſoʒ lawes & condicyons, 
thole were wont to bee geuen and appoyncted by the 
victours, ⁊ receiued of ſuche as were ouercome. And if 
he were ignoꝛaũt in which or thoſe two eſtates he were 
in, that he ſhoulde come ol, and aduenture the battayle 
once agayne.Fozhewas not ignoꝛaunt (he ſayed) bes 
fozehepaſled the Sea howe Lidia, and Cilicia were 
ouer [mall rewardes, foꝛ the makynge of ſucha warre, 
But hys determynation was euer to ſubdue aud wyng 
vnder hys ſubiection, both Percepolis the chieie citie of 
hys kyngdome, and allo Bactria,aud W 
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the bttermoſt boundes of the O2ient. Be coulde flee no 
where but he was hable to folowe: and therfo2ze coun⸗ 
ſapled him that he ſhoulde leaue to feare hym with ri⸗ 
uers, which had learned howe to pale (cas, Thus the 
kinges did wꝛite one to an other: in the meane ſealõ 
p Rhodians yelded their citie # their hauen bnto Alex⸗ 
der, who cõmitted the rule ot Cilicia vnto Socrates, 
and the colitrey about Tyze vnto Philotas:andꝛoma⸗ 
chus was madeParmento his deputy in Caele Syꝛua 
From whence Alexander myndynge to ſet kozwardes 
to the reſt orhis iourney, commaunded Epheſtion that 
with his naupe he lhoulde layle a longe the coaſte of 
Phenices, and lo he came with his whole power to the 
citie ut Gaʒ a. About the ſame tyme there were ſolemne 
tryumphes and playes at Iſthmos, accuſtomed to be 
celebꝛated with the allbly of all Greece. In the coũlell 
(ag p wits of $ Greekes be ſodain ) they decreed to ſend 
ru. Emballadours vnto Alexander fo2 the caryeng vn⸗ 
to him a crowne ol golde, in gratifieug ᷣ victoꝛy he had 


won, a the actes he had done foꝛ the lacegarde # liber⸗ 


tie ot᷑ Greece, a pet a litle befoze they harkened how the 
kams went, a wer ready to bend p way that foꝛtune en⸗ 
clined. Alexander viſited not in perſon all ſuch coũtreis 
| cities as retuſed to doe their obedience vnto hym, but 
made conqueſt ot them by his deputies, Foz Cales toke 
Paphlagoma, Antigonus Liconia, & Balacrus ouer⸗ 
came Idarne Darius lieutenant, and wan Miletũ. 
Amphitous a Egilochus with a naupe ot᷑ a. C. and. lx. 
ſhyppes ſubdued al the Jlandes betwene Alla, and A- 
chaia. And alſo by the conſent ok the inhabiters gote 
Tenedon, which alwaies was a receptacle to the Per⸗ 
lians. They were at the poynte to haue gotten Scio, 
but that Pharnabalus Darius deputye hauing intel⸗ 
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ligence ok the matter, dyd firſte appꝛehende all ſuche 
as were ofthe Macedons faction, and committed the 
citie with a (mal guarriſon to Appollodines and Athes 
nagoꝛas that were enclyned to the Perſians. Alexan⸗ 
ders capitaines#02 all thys continued the liege or the c1- 
tie ſtill, not lo much in truſte ofthey2 owne lrength, as 
in hope ok the faction they had within the Citte . Jn 
whiche poynte they were nat deceyued, Foz thzoughe 
a ſedicion whiche dyd aryle betwene Apollodines and 
the capitaines of the men of roarrc,occaſton was mini⸗ 
ſired vnto the Macedons to entre the towne. When 
the gate was bꝛoken vp, and a band of Macedons en⸗ 
tred , then the citiſens whiche befoze had deupſed 
to rebell againſte the Pcritans, toke parte with Am⸗ 
phiterus & Egilocus, ſo that ihe guatrilon of the Per⸗ 
lians wereſlayne, and Pharnabaſus with $pollodi- 
nes and Anthenagoꝛas taken puſoners, There were 
xu. galeyes taken with their ſouldiours and rowers, 
beſydes. xxx.ſhyppes and veſſels ot Pirates, with thꝛee 
thouland Sreckes that were in wages with the Per⸗ 
llans, wich whomthe Greekes furniſhed vp they2 own 
bandes, and put the Pyꝛates to death, beſtowing Þ ro⸗ 
wers in their owne galeys. It chaunſed that Ariſtoni⸗ 
cus the viizrper ol Methyna ignozauut of anye ſuche 
matter as was chaunted in the fozeparte ofthe nyght, 
came with certayue Pirates ſhyppes to enter into the 
hauen, whõ when the watch demaunded what he was, 
he ſayed: he was Ariſtomicus, and came to the ſuccqur 
ol harnabaſus. They aunlwered he was at reſt and 
could not then be ſpoken withal, but it ſhould be lawful 
£02 him(they laid)being their trend to enter into haus 
fo2 y night, ſpeate with him whẽ it was day. Ariſto⸗ 
ncus was the firſt that entred, z the Pirates folowed 
en. 
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him. But whiles they placed their ſhippes, the watche⸗ 
men dꝛewe the chayne agayn ouer the hauen, and then 
called vp ſuche as laye there nete about, ſo that none of 
them durſt reſiſt,but were all take pꝛiſoners, and ſo de⸗ 
 livered to Amphiterus and Egilochus. Fro thence the 
Macedons paſled to Mytelene, whiche was kepte by gpetetene; 
Chares of Athens with a guarriſon of two thouſande 
erſians:but whẽ he was not hable to endure 5 fiege, 
e pelded vp the Citie with compoſicion to haue theyz 
lyues ſaued, and to departe in ſauegard bnto Jmbzos, 3mbzos, 
Darius diſpairynge of peace, whiche he had pꝛocured 
y hys letters, and Emballadours,gaue his mind 
to Allemble a newe power, and treſhelpe to reuue the 
warre.Therfoze he commaunded the capitapnes and 
rulers of hys men to aſlemble at Babilon, that Beſs 
lus gouernour ofthe Bactrians ,ſhouldecome thether 
with al the power he could make. The Bactrians be p wactiang; 
molt hardieſt people emoges thoſe nations, vnciuil me, 
t much abhoꝛring fc2m the delicatnes ofthePerſians, 
Fo: by rea(6 þ they bozder vpõ the Scithians,whiche 
be a warlyke nacion , thzpare accuitomed to lyue by 
thecte, and be conucrſaunt continuallye in armes. But 
Bellus that was ſuſpecte of treaſon that he woulde not 
be content with che leconde place, put Darius in great 
doubte: Who hauing an iuklyng that he aſpyꝛed to 
be kung, keared only his trealon, hauing no other wape 
to bꝛing hys purpole to paſle. Alexander wꝛoughte all 
the wayes he could to obteyne knowledge where Da⸗ 
tius was become, and into what contrey he was gone. 
And pet coulde not get any intelligence, by reaſon of a 
cuſtome emonges the Perſtans, which are wont with 
a marueplous fadelitte to kepe cloſe their Pꝛinces ſe⸗ 
cretes: in the vttering wherok, neither teare ol death, 
noz 
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noꝛ hope of reward can cauſe them bꝛyng furtha wozd. 
This was a goodly diſciplyne that Þkinges there had 
ok olde time vled cmoges their ſubiectes, in punyſhyng

was the cauſe that Alexander was ignoꝛaunte of all 

thinges that his enemies dyd, and therfoze continued 
Te leg: bis liege befoze Gaza. Betis was Capitayne there, 
| of Gaza, who Was a manofa notable fidelitie towardeg hys 
'  p2pnce,whiche with a ſmall guarilon defended then 
tie that was of a large compalle . Wherkoze Ylex: 
ander perceiuynge the aduauntage of the Situacion, 
ſet mauye mynes inhande , Foz thelyghtnes of the 
grounde made the wozke eaſpe,haupng neyther rockes 
no2 ſtones to geue any impediment. They began their 
mynes on that be, where they within could not deſtrop 
them. And to auopde the ſuſpection okanpe ſuch wozke 
in han de, cauled an appꝛoche to be made tothe walles 
with towers that he had made of tymbze. But the 
grounde would not lerue toz they2 carping and remo⸗ 
uyng, by reaſon of the lolenes of the lunde, wherinto 
the wheles lonke, was the cauſe that the ioyntes of 
the towers bꝛake a londer. Aboute the conuepaunte 
or them manpe were hurte, and as much trouble they 
had in withdꝛawing of them , as in ſetting them 
to2 wardes. When he percepued he coulde not pꝛeuaile 
by that meanes, he retired again his men fozthat time. 
1 But the next dape he enuironed the citie round aboute 
111198 to geuethe aſlaulteineueryeparteat once, and befoze 
MAE! he returned oute ol his campe, made ſacrifice after hys 
countrey 
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tounte ey maner,requiryng the ayde okthe goddes. It 
chaunſed as he was fo doyng, that a Rauen flyeng by, 
let dall a clodde ( whiche ſhe caried in her clawes) vpon 
the kynges head, where it bꝛake a reſolued in peaces. 
And the Rauen flewe bnto the next towꝛe, where her ke⸗ 
thers were lo entangled with pitche et her lyting, that 
ſhe could not flpe awaye, but was taken oftheſtanders 
there aboutes. This was thoughte a matter wozthye 
wherupon the diumers ſhauld conſulte.foꝛ he hym ſelte 
was not free fro the ſuperſtition of ſuch thinges Ther⸗ 
foze Ariſtander to whom he gaue molt credit, dpd in⸗ 
texpzetzthe lame to be a ſigne ofthe deſtruction of that 
citie,but pet there was ſome perill (he ſaied ) appearing 
towardes p kinges perſon;Fo2 which cauſe he perlwa⸗ 
ded Alexandꝛe that he ſhouldnot go ab2ut anye enter⸗ 
pꝛile that day. Though it greued him much that onect- 
tie ſhould be a (tape and impediment vnto him fo2 hys 
tree pallage into Egypt, pet he obeied the pꝛognoſtica⸗ 
toꝛs and cauſed all his men to retyʒꝛe. Thenemies toke 
courage oftheir departure, and thinkyng feare to haue 
bene the cauſe why they came not foꝛwardes, ſayled 
oute of the Citie and ſette vpon thep2taple. But they 
were moze fierce in the beginninge of the ſky2zmpſhe, 
then conſtaunt in maynteining of the ſame. Foz when 
they (awe the Macedons turne about, they taped and 
purſued no kurther. Alexandꝛe hearing the alarm, and 
tem mbꝛyng nothyng the perill that was pꝛophecyed 
bnto him, at hys frendes requeſte put on hys harneys 
(vhichh2 was ſeldome accuſtomed to doe) and reſozted 
thether where the ſky2zmp:he was molte hote. There he 
was knowen by a cettaypne Arabian that was one 
of Darius ſouldiours, whiche tone vpon hym a deſpe⸗ 


tate enterp2p!e to kylle Alexandze , and therkoze 
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makynge hys pꝛetence to be as a fugitiue from the 
Perlians, kepte his ſwoꝛde ſecret vnderneth hys tar⸗ 
get, and fell downe on his knees befoze hym. Who 
iudging that he had tled to him foz luccour, wuled hym 
to be teceiued emonges hys owne men. But the Ara⸗ 
nian therwithal ſtrake at p king with his ſwoꝛd, whuh 
he by a litle ſteppyng alyde,auoyded from hys thzote 
and cutte 07 the Arabians hande that mpiſed of hys 
ſtroke . Alexander then iudged that he had cleane el⸗ 
capedthe perill that ſhould haue chaunced to hym that 
dape, but (as I thyntze) deſtenpe can not be auopded: 
fo2 whyles he was eger to fyght emonges thefozmg 

he was ſtritzen with an atrowe, whiche paſled thꝛe 

his Coꝛſelet, and dyd ſtycke in hys ſhoulder, Philip his 
Phiſicion dyd plucke it out, and great abo undaunce ol 
bloude did folowe, wherof euerp man was afrayed, foz 
ſo muche as they neuer ſawe an arrowe paſſe lo farre 
though anxye armour betoꝛe. But he neuer chaunged 
countenaunce noꝛ couler, but cauſpng the bloude to be 
ſtanched and his wound to be wꝛapt vp, continued (til 
in the ſtzyꝛmiſhe emongeſt the tozmoſte, cyther ſutfryng 
02 dyſſemblyng hys payne and dolour. But when the 
bioud that was tapedtoz the tyme bꝛaſte out agayne 
and the wound which foz the nevoties greued hym not 
muche, vegan to ſwelle and rancle as the bloude ward 
tolde, then he to faynte and fall dowue, aud 
Was taken vp by as were next hym, and carycd 
into hys tent. Betis that perceiued this, ſuppoling 
hym to bellayne, retyzed vnto the Citie agayne with 
great ioye and tryumphe. But Alexanders wounde 
beyng pet vnhealed, he cauled a mount to be caſte vp 
as hygh as the toppe of the walles, and the walles to 
be caſte downe in dyuers places by the myners. — 
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they within made a countermure as hyghe as the olde 
walle:pet that coulde not ſttetche tothe heyghte ot the 
toes made vpon the mount, ſo that the inner partes 
ofth: Citie were lubiecte to ſhotte. But a myne wher⸗ 
at the wall was ouerthꝛowen, ⁊ a bꝛeache made wher⸗ 
with the Macedons dyd entre, was the vtter loſte ol ỹ 
towne where as Alexander pꝛellpng on emonges the The wi: 
ſoꝛemoſt aduenturouſiy, had hys leg hurt with a tone, wu et C 
That notwithſtanding, he mounted vp by helpe ofhys 
weapon (his fozmer wound pet vncloſed) and foughte 
emonges the koꝛmoſte, beyng ina greate turye,that in 
the liege ofthat one citie, he had receiued tao woũdes. 
Betis that had foughte notablye, and recepued dpucrs 
hurtes; was foꝛſakt of his odone men, and yet notwith⸗ 
ſtandyng mainteined ſtill the tyght, and had all hus ar⸗ 
mut embꝛued with his owne bloude and hys ene⸗ 
myes. But when he was encloled round aboute, then 
Alexander whiche was wont to wonder at che vertue 
ok his enemies, puſted vp with a toytull pꝛyde, ſaped 
bnto hum: Betis thou ſhalt not dye as thou wouldeſt 
thy (cle, but whatloeuer toʒmentes may beinyented, 
thinke that thouthaite luſtre them, Foz all his wozdes 
there appeared in Betis no token of feare, but behelde 
the bynge with an arrogant countenance; and woulds 
not aunſwere him one woꝛde. Then Alexander ſayed: 
lee pou not hotve obſttnate he is to holde hys peace he 
would not knele noꝛ once deſyꝛe mercye. But gronyng 
hall bꝛe ate his ſylenee, it nothyng els can do it. Thus 
ys foztune alteryng his natuce, chaunged him into 
traunge maners, and turned his wꝛath into wodnes. 
fot he cauſpngeozdes to de put tough Betis feete Thedeath 
| whyles hemas a lyue dyd dꝛame hpm aboutthecitie of Sera. 
with hoꝛſes, gloꝛieng in that he did coüter lait Achilles 
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(of whom ye was deſcendid in acklictyn ge of hys ene⸗ 
mye.Tyece were lame ot the Perſians and Arabians 
ten thoulande, and the victozye was not vnbiouby vn- 
to the Wacedons. Thys liege was not lo famous 
thꝛough the nobilitie orthe Citie, as it was by the Lou- 
ble daunger the kyng was in: O hich mabing halte to 
paſle into Egypt, (ſent Ampntas with ten Galics into 
Maceds, to leuye moꝛe ſouldiers. Foꝛ though he were 
alwaycs victoꝛour in pꝛoſperous battailes, yet his men 
were dunnylh2d, and he truſted not ſo muche to the 
ſouldiours ofthole countrepes he had ſubdued, as he 
did to his owne nacion. Egiptians be a pcople that al⸗ 
wayes were off:nded with thencreaſe of good foztune 
ofthe erſtans, who in theyꝛ gouernement ouerihem, 
vſed muche pꝛyde and couetouſnes: And therioze ſe⸗ 
kynge all occaſtons to reuolte, had recepued Ampn⸗ 
tas, whiche came to them rather by way oftreatie then 
by any loꝛce:and now ſpecially at Flexadzcs commuig 
plucked vp their ſpirites and aſlembled a great num⸗ 
bꝛe to mete him at Peluſiũ, wher they iudged he would 
entre. The leuẽth day he remoued from Gaza, he came 
to that place in Egipte, which nowe is called Alexan⸗ 
dꝛes campe, from whence he lent hys armpe vnto Pe⸗ 
ſuſium by the land waye, and he hymſelte witha cho pl⸗ 
bande ot men was tonueped thither vpon the Ruuct of 
Nile. The Perſtansdurſte not abyde his comming, 
being in doubt that the Egiptians would reuolte. Aid 
thereloze when Alexandꝛe dzewe neare vnto Mem⸗ 
phis, where Aſtaces Darius lievetenaunt was with 
podoꝛe ot menot warte, he came ouer the Riuer to 
meete Mexandꝛe, and pealdynge hym ſelte, deliuercd 
him. viu.C.talentes, with all the riches belongyng w 


thebynge of Perle. Tram Wanphis he pled vpo 
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the lame Kiuer vnto the in warde partes ol Egipt, and 
ſe: a (tate and oꝛder inthe gouernement of pcountrep 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he thaungeo nothynge of thepz lawes 
and cultomes. Which thinge once bꝛought to paſle, he 
had agreat deũre to vilite the Ozacic of Jupiter Yaz 
mon. But it was declared vnto hym that the wapehe 
had to go was not pailable wyth enp great numbze, 
aud that thoic ought to be lighte, and trimmed, mete to 
tournep wythout baggage 02 much cariage. The coũ⸗ 
trey he had to trauaile thyoughe was (ated to be ſpꝛead 
ouer al with bareine lande, vohich once put in an hcate 
with the lunne, woulde burne their fecte in ſuche (ozt, 
that it ſhoulde ve intolerable fo2 them to iourney. And 
had to contend not onely wyth the heate and wante ok 
water, but allo wyche the rowlynge lande, whyche was 
ſo deape, and woulde lo linke vnder their feete, that it 
ſhoulde be great impedpment vnto theyꝛ trauaple. All 
whyche dickiculties the Egiptians ſet fourth to be grea⸗ 
ter then they were in deade. But alexander foz the de⸗ 
ſyꝛe he had to excede mans eſtate, was io feruently bent 
to vilite that tamous O2acle of Jupiter, whom eyther 
he beleued,o2 coueted that other ſhoulde beleue to bee 
his lather, that nothing coulde ſtate him in perkoꝛming 
of that enterpꝛile. Theretoꝛe wyth luche as he had ap⸗ The Cyzent« 
popnted to accompanpe, him in that iourney, paſſed by 
water vpon Mile tu he came tothe Meare of Meotes. 
Che embaſladours of the Circmians came to hym thi⸗ 
ther a b20ught him pzeſentes, whome he gentlp enter⸗ 
teyned,aflluring thc of his ttendſhip. And p doone went 
foꝛwar des in his vorlage. The rſt and þ lecond dapes 
trauaile ſeamed tolerable, not beinge pet come tothe 
barraine and wilde wildernes, and pet ground they 


palled.on was but vnctute dul a dead earth. But when 
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plaines appeared that were couered ouer with deape 
land, they then loked and (ought a farre of wyth they; 
eyes fo:the laud,eue as men beaccuſtomed to do when 
they laile in the mapne Sea. Foꝛ they coulde not iudge 
them lelues on lande, where they neuer (awe tree noz 
any appearance of habitacion oʒ haũt ot᷑ men. And wa⸗ 
ter there was none to be foũd in that dꝛye and burnyng 
land, and luch as they had bꝛought with the in bottels 
vpon cainelles backes, was conſumed and ſpent. Be⸗ 
fades th: ſunne was ſo hotte that it dꝛped and burned 
vp all thyuges. When they were alklicted after thys 
maner, whither it were by the wpll ol god, oꝛ bychaũce, 
the clowodes lodenly ouer whelmed the ſkxye, and lo ſha⸗ 
dowed them, that it was great comtozt to ſuche as were 
foʒweried w. th the heate, thoughe they wanted water 
to dꝛynke. But to lupplie their lacke therein there fel by 
and by a great ſhoure which eucry man {foz the greate 
deſire they had ts dainke) gaped to receyue wyth open 
mouth. When they had traueiled foure daies in paſſyng 
of theſe wilde delertes, and were come neere vnto the 
place ot the ozacle, there appeared a great warme ol

When any aũlwere is required, p pueſtes 
carpe the lame in a ſhip of gold,þ hath many plates of 
liluer hanging on both lides.

Xoherupo Alexander fozgettyng 
the (tate of his moꝛtalitie, ſaid:that he both did recepug 
t acknowledge name. Then he demaunded further, 
ikthempire ok the whole woꝛld were appoynted to hym 
by deſtinie. There the pꝛophet pꝛepared befoze to flat⸗ 
rx terp,anſwered:that the whole woꝛlde ſhoulde come vn⸗ 
der hys obeplaunce. Aſter that he demaunded whether 
all ſuche had ſuffered death that murthered hys ta- 
her. The pꝛieſte aunſwered, that hys father coul de not 
be harmed by the treaſon ol any man, but he ſayde:that 
all Philips kyllers were put to death. And one thynge 
he added moꝛe:that he ſhoulde be inuincible tyll ſuche 
tune as he ſhoulde departe to the goddes. Thereupon 
Alexander made ſacrifice, and both ofkered vnto the 
Idol, and gaue greate giſtes vnto the pꝛieſtes. He ly⸗ 
cenſed allo hys rendes that they myght conſult of the 
Oacle, foꝛ fuchthynges as they woulde demaunde. 

Wet they enquited no further: but ik it were Jupiter 
his wil, that they ſhoulde woꝛchyp theyꝛ kynge wyth di⸗ 
ume honours. To them it was aunſwered: that ikthey 
honoured their pzince being victozer as a god, it ſhuld 


wayed the Ozacle àaccoꝛdynge to the veritie, he ſhoulde 
well haue percepued the vntruthe that was therem: 
but whome toꝛtune hath bꝛought to belcue in her, ſhe 
maketh them many times moze deſirous of glozy,then 
able to receyue it. Alexander not only ſuffcred, but alſo 
commaunded hym lelfeto be called the ſonne of Jupp⸗ 
ter, and whiles he wente aboute to encreaſe the fame 
of hys actes, he dyd cozrupt and defacethem thꝛoughe 
luch vayne titles. Wherebpthe Macedons accuſtomed 
to be gouerned by kynges, but pet reſcrupnge re greater

As the king went downe the riuer of Nile 
Hectoz Parmemo his lonne deferous to folow hym, 
was d20wned:fo2 the veſlel lonke p caried hun, beynge 
peſtredwith ouer many men. Me ſtrived long wyth the 
Saaten ne t reame: but his garmentes gaue impedyinent to hys 
menios ſonne IWymmynge, lo p his bzeath was neare gone betoze he 
could recoũer the ſhoʒe, where foz want of ſuccoure he 

died. Whole vnfoztunate chaunce Alexander take gre⸗ 
uoullp, as one þ did beare him ſpecial fauour, and ther: 
fo:e cauſed his bodie to be honoꝛably buried. The death 
—— of Andꝛomachus lieutenaũt of Sitia, whom the Sa⸗ 
chus burned maritans had burned, was encreale of Alexanders (0- 
maritans, 200, foʒ thereucngement whereofhe ma de all the halle 
he might, and at his coming into Samarta, had the 
auctouts ofthe acte delluered into hys handes, whom 

he put to death, then placed Memnon in Indzoma- 

@thinians. chus rome. He delluered into ß Methinians handes 
Ariſtomcus, and C riſolaus, that had viurped emonges 

the, whom they atter many greuous toꝛmẽtes dyd haͤge 

oucr their walles. That done he gaue audience to the 
Emballadours ofthe Athemẽs, the Vhodians, and the 

Sciotes. The Athemans did gratifye vnto hym hys 
victo2y,and required that ſuch Greckes as were tate 
puloncrs, myght be reſtozed to libertie. The Khodiat 

and the Sciotes demaunded aſſiſtatice of ſome guat 

riſon: hegraunted to them all theyz requeſtes, — 
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ſtoꝛyng to the Mytelens al their pledges, encreaſed 
— and domimon in reipecte of the (pdely- 
ne they ſhewed vnts hym, and the money that they had 
emploped in the warres. Ye gaue honour alſo accoz»; 
dyng to they2 deſcrumges vnto the kinges of Cipzes, 
whych reuolted from Darius vnto hum, end had auded 
him with ſhippes at the liege ot Tyꝛe. Amphoterus hig. 
admiral had cõmi.ſion to dꝛiue the Peritans out of the 
Ille of Crete, but ſpecially that he lhuld rid the ſeas of, 
the pirates, which troubled and ſpoiled al the landes, 
whiles thele two pꝛinces conucrted theyz powers ane 
againſte anotier. When he had geuen oꝛder to all theſe 
thinges, he dyd dedicate to Hercules at Tpꝛe, agreate 
ſtanding peece and. xxx. bowles ot gould. That done he 
let hys whole mynd and care vp6 Darius,cauſing it to Sarnen 
be pꝛoclaimed that euery man ſhould let fozwardes to parcdto tight 
wardes Euphꝛates. But Datius vnderſtandyng that 1a. ber vat 
ys enemy was goethzsugh Egipt into Aphzick, ſtode 
in doubt whether he ſhoulde (tay about Melopotamia, 
dz withdꝛawe into the inward partes oi his kingdome: 
ſudginge that he ſhoulde be hableto wozke wpth thole: 
farre nacyons in bzngynge of them fo2wardes to the 
warres, that hislicutenant ſhoulde not be able to do. 

et ohe the kame had publiſhed, and he vnderſtode by 
allured aduertiſment that Alexander was retourned 
out of Egipt, and fully reſolued to folowe hym with all 
his power into what countrey lo euer he ſhoulde go:he 
then gaue oꝛder that the foꝛce of all the farre nacyons 
ſhould dꝛawe towardes Babilon, knowing þ ſtoutnes 
of hys enemy he had to match withal. Thelher reſoꝛted 
bothe Bactrians, Scithians, and Jndiaus: fozthe 
power of other countreis were comethether befoze. And 
haͤuyng the double uumbꝛe of men that he had beloꝛe in

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Cilicia, pzeparedarmoure foz theym wyth dylygence) 
wherofmany ofthem had want. Both the hozlemen 
and the hoꝛſes were armed with plates ofſtele, Suche 
as befozechadno weapons but dartes,had woꝛdes and 
bucklers geuen to them moꝛe. And to encreaſe the pos 
wer of his hoꝛzleme, he deliuered many hozſes to be bzo- 
ken emonges the fotemen, Ne had pꝛepared alſo. CC. 
wagos ſet with hookes, which in thoſe countreis were 
eſtemed thyngs of greate foꝛce, and iudged to be a woͤ⸗ 
dertull terrour to the enempe: they were made wyth 
greate log pikes ſticking out befoze,and with ſwoꝛdes 

let ouerthwart on both lydes. The wheles were alſo ful 
of Iron pikes right lth , and of great hookes bothe 

vpwarde and downewarde, wherewith all thyng was 
cut a londꝛe that came in theyꝛ waye. When hys peo- 
ple were thus furniſhed of armout, and had pꝛouided 
lutficiently {2 the watres, he temoued from Babplon, 
and kepynge the rpuer ok Tygre onhis tyghte hande, 
and Euphꝛates on hvs left hand, oticrſpzed wyth hys 
armpe all the plapnes of Melopotamia. After that he 
paſled Tig re, and vnderſtanding that hys enemp was 

Satropaces. commuuge at hande, firſt ſent Satropaccs befoze with 

mens. © thouland cholen hozlemen,and afterwardes appoin- 

ted ſyte thouland to Mazeus to ſtop Alexander 5 pal: 
lage of the Biucr. Who had alſoincommyllys to walle 

and burne all thecountrey where he iudgedthat hys c⸗ 

nemies ſhoulde come, thynkinge to fainyJHe them to; 

wante of victuals, conſiderynge that they had no o⸗ 

— pꝛouiſion but ſuche as they gote by raupn, an by 

ſtealthe: they them ſelues hauing plenty bꝛought them 
vath by lande and by the ryuer of Tygre. At lengths 
cbella · he came vnto a village called Arbella, whiche was al⸗ 
terwardes famous by reaſon of hys FO 4

There he leſte the chiefe furniture of hys victuals, 
and cariage, and made a bzydge ouer the Niuer of Lis dug. 
cus, and in yue dayes conueped ouer his armpe, as he 
had done beloze ouer Euphzates: pailing fozwardes 
from thence about foure ſcoꝛe fyrionges:He came vnto 
another River called Boumzlio, and there encamped. Bounets; 
The countrepe (erucd wonderfull well loz the arran⸗ 
ging ofhis battailesin thelarge playnes, paſſable foz 
0; hoꝛſes eyerye where, and withoute ſtubbes, oz ſhozte 
th bzuſhe to couer the grounde withal, hauyng lo free a 
es pꝛoſpecte, that the eye might dylcerne thinges a great 
ul waye of. And ik there appeared anpe hylles within the 
he plaine, Darius cauſed the lame to be caſt downe, a the 
IS grounde to be made linoothe. Suche as by conecturs 
0 made repozt to Alexander ot᷑ Darius power, could not 
ed be credited. oz he could not thinke aiter ſo many ſlayne 
n, there could be a greater power gathered together, then 
e, he had beioze. But he that neuer doubted any peryll, 
'S and much lede the multitude ofmen, afterthe elcuenth 
he encampyng came to the Kiuer of Euphꝛates, ouer the 
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whiche he made bꝛydges, palling ouer hys hozlemen, 
and afterwardes hys kotemen. Foꝛ Mazeus that was 
ſente agaynſt him with lire thoulande hozſemen tolet 
hys pallage, durſt not encounter with hym. When he 
had continued there a tewe dayes, not only to reſt hys 
louldiours, but alſo to conarme they myndes, and to 
encourage them, he ſet foꝛwardes ſtoutely agaynſt hys 
enempe, fearyng that they woulde haue retyzed backe 
into the in warde partes ot Perle, whether he ſhoulde 
haue bene enfozced to folowe by waſte places and de⸗ 
ſertes, Ther loze the fourth daye he palſed by Arbella, 
and came vnto the tiuer of Tigre. All the countrey be⸗ 
ponde the Niuer was on a ſmoke newlyeſette on * 
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by Mazeus, who burned all thinges whert he came 
eucn as he had bene an enempe . Alexander at the 
tp;ſte by reaſon of the dark eneſſe of the {moke, ſtaped 
fo2 fcare of cmbulhementes. But when they whiche 
were lent to ſcoure the countrey,repozted that al thing 
was cleate, he appoynted a fewe hoꝛſemen to pꝛoue the 
paſlage ofthe Riuer, who founde the deapenes at the 
firſt entrie to come to the hoſe bꝛeſt, and in the myd⸗ 
des ol the ſtreame to the hoꝛle neckes. There is no ri⸗ 
uer in all the caſt partes ot the woꝛlde, that runneth lo 
violẽtly, which beides the waters of other riuers that 
do runne into it, dꝛiueth downe tones with p ſtreame, 
ſo that of his ſwictnes it is called Tigre, whiche in the 
Perſian toung is lo much tolaye as an arrowe. T he 
tootemen therioze diuyded into two bandes, holdpng 
their armour ouer their heades, were encloſed on both 
ſydes with the hoꝛſemen, and ſo palled tyll they came in 
the deape of the chanell, without any great difficultpe. 
The Kyng was the fyꝛſt emonges the footemen that 
paſſcd ouer to the further lyde, who with hys hande 
(leyng his voyce coulde not be hearde )lhewed the ſhal⸗ 
lowe places vnto the ſouldiouts. But they had muche 
payne to kepe theyꝛ footyng by reaſon ot ſtoncs, wher⸗ 
upon they ttumbled, and ofthe violence of the water 
that toke theyꝛ tecte away. Suche as caried burthens 
on their backes had the greateſt trauayle, whiche not 
being hable to ſtape them ſelues by reaſon of the trou⸗ 
ble of theyꝛ cariage, were boznedowne by vyolence of 
the ſtreame. And whyles euery mau went aboute to re⸗ 
touer ag ayn his owne, there fel greater Urpfe emonges 
them ſelues, then they had with the treame . And the 
heapes of fardcls that fleted euerpe where vpon the 
water bare dovne manye. The king cryed to them that 
it was 
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it was ſufficiente to kepe their armour , and let the 
reſt goe, pꝛomiſyng to recompence euerye man. But 
they neither folowed his counſayle,no2 dyd as he com⸗ 
maunded the. foz belydes the noyle that was emonges 
them, feare filled their eares as they were ſwimming a 
wading thꝛough the water. At length where p ſtreame 
E was molt challow they came fourth, there being nothig 
, myſcaried 02 wantynge emonges them all, lauyng a 
te we kardels. It theyꝛ enemies had made but a pꝛo⸗ 
fer agaynſte them, they myght ealelye haue bene put to 
dyſtreſſe. But Alexanders continuall good foztune 
turned then hys enemies awape from him . With 
whiche foztune he palled the RKiner of Granike, when 
ſo manye thouſandes both of hozlemen and footemen 
kept the pallage agaynſt him. Piter that ſozte he ouer⸗ 
came the multitude of hys enempes in the ſtrepghtes 
of Ciliga . Though hys boldnes were luche, that it 
ſometune wanted pꝛaple, pet his felicitie euer deliuered 
him out ok all extreme perill. If mazeus had done 
hys parte, and ſette vpon theimas they were paſſyn 

the Niuer „ hempght ealely haue put them tody(=- 
treſſe, being vnarmed and out of ozder. But after 
the Macedons had armed them lelues (beyng then 
to late )he began to ſhewe hymſelte with a thoulande 
hoꝛſemen. When Alexander perceyued the mall num- 
ber that came againſt him, he cauſed Ariſton capitaine 
ofthe Peomiaus to geue a full charge vpon them. The 
hoꝛſemen that dape notablye behaued them ſelues, but 
in eſpeciall Ariſton, which with his ſpeare ran Satro⸗ g,g,e; 
paces the chiefe capitaine thzough ß thꝛote, & purſuing 
him into the middes of hys troupe, thꝛew him from his 
hoꝛſe, and cut ot his head, which to his great commen⸗ 
dation, he bzought aud thzewe downe beioze * 
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Alexander taried there two dapes, & agaynſt the moz- 
nung cauſed warning to be geuen by pzoclamacton fox 
his letting toꝛwardes. But in þ ſyꝛſt watch ofthe night 
the moone ſutfred eclyps, whiche loſing her bzightnes, 
alt erwardes became as read as blaude, and therwith 
waxed dumme and dartze. The ſtraügenes ofthis mats 
ter did ſtritze a religious feare cmoges the QJacedons, 
wherofpzoceded ſuche a doubte and dꝛeade, that they 
fell into a mutmure and grudging that they thoulde be 
bꝛought toꝛwardes aiterſucha meuet ag aynit the will 
ofthe Goddes, into the vttermolt boũdes ofthe carch, 
whereas they were not hable to palle the KNiuers, noz 
coulde not eniope the accuſtomed vle ot the elementes, 
kyndynge nothing but walte groundes and wylde de⸗ 
ſertes:all whiche was done ( they layed ) to the ambici⸗ 
on of one man, toʒ whole vapne gloꝛpe the bloude of lo 
many thoulandes ſhoulde be ſhed. He deſpyſcth (quod 
they) his tountrey, he haͤth foꝛlaken Philyp foz his fa⸗ 
ther, and aftected heauen in hys foolyche imagimacion. 
When Alexander percepued the matter to come to a 
mutteryng, hethat in all thuiges was withoute feare, 
commaundedthe chiefe rulers and capifapncs of hys 
men ot warre to aſſemble at his pauilion, and there cõ⸗ 
maundedty?Altronomers ofthe Egipttanscwhomhe 
 uidgedto haue moſte vnderſtandyng of the Planets) 
to declare their opinions. They vnderſtandyng verye 
well the reuolutions of the tyme, and their appopnted 
courſes, znewe that the moone dyd euer eclyple, when ỹ 
either the went vnderneath the earche, oz els when her 
lygyt was blemyched by oppolition ofthe ſunne, which 
realon concepued emonges them leiues, they accuſto⸗ 
med not to teache the people. But aſtyꝛmed that the 
Greekes were vnder the relpecte ol the Sunne, ann 
the 
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the Petſians vnder the Moone: and ther de ſo often 

as þ moone failcth of her light. it ſignifiedgret deſtruc- 

tion ts the nations vnder that conſtellation. Jud to £6: The roxce et 
(yzmethat opinion of they2s, they bꝛought in olde pze- fiperſtinon . 
udentes ofthekinges ol Perle, to whom the Eclips of maar. 
the moone had ignited, that the Goddes were againſt 
themin fighting oftheir battaples. There is nothynge 
moꝛe effectual then ſuperſtition to gouerne a multitude 
* whiche otherwiſe is without rule, madde, and mutable. 
But when they haue once conceiued a religion, though 
tt be but vapne: they be moze obedient to theyꝛ diup⸗ 
ners, then to they2 capitaynes. Whiche thyng myghte 
be well pet ceiued, when the aunlweres of the Egipti⸗ 
aͤns were ſpꝛead abꝛoade emonges the people. Foz they 
ſtreight wapes were remoued troin they; dulnes, and 
dyſpayꝛe, and ſturred vp to hoape and confidence. Alex⸗ 
ander therfoze that could vlethe tyme, and emplope his 
ſouldiours in theyꝛ good mode: in the lecond watch re⸗ 
moued his campe, keping Tygze on his ryght hand, a 
the mountaines whiche they call Goꝛdeies on hys lefte 
hande. By the ſpzing ofthe day the ſcourers that he (Et 
befoze to dyſcouer, returned to hym with repozte that 
5 Darius was coming. Then the ſouldiers pꝛepared the 
| ſeltes to the age marched fo2wardes in 02dze of bat⸗ 
taile. But thole þ diſcouered fo the Perſians, were but 
| 


f. M. hoz(emen , which? kepyng the ſcoute a farre of, 
ſeamed to the Macedons to be a great army. The lcou⸗ 
rers commonly haue that pꝛopertp, that when they can 
not fynde oute the trueth, they pmagine thꝛough feare 
thinges that be falſe. When Alexander vnderſtode the 
tertàintie, he ſent oute towardes them a mall numbꝛe 
othis owne hoꝛſemen:at whole comming they fledde,# 


were partlyelaine,andpartiyetaben pꝛiſoners. wo 
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done, he lent hoꝛſemen as weil to dyſcouer further, as 
allo to quenche the ipze whiche the Perſians had made 
though all the countrey.Fo2 as they fledde away, they 
put fire into the ruſfes of their Houſes, & the ſtackes of 
cozne.whiche (one toke holde aboue , andconſumed all 
tyll it came to the grounde. By extingupſhing ofthole 
fyers,great plenty ot coʒne was found, and abundante 
ot all other thynges enlued emonges the Macedons. 
That was a matter which encouraged the ſouldiours 
greatly to purſue their enemies. Foꝛ doubting leſt they 
ſhould burne and coniume all ſuch thynges as myght 
ſerue to their vle:purſued them with all the ſpeade they 
could make: wilſdome growinge of necellitie. Foz Ma⸗ 
zous whiche beloꝛe dyd burne the countrey at leaſute, 
whe he law him ſelte purſued, fled away, a le vnto the 
Macedons the moꝛe parte vntouched. Alexander vn⸗ 
derſtanding that Darius dꝛewe towardes him, c was 
come within an hundzed and fiftye furlonges, made 
pꝛouiſion of victuals, and remapned foure dapes in 
the lame place. Datius letters were there intercepted, 
which he had witten to the Greekes, in perlualion ei⸗ 
ther to kyil o2 betrape Alexander. He doubted wohe⸗ 
ther heſhoulderecyte the lame letters openly 02 no,ha- 
uinge no mypſtruſt of their beneuolence and affection 
towardes him. But Parmemo diſſuaded the putting 
of anp ſuch pꝛomiles into the ſouldiours heads, conũi⸗ 
deryng that the committyng ol luche an acte conſiſted 
in one mans hand, and that couetouſnes iudged neuer 
anything vnlawtul. He tolo wed Parmenio his colilel, 
t ſo temoued his campe. Xs they were marchyng, one 
ofthe Eunuches þ attẽded vpõ Darius voyfe bzought 
woꝛd howe lhe taluted, a was in great perill ol death. 
Foz lhe in vetye deve was ſo weried with continuall 

deck 
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trauayle of het lournepe and cars oł mpnde, that ſhe 
fell dovone in a lwowne betwixte her mother in lawe, 
and her pong daughter, and lo dyed. He had not ſo ſone 
tolde the tale, but another came with tydinges that ſhe 
was dead in deede:wherat Alexander was no leſſe ſo⸗ 
towlul, thẽ it his own mother had bene in þ lame caſe, 
and weping no leſſe then Darius ſhoulde haue done, 
repayzed into the tent where Darius mother was lit- 
tinge by the dead bodye. There his ſoꝛowe renued 
when he lawe her lye pꝛoſtrate vpon the groiid:who by 
th: chatice that pꝛelentip tell, being put in remembꝛaũce 
ofh:r aduerlitie bypaſt, embꝛaced in his armes Dari⸗ 
us. ii.doughters, a cofozt to hex in theit mutual dolour, 
but that ſhe was enkoꝛced to comfozt the. Her pong ne· 
phew ſtode in her pꝛeſẽce, the moꝛe to be pitied, becauſe 
that (02 His youth, he pet vnderſtode not the ce lamitie 
that was growing towardes hym. A man would haue 
ludged that Alexander had wepte foz his owne cauſe, 
whiche lamented, and woulde receiue no comloꝛte, but 
gbſtepned Tom meate, x reſerued all honour to be done 
tothe dead coꝛps after the countrey cuſtome ofthe Pers 
tans. Doꝛthy he was therby to receiue the due reward 
ofſuchhis mekenes #continency, He had only ſene hes 
once beloʒe, whiche was the dape of her takynge, and 
then came not to vilite her, but Darius mother. The 
excellencye of her beauty was no pꝛouokement to him 
or luſt but of gloꝛy. Of thole Eunuches þ were about 
the quene, there was one Tyꝛiotes, which during thys 
mourning and lamẽ tation, eſcaped by a gate that was 
vnwarded, andfled vnto the Perſians campe, where 
he was by the watchmen bꝛought to Darius pzelence. 
When Darius ſawe him lamentinge and tearynge of 


us clothes, he was in a wonderful expectatis 1 — 
30 
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110 ſoʒo we ſhould be. d oubtuig what thing he might feare 
Al moſt. Thy countenaunce( quod he )declareth that ſome 
Dattus to great miſchieſe is happened. T atze hede thou conceas 
Truioten. jo nothyng trom ip nulerable cares. J haue learned 
to be vnloꝛtunate, and it is often tymes a Comtozte ofa 
mans calamitie to knowe hys mpihappe. Is it not the 
myluſinge okt my wpte and chyldzen that thou wouldeſ 
tell mee whiche is the thing J luſpecte moſte and feare 
to vtter, ande as J beleue) is moze greuous vnto them 
then anye kynde of toꝛmente. Hothyng lelle quod Tis 
riotes.) The (ame honour that was geuen vnto them 
by pour ſubiectes, the lyłke is vſcd by hym that is vyt⸗ 
tozer. But your wyte is the caule ot my amalemente, 
which is euen nowe dead. When that woꝛde was once 
ſpoken, there was nothing but lamentation and how⸗ 
lyng thꝛoughout the campe. And Darius coulde not 
be otherwyle perlwaded but that ſhe was ſlayne, be⸗ 
cauſe ſhe woulde not conſente to her myluſement, and 
inthe vehcmency of his loꝛowe, ctped oute. O Alex⸗ 
Dartuger: ander, what lo greate an offence haue J conumpttel 
ba leer. agaytiſte thee x whom of thy kynred hãue J Haynt, 
that thou ſhouldſt requite me with tyts ctueltie⸗ Thon 
haſt done it without any pꝛouokement of my part. But 
be it ſo that thou doeſt moue a iuſte warre agaynſt n 
pet is it thy parte therfoze tokepe warre with women 
Tyꝛiot es therupon dyd ſweare by the Soddes im 
moꝛtall, that there was no kynde of vyllan y done vnto 
her. but that Alexander lamented ner death, # wept m 
leile then he himlelte would haue done. Thoſe woꝛde 
dyd dziue him into further luſpition a telouſpe, cdtecu 
ring p Alexanders behauourtheringhadriſen vpontht 
familterconuerſacion hao betwirte them. Therfozel 
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and left his weping but pet ſobbing fo2 ſoꝛowe ſayd vn⸗ 
to him: Thou leeſte nowe Typꝛiotes, that lyes can take 
no place. Tozmentes ſtreyght wates ſhalbe bzoughte 
befoze the. Þ require the therfoze if any reuerence of 
thy pꝛince remapne within thy harte, tell me wythout 
compulſion the thyngethat J deſire to knowe and am 
aſhamed to enquire. Js it pollible being of the age that 
he is, and hauiug her in his handes, that he ſhoulde not 
attempt her⸗Tyꝛiotes offered him ſelf to be racked in 
tryall of the caule, and called the gods to witnes, that 
ſhe was neuer vled but chaltly a reuerently. At length 
when he was once perſuaded that hys woꝛdes were 
true, he couered his face wepinge along ſpace, And 
alt erwardes the teares yet diſtilling dowẽ his checkes, 
vncouered his face, and holding vp his handes to hea⸗ 
uen, ſapd. O you goddes that J do wozſhyp, I requyze 
you cheiklte to eſtabliſhe this kingdome vnto my leite. 
But if yehaue determined my ruyne and decaye,then 
my requeſte is that none mape reigne as kynge in my 
doinynyon, but euen he that is ſo iuſte an enemp, and 
lomercifull a victozour. And thertoze though he had 
twile beloꝛe required peace at Alexander his handes & 
pꝛeuailed not. but had couerted all his minde towardes 
the warres: yet he was then ſo ouercome with the con⸗ 
tinencye of hys enemy, that he ſent ten or the chieleſt 
of his bloud as Embalſadouts to treate with him vpõ 
tondicions ot peace. Alexander calling a counlell gaue 
them pꝛeſence, to whom the eldeſt (pake in thys wyle. 
Chat Darius hath nowe the thizde tyme demaunded n 
peace ot᷑ you, no poure hath cõpelled hym, but pour iul⸗ of Darms 
Uce t conttnencye hath moued him. He ſhulde not per⸗ — 
teiuethat either his mother, wite, oꝛ childzẽ were pꝛilo⸗ 
nets, ſauing toz wit ol their cõpanp you taking care ol

And ik the care of her bu⸗ 
rpall had not bene, vou had nowe ſtande in battaple 
in redynes to kyght. Is it anye maruaple thereloꝛe it he 
require peace ot ſuche one, that is ſo frendly dyſpoſed 
towardes hym- What ſhall they nede to contend with 
armes, betwene whome there remapneth no hatred. 
In hys koꝛmer treaties he offered that the Byuer of 
Alys whych boundeth vpon Lydia ſhould be the con⸗ 
fpnes of your Empue: but nowe he p2ofereth pou in 
doute wyth hys doughter to be deliuered out of hand 
al thoſe countreis that lle betwene Helle ſpont and Eu⸗ 
phꝛates Foꝛ the perfozmanceof whiche hys pzonuſle,# 
to2 the obleruinge of peace, Occhus his lonne nowe in 
your poſſeſſyon (hall be the pledge loꝛ hys parte. ys 
requeſt is to haue hys mother and hys two doughters 
reſtozed vnto hym, koꝛ which thꝛee you ſhal receyue. xxx 
thouſand Talentes. Except J knewe the moderatyon 
that is in pou, J woulde not be ſo bold to ſay that thys 
is a tyme when you ought not onely to graũt peace, but 
alſo to ſeke foꝛ it your ſelfe. L oke backe a behold what 8 
greatething you leaue behind pou, fozeſce howe much 
it is that you couet befoze pou.Ouer greate an Emppꝛe 
is daungerous. And it is harde to hold that pou be not 
able to receiue. Do you not ſee that thoſe ſhippes which 
be olexeeading greatnes,that they cannot well be go⸗ 
ucrned-Judge that to bee the caule that Darius loſte 
ſo muche, bicauſe that ouermuche is the occaliõ of much 
loTe, It is moze facil to get many thyng es yen 0 
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kepe a fewe,how much moze eallpe do our hides catche 
then holde ſtyll Tye verie death of Darws wyte 
nowe doth ſhewe, that you haue not ſo greate occaſion 

to ſhewe mercy as you had befoꝛe. The Emballadours 
were remoued vnto an other place, and he debated in 
counſel! hys opynyon. It was longe befoze any durſt 
vtter what they thought, becauſe they were vncertaine 
how the king was enclined. At length Parmenio lpake 
and lated, my opinion was euer that the paſoners ta- 
ken at Damalco ſhould haue bene deluered to luche as enten can, 
would redeme them, whereby a great ſomme of money — ce 
myght haue bene made ofthem,whych now remaining — 
in captiuitie, peſter the handes ofmatiipa man oklexuice. 
And nowe J thinke moſt neceſlarpe of ail, that you ex⸗ 
chaunge to. xxx.lalent es ot gold, this olde woman and 
the two pong dam lels, which be but tmpedimentes a 
diſturbaunce to pou in your iourneis. Pere is atiche 
realme to be gotten by trcatye wythout any halarde of 
battailc. Foꝛ there was neuer none betoꝛe pou (qbhe)p 
was loꝛd ot al the count reys in length and bzeadth lieg 
betwene Iſter à Euphꝛates:he wylled him therfozeraz 
ther to haue relpect towardes Macedonta, then to loke 
foʒwardes towardes Bactria # » Indiàs. His woꝛdes 
liked not the hinge, and therfoze lo lone as Parmenio 
had made an end of hys tale, he made thys anlwere: 
And ik J were Parmemo, J would rather deſire mo⸗ 
nep then gloꝛy. But now leyng Jam alexander, J 
am not in any doubt of pouertie, æ haue c atyon 8 
Jama byng, a no marchaunt. J haue nothyng wherof 

J wyll make ſale, and much leile (ell my loꝛtune. Jr J 
were in mynde to deliuer the puloners, it were muche 
better to geue them frelyc, then to raunſome them fo2 
mony.Yereupon he called in the Embaſſadours, and 
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anſwered the in this ſo2t. Shewe you to Darius that 
euing of thankes is but waſte to a mans enemp, and 
let him not thinke, that J haue had any reſpect,to hys 
frendlhyp in thole thynges that J haue done ol mine 
ovone clemency & c liberalitie. Noꝛ let hym not impute 
the lame in any wyle towardes hym ſelte, but to the in⸗ 
clinaciõ ot mine owne nature, and that J contende not 
agaynſte mens calamityes, but agaynſte the fo2ce of 
myne enempes. J ble not to make warre wyth wo⸗ 
men and puſoners. foꝛ he muſte be armed, to whome 
Jlhall ſhewe my hatred. And though it were lo in 
deede that he mente good faith in hys peace aſkynage, 
pet peraduenture J woulde aduiſe me befoze J would 
conſent. But ſeynge that at ſometyme he hath hy hys 
letters pꝛouoked my louldiers to betray me, and at 
other tymes (turred vp my trendes wyth mon ye to my 
deſtructyon: J muſt purſue hym to the vttermoſt, not 
as a tighteous enemy, but as one that wozketh hys 
thinges by treaſon. It Þ ſhould accept the condicions 
ofpeace that you do bꝛyug, I ſhould acknowledge hun 
to be victozour,which liberally doth geue me all that is 
behynde the ryuer of Euphꝛates, not conſiderynge un 
what place I ſpeake now vnto pou. aue you fozgote 
that J am paſſed the ryuer ol Euph:ates, æ encamped 
beyond the boundes ye p2offcr me in doure ! due me 


from hence that J maye knowe the ſame to be pours, 


wherwith ye would infeoffe me. He pꝛoffereth me hys 
doughter with no great er liberalitye, then he would do 
to one of hys ſcruauntes.Dothe he thynke to do med 
pleaſure in pꝛeterring me to behys bonne in lawe bes 
toꝛe Mazeus : Go and ſhewe thys to your kynge, that 
both the thing he han oſte, and that he hath pet in pol 
ſeſſion, ſhall be vnt me rewardes of the watre, which 
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warre ſhall dilcuſſe the boundes of both our Empires, 
and by the foztune of p battaue we ſhal fight to moꝛow. 
appoincted to eche of vs our limittes. Let hymknowe 
that I came not into Aſia to receiue, but ta geue. It he 
would haue bene content to be ſecond perſon, and not 
coucted to be equal with me. I would peraduẽture haue 
graunted his requeſt. But as two ſonnes can not ſhine 
on the earti at once, ſo likewile two ſuch great kynge⸗ 
domes can not be at one tyme, without the ſubuerſpon 
of p woꝛld. Tyerioze let hym either thps daye pelde him 
ſelte, oꝛ els pzepare agaiſt p moꝛowes fight, noꝛ let hun 
not periuade him ſelte to haue other ſoꝛtune, thẽ he hath 
pꝛoued already. The Embaſladours teplied:ↄ ſeing he 
was reſolued to pꝛocede with warte, he did roially in ỹ 
he was plaie,# did not fodethe tozth with hope ofpeace. 
Thar requeſt wastherfoze Þthepmught be diſpatched. 
to their Paince,to warne him to pzepare him ſelte lpke⸗ 
wile. Whẽ they returned, they bz:ught woꝛd p ther was 
no wap but pzep3re toꝛ p fight. Whertoze Darius ſent 
Mazeus out ofhade with thꝛee thouſande hoꝛlemen to 
kepe the pallages, whereby ß Macedons ſhould paſſe, 
When Alexander had perfourmed the funerals of 
Darius wyke, leuyng wyth a (mall guariſon ali ſuche 
as were vnp2ofitable toʒ the ſyght, within the rength 
of hys campe, ſette fozwarde towardes hys enempes. 
His tootemen were diuided into two battailes, einpa⸗ 
led with hoꝛſemen on both lides, and hys ca ria ge wete 
in the myddes. He lente Medines with hozſemen 
vpon the ſpooꝛes, to diſcouer where Darius was: 
Whocomminge within the view of Mazeus, durſte 
not palle anyfurther,but bʒought repoꝛte that he could 
heare nothing but the nople of men, and neyng of hoꝛ⸗ 
eg · Mazeüs ukewile dilcouered them aud returned 
J. ui. vaͤcke 
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The one backe to Darius, declaring that his enemies were c 


their owue company. Cradatus was the next, whiche 
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myage; Then Datius, whole deſirewas to encountex 
with his enemies in the plapne and open feldes, com⸗ 
maunded hys men to be armed, and diunded them into 
two pattes, wherot the one marched on the left hande, 
and the other on the ryght. Inthe battaile on the lefts 
hand a. M. of Bactrianhozlemen had the firſt place, 
with the like numbze of Dahans, and. iui. M. Aracho⸗ 
ſians and Suſians, after which bande of hozſemen 
there folowed.C.hoked wagons, and behind them Bel⸗ 
lus with an other band ol. mu. M. Bactrian hoꝛzſemen 
c. u. M. Maſſagetes . The fotemen of diuers nacpons 
came next in oꝛdꝛe of battaile, not mixed togither, but 
eche countreine by them ſelues. Ariobarzanes # ©zp- 
bates had the gouerment of the Perſtans, Mardians 
and Sogdians. But their charge was diuided, O 
lines that was come ol the. vu. M erſiangs. of þ bloude 
ok noble kyng Cirus had the rule ol ß whole. Other na⸗ 
cions folowed whole names were ſcarſely knowen to 


hauing alſo fiſtie hoked wagons, placed a band of Cal 
ptan hozſemen beloze them, and behynd them the Indi⸗ 
ans and other the inhabiters of the redde ſea, rather 
names ot men then good aſſiſtaũce. Thys ſquare was 
empaled with fiftte wagons, vnto the which the Mer⸗ 
cenary ſouldiers were topned. Aſter them kolowed the 
men of Armenp the lelſe, then the Babilontang, and 
next theBellitans with ſuch as inhabite the Coſſean 
mountaines. The Goztuans came next, which ſome⸗ 
tyme folowed the Medians out of Cuboia:but at thol⸗ 
dayes degenerated from their countrey cuſtomes. 

The phꝛigians, Cathomans, and Parthians,enclo- 
ſed the tayle. This was the battalle ou the left hou 
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Inthe battaue on the ryght hand were the people of 
greater Jrmenye,þ Cadulians,Capadocais,Sirins 
and Medians, who had fytty hoked wagõs. Che fume 
of his whole armpwas. xi CC. thou⸗ 
land fotemen. When they were placed in oꝛdꝛe ol bat⸗ 
taple, they marched ſozwardes ten furlonges, and then 
were commaunded to ſtap, Whales the Perſtans after 
that maner taried foztheir enemies, there fel a ſodem 
feare emouges the Matcedons:wherot there appeared 
no cauſe, æ pet every ma was amaſed,s a ſecrete dꝛead 
entred into their hartes. The lightenung þ fell out of 
the aper being in the lommer ſeaſon ſemed lite fier, and 

the flames ſodeinly appearyng, were thought to come 
from Darius campe. It Mazeus whiche was ent to 
obletue their commuig, had let vpon them whiles they 
were in this feare, he might haue done the (onte nota⸗ 
ble domage. But he was ſlacke to do his ẽterpʒaiſe, & te⸗ 
mained bpon the toppe oł an hyll, cõtented that he was 
not aſlailed. Alexander perceiuung 5ᷣ terrour that was 
come emonges his me, made a ſigne foʒ them to ſtape, 
and gaue oꝛdꝛe that they ſhould vnarme thẽ lelues, and 
tefreſhe their bodies: geuing them to vnderſtand that 
there was no cauſe why they ſhoulde ſo ſodemely con⸗ 
teiue a feare, ſeinge their enemies were pet a good dyl⸗ 
taunce tom them. At length, when he perceiuedt hey 
hadrecouered their (puites, he exhoztcd them both to 
teceiue courage, and to put on their atrmaur . But pet 
he thought nothyng moze expedient foz the caſe pꝛe⸗ 
kent, then to — hys campe in the ſame place. The 
next dape Mazeus whiche had planted hym leit on a 
hygh hul, rom whence he myght bt holde bys enempes 
campe, either toz feate, oz els becauſe hys commpſlyon 


was but onelp to dilcouet, returued agame vnto Das 
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playne 
might beholde —— enempes cape. 
which the moiſtpe hilles did caſt 
toꝛth, toke not awap clearely the bie of the polpect;pe 
it letted them to dilcerne the diuiſion of theyz enempes 
battailes,andthelr oꝛdꝛe, p multitude of whome ouer⸗ 
ſpꝛed the fieldes , and the nopſle of ſuche a nombze 
tylled theyꝛ eares, though they were karre ok. Then 
Alexander began to reuolue in ys heade, and debate 
wyth hym lelke, one whyle Parmenios opinion, and 
another tyme hys owne. Foz he was coine lo far fozth 
that he could not retire except he were victozer, wyth⸗ 
out the great deſtruction of hys armye. The multp⸗ 
tude ol hys enempes moued hym muche in relpecte of 
bꝛed what great actes he had done wyth them, and 
howe manp nacyons he had vanquiſhed. So that 


daunger ot al to differ the battaile any lenger, teſt des 
ſperation might growe emongelt hys men, and thete⸗ 
foze diſemblonge th the matter, cauſed the Mercenarpe 
hozlemen and the peones to paſſe on betoꝛe, and dints 
ded hys Phalanx (as it hath bene (ated betoꝛe) into 
wo battaylcs, and einpaled the ſame wyth hoꝛlemen 
on both lides. By that tyme 
ganto way cleate, p oꝛdꝛe oftheir enempes appearing 
maupfeſtip. The Macedons then, whether it were ol 
Courage, 02 foz that they were impacient to tarye ang 
lenger.mave ſuch a ſhoute as men ol warre'vſe when 
they idyne in baktatie:theliko was alſo made by Per⸗ 
lians . Then the Woodes and valleis tounde abonte, 
rebounded 


Pet on the other parte he remem⸗ 


hope ſurmountynge hys feare , he thoughte it moſt:

, of 2 wintm Corti ut. fol. ci 
rebounded with the terrible ſounde . The Macedons 
could not abſt eyn anye lenger, but would haue runne 
fozwarde towardes theyz enennes . But Alexander 
ght it better to foztitye his cainpe vpon that hyll, 
and lo commaunded it tobe entrenched about. 
Which woꝛke being ſpedely pertourmed, he entred into 
his tent, frõ whence he might behold whole armye of 
his enemies hoſt. Thẽ the whole faſhion a fourme of $ 
daũger p was at hand, was pzeſented befoze his eyes: 
both hoꝛſmen a fotemẽ gliſtred in their bꝛight armour 
# all thynges were pꝛepared with great diligence. He 
beheld the care ofthe capitaines in his enenues campe, 
how they dtd ryde bp & downe to ſet thynges in oꝛdꝛe. 
And dpuers thinges whiche were but bayne in deede: 
(as the noiſe ol men, p neying ofhozſes,# the gliſtering 
ol their armonr)troubled pet p mind that was carefull 
inthe expectation of the matter, Therfoze whether it 
were that he was not fully reſolued n his mpnd,02 els 
to pꝛoue the mindes of luch as were aboutes hym, cals 
led his krendes to conſult what was beſt to doe. ar⸗Darmeno 
menio that was the moſt expert man emonges all the d 
capitaines in the feates of warre, thought good not to 
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giue his enemies plaine battail, but rather to ſet vpon 
them in the dead tyme ol the nyght, wherby he thought 
they might eaſely be dyſcomũited: ſuppoſing that they 


emdges who there was ſo great diuerſitie of cuſtomes 
and alter ation o7language, could neuer aſſemble well 
together, lpectally when they ſhould be put lodainiy in 
fearetn p night tune being a ſleape:wheras in the day 
time the ſhape ol the Scithians and Bactrians with 
their rough faces, and long heate, beſpdes the huge⸗ 
nes oftheit bodies ſhould appere terrible. And argued 
dowe louldiours were moze moued with vayne — 
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of feare, and ſuche as were of no moment, then with 
ſuche as were iuſt caules in deede. Ye declared allo 
howe theit enemies by reaſon ok their great multitude, 
ſhould be hable to endlole theyꝛ (mail numbze rounde 
ab ute: and that they ſhoulde not nowe fpght in the 
ſtreightes and narrowe paſſages of Cilicia, but in an 
open # large plane. C hey all in maner agreed to Par⸗ 
menio his lapeng:and Policarpon was ofa plapn opi⸗ 
nion, that the victozy conſiſted in the poynte whiche he 
hw deuyſeb. The Ryng that befoze had taunted Pars 
memo moze bytterip then he thought good, would not 
checke him again, but behelde Policarpon, and fayed: 
That policie that you aduiſe me, pertainecth to ſtealers 
and theues:to2 it is theyꝛ pꝛopertpto woꝛke by ſleyght 
and diſceit e. will no moe ſuffer that eyther Darius 
ablence, the tireyghtnes of the ground, oz the ſtelth in 
the nyght, ſhalbe an hinderaunce to my gloꝛpe. J am 
plainely determined to haue to do with him unthe open 
daye, and had rather repent me of my loꝛtune, than be 
aſhamed ofmy bictoꝛy.Beſpdes this it is to be couli⸗ 
dered, that the Perſians keepe good watch, and ſtand 
armed alwapes in a readines to recepuevs, wherofJ 
haue aduertiſement, lo that they can not be deceyued 
that wape. Thertoꝛe there doth remapne no moze, but 
that pou pꝛepare your ſelues to the batta pl. When he 
had by thele woꝛdes put the in a courage, he dyſmiſſed 
them from counſell, to reſreſhe their bodies. Darius 
coniecturing that his enemies woulde haue done the 
lame thing that armemo did perſuade,cauſed 5 hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes to ſtand ready bꝛideled the whole night a the moe 
part of his hoſt to continue armed, and keepe-good 
watche. Nis campe ſhone bꝛight with the fires þ wier 
made, and he eee eee 
en 
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went abo his battailes 5 ſtoode in oꝛdze a; in armes 
making inuocation to the ſonne, to Mars, and to the 
— fire, that they would inſpyꝛe vnto them a 
Htitude oł mind, that might aunſwere to the auncient 
glozy and actes ofhis pꝛedeceſſdurs. And ſhewed il the 
minde of man were hable to conceiue anye tokens 03 
ſignes of the goddes lauour oz aſlyſtaunce:it was no 
doubt but that they were bent on they ſyde, hauing al⸗ 
teady ſtcitzen a loddain keare embges the Macedons: 
which he laid might be ſeene by their ruͤning here and 
there, vy the carieng and caſtiug ol their armour. And 
that the gods which tooke care ol þ Perſians Empire, 
were nowe determyned to punyſhe thoſe cowardes: 
Whole capitaine(qdhe) — ol no other lozt then the 
reſt, was like bnto thole wild beaſtes, whiche 

edines ol the pꝛay þ they do couet, fall into the mares 
that be ſet fo2 them. The lyke care was emonges the 
AIacedons.toz as though the matter ſhould haue bene 
tried that nyght, they paſſed it ouer in doubt and feare. 
Alexander him ſelfecthat was neuer leene in ſuch feare 
befoze that time called fo2 Ariſtander to make vowes 
| p2aters:whoin a whyte garment carieng Uerbenes 
in his hand, with his head couered, went befoze ß king, 
calling vpon Jupiter, Minerua, x Uictozia. When he 
had thus perfourmed hys ſacrifico accozding to they 
religion, returned into his auilion to reſt $ reſidue of 
$mght. Pet he could neither reſt noz ſleape, but con⸗ 
tinually debated with himſelf which way he ſhould al⸗ 
ſayle his enemies. One while he was of opunõ to geue 
his firſt onſet vpon þ battaile ofthe Perſians þ ſhould 
come on his right hande : Somtime he determpned 
to meete hys enemies in the verye front, and another 
whyle was in doubt whether it were better to * 
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on theirleft battayle. At length his body became Heaup 
with trauaple ofthe mynd, and fell into a ſound ſlepe. 
When the dap appeared, the capitaines aflebled about 
the kynges pauilion, to recepue theyꝛ charge. Where 
they ſtode amaled with greater ſilence then they were 
accuſtomed.Fo2 they could not but wonder that Alex⸗ 
ander, who was euer wont to call vpon other men, 
and to repꝛoue ſuche as were (lowe oz negligent, not 
to be then ſturring, when the matter was come tothe 
poynt of the extreme daunger. And many were ol 
opinion that he llept not, but ſhzonke foz feare: pet f03 
all chat, none of them that were about his pcrſon 
durſt attempt to wake hum. Jn the meane ſeaſon the 
tynie paſt awap, and the ſouldiours myght neither put 
on theyz armaur, no2 go in oꝛder of battayle, without 
commaundement oktheyz head. When thep had thus 
taricda good vwhyle,Parmento gaue comaundement 
they ſhould fall to meate. At length whẽ the time came, 
that ot᷑ neceſlitie they muſt ſet their battailes, he entered 
into the kynges lodging, and called vpon hym dpuers 
| tymes by his name:but when he could not avwoake him 
þ with his voyce, he ſturred hym with hys hande: It is 
nl 1 farfourth day (qd he) a pour enemies come fozwardes 
ander. in ozder of battayle, and pour ſouldiours being yet vn⸗ 
þ armed,haueno comaundement geucn them what they 
| ſhall do. Where is that cherefulnes c courage ofyours 
become, which were wont to ltyzre vp other men-Ylexs 
ander made aunſwere vnto him. Thinke you that 
could ſleape beloꝛe h IJ had rid myſelfof þ care pᷣ lett 
meto take m reſt : and therupan cauſed the trompets 
to bloweto the battaile. But when Parmeinto cõtinu⸗ 
ed ſtill in admiration that he in ſuch a time could lleape 


lo quietip: It is no matuayle (quod 3 
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Datius burned th2countrey, waſted the byllages,and — 
deſtroped the victuals, J coulde then in no wyſe be 
qupet. But nowe what cauſe haue J of feare, ſeeyng he 
pzepareth hun lelke to fyght- He hath nowe fulfylled 
my delpꝛe: reſoꝛt you where pour charge lyeth, and J 
will ſtreight wayes come to geue oꝛder emonges pou, 
and reaſon this matter afterwardecs. Ye vled ſeldome 
to take hys krendes aduyſe when any doubte 02 daun⸗ 
ger was at hande. When Parmenio was gone, he ar⸗ 
med him ſelte, and came foꝛwardes emonges the ſoulz 
diours. They leeing hym loke ſo cheretully as they had 
not done befoze time, conceiued by the boldenes of hys 
countenaunce a cettaine hope ofthe victoꝛpe. Then he 
cauſed the trenches ol his campe to be caſt downe, that 
the ſouldiours might haue free paſſage fourth, a ſo dyd 
(ct his battailes in oꝛdꝛe. The hoꝛſemen whiche they 
call Agema, ot whom Clitus was capitaine, were ſet 
in the winge of hys ryght hand battayle, to whom he 
joyned Philotas and other capitaynes . The laſt che oer 
bande of hozſemen was Weleagers , whiche went — 
next vnto the ſquare battaple of footemen that the the vactatie 

Macedons name Phalanx.Yfter thePhalir folowed Abels. 

the Argiraſpides „ of vohom Nycanoz the ſonne of yrgirawives | 
Patmenio was Capitaine,Cenos with his band was 
appoynted to be a reliefe: oꝛeſtes and Lynceſta came 
next in oꝛdꝛe, and after them Polycarpon that had the 
tule ok the ſtraungers, and Phylagus which had the 
rule ol the Balacrons. And this was the oꝛder of A- 
leranders battayle in the right warde, wherol Amin⸗ 
tas was chie fe. In the leſt battaple Craterus had the 
charge of the Peloponenſion hoꝛſemen, and with hym 
allo the bandes of the Acheians , Locrenſians, and 
Moleanenſians, x the laſt troupes nan 
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of Theſlalpe, vnder Philip their Capitapne. Thus 
the hoz[emen coueryng the footemen, made the front 


ofthe leit battail.Andleſt the enempes thzough they; 
multitude ſhould encloſe the battayl about, he planted 
a great fozce behinde fo the reliete ot that matter, and 
ſet a reliete allo vpon the winges, not in front with 
the reſt, but vpon the ſydes , tothe intent that ik the M 0 
enemies attempted to compaſſe about the battailes, e 
that they ſhould be ready to keepe them doyng. Thole t 
that occupyed the plates ofreliefe were the Agrians,of Þ tl 
whom Attalus was capitain andthe archers of Crete fr 
toined vnto them Such as ſtoode in the hinder partes di 
of vᷣ battailes, were o2d2ed to turne their faces from the 9 
krontwardes, becauſe that beyng in a readynes euerye p. 
waye, the battailes in euerye place ſhould be of lpbe be 
fozce . They which ſtoode with their faces contrary 
wile were the Illirians, and the Mercenary ſouldiers, 
with the Thꝛacians that were lyght harmled. Thele 
his battaples werelet ſo aptipe tobe turned cucrye 
wape, that ſuch as ſtoode in the Hinder partes coulde 
not be encloſed about, but might towardes cche part 
make their front: So the front, the flankes, and 
the hynder pactes were all of lyke loꝛce. When he had 
ſet his men in oꝛder alter this maner, he gaue comaun- 
dement, that ikthe Perllans ſhould put tozwardes vpo 
thein their hoked wagons with a crpe oz noyle, that the 
they ſhould open their battailes & recepue them with 
ſplence, not doubtyng hut þ they ſhould paſſe though 
without harme dopug, ik no man dyd reliſt them. But WL 
ik they ſhould come without any ſhaute oꝛ clamour, that w 
then they them ſelues ſhoulde make a crye to feare the 
hozle withal, and to with pykes thzuſt them in on euer 
de. They which had the charge ofthe battailes wert 
coins 
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commaunded to extende them ſo muche in bzead(h as 
they might, leſt by ſtanding ouer cloale, they myght be 
enuironed. and vet not to ſtretche them ſo tarre out, to 
{eaue the places voyde oz thyn in the myddes. The ca⸗ 
riage and the pꝛiſoners ( emonges whom Darius mos 
ther was) were let inthe top of an hyll, with a ſmall 
guard about them. The charge ofthe left battayl was 
committed vnto Parmenio, as was accuſtomed befoze 
e tyme, and Alexander hym ſelfe was in the other. When 
of © they were come neare together, one Bion came tlyeng 
te trom the Perſian hoſt in all the haſt he could make, and 
declared vnto the king that Dartus had planted Jron 
ze galtoppes, where as he thought hys hoꝛſemen ſhoulde 

de palle, and by a certapn ſygne ſhewed hym the place, 

ze becauſe it myght be auoyded, Alexander willed the 

p- fugitive to be kept laute, and aſſembled all his Capt- 

8, tapnes together, declaring the matter, and exhoztyng 

fe them to make theyz ſouldiours pꝛuue to the daunger, 

pe fo: eſchewing the place poynted out to them. But all 

de that were in ſo great an armp could not heare the war⸗ 

ning geuen, the noyſe ol both armies taking awaye the 

ble ol the eares. But Alexander riding betwixt the bat- ateranders 
tales, gaue exhoꝛtation to the capitaines, x to all other cen. 
that were within hearing. He declared that there was 

but one halard remaynyng to them that had paſſed 

thzough ſo many coũtreis in hoape ofthe victozy,which 
they were now ready to fight foz.Therupon he reduced 
to theit memoꝛpe the battailes they had fought, at the 
Apuer of Gramke, in the mountaines of Cilicia, and 
with what ſpeede they had paſled ouer both Diria and 
Egipt, the reherſall wherof put them in great hoape # 
Nicked them loꝛwardes to the deſpze of gloꝛpe. He ſhe⸗ 
ved that the Perſtans being withdꝛawen agayn — 
. * 
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theyꝛ koꝛmer flieng, were now compelled to fight ofne: 
ceſlitie, becauſe thep could flee no further, and How that 
thꝛee dayes together amaled foz leare, they had remap⸗ 
ned ſtil in one place with their armour on their backes, 
Ok whole diſpay2e (he (ated ) there coulde be no greater 
argument, then they had let on tyꝛe their owne coun: 
trey, confelling all to be their enenues, that they deſ⸗ 
troped not. He exhoꝛted them, not to keare the vayne 
names of vnknowen nations: foz it was a thyng no⸗ 
thyng pertinent to the moment of the matter , whiche 
were called Scithians o2 Caducians. Foz that they 
were vnknowẽ nations, was the greateſt token þ they 
were men or no valour. Foz becauſe ſuche as be vali: 
aunt men could neuer be vnknowen in the woꝛld. And 
contrary wile daſtardes, when they come furth ok then 
dennes, bzing nothyng with them but names ok men, 
where as pou( qð he )that be Macedons haue obteined 
by your vertue and manhode, that there is no countrey 
in the woꝛld ignoꝛauut of pour actes. He willed them 
to behold the euil oꝛder that was in theyz enemies hol, 
of whom ſome had no weapon but a darte, other a ſling 
to calt ſtones, and very kewe had fuche armour as they 
ough: to haue. So that though there were a great ni 
bze on the other parte: yet (he ſayed ) they had moꝛe on 
their ſyde that ſhoulde come to hande ſtrypes. And that 
fo2 his parte he woulde not require any man to aduer 
ture him (elie, except he were an enſaumple to theyn 
to chem valiantnes and courage. oꝛ he pꝛompied that 
he ſhould be ſcene fightyng with the fozmolt, knowing 
that lo manye woundes as he ſhoulde get,ſhoulde bell 
nany oznamentes tohis perſon. He layed, they tyel 
lelues knewe that he would be no partaker of the p24! 
but that euer his cuſtome was to beſtowthe rewards 
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ofthe bictozie to thep2 behoue and commoditie. His foz- 
met woꝛdes he ſhewed to be {poken to ſuche as were 
men of courage, but ilthere were aup that were other⸗ 
wyle, he had to (aye vuto hem: that N e come to 
the place from whence they coulde not flee, gauyng left 
ſo maup tountteis behiude the whych ey had paſſed 
ouer # lo manye ciuers ⁊ mountaines at their backes, 
So that nowe there was no wap to their houles and 
countrep,but Wche as they muſt matze ohen wilh theyꝛ 
owne handes. This was the exhoztacyon he gaue vnto 
the capitaines , and te ſuche lk louldiers as ſtoode 
next him. Datius that was in hys leſte battail accom⸗ 
pamed wyth a chople band of elect hozſenicn and fote- 
men, deſpiled the lmall numbze ol hys enempes, theyz 
battaules appearyng to hym thinne and boyde of men, 
when he lawe their, winges ſretched ſo fav abzode,He 
ltodetheriozein-hys Chariot on hie, and turnyng hym 
ſelte both on the ryght hande and ſhe left, ſpake in thys 
lotto ſuch as were aboute hym. We that not longe a ,,, „n 
N lo2des ol al the countries lieng betwirt Helle⸗ of Darius, 
ont t the Occean ſea, ate compelled now to fyght, not 
loꝛ foꝛ fame and gloꝛie, but foʒ our ſaueguarde, and our 
ubertie, which chiefly is to be eu eamed. This daye ſhal. 
either eſtabliſhe oꝛ make an ende ol Þ greateſt Impire 
that hath bene in any age. At the river of Granike we 
r linal part of our paute. Mhẽ we were vi- 
quiſhed in Cilicia, Siria was able to receyue vs, the 
ruersof Tigre and Euphzates were as bulwarkes 
to defende our bingdome. But now we be come to that 
point, d we haue no place to flee to it we be put to flight. 
Al chinges behiude our backes are waſted with ihys 
long warre, neither cuies be inhabited noz men left to 
tele the grounde. Both . andchildzends fo⸗ 
l bs.

lighte, and without muchebaggagen Ae.

toꝛpe. It any of pou be moued with the fame ol the us 
c10,you mitilt thinks that the armour with the outward 
ſhew,t not the bodies of the very Macedons. — 
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pꝛelent: wehaue tonſumed lo nuchofthetwbloudſince þ 
wat began. And ſeing they be but fevo, their loſſe mut 
nedes be to them the greater. Foz howe greate ſo euer 
Alexander dothe ſeeme to ſuche as be fearefull and co⸗ 
wardes, he is but a man, aud il yon truſt me, both raſhe 
and without conſideration:and hetherto moze foztu- 
nate th2ough our feare;theby Hys obone Valure.There 
is nothing can cõtinue that is not gouerned by reaſon: 
Foz though fo2tune ſeme to fauolt foꝛ a whyle, pet at 
length ſhe ſhall not ſuppoꝛt hys raſhnes. Belides that 
the eſtate ot thynges de full ol chaunge, and no inan 
hath perpetuall felicicitpe:it mae be that the pꝛouidẽce 
of the goddes haue lo oꝛdeyned it, that the Empire of 
the Perſians encrealed wyth luche pzoſperous ſuc⸗ 
teſle by the ſpace ot two hundꝛed and thyꝛtye yeares, 
and bꝛoughte to ſo greate an height ot foʒtune, ſhould 
nowe rather be ſhaken; then vtterlpe ouerthzowen: 
therby to admoniſhe vs of mans fragilitic, whypche v⸗ 
(cth to fo2get hyntelfe ouer much in p2oſperoys eſtate. 
It is not long ago ſince ot our owne mocyon-and cou⸗ 
rage, we moued warte agaynſte the Grecians, and ins 
uaded ther dommons: but nowe we ſandat defence 
in our owne countrey. Thus we be toſled one agaynſt 
an other by exchaunge of foꝛtune. Foꝛ one nacyon can 
not beare the great nes of the Empire whyche we both 
do couet. But be it lo that hope were taten rom vs, 
pet neceſſitie ought to pꝛicke vs fozwardes:the matter 
is come to ſuch extremitpe. He keapeth now as pꝛp⸗ 
loners both my mother, my two doughters, and Oc⸗ 
chus my lonne, boʒue tothe ſucceſſion ofthys Empue. 
He keapeth captiue pour pꝛinces, the iſlue that is dyl⸗ 
cended ofthe bloude royall: yea, and pour captt aines e⸗ 
qual with kynges, and if you 2 * nowe lar 0 youre 
| u. andeg 
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handes, I my telte am lyke to become captiue. Deltuer 
vou there toꝛe my bowels out of. paſon „ and reſtoze to 
me my chyidzen'; foz whoſe lake. J do not refuſe to 
die. Be pou all ſure that bothe my mother and mp chil- 
d2en( os my wyke is dead in pꝛiſon ) be holdyng vp they 
handes, crieng vnto the goddes, and callynge koꝛ pour 
helpe, your compaſlion and fidelitie, that you would de⸗ 
liuet them from ſeruitude, krom ketters, and from the 
eſtate they ate in liuinge at other mens will a appoints 
ment; Thinke you tht they can be content to liue vn⸗ 
der ſuch, as they coulde ſcarſiy vouchſaue to haue o: 
ſubiectes : I ſee that our enennes battaues do appꝛoche 
and the nearer the dagger is at hand, the lelle the woꝛ⸗ 
des J haue ſpoken dd (atiſfie me. J make requeſt to 
vou by the goddes or out countrep, by the eternall fyes | 
that is caried vpon the aulters,bythe bꝛyghtnes of the 
ſunne that riſeth within the boũdes of myne Emppꝛe 
and by the euerlaſting memo p ol Cyʒus, whych fyꝛte t 
dyd take the Empire from the Medes and Lidiaus # 
gaue it tothe Perſians, to deliuer the name and chys 
nacion-fr and rep2oche. Go foꝛth chere fully. 
haue pou good hope, and le that you ceſtoꝛe to pour po⸗ 
ſter itte, the gloꝛp you teteiued of pour pelders. Lo, you 
cary nowe in pour handes pour lybertye,youre helpe, 
and pour hope in tyme to come. Who ſo euer contem- 
netl death, elcapeth death, and death ouertaketh luche 
as do flie rom death. I ryde here in a churiot, not only 
fo2 that it is mycountty cuſtome, but alſo that J may 
be leene of pou all: And J deſire nothynge ſo much as 
that ye wyl folowe me, whether J ſhewe pot an euſam⸗ 
ple ot pꝛowes 02 ot cowardnes. In the mea ne ſcalon 
whyles Mlexander dyd couet to elchue the place of pe⸗ 


till wherot he was warned, and en ozced hym lelke te 
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to encounter with Dari? left battaile, where heremat- 
ned in perſon, was copelled to fetch acompalle about. 
Whom when Darius perceiued, he turned likewiſe hys 
own battaile towardes hin, willing Beſſus to appoint arg 
the Mailagetes hozſemento geue a chargeonAlerd- bella verwirt 
ders left battaile.He let befoze him his hooked wagos, Senne and 
which by a ligne geuen bꝛabe out ſodenlye vpon they; 
enennes with a full courſe, to thintent that by their coͤ⸗ 
ming vnbewares, they 47 do the greater deſtructi⸗ 
on. The pikes that were let befoze in the wagons del⸗ 
ſtroied diuers, and many were tozne alondze by the ho⸗ 
kes that werte on both ſides, The Macedons gaue not 
place to them by a little, a little, but troubled theyꝛ array 
with a maine flight. Whẽ Mazeus ſaw their diſozdze, 
he put them in moe feare, and appointed out athouſad 
hoꝛſemen to fetch acompalle about the Macedos bat⸗ 
tailes to ſpoile their cariage, ſuppolinge that the pꝛilo⸗ 
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ners which were there kept, would bꝛeake their bandes 
when they ſhould ſee their owne nacion appꝛoche. ar⸗ 
menio which was in the left wing perceiued thys mat⸗ 
ter well, and therio2e ſent by and by Pohidamus vnto. 
Alexander to ſhewe hym — — knowe hys 


pleaſure what he woulde haue done. When he vnder⸗ 
ſtode the caſe by Polidamus : Go thy waye(qd he) and 
ſhewe Parmento, if we wynne the battaile, wee ſhall. 
not onelyrecoucragayneour owe, but ſhall haue alſo 
the ſpoile of our enempes. Therefozp J would not that 
anypartte of oure foꝛce ſhoulde bee remoucd from the 
mayne battaile,butlet him fight it out manfully,z not 
regarde the loſle ol baggage,vherin he ſhall obſerue 5 
honour of me, and mp father Philip, vhoſe cuſtome 
Was to do the like. In the mean ſeaſon the Perliang 
were entred eni6nges the cariages . a had W 
A K. ui. i 
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had wounne the victoꝛpe, and had ouerthzowen his ene⸗ 
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that were leſt there in defence: wherupon the pziſoners 
began to lole themſelues, and takyng vp whatloeuer 
cane to hand, toke patt with the hozſemen, and ſharplp 
aſſauled the Macedõs. Diuers were lo io ul that they 
ranne to beare tidinges to Siſigambis howe Darius 


mies to their great laughter, and allo that all thepʒ ca⸗ 
tlage was wonne, thinking the lyke koztune had bene 
euerpe where, ſeynge they tawe the Perſians fall to 
(pople. And although they exhozted Siligambis that 
ſheſhouldeleaueher heupnes and rctoyce, pet ſhe con⸗ 
tinuediny ſame eſtate ſhe was in beipze,without ſpea⸗ 
bingone woꝛde oz chaunging colour oz countenaunce, 
but late ſtyll immouable. She was ſo ouercome (as u 
was thought) with ſodayne iope, p ſhe durſt not ſturte 
noz attempt foʒtune.foꝝ ſuch as dyd beholde her, coulde 
not percepuc,whyche wape lhe was enclined. In the 
meane leaſon Amintas, that was maiſter ofthe hozle 
to Alexander, came with a fewe bandes of hoz men to 
ſuccout the cariages, but vncertaine it was whither he 
did it of his own head, oꝛ by p kynges appointemẽt. e 
was not able to endure the fozce oł the Caduſtans and 
Scithians.foꝛ ſcarſiy attempting the lkirnuſh, he was 
dꝛiuẽ backe, a fled again vnto Alexander, being rather 
a witnes of the loſſeofthe cariage, the a xeſcuer of the 
ſame,Thegriefe that Alexander cocciued of this mat⸗ 
ter duet came purpoſe he toke beſoze, a feared(not with | 
out cauſe ) leſt the ſouldiers though » caretulnes to tes 
couer theit owne, might leaue the light, and reloꝛt to⸗ 
warde thep: baggage:he ſet therfoze Arctes capitayne 
of the ſperemen þ were named Harillopherit againlle 
the Scithes.By thys tyme the hooked wagons,which 
had ſomwhat trqubled the tozefront, were come mw 
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the ſquare( which the Macedons call Phalanx pet the 
ſouldiers neuer ſh2onke at the matter, but receiued thẽ 
into the middes ol thepꝛ battaule, where as iopnyng the 
ſclues cloſe together, they ſtode lyke a wal on both ſides. 
thzuſtyng theyꝛ pikes into the bowels ofthe hozles and 
ran about the wagons, thzowynge downe ſuche as 
ſtode in the at defence. The whole battaile was entan⸗ 
gled #troubled with the tume a killynge of the hozles. 
with ſuch as gouerned the. They coulde not rule they 
hoꝛles when they were once galled and hurt: whyche 
with much leaping and ſtrugling, not only bzake out of 
thepz trace, but alla ouerthʒewe the wagons,dzawyng 
at theyꝛ tayles the men that were (lapne,neptherbeing 
able to ſtande ſtyll foz the feare they were in, noz yet go 
fozwoardes beinge lo fainte of theyzwoundes. Met a 
fewe of thein paſſed thzough the battaile, whereby ſuch 
as the wagons dyd lite vpon, were miſerablye ſlapne, 
heng vpon the ground with their members cut in lon⸗ 
dꝛe. Met becaule d tough greneneſle of theyzwoti- 
des they felt litle paine, hey kepte their weapons ſtpll, 
notwithſtanding they were maimed e without ſtrẽgth 
til luche tyme as by continuall bleadynge, they ſonke 
dobone dead. Aretes in the meane tyme had ſlapne the 
capitaine ofthe Scythians that were ſpoplynge ot the 
catiages, and repulſed them backe. But ſtreyght waye 
tame the Bactrians by Datius ſendynge, and tourned 
| thefoztune ofthe field againe. Manp Macedouns were 
ſlapne aty firſt encaũter, but mozefled vnto Alexãder. 
Then the Perſtans made ſuch a ſhovote as men are 
wont todo that wynne the victozy,and fierſely aſſays 
led their enempes, thynkynge that they had in euerpe 
place bene put to flyghte. When Alexander perceiued 
his men ſhzinke,to begyn to taynt, and geue ground, he 
M. liu. xcbuked: 
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- rebuked ſuch as he lawe atrayed, andencouraged mas 
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ny that vithdzew from the fight:lo that he alone teſto: 
red the battatie againe. When he had put them in hart, 
he required them to pꝛeſſe ſoꝛwardes, and go on freipe 
agaynſt their enemies. Alexander perceiuing that the 
Bactrians were departed tothe defcating of the carp⸗ 
ages, and bytheir going had lelt the ryghte hande bat⸗ 
taile of Darius thinne and naked, he bente hys fo2ce 
wholly that way, and there made a wodcrfull laughter 
and deſtructionofhis enempes, which by reald ot their 
loſe atap, were not able to wpthitandhym. (The Per- 
{tans in the left wyng ſeynge thys thing, were in hope 
to haue encloſed Alexander about, and came ſozwardes 
to ſet vpon his backe part, whereby great daunger had 
enlued to hun being enuironed both betoze & behynde: 
if Þ Agrians had not put their ſpurres to their holes, 
and geuen a charge to their enemies, that were enuy- 
ronynge thekynge aboute, and ſo compelled the Perit- 
ans to tourne their faces agapne towardes them. The 
battailes thus were loꝛe trauailed on bothlides.Ylex- 
ander had hys encmyes bothe betoꝛe and behynde, and 
his enempes that came on hys back were ſoꝛe oppꝛeſſed a! 
by theAgrians . TheBactrians alſo that had ſpoiled 


the cariages,were excluded from their own company, lyn 
and coulde not recouer their place agapne. Thus the wh 
battailes were duuded in diuers partes, and toughtt toz 
one agaynſte another as thepz chaunce fell. The two tha 
kynges, that topned they; battatles harde one to am wit 
other, renued agayne the fpght. There were moſte ol on 
the Perſians ſlapne , but the numbze ofthe wounded! bat 
were like on bothe ſydes. Darius did ride in a chariot, and 
and Alexander vpon an hoꝛſe. They bothe had a choile rat 
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bande about them, whiche were carelcs of they? — 
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lpues. Foʒ if their kynges ſhoulde nuſtary, neither they 
could be laute, noꝛ pet deſpꝛe to lpue. Pherfoze cuerpe 
of them thought it a noble thing to aduenture them 
ſelues befoze the face of theyꝛ Punce. And he that co⸗ 
ueted moſt to dekende his maiſter, was in moſt pe⸗ 
tyll. foz eche man dely2ed the honour to kill the Kyng 
on his contrary part. There (whether it were an p⸗ 
magination oftheeyes,0z athyng done in deede) luche 
as were about Alexander, beleued chat they (awe an 
Egle klickerpng aboue his head, whiche ncyther fea- 
red with clalhing of the harneys, noꝛ by the cryeng ol 
them that were dpeng, hong ſtyll in the ayze, a litle a⸗ 
boue him. Then Ariſtander whiche ware a white gar⸗ 
ment and caried laurell in his hand, ſhewed this thing 
vnto the ſouldiers being buſy in fighting, as a certain 
token of bictozy. That thing cauſed them which befoze 
were in ſome doubt, cherefully a with great coadence, 
to alſaile their enemies. The fight continued afterthis 
| (ozt,vntill 5 time that he wasſlapne,whiche gouerned 
the hozſe that dꝛewe Darius chariot.Then neither the 
erltans no2 Macedons doubted, but that Darius 
ad bene ſlayne. And the Perſians vpon that pmagi⸗ 
nation made a barbarous noyle,and a ſoꝛowłull hows 
lyng, wherwith they ſoze troubled and aſtonied they; 
whole hoſt, that were pet fyghtyng with equall vice 
toꝛy.Datius kyuſmen and the Squpꝛes foz hys body 
that were on hys lefr hand, leit hym and fled awaye 
with a maine flyght:but ſuche as ſtoode in hys defence 
on his right hande,conueyed hym intothe hart ofthe 
batt ayle. It is layed that Darius dꝛewe out his (wozd 
aud was dctermpned dyuers tymes to kyll hym ſelfe, 
rather then to ſuſteyne the ſhame of flyeng awape. But 


when he ſawe as he late alolt on hys Chariot, Ws 
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great part othis army remayned pet fighting, he was 
alhamed to leaue them in ſuch ſozt. Ind wohiles he thus 
wauered in his opinion betwixt hoape & diſpapze, the 
erſians by litle and litle gauegrounde, and ſhzonke 
om their oꝛder. Alexander that had tyzedmanpe hoz- 
ſes, did at that inſtant chaunge a new, and ſtrake at the 
faces of them that made reſiſtente. There was none 
4 then that made relyſtence anye lenger, but a manifeſt 
W7 Darius fled. ſtaughter fell on the Perſians,and Darius turned hys 
1 chariot to flye away. The Matcedons purſued hard af ⸗ 
tet them that fled, and the duſt that flew vp totheſkye, Þ 
toke awaye their pzolpect, ſo that they wandered as it 
had bene in darkenes, and euer dꝛew together wohẽ they 
heard any voyce they knew. Oneipthe ratipng a nople 
ofthe chariot was a token fo2 the Macedons to folowe 
after. Is foꝛtune was pꝛoſpetous to the Macedons on 
this part, # contrarious vntotheir enemies: ſoon the 
other [yde where Parimenion the lyit wyng encoun⸗ 
tred with the P:rkans,they had the better, and the 
Macedons the wozle. Bazeus with his whole bande 
gaͤue a great charge, and put the hoꝛſemen that ſtoode 
in the winges to a ſoze dyſtreſſe. Ind therupon bprea- 
ſon ye abounded with multitude, began to encloſe the 
foot emen about. Then Parmento lent woꝛde to Alex⸗ 
under in what daunger they were in, which he ſignili⸗ 
ed to be ſuch, that except they had ſuccour in tyme, they 
could not reliſt, but be enfozced to flye awape. Alexan⸗ 
der was gone farre inthe chale, whẽ this ſozovful mel⸗ 
ſage was bꝛought hym. Wherfoze he commaunded the 
hoziemen to tape, and chafed wondzetully, that the vic⸗ 
tozye ſhould thus be taken out of his handes, and that 
Darius had better foꝛtune in flyeng, then he in his lo⸗ 
lowing. In themeane lealon the kame ol Darius oucr- 
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||! tothehozie,gaue a fulcharge vpon theu enemies, who

thꝛobbe was bꝛought vnto Mazeus. Xoherfozethough 

he had the vpper hand, yet he was ſixikẽ with ſuch feare 

of hys fellowes miltoztune, that he made a ſlacke pur⸗ f 
ſuite vpon their enemies. Parmento was ignoꝛaunt of armen 
the cauſe why the fight dyd ſlacke ſo willingly of their 2 4 
parte, but boldly bling the occalion ofthe victozye, cal- 

led the Theſſalien hozſeinen biito him and laped: See 

pou not howe our enemies that euen nowe gaue vs a 

ficrce onſet, be ſodainly afraicd,and withdꝛawe them 
ſelues J ſee the foꝛtune of our king doth geue vs the 
victoꝛye. All the fielde is ſtrowen with the Perſans, 
that be ſlaine. hy doe you therfoze ſtaper ate you not 
good enough foz men that be tlyeng / They ſawe hys 
woꝛdes had an appeataunce ofa ttuth, and thertoze by 
and by they tooke courage, and puttyng theyz ſpurres 


rety2ed not by litle and litle, but marched away a great 
pace. And they wanted nothyng ol flyeng, ſauing that 
they had not yet directly turned theyꝛ backes: yet foz all 
that, in ſo much as Parmem o knew not what was be⸗ 
come ofthe kyng,noz ot his battayl, ſtayed and woulde 
not purſue after them. Mazeus hauyng leaſure geuen 
hum to klee athis lubertie, palledthe xiuer of Tigre, not 
the next way, but by a further copaile about with moze 
luretie, and recouered the citie of Babilon, with the 
temapnes of that vanqupſhed armye. In the meane 
leaſon Darius with a fewe that accompanyed hym iu 
his flyeug came to the Kiuer of Licus, where pallyng 
ouerhe ſtoode in doubte whether he ſhoulde bzeakethe 
bꝛydge 02no.Fs2it was ſhewed hym that his enemies 
wereat hand. But conſideryng how many thoulandes 
of his men by the bꝛeakyng therof ſhoulde be a pꝛape to 


has enenes,helettthe bzydge taudivg, and *

parture,ſaied:thathe had rather open the way to them 
that purſued him, then to ſhut it againſtthem that fled 
after hum. But Darius left not his flycng till he came 
to Arbella, where he arriued about mydnight. Who ig 
hable to conceiue in his mind, oꝛ expꝛeſle in woꝛdes, the 
manifold chaũces in this diſcofiture,the daughter that 
fell both vpon capitaines and louldiers, the chalyng of 
them that were put to flight, a the deſtruction in parti 
cular and in generall » Foztune heaped together that 
one daye the chaunces ok a whole world. Some tooke 
the way that came next toh nde, another ſoꝛt fled vnto 
the woddes,# (ought out bypathes to eſcape ſuche as 
had them in the chale. There was a confuſion ofho!l- F 
men and kootemen mixed together without anpe head, 
the armed with the vnarmed, and the whole with the 
hurte. At lẽgth the compaſſion that one had of another 
was turned into feare, and they that could not tolobe, 
were leſt bevoatling thẽ ſelues one to another. But thirl 
chiellp aftlieted the wounded and wericd, whic he lape 
alõg euety where in the wapes where any water was, 
gaſping aiterit with open mouth. And when ko2 gree- 
dines they had gulled in the troubled water, they be⸗ 
gan to ſwell, when the mudde once entered into then 
entraples. And being thus not in caſe to moue, the 
enemy came and ſturred them vp with newe woundes. 
Some, when the bꝛookes neare hand were taken vp by 
other, ſought out foz 2 in euerye lecret place. 

Noꝛ there was no puddle lo dꝛye noꝛ lo farre out ofthe 
wape, that could be hydden from the thyzſt of them that 
ſearched them out. The olde men and women wert 
heard howling and cryeng in al the villages n_ 
wapyeipde, howe Darius was yet their Ryng. Alep 
ander as it hath! dene (ated befoze) purſurng the "_ 


Of 2 _mintus Curtius fo.yr, 


was come to the riuer of Licus, where as $ multitude 
ofthe flyers was greater then coulde palle the bꝛydge. 
Sothat many, when their enemies purſued theym, 
jeapt iuto the water, and there laden with theyꝛ ar⸗ 
mour, and weryed with kyghtyng and flyeng, were 
conſumed with the ſtreame. But withyn a vwhple, 
neither the bꝛidge, noꝛ the Riuer were hable to recepue 
the thong that continuallye encreaſed by theyz vndyl⸗ 
crete flyeng . Foꝛ when feare was once entered into 
theyz heartes, they doubted onely that which put them 
fyꝛſt in feare. The Macedons were egre inthe purſute 
ob their enemies, ⁊ required Alexander that he woulde 
not ſuſtre they2 enemies to eſcape free away. But he to 
ſtaythẽ, alleged that their weapons were dulled, their 
hides weried,their bodies faint with long purlute, and 
the night belides faſt appꝛoching on. But in very deede 
the care ol his other battatl, which he thought to be pet 
lighting, cauſed him to retourne to their ſuccour. He 
had not ſo lone turned hys enlignes, but that certayne 


folowed him, and they were out ofozder, as men that 
teiopling ofthe victozy,iudged all their enemies either 
to be fledde oz ſlayne in the fielde. Soda ynly there ap⸗ 
peared a bande ol Perſian hozſemen cõmyng agaynſt 
them, which at the firſt ſtayed, but aftervoardes percei⸗ 
uing the ſmallnabreofthe Macedons, gaue n charge 
vpon them. The bing rode kozmoſt, rather diſſunuli 
then deſpyſing the perill he was in: but his perpetu 
| felicitiencucrfatied him in extremities Foꝛatthe ſyſt 
encountre he ſtrake the capitapne af the ee 


hozſemen bought hun woꝛde from Parmemo, that he Ihe dafigey 
pbewiſe had put hys enemies to flyght.He was not in darm aher 
logreat a daunger all chat daye, as when he was cõ⸗ —.— | 
myng toward his campe. Foꝛ there were but fewe that

in egrenes ofthe fight vnaduiſedly came againſt hym, 

though with a ſpeare. When he with that blowe was 

riken to the grounde, Alexander ſlewethe next vnts 

hun with the lame ſtaffe, and after diuers other. When 

his company ſawe thepꝛ enemies amaſed with his ds: 

ynges, thep bꝛake vpon them, and thzew manpe to the 

earth: yet they fo2 they: partes were not vnreuenged, 

foz the whole battailedyd not ſo earneſt ly fig ht. as that 

ſnail band aſſembled lo by chaunce. But at lengthe 

when they lawe flyeng in the darke to be tnozefaretye 

tothem then kigheyng, they ſhocked awap in diuers c<- 

panies. Alexander hauing eſcaped this extra oꝛdmaty 

perill, bꝛought his men in ſauteg arde vnto hys campe. 
© &he number Thete were dayne of the Perſians, which came tothe Þ 

e ccche dead. knowledge of than that had the bictoꝛpe. xl. M. and of 

the Macedons lelle then. ccc. whiche victozpe Alexan⸗ 

der wan moꝛe by his owne bertue, then by anpe foz⸗ 

tune: and withhardines a courage, moꝛe then though 

anpaduauntage otthe ground. Foz he both oꝛdꝛed his 

battailes politikely, and fought mantulipe. With great 

wiſedome he contemned thelollc ol the baggage, con 

lideting the weight ofthe whole matter to cöſiſt in the 

battayl it ſelfe. Whiles the foztune of the fielde was 

pet doubt full. he vſed hum ſelſe as aiTured of the victo⸗ 

rye. Ind when he had put his enemies in feare, he cel⸗ 

ſed not tyll he had ſet them flyeng, and that whiche 

ſcatſelp can be beleued, in that fiercenes of courage, he 

purſued in the chale moze wyſely then green Foz if 

he ſhouldHaue folowed on ſtyll, part of his power yet 

kyghting in the fielde, he ſhould eyther haue loſt the bat: 

tayie though hys owne laute, oz els haue wonue the 

vlttoꝛpe thꝛough the pꝛowes of other men. Oꝛ if aftes 

ht had gotten the vietoꝛ xe, he had ſhewed hem fl

F IJ chall make mention of the matters tha 
chaunſed inthe meane leaſon both in Greece, 
Illitia and Thꝛatia, by the eppoyntmenty 


——omm{l:notFerander;m ozder as they fell 
the matters of Alia ſhould therby be interrupted, Which 
J thought moſt couentent to put wholly together, vnti 
the death of Darius , and then to iopne them in this 
wozke,as they agree with the tyme. J will fpꝛſt ſpeak 
of thole thinges that enlued after the battaile at Jt- 
bella, where Darius arrtued about mydnight. Andas 
it chaunſed, the moze part of hys frendes, and of allo 
ther that were eſcaped from the fielde, were come the 
ther. He called them all together, and lpake to them 
this eckecte: That he doubted not but Alexander and 
hys men, gaping with gredy delyꝛe forthe abundaunce 
offpoyle that was in readines fo2 them, woulde vilite 
＋ ſuch cities and countrepes of his, as were molt notable 
Darius wo:: plentiful of riches;which thing ( he ſaped ) conliderin 
derbe his eſtate, could not but turne at length to his auail 
fromthe tied Mis purpoſe wag ( he ſaied ) with a ſmal band to repan 
| into the delertes. And ſeeing the vttermoſt bounde 
ot hys kingdome were pet vntouched, he might trot 
thence ealelyerepapze his power agapne to renue ti 
warre. Let ther foʒe that greedy nation ( qð he )take my 
treaſure, ⁊ ſatiſiꝑ their great honger with gold, whicl 
ſhoꝛtlye ſhall cauſe both the lame and them alſo to be 


p2ay vnto vs. Foꝛ he had learnedehe ſaid ) by exp — 
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Quintus Curtius. Jol; 
that the abundauce of riches, and exceſle ot thynges,þ 
theyꝛ flockes ofcocubines and Eunuches were nothing 
els but burdens and unpedimentes:whych Alexander 
pollellynge and carieng about, ſyould make hym infe- 
cyo2 viito them of whom befoze he was victouous.His 
oꝛation ſeamed to ali men to be full of diſperacion, Foz 
they (awe thereby that the rich citieof Babulon ſhoulde 
bc geuen vp vnto the Macedos, and Sula ſhoꝛtlye af- 
ter, with all other oꝛnamentes ol the realme that were 
Auſeof the war. But he pꝛoceded in perluading them, 
howthat men in aduerlitie ought not do thynges that 
ſhould ſeame goodly in the ſpeakynge, but neceilaty in 
the experience: That warres were made wyth iron, 
not with gold, with men, and not wyth the walles ol ci⸗ 
ties.foʒ all thynges tolowe them that be armed and in 
ſtrength. He ſhewed that hys auncetours were alflyc⸗ 
ted alter thys maner in the beginning, and pet recoue⸗ 
red againe quickly their toꝛmer eſtate. ter he had ſpo⸗ 
ken theſe woꝛdes, eyther tog that they were thereby en⸗ 
couraged, oz eis that theyrather obeied hys auctozptie 
then ipked hys caunlel, tolo wed hym into the boundes 


rere. 
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pꝛecious ſtuſte, and pꝛincelp apparaile,and beſpdes the 
ſubſtauuce ofthe whole armye was left there. The lick⸗ 
nes that began in Alexanders campe, xiſynge ofthe ſa⸗

As Alexã der was going fr6 thence to wardes Bablld: 
Mazeus whiche was layd beloze to haue fled from thy 
battaile, came to meete hym in moſt humble manet, 
where as comitting his chaidꝛẽ into hys handes, pelded 
hym ſelle, and rendꝛed vp the atye.Yps commyng was 
very grate full vnto the kynge, conliderynge what tr;

a Cupeat it had bene kepte agaynſt hym. And beſpdes 
foꝛſomuch as Mazeus was a man both famous, aud 
valiaũt, æ much noted fozhys doyng in the laſt battauls, 
thought hys enlample ſhould much pꝛouoke others i 
do the lyke. Foz that cauſe he receiued bothe hym and 


hys chyldꝛen wyth gentil maner, and pet gaue oꝛdꝛen m

Bagiltenes that was Boxiftenes 
tapitayne of the caſtle, and keper of pKynges treaſure 
becauſe he would ſhewe hym ſelte to be no leſſeaffectios ® : 
nat towardes Alexader tha Mazeus was, ll rowed all 
the waycs where he ſhould paue, with flowers and gar 
landes, aud ſet aulters offiluer on both ſydes wpth fra« 
kenſence burninge vpen the lame, and all other kynde 
of ſwete odours, Next vnto hym came flockes of 
beaſtcs,greate numbers of hozles wpth Lyons,and 
Peardallcs caried in cages, whyche he bꝛoughte to 
geue as pꝛelentes vnto Alexander. And atter them the 
Magies. unguig accoꝛdyng to they2 countrep maner, 
The Caldeis went next with their duuners and pꝛo⸗ 
phetes, and then the muſicians wyth their kyndes of 
inſtrumentes: whole pꝛopettie was to ſinge the pꝛaiſes 
ol kynges, and the Caldeis vſed to declare tie mociõs 
olthe planets, wyth the courie aud reuolucpon of the de veſcrigs 
time. Laſt in oꝛder came ) Babilontà hoꝛſemen. whoſe fon et Sabie 
{@nptuous furniture, bothe foz them ſelues and they 
hozles,tended moze to voluptuouſnes and delicacie, thẽ 
to any maguificence. Alexander that was encloſed a⸗ 
bout wyth armed men wplled that the Babplonpans 
ſhould come behind his footemen, and he rydyng alofte 
in hys charpot entredinto the citye, and afterwardes 
into the palace, where the next daye he ſurucied Dati⸗ 
ustrealure and ryches. The beutye and pleaſaunt⸗ 
nes ofthat citie;gaue iuſt occaſpon to Alexander and 
ſuchas were wyth hym to wonder much vpon it, Se- 
nnr amis was the builder therof, a accoꝛdpnge to lome Semtrans, 
mens opimon Belus, whole * to be ſeene * Welus.

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furlonges about the towꝛes, wherofbe.xrx.foote deepe 
within the ground, and. iu. ſcoꝛe foote in height aboue 
the ground. Where alſo the wonders are to be leene, ſo 
often mencioned in the Greekepoeſies. Foꝛ in the ſame 
be whole groaues ot trees ſet by woũdertul arte abaue 
the ground, ſo highe as the toppes ol the towzes,which 
be merueilous beutyiull and pleaſauntthzough their 
height and ſhadow that they make. The whole weight 
of them is luſteined and bozne by huge pillers made 
ſtone, vpon whiche therets a flooze ot ſquare ſtone, that 
bothe vpholdeth the earth that lieth deape vpanthe pyl⸗ 
lers, and allo the humgur wherwyth it is voatered.Ths 
trees that growe therupon be of eight cubites aboute, 
and as trutetul as it they grew in naturall earth. And 
althoughe pꝛoceſſe of tyme is wont by little & little not 
onely to deſtroye thinges made with hande, but alſo the 
bcry wozkes ocngture ; pet this wozke, foz all it is ops 
pe cb withthe rootes of lomanytrees, and burdened 
with ihr weigyt of fo much earth, a ofſogreate a wood: 
erremaiiieth vnperilched in aup point, being luſtep⸗ 
ned vp with. xx. bꝛoad walles diſtant.ri.foote one from 
another. Whẽ theſe trees be (ene a fatre ot, thep ſeme to 
be a woode grovung vpon a mountapne. It is ſapde 
a king of Sitia reignig in Babilõ, builded this wozke 
fo2 his wiueg tantie, ho fo the loue ſhe had to woodes 
and ſhadowie places moued her huſbaͤd in doing ther⸗ 
ofto counter feit the pleſaũtnes oł nature. Alexander ta⸗ 
tied lenger there then in any other citie, which hurted 
moꝛe the diſcipline of the Mace dons in their watres, de cunces 
thẽ any other plate. Fo nothing was moe coꝛʒrupt thẽ pits Badly 
þmaners & cuſtomes ol that citie, noꝛ anye other was 
moze abundantly urnyched okall thynges, wherwyth 


men be allured aud ſturred to exceſſiue plealures. The

The kinges and 
nobilitie of Perle,delitemuch in banqueting paſtime, 
but the Babuomans be ſpectallye geuen therunto,tq 
wyne, and to dꝛonkennes, where the women ble ſuch a 
cuſtome, that in the beginnpnge ok the feaſt theyr appa 
rayle ſemeth womaly and demure, but atter war des by 
uttle and little they put of their vppermoſt garmetes, 
and laiynge a ſide all ſhameradnes, do diſcouer theym 
ſelues nabed. Whych vile cuſtome is not vled by har⸗ 
lottes onelp, dut by them al in generall, which counte 
makyng of thepz bodies commen but a ciuilitie # good 
maner. In thys voluptuouſnes and abhominacto, the 
conquerourof Aſia wallowed by the ſpace of.xxxiu, 

dayes, whereby he became muche the weaker to haue 
done other enterpuſes,ithe had had an enemie to ſtand 
againſt hym. But to thintent the harme he toke ſhould 
be thelelle perceyued, he encrealed hys power wpth a

C. When he had ſet 02- 
dze in all thele thynges, he came into the cotrey called r den, 
Satrapene which being pleutuull ol al thynges and a- 
bundauut of vitaple, cauled the kynge to tary the len⸗ 
ger there. And leſt idlenes ſhould be any abatement of 
hys mennes coutages, deuiled to tur vp theyꝛ ſpirites 
and kepe them occupied, by appoputyng iudges to tre 
out ſuch as had ſhewed thein ſelues moſte vãlyaunt in 
the warres,to whom he aſligned rewardes due to theyz 
deſeruynges. There were eyght founde out, whole do⸗ 
pnges appeared aboue the reſt, and thecharge of a. M. 
men was committed to cucry one ofthem:a were called 
Chiliarchi. That was the fyzlt tyme they put a. M. in 
a band: foʒ befozethat tyme they were diulded into. v.

der being lodged within the palaice, did lyt downe in 

Darius leate:whiche being higher then lerued fozhys 
ſtature, by reaſõ his feete could not reacheto the groũd: 

one oꝭ the kynges pages put a boarde vnderneath koz 

hun to treade vpon. Jt 5 doyng whrrol, one ok the Eu⸗ 

nuches that belonged to Darius looked heauilpe, and 
letched a great ſigh, whole ſadnes whe Alexander per⸗ 
ceiueo, he enquired ol him the cauſe. He aulwered, that 

when he beheld the board wherups Darius was vont 

to cate emploped to ſo bate an vie, he could not beholde 

dit without great grie e. Alexander being ther woꝛc acha· 

r» med, ſo muche to myluſe the thing that befozc was had 

in ſuch reuerence, cauſed the lame to be taken awape. 

But Phtlotas made requeit he ſhoulde not ſo doe, but 

rather take it as a diuiuatpon of hys good lucke and 

ſoꝛtune, that the table wherupon his enemy dyd eate, 

ſhoulde nowe become lubtect vnder his feete.Jlexan-z 

der purpoling tromthente to paſſe into Perle, commits | 
ted the citie ot Sula to Yrchilaus with. in.

he did betake the heping ofthe treaſure vnto Callicra⸗ gaiticrarcs;

fpalitie of. the countrep ol Sula, leauyng within the

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citie Darius mother # his childꝛen. And foz almuch as 
Alexander had at the ſame time plenty of cloth of pur: 
ple ſent him out of his countrey, with garmentes rea- 
dy made aſter the Maced:ns maner : foz the honour he 
bare to Siligambis (whom he had in reuerence as 
if ſhe had bene his mother) thought good to p2elent 
part of thoſe to her, with the perſons that vied to make 
them:and willed it ſhould be told her it ſhelykcd them, 
ſhe ſhould accuſtome her neces to make the lpke, a geue 
them fo2 pꝛelentes.

911 our cuſtomes bꝛought me into errour. TherfozeJ re⸗ 
quire pou, that pe will not take mine 1gnozaunce in euil 
part. I truſt that otherwyſe J haue oblerued (uffici- 
ently all thinges which J knewe to be pour cuſtomes.

Such as knew the coun⸗ 

trep did enfourme Alexander p there was apziute way 

thꝛough the hylles, wherby men myght get to the furz 

thermolt ſpdeof the chiele citie of that countrey:#1f he 

would ſend a lew that were light armed, they might be 

brought to a place where they ſhoulde appeare aboue 

theit enemies heades. This counſaule liked him ſo wel, 

that he made ß counſailers guydes, and committed the 

to Tauron, whom he appointed chiefe of Þ entetpaile. Tauroa 

He aſligned to him a. M. v. C. mercenarye ſouldiours, 

and a thouſand Agriaus, with whom after the ſunne 
was gone downe. he entered into his tourney. Alexan⸗ 
der in the third watch remoued hys campe, and bythe 
pang olthe daye had paſſed the ſtreyghtes. There he 
ſet his men in hand to cut downe timbꝛe foz yp makyng 
otto wers, and all other ſuche thinges as perteyned to 
the aſlault ofa citie, and ſo began hys liege. Jt was a 
dilkicult matter to make the appꝛoche: the citie ſtoode 
ſohygh, and the rockes gaue luch impediment, where⸗ 


by the ſouldters were repulſed, a receiued many ones 
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contendyng bothe with thenempes and the fituation 
olthe place. Not withſtandyng they geue it not ouer, 
by reaſon the kyng was euer emonges the fozmoſt, 
aſking or them if they were not aſhamed beyng the 
conquerouts ot ſo manpe cities, tobe fo long in the 
winning 07a {mall caſtle, that was ſo obſcure and vn- 
knowen in the wozld. As he was trauelyng emonges 
the reſt, they dyd ſhoote and caſt tones at him from the 
walles: whom the louldtours defended with theyz ter⸗ 
gettes, becaule they coulde not remoue him awaye. Jt 
length Tauron appeared aboue the caſtle ot the citie; 
at whole ipght the enemies heattes kapnted, and the 
Macedons the moze fierũiye dyd aſſaple them. When 
they {awe them ſelucs in this extremitie, and perceived 
their poute not hable to withſtad the Macedons, thep 
became of dyueis diqpoſitions. For ſome were determi⸗ 
ned to dye, aud manpe to klpe awape. But the greater 
part tetyꝛed them ſelues into the caſtle, from whence 
they {cnt vuto Alexander. xxx. Embaſſadours to alke 
mer cve. But he gate vuto them a ſoꝛowołul aunſwere, 
that thcre was no pardon to be obteined at his handes: 
Wyerupon thep being in daubt ol death, and excluded 
krõ all other remedies, lent vnto Siligambis by apzy 
uy way vutznowentotheir enemies, makyng their re⸗ 
queſt þ ſhe would vouchſaufe to be a meane to Alexan⸗ 
der toʒ the pactipeng of his rigour & weath towardes 
the. Jn her onelp they put their hoape, knowing hows 
much Alexad er loued her, and that he eſtemedher as 
ſhe had bene his mother. And they thought ſhe would 


rather encline to theit deſpꝛe, becauſe Madates 5 was 
capitain there had maried her ſiſters doughter,vohcrby 
he became a kyn to Datius. Siſigambis ſtoode — 


in denpall of theyz requeſt, ſhewyng that it agreed n 
. wit 
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with her foztune to become an interceſſour foz others, 
gydyng therunto, that ſhe fearedleſt ſhe myght milule 
the victozers lauout, and make him weryof het: oz the 
ſaied that ſhe had moꝛe remeẽ bꝛaunce that ſhe was pꝛi⸗ 
ſonet, then that ſhe was & quene. But at length ſhe was 
ouercome with their lute, and by her letters made in⸗ 
tercelſion vnto Alexander after ſuche a ſozt, that ſhe 
fy: excuſed her ſelte of Her (tte makyng,and after re- 
quired him that he would pardon them, 02 at the leaſt 
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& F wayes that he would fozgeue her bepng peticioner but 
t © foz the lyle only o ſuch one, as was her frendeand her 
e bdynſman, æ nowe no lenger any enemp to his maicſty, 
but in readines to ſubmit himſel i. This one matter is 
d ſutficient to declace the moderation and clemency that 
wes then in Alexander: foz he did not onely pardon 
© Madates,but alſo left the citie vntouched, grauntyng 
to all that were within it both libertie and freedome,

withenioyment oftheir landes a goodes, without pay 
ing ofany tribute, moꝛe then which ſhe could not haue 
obteined ol Darius being her lonne. When he had thus 
ſubdued the Urions, he annexed them to the pꝛoupnce 
o! Sula, and purpolyng to paſſe fo2wardes, diupded 
his atmy into two partes, wherol he committed the one 
to Parmemo to be conducted by the playn countrepe, 
and reſeruing ſuche a parte ns was peſtered leaſt with 
baggage, toke the way ofthe mountapnes, which with 
acotinuall ridge, runneth out in length from thence in 
to Perle. In his paſſage he deſtroyed al the mountain 
todtrep, arrtuing the ui day in the boundes ot Perla, 
The kyſt daye he entred into the ſtreygh;tes or Pilae

But when they ſaw the 
Macedons palle on tozwardes1in their contempt, then 
they thzewe dovne great ſtones vpon them: which fals 
ling vpon the ncthermoſt rockes, and there bzeakyng 
in peaces, ceboũded emong the Macedõs, fallpug with 
ſuch violẽce, that they diſtreſſed wholc bandes at once, 
And beſides they dyd them great domage with ſhot ol 
arrowes,# (tones that that they did call out ot llinges. 
Such as were men ofcourage were not lo much gre⸗ 
ued with the death and Deftruction that they (aw there 
p2clentip,8as y they ſhould be ſlaine atter luch a maner 


lyke beaſtcs caught in a pit, where as they could not be tt 


reuenged vpon theyz enemies. Their wꝛath herupon 
was turned into ſuche a rage and woodnes, that they 
ran vp againſt the rockes, & there enfoꝛced them lelucs 
bytakyng holde, and by heaupng vp one ofanother,to 
mount vp vnto their enemies. But when they had 
caught holde vpon ſome outward parte, and ther by la⸗ 
boured to alcend, by fozce ofſomany handes that faſte⸗ 
ned to it at once: they pulled a ſonder the thyng they 
helde by, and lo kell dowone all togethers. In thys cale 
they could neither remaune, paſſe fozwardes noz pet des

He cauſed 5 tetreit therfoze 
to be blowen, gaue oꝛder to his ſouldiours to go cloſe 
to ether, bycaſtig theit tergets ouer their heads re- 
turnebacke agayn, atter they had marched. xxx. lurlõ⸗ 
ges within p ureight. he he was returned a had plã⸗ 
ted his campe in an open ground, cõlulting what was 
beſt to do:ſuch a ſuperſtition entred into hys mind that 
he called toꝛ the pꝛieſtes a diuincrs to helpe the matter 
by their inuocation.

But at length thedaye whych they ſo muche de⸗ 
ſited , diminiſhed wyth his light the terrours that the 
darbnes-ofthenyght did make. Foꝛ by fetchingofalts 
ile tompaſſe about, they paſſed þhalow guile, aud eue⸗ 
iy man began to bea guide. Finally they gotte vp in 
the toppe of the hyll fromwhence they mpght beholde 
their enemies lipng in campe. Then the Macedons 
ſhewed thẽ ſelues ſtoutlp in theyꝛ — — 
ſodenip on theirbackes, when they — — 
wynge, and there llewe luche as came 
tduntte wyth them. So that on the one 
Fgreuous noyle of them that were ſlapne, —

though they were la oppzelt with their lodaine inualig 
that at the tyꝛſt they were in doubte what to do: yet at 
length they aſſembled to geather and fought notably, 
necellitie ſtyꝛyng vp the kaintnes ol theyꝛ hartes zin 
oſtentinies dilpay2e 1s cauſe of mennes good hope. 
They beyng vnarmed, cloſed with the p were armed. 
wyth the weyg ht of ther bodies pulled theyꝛ enempes 
to p earth, and killeddiuers with their ovne weapog. 
Artobarzanes wyth fo2ty hoʒſemen, and fiue thoulaude 
fotemen that kept about his perſon, bꝛake thzoughthe F 
battaile ofthe Macedons, to pᷣ̊ great laughter both of 
hys owne men and ot hys enemyes,andbp makyng of 
haſt, recouered erlepolis the chiete citieofthe coun⸗ 
trey. But when he was excluded fromthence by ſuche 
as were within, he renued agapne the tight wyth ſuch 
as were wyth hym & lo was llatne:by p tyme Craterus 
that made all the (pede he could deuiſe was come vuto 
them, a Alexãder toꝛtified hys campe in the lame place, 
where he dyd diſcoulite hys encmpes. Foꝛ though they 
were all fled and he certaine of the victoꝛy, pet bicauſe 
he kound his way ſtopped in many places wyth greats 
and deape diches, he thought good to vſe cirumipes⸗ 
tion, and not to make auer great haſtauot ſo wuche 
feaxe ot hys enempes foꝛce, as ot the nature oc 
which he ſave apte to chem to layer embuthements 

hym. As he was paſſing wi warde s he tee 
ued letters rom Tyꝛp dates the keperot Datius tts 
ſure,ſygiuſpenge that $ inhabiters of Perſepolis he# 
rag of hys cõming, were about to ſpopie thetre 
arvthatthyerfopeheſhouldeamake. haſte tu patent 
matter :tloꝛ the wap was ready ino 


ugh, not withſtã ding 
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no bertue in Alexander moze commendable then hys 
celeritie, whiche he ſhewed ſpecially in thys matter: toz 
leauing his totemen behind, he trauailed al nyght with 
hys hozlemen, a 1 day light came to the riuer of 
Arares. There he found villages at hande, where of 
the tymber bzokeu downe ol the houles, they made 
A bzidge in a momet,hpthe helpe of ſtones whych were 
laydein the botome oz the riuer. When Alexandet was 
palled the ryyer,® came neare vnto the citye,g cõpaup 
met hym la miſerable, as ſeldome haue bene founde un 
guy memo2y; the lame were Greekes, tothe uumber of 
m.thouſand, whom the Peritans beloze tyme had ta⸗ 
ken puſoncrs,and afflicted wyth diuers kyndes ol toz⸗ 
mentes . Foz of them ſome had they? feete cut ob ſome 
thcy2 handes „and other cheyz carcs , but ail were 
marked in the lleſhe wyth hote y2ons . The P:cruans 
hauing mauned and deſozmed them alter thys mauer, 
kept and reſerued thein fyll,as a memoay of the deſpite 
towacdes the nacyon. But when they ſa we pthey ſhuld 
become vader the obedpence ot another pꝛynce, they 
ſultred the Greekes to mete alexader. They appeared 
rather to be the Images of ſome ſtraunge monſteis, 
then ol men: to no: hing could be diſcerned, 02 knowen 
in them but theyꝛ voyce. The compaſſion of they2 waet- 
ched eſtate cauled Þ beholders to let tal no fewer teaces 
then they dyd them ſelues. Foz it coulde not appears 
whiche of them were moit mylerable, though they 
alluctions were diuers. But when they cried out be⸗ 
herr foze Alexander, that Jupiter the reuenger of Greece 
had opened iheyz epes in beholding him that ſhould de⸗ 
huet hem: they iudged then all they grieſes as one, 
Alcrander wipcdthetearcs from hys eyes, and wyl⸗ 
led them to be ol good cheare, foꝛ that they chould both

ſee theyꝛ tountrey and they? frefides, # he eticampediy Þ 
the ſame place, where he mette the, beyng two turidges | 
from petlepolis. The Greekes dzue themſeluestoge: | 
ther to conlult what was bel} foz themto demautdeof F 
Alexãdet, and when ſome wertofopinjs to aſze dwek 
lung plates within Alia, others had moꝛe minde tory 
tourne vnto they2 countteis: Entimeon Cimeus ſpake 
thus vnto them. We that were euen now aſhamed to 
put our Heades out ofthe pꝛilon darkenes we were 
in to make ute foꝛ our owe aide #reltefe, are become Þ 
ol luch ſumplicitte, that we pꝛeſentiy delire to ſhewe vu⸗ 
to Greece as à plealaunt ſpectacle dur infirmities and 
maimes, whe rot we haue as much cauſe to be aſhamed, 
as to be ſoꝛobotull. Wau mult thinke p ſuch beate then 
mileties beſt, which can ode the meones to hyde theth 
moſt,z that there is none ſo lamilier a countrep to men 
that be vutoꝛtunate, as ſolitarines and fo2getiulics of 
theyꝛ fozmer ellate.Fo2 they which make au accompte 
ot their fre des pitie x compaſſyon, now not Howe ſone 
thep2 teares wil dꝛie vp:no creatures cun lous tapthful; 
ly whom they abhoꝛe. Foꝛ as calanntie vfhys nature is 
querelous, ſo felicitie is alwaies pꝛoude, and euetp one 
doth vle to conſider his owne foꝛtune, when he iudgeth 
ofan other mans: Foꝛ except we had all bene un nulery, 
one of vs longe ago had bene wery of an other. What 
meruaple is it then though int in kelicitte ſcke awo pe 
they equalles Mp opmton istherefozethat wel asm 
whiche longe ago were as dead in thys life ) lenke vs a 
place wherein we may hide our maimed members and 
where as exyle mape hyde our hoꝛrible ſcarres. It we

There is no creature ( qð he) in whome remap⸗ T bpeatug 
neth anye ſparke of honeſtpe, that wyll eſteme vs by weondes 
dur outward ſhape, ſeynge that our calamitye is not 
come ot nature, oʒ by out ownc deſcruinge.but ihzeugh 
milfoꝛtune, and out euempes crueitie. Suche as bee 
alhamed of toꝛtunes chaunles, are well woꝛthy taint 
ter miſaduenture. They geue a greuous ſentence 
bponthe eſtate of mans moꝛtalitie, æ diſpaire muche or 
mercy, that deny their cõpaſſion to mẽ in miſcxy.

that matter. They agteed to deinaunde of Alexander 
the gifte of lome place to inhabite in, and thete choſe F 
out an hundzed to be luters vnto hym in that behalte,. 
When Alexander perceiued them comming towardes 
hym thinking that they would haue required the thing 
that he conceiued in hys mynde: J haue appoynted fd 
euerp one of pou(qd he;beaſtes to caty pou and a. . 
Deniers, and when yon ſhall come to Greece, J wyll lo 
much pꝛoui de foꝛ pou.̊ excepting your miſtoꝛtune, 0d 
other ſhall thinke the lelues in better caſe the pou. But 
bohthe lawe the loke ſtil towardes p groũd, and p they 
neither lifted bp they! eies 1102 ſpake one woꝛd, he en⸗ 
quiredp cauleof theyʒ heauines. Then E mpmeon te⸗ 
heatled againe thoſe thinges in effect which he had (po 
ken be loꝛe in counſaple. The king therfoze pitienge 00 
lede theit demaũdeʒ thẽ he did their miſt ztune: cd ma 
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garmentes beſides, with cattel, and cozne, wherbythey 
myght till and ſowe the lande that ſhould be appomted 
vnto them. The next day he aſſembled al the capitaines 
of hys armpe togethers, and ſhewed them that there 
was no citie moꝛe enemy tothe Greckes, then the lame

But the abundance or that citie did excede all the 
teſt. as in the place where the ns had layed they; 
whole ſubſtaunce. Gold and ſuluer was there founde in 
heapes, and great plentye ot ryche veſtures and furnt- 
mentes ot houſes, not onely foz neceſſitte and neceiſaty 
ble, but ſoꝛ exceſſe and oſt entation: which was ſo great, 
that it gauethe victoꝛours occaſion to fyght emonges 
the (elues,eche taking other fo2 enemies, that hadgot- 
ten the richeſt (pople. The plentythere was ſuche, that 
they caulde not einploye to their ble the riches they 
founde, but when they (awe thynges of value,etemed 
them rathet then tooke them away: Tyll ſuch time that 
euerp one couetuig, to haue a part ot euerpe thing, tare 
and bꝛake a ſonder the pꝛincely tobes, and the pꝛetious 
plate ot curious woꝛkemanſhip, with p mages ol gold 
t ſiluer, ohiche were either beaten in gobbets 02 pluc⸗ 


bed in peaces, as euerp one taught holde:nothing *

of money taken within thys Citie, 1 greater then 
any man could well credyt but eyther, we muſt doubte 


rye, howe that the treaſure there ſounde, amounted to 
a hundzed audtwenty thouſand talentes: whiche trea⸗ 
lure becauſe that Alexander purpoledto emplop in his 
warres; cauled hole and camels to be bzought from 

Suſis and Babilon to carye the ſame. The tabyng ol 
the citieol Perſagadis, wherin was fouud lixe thou⸗ 
ſande talentes, was an eucreaſe to this ſumme, which 
Citie being bull ded by Cyꝛus, was pelded vp by Go⸗ 
vareg that had the keeping therof. Alexander left in | 
the Caſtle of Perſepolis, thace thouſande Maccdons 
in guariſon under Nicarides capitapne of the fame, 
and reſerued to Tiridates that deliuered him the trea⸗ 
fure, the ſame honour that he enioped with Datius. 
Leauing inthys citie the greater parte of his armye, | 
with hys cartages vnder the rule of . and 
Rs ratc- F 
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Cem Curtin N. 
Ctaterus:he with a thouland hozſenien and a bande of 
' footemen without any daggage, went to viſite in the 
winter (eaſon the in ward partes of Petſe. Thete he 
was vexed a troubled with ſtoꝛmes & tẽpeſtes d were 
in man er intolerable; but pet ge letted not to goe fozs 
wardes in his eaterpale tothe place that he appointed, 
In his tourney he came bnto a colitrey that was coue⸗ 
red all witi ſnow, and ttoſen by fox ce ol the great colde. 
The wuldenes and deſert maner therot, put the (ould? 
ets 5 were werted with trauatle in ſuch a feare & ters 
tour, that they ymagined to haue ſeene the vttermoſte 
boundes of the woꝛld. Foz when they beheld all thinges 
wat, and no ligne appearing ot mans habitation, they 
were amaled, and made raqueſt to returne againe;be- 
foz2 that the light and the elementes ſhould layle them.

But all his excellent vertues of the mynd, his pʒintely 
qualities, wherin he excelled all bynges, both that con⸗ 
ſt ancy in all daungers and perilles, that celetitte in de⸗ 
uiſpng and pertourmyng hys euterpziſes, bys pzonule 
keepyng towardes the polden, his clemency towardes 
pꝛilonets, aud that temperaunte in lawlul and accuſto⸗ 
mable pleaſurcs , were all defared though the intol⸗ 
lerable deiyꝛe 8 delite he had in dꝛinking. Foꝛ notwiths 
ſtanding that his enemic whichcötended with hym tos to

The deſtruction 
woherol . ſhe layed ih ey greatly delpzedo (02 lo muche as 
the ſame was the chiete (cate 97the kynges ot Perle, 
which in tymes paT had deſtroped ſo manye great ci⸗ 
ties. When the dꝛonken harlot had geuen her lentence, 
there were other pꝛelent who being lkewyſe dꝛonken,

moze inclination of heate then of pacicuce, ſaied: Why 
do we not then reuẽge Greece, and ſet this citie on {yzee 
They were all chated with dꝛinking, a role immediatly 
vpon thoſe woꝛdes to burne that citie in their dꝛonten⸗ 
nes, whiche the men ol watre had ſpared in their turpe.

agayne in all the age that dyd enlue. Foz the kynges of 
Macedon vled other cities, which be now in the Per: 
ftans handes. The deſlruction of thys citie was luch, 


that the foundation therof at thys dape coulde not be! 
found, but that the riuer of Araxes doth ſhew where 


Ntoode, which was diſtant from Perlepolis.xc.furlon⸗ 
ges as the inhabitaũtes rather do beleue then knowe, F 
The Macedons were aſhamed that ſo noble a Citie 
was deltroped by their kyng in his dꝛonkennes: pet at 
length it was turned into an earneſt matter, aud were 
content to thinue it expedient that the citie ſhould haug 
bene deſtroped after that maner. But it is certayns, 
that when Alexander had taken hys refte, and was 
become better adupſed, he tepented hym ok hys doyng 
and ſayed: That the Perſians ſhould haue doone the 
Eteekes moꝛe harme, il it had bene bus chaunce te haue 
taͤigned in Ferpes ſtede. The next day he gaue. xxx. ta⸗ 
lentes foꝛ a rewarde to himthat was hys guyde into 
Perſe, and from thence he tooke hys tournepinto Me⸗ 
dia, where a new ſupplie ofſouldrours(of whom Plato 
of Athens had the conduction) came to hym out ofCi- 
cia, being.vb.c.footemen ⁊ a thouſamd hoxcinen. When 
he had by thig meanes encreaſed his poure, he detets 
mined to purlue Darius, who was come to Ccathans 
the head eitie of Media a was parpoled from thence 
to haue paſſed into Bactria. But fearing to be pꝛeuen 
ted dy che ſpeede his enemies inade, altered his * 
| an 
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and his iournep. Alexàder was not come neare him by 
& M. v.c.turlõges, but he could not thuike any diſt ace 
cient to defend hun agaynſt his celeritie, « therfoze 
p2eparcd himſelf ratherto fight the to klee. e had with 
hum. xxx. M. footemen, cnonges whom there were. uu. 
M. Gteekes, whole fidelitie neuer failed in all hys ad⸗ 
ucrſe foztune. Ye had allo. iu. M. archers a Slingers 
belides. ui. M. iui.c.Bactrian hozleme, which were vn- 
der Beſlus charge, being gouernout both ofthe citie of 
Bactria, and the coũtrey. Darius with hys band with⸗ 
dꝛew a litle from the high wap, and commaundyng the 
verlets with ſuche as had charge ofthe cariage to paſſe 
on beio2e, called a counſaile and lpake theſe wooꝛdes 
vnto them. It toꝛtune had matched me with cou ardes, Darias toys | 
and with ſuche as eſtemed anye kynde of lyfe befoze *® 
an honeſt deathe, J woulde rather haue holden my 
peace, then conſumed my wooꝛdes in vapne. But 
haue had greater experience then J would wiſh, bo 
of your valiaunt courage aud fidelitic towardes me. 
So that J foꝛ my part ought rather labour to ſeeme 
woozthy to haue ſuch frendes as you are, then to doubt 
whether pe pet remapne the lame men towardes me 
that pe were befoze. Foꝛ of ſo manye thouſandes that 
were vnder mine Empire, pou onely haue folowed and 
ſticked by me, when J was twyle ouerthzowen in the 
field, x twiſe enfozced to flye awaye. Pour fidelitie and 
pour cõſtancy maketh me thinke that Jremapne ſtill a 
kung.

Though J was determined 
ſcyll to haue ticd,wherunto mpheart neuer agreed:yet 
nowe J haue concepued luche a truſt of pour vertue 
and mauhod, that 3 purpoſe to paſſe againſt mine ene: 
mies. Howe loug wall J be as a bantſhed man within 
myne ovotie dominton, and tlye tr a ſtrxaunge and a tas 
reyne pꝛynce within the boundes of myne owne king: 
dome: hen J map halardung of the battayl, either re; 
touer that I yaucloli,ppcis Bye au honeſt death Ex⸗ 
cept paraduenture it leemeth better to ſome men, that J 
ſhould ſubimt my ſelkto my enemies vnil, and by the en⸗ 


the domuuon ot ſome one nation wherin Jiudgathat 
Alexander had rather wow the inclination al his glo⸗ 
ry then ot hus wꝛath. No, let the gods neuer graũt that 
it map lye in any mans poure, eyther to take a wape, 03 
geue vnto me this Dyademe vpo up head, noꝛ that / 
loſe this Empyꝛe ſo long as J haue heath. Foz in thys 
J am deternuned that my lie and my king dome ſhall 
ende both together. Iltis mynde remaine luke wyle in 
you, #1fthig lawe be gratted in pour heartes: there is 
noneot you that can want Kbertte, there is none that 
(#ibo-copelled to endure the vꝛkelomncs ok pour ene⸗ 
myes , ueithot their pꝛoud pot noꝛ their ſtately lookes, 
Every mans right hand ſhal the geue vnto him ſelf ei⸗ 
ther a reuenge o an end ol all theſe aitts. Nothing can 
ſtand lõ g in one ſtap. I m ſell am enlaũple off altera 
hon of fo. tunetardtherfozeitis not without cauſethat 
Jlooke toꝛ ꝗj bett ex chaunge. And ifthe wozlt tall, p tht 
goddes wol needes be againſt vs in our warres that - 
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lawful and honeſt, yet it cannot be taken from bs. but 
that we may alwape mantully and honeſtly dye. J re- 
quire and make interceſſion to pou by the honour of our 
pꝛedeceſſouts, that wyth luch fame and gloꝛp poſſeſſed 
v king domes of the whole Oꝛitt, by thole me to whome 
Macedan lometyme was tributarie, by ſo manpe na⸗ 
wes ofſhippes lent into Greece, a by ſo many victoues 
wonne, that ye wyll take ſuchcourage and harte vnto 
you, as may ſeme wozthy pour nobilitie and pour naci⸗ 
on. So that wyth the fame conſtancie of mynde where⸗ 
wyth pe haue endured thynges paſte, ye will pꝛoue and 
attempt whatloeuer foztune ſende to you hereafter. J 
am reſolued foz my parte ta get my ſelfe perpctual fame 
either by the victozy,o2 by the notable aduenture,J wil 
giue fo2 the winninge therof . When Darius had ſpo- 
ken theſe woz des, the repzeſentacionof the pzeſent peril 
ſo amaſed theim all, that they were not able either to 
ſhewe theyz adinſc, oz to ſpeate awozde to that mat⸗ 
tet, tyll ſuch tyme as Irtabazus the moſt auncſent of 
hys frendes (which befoze tyme had bene wyth kynge Juan 
hilip) began to ſap his fantaſu: De are come into the 
eld qd he) with you that is our king, in our moſt pꝛe⸗ 
cl0us apparaile, and richeſt armour, with the entent to 
winne 5 victoue:andif neceſſitye require, not to refule. 
death. To whoſe wozdes al $ reſt with their voice ſea⸗ 
med to agree laupnge Nabarzanes,voho being pꝛeſent 
in that counceil wyth Beſſus, and of hys opinion, con⸗ 
ſpireda treaſon ſo wonderful, that the like hath leldome 
bene hard ol befoze.Their determinacion was by foꝛce 
of» ſouldiers they had vnder theyꝛ charge, to put theyz. 
king in hold, wyth thys purpoſe, that it Alexander pur⸗ 
lued them, to deliver hym then aliue into hys handes, to 
winnetherby his fauout, as Wo which they * | 
4. 
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he woulde eſtemegreatip;But if they could eſcape con. 
uenientip, then they were in mynde to kyl Darius and 
diuidinge the kyngdome betwirte them, renue agayne 
the warre agaynſt the Macedons. They hauyng ima⸗ 
gined thys ttealon log beloze intheyz mindes, Nabat- 
ʒanes thought this an occaſion to make a pzeparatiue 
to hys wycked intent, by a perſualion whiche he there 
vttered. I knowe{(qb he)that J ſhall ſpeake the thynge 
which in the firſt appearaũce lhall not be gratetull vn⸗ 
to pour cares: but philicions vle to cure diſeaſes that 
be great, wyth ſharpe a bitter medicines. And the ſhips 
maiſters whe they feare a ſhipwꝛacke, accuſtome to re⸗ 
deme ſuch thuiges as may be laued, with the deſtructy: 
on and lollc ot the reſt. Pet thys matter» J mcane is 
no perſuadon to loſſe, but a deuice by what mcanes ye 
map pzelſerue pour ſelie and pour kyng dome. We 
make a warte wherin the goddes (came man pleſtly to 
be againſt vs, & foꝛtune ceſleth not obſtpnatelp to — 
ſue vs. It is nedefulltherefoze that we lay new loada⸗ 
cions, æ lecke out men whiche haue other foztune. My 
opinion is therkoʒe, that you deltuer vp pour kingdoms 
vnto ſome mans handes, whichſhall haue the name of 
king, ſo longe as pour enemies remaine within Alia. 
And when they be once departed which my mynde ge⸗ 
ueth me to be ſhoztlp)he ſhall reſtoꝛe the lame vuto pot 
agapue. Thetouutrep ot Bactria is pet vntouched, the 
Indians a Satans be at your appointment, ſo many 
people, ſo many arnues, ſo many thouſides ofhozſems 
and totemen haue their foꝛce in redynes to tenue thys 
warte agapne. So vᷣ a muche greater fozceremayneth 
then p which is conſumed. Why do we then like beaſtcs 
wylfully runne to a deſtruction that is not neceſſaryee 


It is the pꝛopettie of ſuche as ve men ol fenen 
thet 
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ther to deſpiſe deaththen hate the life,andoftentimes by 
werines of trauaple, cowardes are d2tuen to take little 
reguarde of them lelues. But vertue leauethnothyng 
vnpꝛoued. And death beynge the ende of all thynge,it 
1s ſufficient if we go not to it line fluggardes , There- 
foze if we ſhall go vnto Bactria whiche is now out 
nexte refuge:let vs foz the tymes lake make Beſſus 
Bynge, who is alreadye tuler ot that countrep, and 
when the matters be once oug hte to ſome ſtaye, he 
hall reſtoꝛe to pou the empire agapne, as tothe ryghte⸗ 
due king. Althoughe Darius perceiued not the great⸗ 
nes ol the milchiete that lay hydden vnder hys wicked 
woꝛdes, pet was it no maruaylethaugh he coulde not 
abſto yne:toꝛ he tourned towardes hym, and (apde:thou 
vyle llaue, haſt thou nowe tounde out a tyme meete:to 
diſcloſe the treaſon that lyeth in thy harte / and there⸗ 

- © withall pulled out hys ſwoꝛde to haue ſlapne hym, it 
Bellus and the other Bactrians aboute hym had not 
lettted. hys purpoſe. Thep pꝛetended ta be loꝛpe foz 
the matter, vut minded in very dede to bynde hym, il he 
had continued in hys purpole. Inthe meaue ſcalon 
Nabarzanes eſcaped awape, 4 Beſſus folowed after, 
who immedpatelp dyd leperate the bandes they had 
charge ol, from the reſt ol p armye, becauſe they woulde 
dle apatte to theyz purpoſe, When they were 
departed , Artabazus framed hys talke accozdyngeto 
the-eſtate of the. tyme then pzeſente , and began to 
pacifie Darius wyth woꝛdes, puttynge hym in re⸗ 
membꝛaunce howe hys calc was ſuche that it beho⸗ 
ued hym to beare quietlpe the foliſhnes 02 rather the 
errour of hys owne men, foz aſmuche as Alexander 
was at hand ouer ſoꝛe an enemy fo2 them,theughe there 


were no dilcozd: noz diſobedience. But it we ſhalbe at 
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variauncecqð he) when he doth purſue bs, our matterg 
ſhall ſtand in very euyl plight. Therupon Darius en⸗ 
clined ſomewhat to Attabaſꝰ aduiſe, though he was 
determined to remoue:pet becauſe he percepued euerpe 
man to betroubledin mpnde,remapyned ſtil in the ſame 
place. But he hym ſelfe was ſo aſtonyed wyth ſoꝛowe 
and deſperacyon. that he kept hun ſelfe cloſe and came 
not fourth ol hys pauilion: Wherups the campe bepnge 
wythout gouerment, the heades not conſultinge toge⸗ 
ther as they did beloꝛe, there role emonges them great 
diuerſitie oł opinions, and motions of mynde. Whych 
t e when Patron ſawe,that was capitayne of the 
Greeke ſouldiers, he wplled hys men to put on they; 
armour, to bee ina redines to do as thepſhoulde be ap- 
pointed, The Perſians encamped by them lelucs ;and 
Beſlus remained emonges the Bactrians,pzactilinge 
tocaty awap the Perſians into Bactria, and to leaue 
Darius :ſigmufienge to them the ryches of that region 
yet vntouched, and the perill they were in, il they re- 
mayned ſtyll. But they were all in maner ol one opini⸗ 
on, that it was ouer greate an oſfence foꝛ them to fox 
ſake theyz pꝛince. In the meane ſeaſon Artabalus ex⸗ 
£cuted the kynges office, and went emonges the Per⸗ 
ſians in they: lodgynges.admoniſhyng and exhoztinge 
them, ſometyme aparte, and otherwhylealtogethers 
and woulde neuer leaue theym,befoze1t appeared that 
they woulde do as the kynge woulde haue theym. 
That done wyth greate payne and diſtycultye he per⸗ 
ſuaded Darius to take hys meate, and to (ct hys mynd 
vpon his buſines. But Bellus and Mabarzanes were 
ſo gredy to get the gouerment into theyꝛ haudes that 
they reſolued to put in execucyon the thynge they had 
vonge conſpired betwirte theym. Foz ſo longe as = 
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tius was in ſauegard, they could not hope tocompaſſe 
noz atteine ſo great power and auctozite : the mateſtpe 
of a Kynge is had in ſo great veneracyan emonges 
thoſe nacions:at whoſe onely name they aſſemble toge⸗ 
ther, and the reucrece vſcd to them in their pzolperitie, 
cauſe men to ſhewe them the lyke obedience in aduer⸗ 
ſitye. The greatnes and power ol the colitreyes wher⸗ 
of Beſlus and Nabarzanes had the rule, not bepnge 
infcrio2 to any othet nacyons in that part ofthe would, 
either in men, in turniture, 02 largenes of theyz terrp⸗ 
toy, gaue a greate courage vnto thepꝛʒ wicked diſpos 
ſicions in attemptinge of thps matter. Foz thep pollel⸗ 
ſyng the thy2d part or Alia, were ableto make as great 
numbꝛe of men, as Darius bcioze had loſte. In tonũi⸗ 
dence wherot they not onely delpiled Dartus,but Alex⸗ 
ander hym (elfe, purpoſpnge when they were once bes 
tome lozdes of thatcountrep, toreentozce from thence 
againe the poure ok thempire, and me iutame þ wartes 
againſt the Wacedor:s.When they had long deuiſed, 8 
debated thele thing es, they determined to take Darts 
us by Bactriã ſou diers, ot whom they had the rule, 
t then to ſend woꝛd to Alexader that they teſerued hym 
on lpue, to deliuer hym onto hys handes. And if ſo bee 
that Alexander ſhould not accept they doing, ( whyche 
in dede they doubted ) che their purpole was to kil Da⸗ 
nus, a wyth their power to flic into Bacttia. But fozs 
ſomuch as they (awe that Darins could not be taken 
openly, ſeinge there were ſo manp thoulandes readp to 
aide hym:and featyng alla the fidelitpe of the Greckes, 
determined to wozke by ſleyght, the thynge that they 
woulde not bꝛynge to paſſe by ſoꝛce. Thepꝛ deuyſe was 
to counter yt a repentaunce of theyz foʒmer dopnges. 
nexcuſpng vnto the kynge the feare they were in. And 
Alu. in the 
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in the meane ſeaſon they ſent certayne to pzactiſe with 


the Perſians,and to pꝛoue theyꝛ myndes. The ſouldi⸗ 
ers were toſſed to and fro wyth hope and feare. Some 
tyme they thought that by leuynge oktheyꝛ kynge, they 
ſhould commyt them ſelues to manpleſt rupn and de⸗ 
ſtruction: and agapne they remembzed what enter- 
tainement was pꝛomiſed theimin Bactria that lapo⸗ 
pen f52 them, where they ſhouldbe receyued wyth luch 
gittcs a tyches as they could not well imagin. Whiles 
Beſlus and Nabarzanes were beating ofthele thinges 
in their heaves, Artabalus came vnto theun, declaring 
how Darius was well pacined, and that they myght 
tf they woulde, be in the lame eſtate and degree wyth 
hym that they were in be oe. Therupon they fell to 
weapinge and purgynge of them lelues, requirynge 
Artabazus that he wouldc take vpon hym the defence 
of they: cauſe,andcarye they2 requeſt and ſubmiſſpon 
bntotyekyag.Thenight was conlumed in thys kynd 
of bulines. When it was dape Nabarzancs wyth the 
Bactrian ſouldiers ſtoode at the entrep of the Kynges 
lodging, colouring hys pꝛiup treaſon wyth a ſolempne 
pꝛetence ot doing his dutye. Darius caulcd warnynge 
to be giuen koꝛ his remoue, and ſo mounted vpon hys 
chariot aſter his accuſtomed maner. Nabarzancs and 
the other traptours fell vpon the ground to wozſhyppe 
hym, and [hed tcares intoken of repentatince,notpouh- 
ſtandyng that they determined ſhoꝛt ly after to put hym 
in ketters: menus nature is ſo apte to Ddpſſumulacypon. 
Darius beinge ofa ſimple a gentle nature, was enloz⸗ 
ced through their behauour not onelp to beleue p they 
pꝛetẽ ded, but alſo cauſed hun to weape fo2 iope:pet that 
tduld not cauſe p traitours to alter thicre purpole, v h 


they percepucd what bynd ol man, and what maner of 
pꝛince 
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pꝛince they went aboute to deceiue. Darius doubtynge 
nothing of hys peril that was next at hande, made all 
the haſte he coulde to elcape Alexander, whom he onely 
doubted. Patron that was capitayne of the Grecians 
commaunded hys louldpers to put on theyz harneys, 
whiche they catyed beloze in truſſes, and to be readye 
and attende to euery thynge that ſhoulde be appointed 
them. Foz he vnderſtanding the treaſon that Beſſus 
went about, tolowed the kinges chariot ſeking occaſpõ 
to ſpeake wyth hym. And Beilus doubtyngethe lame 
thyng, woulde not depart from the chariot, but loꝛĩowed 
rather as a watche, then a wayter . Patron theretoze 
haunge taryed longe, and interrupted oftentymes as 
he was about toipeake, ſlode in a ſtape betwixte teate 
and fidelitpe, beholdynge the kynge in the kace. When 
Darius perceiued that he behelde hym aſter that ma⸗ 
ner, he u ylled Bubace his Eunuche that rode next him Bubacs. 
to enquire ot᷑ Patron it he had anpe thynge to (aye to 
hym. Patron layed pe: but hys matter was ſuche as 
he woulde no man ſhoulde heare . Then he was wyl⸗ 
led to come neare, and wythout any interpꝛetour( Da⸗ 
rius vnderſtadyng lomwhat ofp Grecke tongue Ma- Danone 
tron ſayd vnto hym: Syꝛ of iptyethouſarde Greckes warms? 
that ſerued pou, there is a {male numbee of vs remap⸗ 
nynge, vohyche haue continually folowed you in all 
foꝛtunes, bearynge bnto pou the lame fidclitic & atkec⸗ 
tion. that we dyd in pour molt kloꝛpchynge eſtate. And 
are determined wherſocucr you be, totabe that foʒ our 
tountrep and home: bothe pzoſperitye and aduerſitye 
hath ſo coupled vs together. By whyche inuncible fy- 
delitie that is in bs, deſire aud require pou, that you 
would vouchſafetolodge within ourecampe, and luk⸗ 
ſer vs to beth? guarde ol your perſon , We haue loſt 
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Gteete, we haue no Bactria to go vnto, all our hope is 
in du, æ God graunte that all other mEhad the like. It 
is not nece:Tary Þ ſhould ſpeake any moꝛe, noꝛ would 
not demaunde the cuſtody of pour perſon beynge an as 
lien and a ſtraunger i J knewe that others were well 
mynded towardes pou. Althoughe Beſlus was igno⸗ 
raunt ofthe Greeketounge, yet hys conſcpence pꝛiched 
hym to beleue that Patro had diſcloſed ſome ſuch mat: 
| ter, x therefoze cartengeawap ſom e part of his wozdes, 
| by a greeke tnterpzetour,became out ofdoubt.Darius 
j nothing afcated as it appeared byhys colitenaunce,ens

1 uerned at aduenture and bychaunce ; but J beleue that 
i: cuery man runneth hys race by an immutable o2dze, # 
aneuerlaſtyng appointment, by a knitting together ol 
cauſes vnknowen appointed longe befoze.Darius aũ⸗ 
ſwere was: that although the (p>clitye of the Greeks 
Huldiets was ſufficientipc know vnto him, pet he was 
determyned neuer to depart from hys own nacton,by 
whom thou ih he might be dilcepued, pet it was Harde 
fo hym to miſtruſt the: what ſoeuer ſhoulde chaunce to 
ham he layd, he was minded rather to ſuffer it cmoges 
hys owe ſubiectes, then to parte awepe from them, 
not delirynge to lpue, ithys owne ſouldiers deured nat 
hys lauegarde. Whereupon Patton deſp * oc — 
png 
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ſeaſon he came to Datius, and gaue him thankes that 


kinges wel doing. returned the, ol who he had charge 
ready to adut᷑ture any thing foz his ſake. B eſſus in the 
meane lea ſon had vtteriy determmed to flea Darius, 
but fearing that he could not winne Alexanders fauour 
except he delivered his enemy into his haͤdes altue, dil⸗ 
fecred hys purpole to the nyght folowing. In p meane 


he hadſo warely and with ſuch wiſedome auoyded the 
treaſon ofthat falſe Grecian , who being coꝛrupted by 
Alerander,ſoughtnothyng but howz to make a pꝛeſent 


ofhys head:wherat(he laid)yecould not marueyle that 
| amercenary maͤſhould leaue any thing vndone foz mos 


nep, being without any pledge ol his honeſtye, without 


houſe & home, baniſhed out ofthe woꝛlde, a faint frend, 


and a doubtſul enemye, toſſed here & there at the backe 


olal men, that wil coꝛrupt him. And then he fell to pur⸗ 
ging or him ſell, calling the Goddes of his countrep to 
witnes or his innocency in the matter. Darius by hys 
toũtenaũce ſeemed to beleue hum: yet he doubted not of 
the trueth ol tale Patron had tolde him: but he was 
tome to ſuche a poynt, that it was as daungerous foz 
hym not to deleue his owne men, as to bedgcepucd. 

Thcre were. xxx.thouſand, whole lightnes was te ated 
to haue conſented to th.s conſpiracye:and Patron had 
but foure thouſand, to whom it he had commytted hys 
lauteguarde, and therby condemnedthe fidelitic of hys 
owne nation, he ſaw þ then they might haue had therof 
8 goodly co our and a pꝛett᷑ce to perfourme the thyng 
they went about, and therfaze choſe rather to be kylled 
innocentlye , then to geue anye occaſion wherby he 
ſhouide ſecme to haue deſerued death. Ind yet when 
Bellus purged hymlelle, he aunſwered:that he knewe 
there was no leile iuſtice in Alexander then n 
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and that they wer deceiued that looked fo2 any tevatd 


of treaſon at his handes,knowpng that there was no 
ſoꝛer punyſher no2 reuenger of theb2zeache of fidelitio, 


When the night dꝛewe neare, the Perſtans after they} 


accuſtomed maner put of they: arm our, and repapꝛed 
to the next vpllages to pꝛoupde thinges neceſlarpe. 
But the Bactriaiis (as Bellus hab cõmꝭ unded them) 


ſtoode ſtyll armed. In the meane leaſon Datius had 


ſent lo Arta baſus, and ſhewed him what Patron had 
declared .. Wherupon Artabalus made no doubte, but 
that he ſhoulde (repght wapes commpt  hymſclfee: 
mon the Gtreekes, thu. kyng that the Perſtar:'s when 
the kinges peryll ſyould be publiſhed abꝛoade, would 
ioyne with the Grecians. Wet Darius pꝛedeſtinate to 
his chaunce, could not beate then any holeſome coun⸗ 
ſell, noz {ought 02 any helpe in that caſe, but embꝛaced 
Artabaʒus, as thou he ſhoulde neuer ſee hym moze, 
and being wet with the teares that one or them let fell 
vpon an other, cauſed Artabazus to be remoued from 
hym, and becaule he woulde not ſee hys ſoꝛowe in des 


parting from hym, he couered hys face; and fell flatte 


vpon the gtotinde: Then ſuche as were accuſtomed to 
the guarde o. his perſon, whiche ſhould haue bene his 
delence in all perils, fled de awap, thinking them ſelucs 
ouer weake {oz ſuche a numbꝛe of armed men, as they 
luppoſcd to be comming. Then there was great ſoli- 
tarynes withyn hys lodgpug } foz none remapned a⸗ 
bout the kyng,buta fewe Eunuches, that had no pla c 
to repaire vnto. Th he debated and deupled with hun 
ſclte alone, ſometyme one thyng, and ſometyme auo⸗ 
ther: and by and by he waxed werp of that ſolitartnes 
which betozc he tooke fo2 a comiv2t, and called Bubate 
vuto him, whom he behelde and (ated:Go pzoupdefo; 

your 
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your le lues, which accoꝛding to your dueties haue bene 
true to pour pꝛince tyll the laſt hourc, Here I doe tary 
fo: the fatalllawe of my deſteny. Peraduenture pe doe 
maruaile that J do not ende myne owe lyte.Jhad ras 
ther dye.thzoughother mens wickednes, then by myne 
owne. After thote woꝛdes, Bubace fylledboth the kin⸗ 
ges lodging, and allo the whole campe with mour⸗ 
211g and lamentation, and diuers bꝛatze into the place 
where Darius was, and teating their clothes, bewap⸗ 
led hys caſe with a great lamentation. When the crye 
tame vnto the Perlians, they were ſo amaled foz feare, 
that they durſt neyther put on they2 armour , leſt they 
myght geue occaſion to the Bactrians to ſet vpon 
them, noꝛ they could not remayne qupet, leſt they might 
ſeeme lo wickedlye to leaue theyz byng . There were 
clamours thꝛoughout the campe ol dyuers loztes and 
tunes, without aue head, and without anpe appoynts 
ment, Suche as pertayned to Rabarzanes and Bel⸗ 
ſus , deceyued by luche lamentation as they hearde, 
bzaughte tydpnges to the reſt, that the kyug had kyl⸗ 
led hym ſelfe. Wherupou they repayzed thether ſo faſt * 
as chey coulde gallop, and ſuche folowed after, as they . 
had cholen to be miniſters or theyꝛ miſchief. When they parius take 
were entered into the kinges pauilion, becaule the Eu⸗ —— dy 
nuches declared that he was on itue, they commaunded @utarzanes; 
hum to be bounde. Thus he which befoze was caried in 
a chariot, æ honoured othys meEipkea God, was made 
puloner by his owne ſeruauntes without any fozreyne 
do wer, and put into a vple cart coueted ouet with bea⸗ 
ſtes (kpnnes:aud ſpoyle was made olthe kinges ſtuffe, 
inluche ſoꝛt, as i: it had bene taten in the wartes. And 
ohen they had laden them ſelues with the pꝛay gotten 


alter fo foude à manet, they conueyed them * 
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ow conntreyes. But Artabaʒus with thoſe ot wh 2m 
he hadthe charge, and with the Greeke ſouldicrs,tocke 
the wzytowardes Parthina, thinkyng to be moze lure 
any where, thẽ in the telowſhip of thoſe trauouts. The 
ror whom Beſſus had burdened with ſo manye 
ce pꝛomiſes, ſoecially becaule they had no other man 
to folowe, iopned themſelues tothe Bactrians, and the 
thyoꝛd day? ouertooke them. But to the entent De tius 
ſhould not w it ſuch honoꝛ as was due vnto his eſtate, 
Beſſus cauſed hym to be bounde with golden fetters; 
luche were the de pytes that hys Foztune made hym 
ſubiect vnto. And {02 that he ſhoulde not be knowen by 
his apparayle, they couered the cart with toule hydes of 
beaſtcs, + cauſed bnknowen men to duue it fo2wardes. 
And leſt by inquery in the army he myght be dyſcoue- 
ted, ſuche as had the charge of hym folowed a karre ol. 
Den Alexander heard that Darius was remoued to 
Echatane, he leſt the way that he was in, and with all 
the ſpeede he could make, folowed after Darius p was 
laid to be gone into Media. But when Alexander was 
come to Taba, whiche is the chieke citie of Paratacen, 
Para:accn» it was there ſhewed him by ſugitiues that came out of 
Daruts caͤpe, how he was fled with al ſpede into Bac⸗ 
tria. And atterwardes vnderſtoode Þ matter moze cet 
tauilye by Bagiſtenes of Babilon, who coulde not al: 
fizme directly Darius was vſed as a pꝛiſonet, but de⸗ 
tlated that either he was in daunger or death oz ofcaps 
tuntie. Alexander vpon thole newes called his — 
taynes together, and ſhewed them that he had a 
enterpꝛiſe, but ſuch one as the trauayle was v oper 
Darius (he lated) was not — ok, — 
owne men, and either taken as a pulonet, o; —— 
In whole perſon he ſhewed their ir whole oy" 
con 
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tonliſt, and the greatnes ol ihe matter to be a rewarde 
ſufficient of their haſt making. They all cryed with one 
voice þ they were ready to folow hym where he would 
go, that he ſhould neither ſpare their labour noꝛ their 
perill. Vherupõ he conueyed his army fozwardes with 
merueilous ſpeede, rather in poſt, then after the comon 
oꝛder ol marching, neither reſting dape noꝛ nyght tyll 
they had paſſed. v. c. furlonges, and come to the village 
where Darius was taken. There Melun Darius in⸗ dn. 
terpꝛetout. who by realon of his lickenes could not ſo⸗ 
low the army, was taken through Aleraders celeritie, 
who feining that he fled away from his maiſter, decla⸗ 
ted the whole matter: but how great ſo euer his delyze 
was to ouertake his enemies, it was neceſſary foz hym 
to geue his men reſt oftheir trauaile. So thut deternn- 
ning to leaue the reſt ofhis army behind, did chooſe out 
lixe thouſand hozlemen, and added tothem.tit.c.called 
Dimichas, that were tootemen,heaupharuniſed, but pet 
ryding on hoꝛſebacke, and when the matter place re 
quired, lyghted and fought on foote, When Alexander 
was taking oꝛder about theſe thinges: Ozlellus and 
Mithꝛacenes, which fo2 the hatred they bare to Beſlus 
l his treaſon, fled from him, declaring to the king that 
the Perſians were but. v. c. furlonges of, and pꝛolered 
toguyde hym by a nearer waye. Their comming was 
gratetull totheKyng : foz by their conduction in the 
begyuning of the night, he tooke his tourney with ſuch 
hozlemen as he had appoynted, willpng his foote bat⸗ 
tayl to tolow after with all ſpeede poſſible.Hemarched 
fozwardes in a ſquare battail, and kept ſuchanozder, 
that the y2> myght ioyne withthe laſt, and luche as 
tame behind, relteued them that wet befoze. When they 
had paſled. ccc. furtonges on their wape;Booculus the Bzoculug, 
nne 
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ſonne of Mazeus that ſonityme had bene gouer⸗ 
nouc of Sitia inet Alexander, and declared that Bel⸗ 
ſus was within two hundzed ſutlonges, marchyng | 
with his men outofallozdze, as one that dyd caſt no 
doubtes. It ſeemed to hym ( he laid) that they wentto⸗ | 
wardes Yircania: wherfoze if haſt were made, they (

vãmſhed awaye. Then bothe Beſlus petcepued the Þ 0 
Macedons, and they ſave the Perſians as they fich. [ft 
Not wythſtandyng they had uot bene hable to haut lc 


matched with the, it Weſſus had had as great courage | 
to fight , as he had to betraye his maiſter. Foz beſpdes Þ* 
that they exceded the Macedons in nombze #poure, F'* 
they fo2weried and ſoꝛe trauatled , ſhould hauehadto {* 
do with them that were luſty and freſhe. But the name F* 
of Alexander and his fame, whiche is ofgreat moment P! 
euer in the warres , put them in luche feare, that they ohe 
could.not ſtap themſelues, Then Beſlus and other that 
were partners ol the tonſpiracp, tame to the cart where att 
Darius was, a perluaded him to leape on hozſebacke, Pat 
and llye from his enemies that were at hande, But he ed 
cryeng out that the Goddes were come to his reuengt, 
and calling foz the alliſtaũce of Alexander, ſaid:that iu 
no wyle he woulde go with trattours: wherwith they 
were lo ſturred to wzath, that thepthzewdartes he 
Memo] g 
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and leſt him booũded in manp places othis ody. They Darius wos 
thzuſt in the beaſtes alſo that dꝛew the cart, to thintent d uo death. 
they ſhould not be hable to paſſe fozwardes, a ſiem his 
two ſeruaũtes that did waite vpõ him. When they had 
chmitted this act, they thought it expedient to dylperle 
them ſelues in theyꝛ flyeng. And ſo Nabarzanes tooke 
the waye to Hircania, and Bellus to Bactria, wyth a 
ſew hoꝛlemen that eche ol them had in their companp. 
When thepz ſouldiours were fozlaken of they2 Capi⸗ 
taincs:they ſcattered here and there, where hoape and 
feare dyd leade them. There were onely.v.hundzed 
doꝛlemen which allẽbled them ſelues together, a ſtoode 
mamammozing whether it were better to relyſt 02 to 
fipe. Alexander vnderſtandyng the feare his enemies 
were in, ſent Ayca noꝛ befoze with part oł his hoʒlemẽ 
to keepe them occupped, and he with the reſt folowed 
after . There were llapne to the number ol. iu. M. ol 
luche as ſtoode at they; Defence, and the reſt were dꝛi⸗ 
uentaflockes lyke beaſtes: from kylling ot whom Alex⸗ 
der commaundedhis men to abſtapne. Emonges al 
e pꝛiſoners, there was none Þ was hable to ſhewe the 
art that caried Darius:foz euery one was ſo deſpzous 
o ſynde hym, that as they ſawe anpe cart, they ſought 
m therin:and pet they coulde perceyue by no meanes 
where he was become. Alexander made ſuch haſt, that 
Itlely.1ut.M.hozſeme folowed him of al hys numbze: 
the great nübꝛe ofthe Perſians fel intotheirlappes 
lat folowed behinde. It is (carſely credible to be bele⸗ 
, that there ſhoulde be moze pꝛiſoners taken, then 
te were men to take them. But foztune in that feare 
I ſo taken awape theyz ſenſe, that they coulde not

their enemyes. In the meane ſeaſonthe beaſtes that 
dꝛew Darius wagon, hauyng no man to gouerne the 
were lwarued out ofthe hygh wape, and wanderyng 
here t there, had dzawen Darius foure furionges from 
þ place he was wolided. into a valley where they tapt; 
ted, by reaſon or their heate and their hurtes. There 

was a ſpꝛing at hand, whiche certayne that knewe the 
| Bolitratus, Countrey had ſhewedtoPolyſtratus a Macedon, that 
| was ouercome fo2 th.rſt. And whiles he was dzinkyng 
water out of his helmet, he ſpyed the braſtes that were 
thauſt in with dartes, andmarueilyng that they were 
not rather caried awaye , then hurt atrer that mane; 
He looked and found in the foule cart the body ofa man 
halte aliue,andatizgthpercetued it was Darius that 
lay there ſoꝛe woũded. dꝛawing of hys bzeath.Then 
Poliſtratus bꝛaught to hym a Perſian whom he had 
taken pꝛiloner. Whom when Datius knewe by hrs 
vopce, to be ol his coũtrep, ſaꝛd:that he tooke it ſoꝛ a ci 
fo2t of his p2elent foꝛtune, that he ſhould ſpcabebefoze 
he dyed to one that vnderſtoode him, and not vtter hys 
laſt woozdes in vaine. He requited him to declare vutd 
The meage Alexũ det, that though he had neuer deſeruedeny thing 
that Darius at his Yandes, pet it was his chaunce to dye greatly his 
anver beten debitour, and had great thantes to geue him,fozthels 
bi drag. uour and goodnes that he had ſhewed towardes hys 
mother, his wile, and his childzen,to whom he had nd 
onely graunted lyfe , but allo the teuerence of their fo} 
mer eſtate and dignitie,voheras heofhiskin(men at 
frendes, to whom he had geuen bothelyfcand landet 
was now by the bereued of all. He pꝛaied ther{ozethsl 
he might alwates be victozour, and that the emppꝛel 
the whole wozlde myght come into his handes, rea 
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ring that he woulde not neg let to take reufgeaunce of 
ſofoule an act, not only foz hys caule ; but foz enſemple 
and the loue ok other pꝛinces: whych ſhould be a thyng 
honourable vnto hym and pꝛokitablein tyme cõmpnge. 
When he had ſpoken thele wozdes,he fainted, a callyng 
foz water, after he had dꝛonke, ſayd to Poliſtratus that 
pꝛelented it bnto hym: Whatſoeuer thou arte, thys 1s 
bnto me the laſt miſery in all my aduerſe chaunce, that 

am not able to requite the this benefite. But Alexan⸗ 
der ſhall rewarde the, e the goddes ſhal tequite him fox 
his great humanitie and clemencye ſhe wed towardes 
mine. Unto whom in my behalte thou ſhalte geue my 
hande as pledge ofa kynges pꝛomile. And hauing ſpo⸗ 
ken theſe woꝛdes,. and geuenPoliſtratus his hande, he 
died. When hys ſayinges were repoztedtoAlerander, 

repaired where the dead coꝛps lay, and there bewap⸗ 

with teares, that it was hys chaunce to dye a death 
ſo vn woꝛthy foz lo great zn eſtate , and takinge of hys 
owne cloke tocouer the ad coꝛps withall,adoznedthe 
ſame with all thynges Mit pertained to a kynge, z ſente 

it to his mother Siſigambis tobe buried, in ſuch 

ſozt as the coũtrey maner was to bury kinges, 
and to be layedemoges the reſt of hys 
pacdecellours,

The battale FN pzealed fozwardes where fight was molt 
berwirt Igis 5 £22 daungerous, aud ſieynge uche as made mol 
denon g An- e reliſt aũce, put the greater part of his enemies 
- 7 Sap to flyght. The luch as were victozours betoze 
caonia, began to flpe, tyll they had dzawen thepz enempes gre⸗ 
dely kolowynge the, out ol p ſtreight into a moꝛe plapne 
ground. In theretire manye ol them were llapne: but 
when they had once recouered luch a ground where as 
they might (tay and fall in oꝛdꝛe, the battailes iopnede⸗ 

qually agayne on bath ſides. Emonges then all þ 
of the Lacedemomans appeared molt notable in al 
mens eyes, not lo muche by the bewtpe of hys armous 
and goodly perſonage,as though the greatnes ot hy! 
courage,wherein onely he coulde not be ouercome . Be 
was layed to on al partes, both nearchand,and a farre 
ot. Pet fozall that, he endured longe in armes agapuſt 
hys enemies, auopding their ſtrokes part wyth his ter⸗ 
get, and part with hys bod pe, tyll luche tyme as he was 
thꝛuſt thꝛough boththighes with a lpeare, whẽ by great 
eltuſion of bloude he was not able auy longer to endure 
thetpgyte: Then the elquires foꝛ hys bodye take hym 
vp vpon hys terget, and caryed hym into thep2campe, 
that with greate payne endured the ſturrynge of hys 
Woundes. The Lacedemontans foz all theyz Kynges 
departure gaue not ouer the fyght,but allone as they 
couldrecoucr any grounde ok aduauntage, they cloled 


them ſelues in battaile together, and recepued mw 
| it 
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their enemies that came full vpon them, There is not 
foundein any memozy,of a battaile moze vehementlye 
| fought then that, where the armies of twanacions that 
were moſt excellent in the warres contendedtogethers 
fo2 the victoꝛp, not pet enclining to enp part. The La⸗ 
tedemontans called to mynde ther auncient manhode 
and pꝛowes, and the macedons conſidered their pꝛe⸗ 
ſent eſtimacton they had in the woz lde. the Lacedemo⸗ 
mans ſtriued fo2 theire ubertie, and the Macedons toz 
the ſouereuntie. The one partzelacked a capitaine, and 
theothexrownre to tighte uj. The mauikolde aduen⸗ 
tures and chaunces that kel that dape, encrcaled both 
the hope and teare of bothe partpes:foꝛtune as yt were 
ol purpole bzyngyng luch valtaunt men to fighte toge⸗ 
thers, neyther or them pꝛeuaylyng vpon other. But the 
ſtreightnes ofthe place whereyn they foughte, dyd not 
ſuffre them to ioyne with theyz whole loꝛce at once: ſ03 
moꝛe were beholdets then fighters,and ſuche as ſtoode 
without daunger, encouraged the other wuh their crie. 
Atlengththe Lacebcmonyans begon io taynt, æ ſcarſly 
able fo2 we atyng to luſteyne theyr armour beganneto 
dꝛawe backe, to haue the moꝛe lybertye to flee from theit 
enempes that pꝛealed loꝛe vpon theypm : When they 
were once bꝛoken and ſcattered abzoade, the vycto2ours 
purſued after. And paiipnge the place wherupon ths 
Lacedemonyans battayl was fyrſte aranged, made a 
lozepurſuyt vpon Agis: who leyng hys men fiyenge, 
aud hys enempes appꝛoche at hand, wylled hys men to 
lette hym downe: where ſtretchynge out hym ſelke, to 
ele yk the foꝛce of hys body coulde aunſwere vrito hys 
harte, When he founde hym (ele vnable to ſtande, re⸗ 
mapnpnge vpon hys knees, put on hys helmet, and 
wueryng hys body wyth hys terget,{haked hys {peare 
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and pꝛouoked his enemies todrawe neare,ifany. were 
delwous ol hys lpoyle;but there was not one that pꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed neare him, but did caſt dartes a farre o which he al 
wapes toke and thꝛewe at his enemies againe, till ſuch 
time as he was thzuſt into the bare bꝛeſt with a ſpeare. 
But when the lame was pulled out of the wounde, he 
fainted. t bowinge him ſel? vpõ his terget,ſhoztly after 
fell downe dead, bloud and life fatlinge both together, 
There were llaine of the Lacedemomans. v. M. iu. C. 
lx. and of the Macedons not paſſing. iu. c. But there 
was ſcarlely any ofthem þ eſcaped vnwounded. Thys 
victozy bzake the hartes not onely of the Lacedemom⸗ 
ans and ofthep2 confederates,but alſo all other whiche 
lap in wapte loking fo2 the ſucceſle of that watre. Anti⸗ 
pater was not ignoꝛant howe the countenaunces of 
ſuch as dyd gratiſye hys victoꝛp, differed muche from 
the ententes oktheir hartes: but deſirous to uniſhe the 
barre that was begon, percepued it neceſſary foz hym 
to diſlemble and ſuffer him ſelte to be deccyued. Ind 
though he reiopced muche in the foꝛtune of the thynge, 
pct he feared thernuie that might enſue therok, beinge 
a greater matter then the eſtate of a lieutenaunt dpd 
beare.Foz Alexander was ofluch a nature, that he de- 
Circd his enemies had wonne the victozy, ſhewyng ma⸗ 
niieltlp that he was not contented wyth Antipaters 
good ſucceſſe:thinkinge that what honour ſocucr chaũ⸗ 
led to aup other man was a derogacion to hys owe 
giop.Antipaterthereioze which knew full wel his ſto⸗ 
make, durſt not vic the victoꝛp acco2dping to his obone 
pl, but ailembled a councel ot᷑ G reckes, to adutic what 
they thoughte expedient. The Laccdemonians made 
no other requeſt but p they nipaht ſend Enibaſavouts

Which he folowpng as 

thinges better then hys colitrey vlages,offended theres 

by greatly both the eies and þhartes ofhis owne nacp⸗ 

on, and cauſed manyethat loued hym betoze entierly, to 

hate hym then as an enempe. Foz the Macedous that 

were obſtinate in keaping theyz own viſctpline, and ac⸗ 

tuſtomed not to be curious, but (o ſcarſein thepʒ diet as 

might ſuckice nature, when they lawe hym go about to 

bꝛynge in emonges the the bices of thole naciõs which 

they hab ſubdued : con ſpitacies then began to be made 

agaynſte hym, muteme roſe emongs the ſouldiers, and 

tuery one complapnpnge to an other, freip bitered theit 

grietes, wherby he was pꝛouoked to wꝛat h, to ſuſpicy⸗ 

on and todeine teare, diuers other inconuentẽces enlu⸗ 

ing therupon, which ſhalbe declared hereafter. Alexau⸗ 

det being geuen as it hath bene ſaped befozetovnrea- 

lonable banque inge, whetein he conſumed both dare 

and upgyte: When he was lariffied ol eatynge and

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eating and dꝛinking, paſſedouer the tyme with plales 
and paſtimes. And not contented with luche muſicians 
as he bzought out of Gꝛeece, caufed the women that 
werecaptiue,to ſingbefozc hym ſuchſonges as abhoz: 
red the eares ol the Macedos not accuſtomed to luche 
thinges.Emonges thole women Alexander ſpped one 
moꝛe ſadde ihẽ the reſt, whiche with a certaine ſhame⸗ 


faſtnes did ſtriue wpth them that brought her fourth, 
She was excelletof bewty,* toughe her ſhamefaſt⸗ 
nes her btwtie was augmented, Becaule ſhe dyd caſte 


her cies towardes the earth, couering her face ſo muche 
as ſhe might:gaue Wſpiczon fo2 hun to thinke þ ſhe was 
come ofgreaternobilitc,thenþſheought to be bzought 
in to ſuch kunde olf paſtumes. And thertozebeing demati- 
ded what ſhe was: he ſhewed hir telle to be the neece 
of Occhus that lately reigned in Perſe, and the wife ol 
HÞiltaſpis,vwhtch was Batius kinſman, and had ben 
his lieutenaunt ouer great armies. There pet remep⸗ 
ned in the kynges hatte ſome mal ſparkes of hys loꝛ⸗ 
mer vertue. Fo: in reſpect of her eſtate beinge come of 
a Kynges bloud, and the reuerence he bare to ſuche a 
name, as the neete of Occhus, commaũded her not on⸗ 
lyto be ſet tree, but alſo to be reſloꝛed to het goodes and 
her huſband, whome he wylled to be ſoughte out. The 
nexte day he appointed Epheſtion to bzynge all the pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners bnto the court, where euquering of the nobilitie 
ofeucry one, commaunded them which were deſcended 
of nable bloud, to be ſeuexed from the reſt, emonges 
whome they founde Oxatres bzother to Darius, that 
was noleſſenoblc ot mynde then of bleud. There was 
made ofthe laſt ſpoyle. xx bi. M. talentes, wherof vii. 
M. were conſumed in rewardes emonges the men ol 
warre:and the ſumme amounted to no leſſe value — 
vw 
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was conueped away by them that had the keppnge orevaces 
thereof . There was one Oxpdates a noble man ot 
Perle that was put iu pꝛilon by Darius, and appoin- 
ted to ſuffer deathe, whoin Alexander deliuered, and 
gate vnto hym the leygnyoꝛie of Media, and recepucd 
Darius bzotheremonges the number ot hys krendes, 
reſerupnge to hym all the accuſtomed honour ol hys 
nobilitie. Then theycame to the countrey of Parthenia arten 
then beyng but obſcure and vnunowen but nowe the 
head of all thoſe touutreis whyche lie vpon Tigre and 
Euphꝛates, and be bounded with the redde lea. Thys 
countrey being e fruteful and aboundaũte of al thing es 
was taken by the Scithians, which poſſelſynge parte 
both or Alla and Europe, be troublous neighbours to 
them both. The Scithians, whiche inhabite vpon the Walrderen 
Bolphcron ſea are aſcribed to be in àſia. And ſuch as 
be in Europe poſſeſſe the countreys lpenge on the lente 
„el T hace, io kat as Boulthenes:and from theceryght Boxitency 
of kozth lo farre as the tyuer of Thanais, that parteth 

Europe and Alia. It is certame that the Scyches, of 
whome the Perſians be dilcended, came not krom Bol⸗ 
d | pheron, but out ot Europe. There was a noble citie in 
thoſe daies called Hecatophilos buulded by Greekes, yecawmghte 
where Alexander remapnedwyth hys army, conuey- es. | 
inge vittailes thether from all partes. Emonges the 
fouldierslipngethere iu 1deines, therexoſe ſodgyniye 
'arumoure,entered wto they2.h2ades without any cer⸗ unn, 
tayne auctour oꝛ beginnynge. The rumoꝛ Was, how ona mene 
that Alexander ſatiifped wyth the actes he had done, 
purpoled immedpateipe to retourne into Macedan. 
Thps fame was not ſo ſone ſowen abꝛoade but that 
they ranne lyke madde menne to theyz lodgynges, 
and trufſed vp theyz baggage andtheir tufke;makinge

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uch pꝛeparacið to depatt, that euerp man iudged war- 
ninge had bene geuen to remoue, and that the thynge 
had bene done by appointement. The tumult that dyd 
riſe in thetampe by ladinge okcartages, a bythe calling 
pz one made vnto another, came vnto the kinges eares. 
Thys rumour obtepned the ſooner credite, by the dyl⸗ 
patche ot certayne Greeke ſouldiers, whom Alexander 
had dilmilled into theyꝛ countrey, wyth the gitte of, vi. 
thouſande deniers to euery hozſeman: Ther bpon ta⸗ 
king occaſion to thinke that the warre ha) bene at an 
ende. Alexander, whole purpoſe was to paſſe into In⸗ 
dia, and the vttermoſt boundes of the Oꝛient, was no 
leſle airaide of thys matter, the the caſe required. And 
therefoze called beloꝛe hym the capitaincs of his army, 
with the teares in eies made a greate complainte vn⸗ 
to theym: that in the middle courſe of hys gloꝛpe he 
ſhould thus be pulled backe, and compelled to retourne 
into hys countrey rather as a man vanquiſhed then as 
a victoꝛour. Whiche miſfoztune(he ſaped ) he coulde not 
impute to hys ſduldiers noꝛ iudge vᷣtheyꝛ cowardnes 
did geue imped ment to his pꝛocedinges, but pit was 
onely the enuye of the goddes, that put ſo ſodaine a de⸗ 
ſire ot thepꝛ countrep iito the nundes of valiaunt men, 
which within a while ſhould haue returned with grea⸗ 
ter gloʒy and kame. Therupon they al pꝛomiſed to tta⸗ 
uaie in te oʒmacion ot the matter, offeringe them ſel⸗ 
ues in al thinges ( were they neuer lo difficult) to do as 
he woulde haue thein. And thep pꝛomiſed allo, the obe- 
dience ok the (ouldiers, it. ſo be phe woulde make (ome 
gent le and apte oʒacion to paciae them:which were 
ter pet ſeene departe lrõ him in any delperacpon oz dy⸗ 
ſturdaũce ot mynd, ikthey once behelde the chearfules 
97 hys countenaunce, and the courage mocenrng 
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his heart. He pꝛomiſed ſo to do, and required at theyz 
hande to pꝛepare in the multitude an apties to geue 
hym eare. When all thynges were pꝛepated whiche 
were chaught expedient fo2 the purpoſe, he aſſembled 
all hys armye together, and made thys Oꝛation vuto 
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them. When ye conlider (my ſouldiours) the greatnes Alexanders 
of the actes whiche ye haue done, and themanifolde che tand 


conqueſtes that ye haue made, it is no matuapyle at all, 
that ye be enclyned to quietnes, and fully ſatyſſped with 
fame and gloꝛp. Foꝛ leauing to ſpeabe ofthe Illirians, 
and Triballes,of Boetia, Thꝛacia, and Sparta, ołthe 
Acheiãs, and Neloponeũans, whom J haue ſubdued, 
part in perſon and the reſt by appoyntment: J will not 
make rehearſall of the warre we began at Helleſpont, 
and howe we deliyered from the intolerable ſeruitude 
of the barbarian nations, Jonas and Aeolides, and 
gote vnto our poſſeſlion both Caxia, Lidia, Cappado⸗ 
dia, Phꝛigia, Baphlagonia, Namphilia, Pilides, Cili⸗ 
cia, Sitia, Phenices, Armenta, Perſe, Mede, a Par⸗ 
thema. We haue goten maze countreycs the other haue 
taken cities: pet (I am lure) the multitude haue cau⸗ 
ed me to leaue ſome of them vnrehearſed. Jf J coulde 
thinke that the poſſeſſiõ oftheſelandes that we haue co- 
quered in ſo ſhoꝛt tyme coulde remapne lure vnto bs: 
then my ſouldiours)J would, though it were againſt 
pour wylles, bzeake from pou to vilite my houſe, and 
ty home, to ſee my mother, my liſters, and my coun⸗ 
trep men, to enioye there the laude and gloꝛye that J 
haue gotten with pou: Where as the iopkull conuerſa- 
tion of our wyues, our chyldꝛen and parentes, peace, 
gqupetues, a a ſure poſleiſion ot᷑ thinges gotten thzouch 
our valiauntnes do tarye toꝛ vs, as large rewardes ot 
dur victozy. But tt we will cõleſle ß truth, this new em⸗ 
11 ppze 
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pire which we haue not pet at commaundement, but 
is kept as it were by wape or entreaty, doth require a 
time, that this (hiffe necked people map leatne to beate 
our poke, and by framing their dpſpolitions to a moze 
humanitic , bzyng they? ctueli nature to a moze ciuile 
conuet lation. Do we not ſee that the coꝛne in the fielde 
aſketh a tyme to2 his ryping⸗ and thoughthe ſame be 
without ſenſe, yet hathit Hys courſe to be bꝛought to 
perfection. Doe pou beleue that ſo marip nations not as 
greeyng with vs in religion, in cuſtome, noz in vie of 
tongue, accuſtomed to the empyze and name ofanother 
man, will be conquered and bꝛought to ſubiection with 
the winning or one battaile / No truſt me, they be kept 
vider with the fcare of our poure , and do not obey vs 
ofthey2 ovone good willes. Ind they whiche ſhew you 
obedience when ye be here emonges them, when you be 
abſent will be your enemies. Pou mult thinke that ye 
haue to do with wild beaſtes, which being fierce ofna- 
ture whe they be fyꝛſt taken, muſt be ſhut bp and tamed 
with time. Hitherto J haue teſoned withyou as though 
we had cõquered þ whole dominion Þpertained to De 
rius, which is nothing ſo. Foz Nabarzanes poſleſſeth 
DYyrcania,t the traptour Beſſus not only entoieth Ba⸗ 
ctria.but alſo thzeatneth vs. The Sogdians,Dahans 
Wallagetes, Sagans, and the Indians, remapne pet 
in theyz owe libertie and iurildiction, which ſhall not 
ſee our backes lo ſoone turned, but they will folowe bs F 
in the tayles. They all haue a certaine frendſhyp and 
amitie one with an other: but we be all Craungers 
and toꝛrepners bnto them. There is no creature, but 
that will moze gladly be obedient to rulers ot hys oton 
nation, then to fo2epners,be their gouernement neuer 
ſo terrible. We are dauen of neceſſitie W

Haue you not ſeene great tyꝛes riſen of ſmall ſpar⸗ 
zes not regarded We maye not neglect auye thing in 
our enemies;whom the moꝛe we deſpiſe, moꝛe tron 
we make them. And becauſe you ſhall not thinke it 
an impoibilite foz Beſlus to make himſelfking, wher⸗ 
as a kyng wanteth,you ſhal vnderſtande that Darius 
tame not to his empire by inheritaũce, but got into the 
ſeate of Cirus by þ benefite of Bagoas hys Eunuche. 
We commit an hepnous olkence (my ſouldiours) if we 
make watre againſt Darius, a put him downe foz the 
intent to geue hys kingdome vnto his ſeruaunt: yea, 
and to ſuche one as attempted ſo vyle an acte agaynſt 
his maiſter, at ſuche a tyme as he had moſt nee de ol 
helpe. And whome we beyng his enemies woulde 
haue ſpared:he being hys lubiect, put hym in chapnes 
as à captiue, and finally ſie we hym becauſe he ſhoulde 
not be pꝛeſerued by vs. Shall pou ſyffre this kynde of 
man to raygne-nolet vs make all the (peede we may 
to ſee him crucified, # lo to ſhew vnto all kinges and na⸗ 
tions a iuſtice doene vpon one, that ſo vilelye falſifped 
his layth. Jfthe repozt ſhoulde come bnto you beyng * 
in pour own coũtreys, that the ame man were deſtroy⸗ | 
mg ok the Greeke cities about Helleſpont: O god how 
ſoꝛy woulde you be then, and howe muche would you 
lament that Beſſus Houlde emoye that pot haue got⸗ 
ten, and vlurpe the rewardes of pour bictozy · Then 
would you make haſt to recouer your owne, the would 
you bende pour ſelues to the warres. But howe much 


better is it nowe to oppꝛeſſe hun whyles he e 
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in uche fare, and is vncertayne what wayetotakee 
Shall we ſpare to ſpende.iui.dapes tourney to come 
to hym, that haue ouert roden ſuche ſnowes, that haue 
palled lo many riuers,that haue climed ſo many moun⸗ 
taines : to whole iournep the flowing fea coulde be no 
impediment, no the ſtreyg ht of Cilicta coulde ſhut vp 
our wap: Moe all thing es are made plaine and open, 
and we dan) in the entery ol our victoꝛy. There be but 
a fewe fugitiues and kyllers ofthey2 maiſt ers that do 
remayne. What moe not able woꝛke can you leaue vn 
to pour poſt exite, to be regiſtred by fame vnto your glo⸗ 
ry, then to reuenge luch as were traytours to Darius? 
Wou ſhall therby ſhewe that when pou were eneupes | lo 
vnto him, pet your Hatred ended with his deathe, and | ot 
that no wicked man could eſcape your handes.

Out oſthe foote of th2niountapnes there ry;eth a riuer 
called zioberis, whiche within thꝛee furlonges of the wares. 
head, is diuyded by a rocke,ſtanding in the myddes of 
the ſtreame, cauſing the water to go two loͤdzy wayes: 
Whiche aftcrwardes commyng agayne into one cha⸗ 
nell, runneth moe vpolentlye then betoꝛe, by reaſon of 
the fall from the rockes. And ſodainly it ſinketh into the

go. The inhabitours ofthe countrey affyzmed that all 
thing es caſt in where the ſtreame loke into the groũd, 
would appeare and come out againe at the next iſſue, 
Foꝛthe pꝛouyng of whiche conclulton, Alexander cau⸗ 
ſed two Bulles to be caſt in, where the water entered, 
whole bodies were kounde by ſuche as were appopn⸗ 
ted fo2 the purpole, where the ſtreame bzake out again. | 
In this place herefreſhedyis armpe foure dapes: du⸗ 
tyng whiche tyme Nabarzanes, (whiche was conke⸗ 
derate with Beſſus in kyllyng or the byng) dyd wayte 
letters to him, in effect, how that he was no enemp vnto 
Darius,but counſailed him euer to do ſuche thinges as 
he iudged moſt pꝛoñtable:and fo2 his faithful counſaile gy. enere oe 
was put in daunger of his life by him, who went about Navarzanes 
againſt all reaſon to commit the cuſtody of hys perloniexanden ** 
to (traun ers, condemnyng therby the fidelitte of hys 
one nation, which they had kept vnſpotted a 
cy? 
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theyz king es by the ſpace of.ccrxx. yeares: Wherfozg 
ſeeiug punlelke i that peryil and daunger, tooke coun: 
{ell fins pꝛelent neceſſitie. And alleged that it was al⸗ 
wayes adinttedlawfull toꝛ a man to kill ſuch one, whõ 
he kuewe to conſpyꝛe his death, whiche was an excule 
(he ſaled)wherwith Darius latiſned the people, when 
he had llaine Bagoas. He alleged that nothing was 
moe dcare to mo2tall creatures then lyte, fo2 the loue 
wherotye was dꝛiuen to this extreme, in committing 
an acte which necelſitie rather compelled him to do, the 
his owe diipolition.Fo2in a generall calamuie cuery 
manhath his toꝛtune. Ithe would commaund him to 
come to his pꝛelence, he ſaid he would not retuſeto doe 
it:fo2 he coulde not feate pᷣ ſo great a kyng woulde vio⸗ 
late his pꝛomiſe, ſeepng one God is not wont to deceiue 
another But if he ſhould ſeeme vnwozthy to whom he 
would geue his afluraunce, there were many countreis 
toꝛ him to fee vnto. f oꝛ al men haiung vertue in them, 
count almaies that ſoꝛʒ their countrey, where they make 
theyꝛ dwoellung place. Alexander made no ſtap to geue 
him hys tayth, aifer uche ſozt as the Perſians vled to 
receiue pꝛompleawhiche was, faufely to come and go. 
Notwtthitai;oing he marched in ozdze of battayl, ſets 

dyng euer ſcourers betoze to dyſcouer the grounde. 
The iygyt armed were appoynted to the bawarde:the 
alan otobeed alter, and the baggage behynde. faz 
dy realon the lame was a warlitze nation, a the coutrey 
hard to enter vp6:1tcauſed þking to loke ear neſtiy vpd 
the mattet.

Alexander was moe ſoꝛo mull and 
ſturted to a greater wꝛathloꝛ the loſſe of the hoꝛſe, then 
was expedient foz ſuch a cauſe:toʒ ſerxching about to get 
the hoꝛle againe,cauſed pꝛoclamacion to be made by an 
interpꝛetour that except he were reſtoꝛed, he would not 
jeaue one ołthe countrey men altue . When they heard 
thys terrible thzeatning,emoges other giſtes, they pꝛe 
ſented vnto Alexander his hoꝛle. pet he was not ther⸗ 
with pacikied, but commaunded the woodes to be cut 
downe, and the wapes to be made plapne whyche he 
cutte thꝛough the woodes. This wozke wet ſo wel toz3 
ward, that the inhabiters dilpapzunge of habilite o de⸗ 
fend their countrep, pelded them ſelues to the kynge⸗ 
ho receyuing their pledges, comuntted themto the 
kepinge of hadates, and trom thence the tiſtie dape 
tetourned agayne to hys campe. There he gaue to Ar⸗ 
tab aſus the double hon our vᷣ Darius dyd vnto hynn g 
ſent hym home againe into his countrey. «After that is 
dame to the citie of Hitcana , where Darius Palace 
was. Nabarzanes vpon alſurauncecamethither,bams 
with hum great giſtes, and emonges the reſt pꝛe⸗ 
ed vnto Alexãder Bagoas an Eunuche of lunguler 
beauty, beyng in the firſte flowoze of youth, whom Da⸗ 
nus accuſtomed, and atter Alexander:at whole inter⸗ ghexmace 
ceſſion ſpecially he dyd pardon Nabarzancs. The na⸗ 

ris of the Amaʒõs beyng neere bntoVircaniacas hath 

ben ſaped befoze)did inhabite the playnes of Themy⸗ 

leite about the riuer of Thermodoonta, ⁊ had a quene Thema. 
reigning ouer the called Thaleſtris, whych kept vnder doonta. 
her domimon all the countreies betwene the Meunte Phaſig 
Caucaſius,andthe riuer of Phaſis. She ko the great ' 
Pll, alfection 
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affectyon ſhe had to ſee Alexander, trauailed out ofhix 
olone counttep, and beinge come neete where he was, 
ſentcertaine befozezto declare that a quene was com 
of deſireto vilite hym, and to make hiracquaintaunce, 
When libertie was giuen her to tome to hys pꝛeſence, 
| ſhe cauled all the reſt of hir bande to ſtay, and ſhe came 
n. lte, foꝛwardes accampanied wyth.CCC.wome. Aſſone as 

ander ſhe percepued Alexa der, ſhe leaped from her hoꝛſe cari⸗ 
ynge two Lances in hit hande. The Amazons appas 
rayle is ſuch that it doth not cou er all thep2 bodyes: foz 
theyꝛ bzeltes bee bare onthe lette ſyde, and theyꝛ gar⸗ 
mentes whiche they ble to knytte vp wyth a knot, come 
not to they: knees. One bꝛeſte they alwates reſerue vn⸗ 
touched wherewyth they noꝛyſhe thepz woman childze, 
but they right bzeaites they vſe to ſeare, to make them 
moꝛe apt to dzawe thep2 bowes, and caſt they; dartes. 
Thaleſtris looked vpou Alexander with a bould coun⸗ 
tenaunce, and conſidered in beholdyng ol hym, that his 
perſonage atiſweryd not to the tamethat the had heard 
of hys actes. Foꝛ the barbarous nacpous gaue great 
veneracpon to the maieſtpe of the perſonage, thynking 
none to be ſuſticient foʒ the doinge of great actes, but 
ſuche as nature haue indued with greate perſonagies. 
It was demadaded ofhir,ifſhe had any requeſt to matze 
N vnto Alexander: Wherat ſhe abaſhed not to conteſſe 
bp che was come thetherto gette childꝛẽ with hym:thin⸗ 
| king her ſelle a perſonage woꝛthy of whome he ſhoulde 
get heires to enherite hys kyngdome, wherein ſhe co⸗ 
uenaunted that ik it were a woman ſhe woulde kepe 
it ſtyll, and it it were a man chylde, ſhe would reſtoze if 
to the father. Alexander enquired of her, it ſhe woulde 
go foꝛwardes with hym in hys warres: but therein the 


excuſed her ſelte, that he had left no oꝛdꝛe ning 
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fence of her But ſhe continued ſtyll in de⸗ 
claratyon ofthe cauſe oł her commynge, and required 
that her hope therin mighte not be in vayne. The wo⸗ 
mans appetite ſcamed to be moze vehemently geuen to 
juſte then the kynges was: pet ſhe obtapned of hym to 
ſtape ſoʒ her caule , and conſumed thirtene dapes in la⸗ 


owne kyngdome,and Alexander wente to Parthenia, 


the bytes that were iu hym. There he turned his cons 
nnencpe, and modera cion (bepnge the moſte excellente 


vertues — in any kynde ok eſtate) into pꝛyde 
and voluptuouineile , not eſtenunge hys countrep cuſs 
tomes ,noz the hollome teimperaunce that was in the 
vlages and diſcipline of the Kynges of Macedon. 


Foz hetudged their ciuil vlage and maner to be ouer 


baſe fo2 hys greatnes : but dyd counterfeitthe heyghte 
and pompe of the Rynges of Perle, repꝛeſentynge the 
reatnes of the Goddes. Ne was content to ſuffet men 
ere to fall downe flatte vpon the ground and woz- 
gym, and accuſtomed the bictoꝛours ot ſo manp 
nacyons , by litle and litle to ſeruile oſtices, couetynge 
to make them lyke vnto hys captiues. Be ware vpon 
hys head a Diademe ofpurplc,interpaled wyth white, 
lyke as Darius was accuſtomed, and faſhioned hys- 
apparayle after the maner of the Werſians wythout 
ſtrupuloſitie ot any eupll token that it ſignyſped ſoꝛ 
the victozer to chaunge hys habite into the faſhyon of: 
hym whom he had vanquiſhhed .. And though ye ad⸗ 
uaunced that he ware the ſpoiles of hys enempes: pet 
wyth thole ſpoiles he put vpon hym theyz eupl! maz 
ners: and the inſolencpe of the mynde, kolowed the 
pude ot the apparayle.Beſdes he ſealed ſuche letters 
W.. 28. 


ulſ enge of hu deſire. That done ſhe departed to her Here a ren 
der fyrſte (03 


ſoke vertue > 


whych was the place where he firſt ſhewed manifeſtly tell co vice, 


Treble 
as he ſent into Europe wythhis accuſtomed ſeale; but 
all the letters he lẽte abzode into Aſia, were ſealed with 
Darius rynge. So it appeared that one mynde coulde 
not beate the greatnes that appertapned to two. He ap 
pareyled alſo hys frendes, his capitapnes, #hys hoꝛle⸗ 
men in Perſian apparell, wherat though they grud⸗ 
ged in theyꝛ myndes , pet they durſte not relule it foz 
keare of hys diſpleaſure , Hys court was replenyſhed 
wyth concubines:foꝛ he ſtyll mapateined thꝛe hundzed 
and. lx. that belonged to Darius, and emonges them 
were klockes of Eunuches accuſtomed to pertourme þ 
ble of women. The old ſouldsers of Philip natural⸗ 
ly abhoꝛryng ſuche thinges, manifeſtly wythſtode tobe 
in kected wyth luche voluptuouſnes, and ſraũge cuſto⸗ 
mes. Wherupouthere roſe a generall talke and opinis 
thzoughout 5ᷣ càpe, that they had loſt moꝛe by the vyc⸗ 
toꝛp, then they had woune by the warre.Fo2 when they 

ſawethem ſelues auercome in ſuche excelle:and foꝛeine 
cuſtomes lo to pꝛeuayle emonges them, thep iudgedit 

a llẽder reward of they long being abzode, to returne 

home in the habite ofpziſoners.Thepbegantobe aſha⸗ 

med ok their king, that was moꝛe like to luche as were 
ſubdued, then to them that were victoztous: and that of 

a kynge of Maͤcedon, was become a pꝛince ot Perle, # 
one of Darius couttiers. When he vnderſtode that 

the chiete of hys rendes and hys men of warre were 

greuouſly offended wyth hys doinges, he went about 
to recouer fauour ag ane wyth gittes and liberalitie: 
but it is to be thought that the rewardes of ſeruitude 
be vngratetull to free men. And therkoꝛe leſt thys mat⸗ 
ter myghte turne into a ſedicpon, he thought good to 
bꝛeake the imaginaciõs encreaſed by idlenes with the 
axerciſe of warre, wherot au apt occaſion was fg 
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Foꝛ Belus inueſtiuge him ſelle as a kynge, toke vpon Bedus toke 
hym the name ok Artaxerxes, dꝛawing to hys parte the zus, v® * 
Scithtans and other that were the inhabiters of the 

puer of Chanais: whiche thinges were repoꝛted to 

hym by Nabarzanes, whom he had receyued into hys 
fauour, a geuen the rule of the countrey that he had be⸗ 

foze. When he had determined this new expedicion, he 

found hys ariny ſo ouercharged and laden with ſpoyle 

t other furmmẽtes gf voluptuouſnes, that they coulde 

not ſcarlly moue. Whertoze he commaunded the bag 

gage and ſtuffe of the whole army to be bꝛought toge⸗ 

ther in one place, excepting onely ſuch thinges as were 

very neceilary, The place was large and playne whe⸗ 

ther the cartes were bought laden: and when euerpe 

one ſtode waytinge and muling what he woulde com⸗ 

maund them ta doe, he cauſed the beaſtes to be remo⸗ 

ued firſt out of the way, and then ſet hys ovone fardels 
onfyer, and after allthe reſte. Mhiles theſe thynges 
were burnynge, the owners were on fyer, to lee thole 
thynges conſumed, foz the ſauyng wherot they had oft 
quenched the klames in Cities of theyꝛ enempes. Pet 
no man durſt lament the pꝛice ofhys ovne bloud, ſeing 
they ſa we the fyer conſume the kynges ryches as well 
asthey2 owne:and the rather to pacifie them, the kyng 
did mptigate their dalaur wyth abzefe oꝛatyon. Whers 
bponthey that were euer apt fo2 the warres, and redy 
to doe all thynges, beganne to ber topfull thatwyth 

the lolſe of they2 haggage, they had pꝛeletued theyꝛ diſs 

tipline accuſtomed in the varres.As they were letting 

| &2wardes towardes Backria, Nycanoz the ſonne of @(caz. 
Parmentio.dycd ſodenly, vohome euery man — 
lamented:but chiefly the Kynge was fo ſoꝛo , de⸗ 
ſuyng to hane ſtayed foz the aw cyon-of ps ok 
1 . llii. all. 
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all, but that wante ot vitaples cauſed hym to haſt fo2- 
wardcs . Phlotas thtre oe was leit vehynde with 
two thouſand lyx hundzed ſouldiers to pertourme the 
ceremoues appertaining to hys bzothers buriall;and 
he hym eite marched towardes Beilus, In the wape 
letters were bꝛought to Alexander tc the pꝛinces ther⸗ 
about, that Beſſus was comming towardes hym with 
*.atrivarſa- q great army: addyng therunto that Satribarzanes 
whome he had made pꝛince ot the Arians, was newly 
rebclled. Foꝛ that cauſe not wythſtandynge he was 

come nere vnto Beſlus) he thought it belt firſte to op⸗ 

p2eſle Satribarzancs:and toʒ that inteute bought foz- 
wardes hys hozlemen and footemen that were lyght 
armed, to inuade hym ſodaynly. Þys comming was 

not ſo pꝛeuie, but Satribatzancs knewe therof and 

fled into Bactria wyth two thouland hozlemen. Foz by 
te alon he was not able to aſſemble any moꝛe in lo ſhoꝛt 
f atyme, the reſte toke the next mount aynes foꝛ they? re- 
— fuge . There was a rocke whiche towardes the weſt 
was hyghe and ſteape, but towerdes the ealtemoze 
lowe and ealpe to beeclymed vpon, whiche parte was 
full ot trees. The lame rocke being in compaſle . xxxu. 
furlõges had a folitatner6ning cotynually, ⁊ in p toppe 
a greene play ue, where they placed the weaker multp- 
tude;buttherelt that were apt loꝛ detence beyngto the 
numbꝛe of thirtene thouſand, gotte them (clues to the 
edges of the rocke, and there thꝛewe downre ſtonrs and 
logges:the Macedon vpon that came to aſſaple them. 
He leſt Craterus to beſpege thys tocke, aud wente in 
patlon to purſue @Satribarzanes . And becauſe he 
vnderſtode that he was fledde farce of; returned backe 
Agapnetothe ſiege of them that were vpon the roche. 
Aae he cauſed all thynges to a 
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myght be anpe impedunent to hys men in the allaulte 
geuyng. But when they came to the bare at .d ſtcape 
rocke, the labour ſeemed wa, where natute wꝛought 
agaiuſt them. But hethat was of a diſpolitts alwaies 
toſtryueagamdt deficulties,confidering howe hard a 
matter it was to go fo wardes, and how daungerous 
to returne backe agapne, dyd caſt in hys head all the 
wayes and deupſes that could be pmagined, and nowe 
fantaſied one thing, and then another, as men be wont 
when that wales they haue found out dat do not plcaſe 
them. As he ſtoode ina ſtape in doubte what to do, oꝛ⸗ 
tune did miniſter vnto him a meane, which neither wit 
noꝛ reaſon could inuent. It chaũted that che wind die w 
ſoꝛe at the ſouthweſt, what tune the lou diours had cls 
[ed great plenty ot wood, wherof they thought to make 
ſcaifoldes to mount vp againd the rocke, and the heate 
ol the ſonne had made the lame dꝛye. When Alexander 
perceiued the wynde to blowe acter that (ozt, and the 
woodelyeng in that place, conceiued by and by his pur⸗ 
pole, and willed moꝛe trees to be cut downe, a laid vps 
them, putting all other thunges to it, that were apte to 
kindle and nouryſhe ſyꝛe: Do that trees heaped vpon 
ttees, became as it were a mountame, ſo hygh as the 
toppe of the rocke. The lame being (ct on {pze in al par⸗ 
tes at once, the winde carped the into the face of 
their enenu es, and the lmoke couered ouer the ſuy. The 
nople was then great that the ſyet made, which burned 
not onely the trees that were ſyʒed of purpoſe, but alſo 
the reſt ol the woode growing neare there about. The 
enemies were ſo toꝛmented with the flame andheateof

wayes. Some thzewe them lelues dovone the rockes, 
ſome ranintotheauddes ofthe fy26 other fell into then 
enemies handes:anda ſewe halte t onlumed with ip2e; 
were take pꝛiſoners. Whẽ Alexander had done this act, 
he returned to Cratetus vohich belieg ed Artacnã, who 
hauing pꝛepared all thinges in readines, taried onely 
fo2 the kinges commpng, to geue him the —— — 
winning ol ß citie. When Alexander was com 
pꝛoched the walles with the towers of timber mu 
— fozthe aſlault, at the ſight wheralthe inhabi⸗ 
tauntes were fo gtrated, chat they held vp theyz han⸗ 
des from the walles, tequiring hun to ſpate them, and 
execute hys vwathvpon Satribarzaues that was the 
aucthour ottheyꝛ tebellion. Alexander pardoned them 
freely , and not onelylcuped his liege, but alſo reſtozed 
to the inhabitauntes all chunges that pertained to the; 
As he remoued rom this citie, there came vnto hym 
a uewe ſuppipe ot fauldiours;.. 30ylus bought out of 
Gteece ſyue hundzed hoꝛlemen, and tee. M. whiche 
Antipater ſent out ot Allirta. There came 8 hundꝛed z 
thirty Theſſaliẽ hoꝛſmẽ with Philip, who alſo brought 
of (ouldicrs ſtraumgers out of Lidia, two. M. fiue hun⸗ 

dꝛed tootemen and tee hundꝛed hozſemen. Alexande 
hauyng thus encreaſed hys.poure: q eutered into the 
counireye ut the Dꝛagans, whiche were a woarly 
nation, and vnder ouernement orf Nabarzancs; 
who beyng ol caunſell wu Beſſus iu the trealon that 
he comuntted agaunſt dus pꝛmnce, when he heard of Js 
— ror ts op dine puuuhmente It 
hadde Thus had chen 
wen iu came urne — | 
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without feate ok anpe enempe, and invincible agapuſt 
gll toꝛrepn poures, was bꝛought in perill by treaſon of 


his owne people. It chaunſed that one Dimnus a man 8 crraſon c: 


0! meane behauour and aucthoxt:e wir his Paunce, 
was greatly endamed inthe loue of a young man cal⸗ 
led Ricomachus, vith who he bled much tamilier con⸗ 


ſpired again(t 
Alexander, 


uerlation. This Dimnus on a time being in a paſſion, Dmus. 


(as it well appeared by his countenaunce ) allured thys 
yoſig man into a Temple: where remayning alone to⸗ 
gethers, declared that he had certain ſecrets to ſhewe 
him, which in no w:le were to be repszted again. Ther⸗ 


by he bꝛought Nicomachus in great ſulpection, what Hicemuchos 


the matter ſhould be: Fo2 becoze he woulde tell him, he 
made a pꝛoteſtatiõ by the loue and tamiſiaritie betwixt 
them, that he would allure him by his othe to keepe che 
ng ſecret: who luppoling the matter to be of no luch 
weyght, that he ought with periurie and bzeakyngof 
his othe to dylcloſe the ſame agapne,ſware by the gods 
des there pꝛelent. Then Dimnus opened vnto hym 
howe there was a tteaſon conſpired agaynſt the king. 
whiche within thꝛee dapes ſhould be put in execution, 
whero l he laied) he hym ſelle was pꝛiuie with dpuers 
men ot nobilitie and eſtumation. When Nicomachus 
dyd heare it to be luch a matter, conſtauntly denyed 
then that his pꝛomiſe extẽded to concele trealon, wher⸗ 
bnto no othe noꝛ religion caulde bynde a man. When 
Dimnus hearde hym laye ſo, he became in a rage be⸗ 
twirt loue and feare, and daſped the young man by the 
hande, requiring him with weping eyes, that he would 
not ſticke to be a partaker in the execution ofthis con⸗ 
(piracye, 02 at the leaſt, it his Heart would not ſexue 
him, that he woulde keepe his councell ſecret, in rel⸗ 
pecte that he had founde luche pꝛoule of loue in hh, | 
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tocommithislyfeinto his handes without any further 
pzoufe of his fidelitie. But in co::cluſton when he pers 
ceiued that Micomachus woulde in no wple agree to 
his purpoſe, but maniteũ iy al hoꝛred the acte, he vſed 
dyuers meanes to bzing hym to his eutent, one whyle 
entreating him with fa pꝛe woꝛdes, and another whyle 
theatmng to kyll him. He talled hym cowarde and 
traytour to hys trende, commendyng the goodlynes ol 
the enterpꝛyſe, and putte hym in hoape of great pꝛeter⸗ 
mentes, in that he ſhoulde be partenct oi the kyng⸗ 
dome they went about to get. When he had pꝛoucd all 
thele wayes, and yet founde hym ſtaunge, hethzuſt 
his lwoꝛd one whyle to Aicomachus thꝛote, and ano: 
ther whyle to his owne, ſo that at length by thzeatning 
and fayze ſpcaking. he bzought him to pꝛounſe, doth to 
keepe hys counſaple lecret, and allo to be aſliſtaunt to 
the deede doyng. Met neuertheles as one of a conſtaũt 
mynde (though foz the tyme pzeſent he ſeemed to be 
wonne with the loue or his rend, and become agreable 
to his requeſtes ) chaunged no part of his foʒmer pur⸗ 

ole. This de ne. Hicomachus required to bnowe what 
emen were, that had contederated them lelues in 
ſo weyghtye a matter, becatſſe the perſons (he layed) 
were muche matertall that ſhoulde take ſo greate an 
enterpꝛiſe in hande. Then Dymnus though he were in 
great trouble ot minde that he had bꝛought the matter 
lo farie tourt yet when he heard hun alke the queſtio, 
reioiced and chaubed hun greatip, that he would ſo fre⸗ 
ly aToctate him ſelie with luche manet of men, as De⸗ 
metrius ot the pꝛuupe chaumbze was, Peculaus, Nis 
canoꝛ, àphebetus. Locus, Diotenus, A rchelopis, and 
Annas, This cũmumica ion once ended betwurt tha. 
Hicomachus departed, diſcloſed all the mattet _ 
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he had heard beloze, to a bzother ofhis called Ceballi- chain 
nus: agreyng betwirt them two, that Apch:machus 

ſhould remain ſtil ſecret inhistent,leit by his comming 
to the kinges lodging. not viing to haue acceſſe vntothe 
zg, the conſpiratours might perceiue themſelues be- 
wꝛayed. Ceballinus repayzed to the binges lodgyng, 
taried befoze the gate, wayting foz (ome mã nere about 
the king, to bꝛing him to his pꝛeſence. It foꝛtuned that 
emongeũ many whiche paſſed by, onely Philotas the Phat 
ſonne or Parmemo, demaunded why he wayt ed there ⸗ 

To whõ Ceballinus with a baſhed countenaunce wel 
declaring the vnquietnes ol his mind) repoꝛted al thoſe 
thinges which he had hearde or his bzother, requiryng 
hun p he would declare the ſame immediatly vnto the 
kyng. Philotas departed from him vnto the king, with 
whom that daye he had muche communication of other 
thunges, a pet opened no part ofthe ſame maiter which 
was tolde hym by Ceballinus . At nyght as Philotas 
came fourth, Ceballinus met him at the court gate, and 
enquired whether he had done his mellage to the king 
02 not. e excuſed the matter that he could finde him at 
no leaſure. The next daye Ceballinus met hym ag ain 
goyng to the kyng, and put him in remembzaunce of 
that he had tolde hym beloꝛe, to whom he aun wered 
that he remembꝛed it well: but yet fo2 all that, he dyſclo⸗ 
ſed no part ofthe matter. Ceballinus beg an then to ſuſ⸗ 
pect hum, and intended no lenger todyſterrethe thyng, 
but opened theſame to one Metron mailter ot p kinges che treaſon 
armarpe: who immediatlye conueped Ceballinus into ducled. 
the at matye, and went ſtreyght to the kyng whyche 
was bathyng, and enfourmed hym of all that he had 
hearde. Alexander then made no delapye, but ſent cer⸗ 
teyn 07 his guarde to take Dümnus, and aitcr — 
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him ſelfe into the armary, Is ſoone as Ceballinus ſay 
the king, he tanne to hym with great retoyling ,.and 
ſaid:loe, I haue pꝛelerued thee from the handes ofthie 
enempes. But Alexander examined hym ofalthe cy 
cumſtaunces, and he agapne aunlwered to euetye 
poynt in ozder. The Kynge was earneſt to knowe 
howe long it was ſence Nicomachus had geuen hym 
this infoꝛmation, c he conteſſed that it was thace Dates, 
Wherupon the Kinge conſidering that he coulde not 
with trueth haue conceled thys matter fo long, com⸗ 
maunded that he ſhould be put in warde. Then cryed 
he out, and declared howe that at the lame inſtaunt he 
knew ofthe conſpiracy fyꝛſt, he opened it to Philotas, 
of who{he laied ) he might inquire the truth. Therupon 
it was demaunded of hym, whether he had required 
j to be bzought to the Ruiges pꝛelence oz no. 
hiche thing when the Ryng by hys con ellion per⸗ 
ceiued to be true, andthat he dyd ſtyttelp abide by hys 
fyꝛſt tale, he lyited vp his handes to heauen, the teares 
fallyng from his epes, greatly complapning that Phi⸗ 
lotas ſhoulde requyte hym with ſuche vntruth, whom 
he moſt alluredlye truſted, Dimnus in the meane lea⸗ 
fon knowing foz what caule he was ſent foz, woun⸗ 
ded hym lelte to death: but pet ſomwhat letted by them 
that were ſent to take hum, was bꝛoughte befoze the 
Ayng, whom as ſoone as he behelde, ſaped vnto him 
Dimnus, what haue J offended thee, that thou ſhoul⸗ tog 
deſt thinke Philotasmoze wozthyto be byng of Ma⸗ 
cedon then - At whiche wooꝛdes Dunnus became 
ſpeacheles , and caſtyng fourth a great ſighe, tourned 
ſt his face from the ug light, and fell downe dead. 
Ty hingen The king called Philotas befoze him, and laped:thys 


ue man whom thou here ſeeſt, ſhoulde haue {uffered wy

art about me, ſo much moꝛe greater is thy offence:and 

the faulte had bene moꝛe tolerable in him then in thee. 

powbeit thou haſt a fauourable iudge:foꝛ it there be a⸗ 

nything that cannot be exculed, yet at the leaſt it maye 

be pardoned. To this Philotas nothing abalſhed(if the Philotes 

heart may be iudged by the countenaunce) made aun; 

ſwere, that Ceballinus bzought him a tale, the repozter 

wherol was ouer lyght ol credit to be beleued, and that 

he tearedle(t by the pꝛeſentyng or luch a matter whiche 

dyd ryſe vpon bzablyng betwyxt two per ons ofeuill 

dylpolition, he might haue bene laught to ſcoꝛne: But 

aſterwardes when he once knewþ Dinnus had ſlapn 

him (elfe , he wasclearelye then relolued no longer to 

haue pꝛolonged the thing. And ſo fallyng downe befoze 

the king, belought him that he woulde rather haue rel⸗ 

pect to his lyle paſt, then to his faulte, which was onely 

gconceleinent,and no act done. It is hard to ſay, whe⸗ 

ther the king beleued hum, oꝛ grounded hys dilpleaſure 

moze deapely inhis heart:neuertheles in token okpar⸗ 

don, gaue him his hand, ſapeng howe it appeared that 

thaccuſation was rather miſcredited by him, then con⸗ 

led of malice, Notwithſtanding he called his councell3feronder _ 

together emonges whom Ph:lotas was not adnuttcd, au. coun» 

but Aicomachus was bzought in befozethe, where he 

declared all ſuche matters as he befoze had ſhewed to 

the ung. There was one Craterus in lpcciall fatour 

with Alexander, which fo2 the enuy he had to Philotas 

ddyauncemcnt,bare him alwapes gtudge: Who new 

bery well that the king had often bene dilplealed — 
1s 
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Philotas, fo2 theouermiuch: aduauncyng of his good 
ſcruice and valtaunt ac:es {but yet fo2 all that in thoie 
matters he was not luipectedoftreaſon,but onelp no⸗ 
ted olpꝛeſumption and arrogancie.Craterus thought 
that he could not haue a better occaſton to oppꝛeſſe hys 
enemp, by colouring his pꝛiuate hatred with a pzetcnſe 
ol duetie towardes vis pꝛince. Would god (quod he ye 
had taken our counteil in the beginning ofthis matter; 

itye would nedes haue pardoned hun, ye (told haue 
ke ht 0 his knowledge how much he was in pour daũ⸗ 
ger ratyer then to haue bꝛought him in feare ol his life, 
wiycrby pe ſhall matze hum inoze mindefull of his owne 
peryll, then of your goodnelle.Foz he map alwapes y- 
mag in your veath:but you ſhall not be alwayes in cale 
to pardon him. Let it neuer linke in pour heart, that he 
wohꝛche purpoſed lo haynous a treaſon would chaunge 
his purpo e fo2 the bencuolence ofa pardon:you knowe 
well that ſuch as offend are often in deſpepze ofmercye. 
And though he perchaunce eyther with repentaunce ol 
his faulte , oz remembzaunce of your goodnes woulde 
chaunge his mynd, pet Jam lure that his father Pars 
menio, generall capitam ofſo great an army, and ollo 
grounded aucthozitie emongeſt pour ſouldiourscthat 
ts with them in maner as pour ſelle ) would be euil con⸗ 
tent to be in your debte foꝛ his ſonnes lyte. There becet⸗ 
tain benefites hateful to men:and it is ſhame to confelle 
to haue delerued deathe. Therfoze J conclude, that he 


had rather it ſhould be thought you had done hi wꝛõg, 


then that pe had geuen him his lyfe.F can not ſee ther 
loꝛe, but you ſhall be enfoꝛced to deſtrope them foz out 
owne ſuertie. There be enemies inough remapning pe 
vnconquered, againſt whom we be goyng: make your 
lelte tire from your foes at home, lo ſhall pe n 
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terus woꝛdes and the reſidue of the counſaple were 
opini,that Philotas woulde neuer haue . 
conſpiracye, excepte he had bene eyther pzincipall oz 
pziuy therunto . Foz they thought (here was no tine 
man,oz oc honeſt hart, though he had bene none al the 
kynges familiers but one ot hys meane ſeruauntes, 
hearynge ſo muche as Philotas hearde, but woulde 
fozthwich haue opened — matter eh, ethe 
lonne of Parmento,the mailter ofth hozleaud 
of hys pup coumlaple, did not ſo much as wt, ſtraung er, 
which ſtraightwaies made relacion of that his bzother 
had told hym. Ind where as he pꝛetended that pkyng 
was at no leaſur e, that the iudged to be done to then⸗ 
tent the accuſer ſhoulde not ſeke any other to whome he 
he might vtterat.

Bug 
idmit quod they) he had geuen no credite to the matter 
tzoughe the lightnes of the repoꝛter. why ſhoulde he 
haue diſterred the accuſer. u.daycs,,as thoughe he had 
beltued it-Foz it he had miſukedþ tale, he myght haue 
diſmiſſed the partye. It was alſo alleged that euere 
mans mynde much nulgeueth hym;when-the matter 
toncerneth hys owe tcopardpe.

But Jmuſte 
ouercome the memoꝛp of mp toʒmer fauoure,s viters 
conſpiracy of mp unnaturall people:ioz how is it poſſi 
ble foz me to hide ſo greate a treaſon. Parmeno a man 
ofthat age ſo depelp in my det, thꝛoughe the moſte am⸗ 
ple benefites both of me and my father, and whome J 
molt eſtemed ot al my rendes, is the capitaine and c0- 
triuer of all this miſchiete. His miniſter Philotas hath 
p2ocured Leucolaus, Demetrius , and thys Dumnus 
(bohoſe body here pou ſe) wich other partencrs of they 
fury to my deſtruction, When he came to 5 point, there 
role thꝛoughout p multitude a great charme of a mur⸗ 
mur and complaynt, ſuche as it wont to bee emongcs a 
numbꝛe, and ſpecially oł inen of warte, when they are 
moued either with affectyon, oꝛ diſpleaſute.

But at the laſt 
when the nople was ceſled, a the witneſſes had ſaied al 
they could, the king pꝛoceded in thys wile. Of what 
manner mynd thinke you was this man whiche heatung 
the whole repoꝛt, could find in his hart to cõcele pmat- 
ter, the trueth wherof ts well declared by the deathof 
Dimnus.Ceballinus that repozted an vncertapne tale 
fo: the trial therof was afrated of no tounentes, and 
neuet delaied the moment oltyme, vntyll he had dyl⸗ 
charged hym ſelle:anlomuche that he bzake into ỹ — 
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where J was baͤthinge:but Philotas onely fearedno- 
thing, he beleued nothing. O how gret a hart had this 
man, which haupnge knowlege of the daunger of hys 
—— neuer chaunge countenance, neither take ſo 


much patne as to heare out the tale of thaccuſcr : but in 
this lilence and concelement there is treaſon hydden, 
and gredy deſire he had to reigne, did duue hym hed⸗ 
long to attempt extreme miſchiet. ys father is gouer⸗ 
nour ot Media, and beareth ſuch a ſtroke emonges the 
capitaines and men or warre thozowe myne aucthos 
rity, that he hopeth.foz a great deale moze the he hath. 
And becauſe J am without chyldzen he eſtemeth me 
not. But Philotas is deceiued. J haue childzẽ, frendes, 
and kinſcolke emonges you, So long as you be in ſaue 
garde, J ſhalnot recken my ſelle without heites: Then 
did he recite a letter that was taken, whych Parmenio 
had witten to hys lonnes Nicano2, and Philotas, à ewes 
wherein thete appeared no greate p2oufe of any grea⸗ 
ter treaſo intended. Theffect was thys: Firſt take good 
heede to pour ſelues, and then to thoſe that long to pou: 
ſoſhall we bzing to paſſe that we haue purpoled. Which 
letter the kyuge enfo2ced, ſaiynge: it was waitten after 
ſuche a maner, that it it came to hys ſonnes handes it 
might be perceiued or them that knewe the matter. And 
ifit were caught by wap, it ſhould deceiue them that 
ne we it not. Then pꝛoceded he: nowe wyll Philotas 
perhaps ſape, that when Dimnus named all that were 
artakers of hys conſpiracye, he named not hym: as 
2 that it is no pꝛoufe of hys innocecp, but a token of 
hys power and aucthozitye becauſe he was ſpared ol 
them that myght beſt bewozay hym, whichcontelſynge 
olthem ſelues.durſtnot yet ſpeake of hpm. But what

When by 
reaſon of olde freudſhyp and fannliaritye J wzote ta 
hym of the title geuen to me by the ozacle of Jupiter 
Damimon,hedydnot ſticketo aunſwere: that he was 
very glad that J was admitted into the numbze of 
$ Goddes: howebeit verye ſoꝛye fo2 thoſe that ſhoulde 
hue vnder ſucheone, as woulde excede the ſlate of a 
man. Thele were playne tokens that hys harte was 
turned from me, aud that he (pited my glory. Whyche 
kepecloſe in my harte, ſo long as J myghte.Fo2 JP 

ught ny bowels pulled from me, ir J ſhoulde make 
a litie ſtoze of them, foꝛ whome J had done lo muche. 
But now it is not their woꝛdes that mult be puniſhed: 
fo; the raſhnes of theyꝛ tongues is turned to lwoꝛdes, 
whiche ( beleue me) Phulotas hath whetted to my de⸗ 
ſtruction. Whom it J ſhould ſuffer to eſcape, alas my 
ſouldiers whether ſhoulde J go-to whome ſhoulde J 
commit my perlon⸗ He was the man that J made ge⸗ 
nerallofmy hoꝛſemen, oł the greateſt parte ofmpne ar⸗ 
my, e oł all the noble pong Are To his trouth # 


fidelite haue J committed ueguarde, mptruſt, e 
victoꝛp. His father did J pzeterre vnto the ſame eſtate, 
wherunto you aduannced me. Media, then whyche 
there is not aricher countrep, wyth many thouſandes 
of your frendes and fellowes J haue put vnder his go- 
uernaunce, and aucthoutie. Where J truſted of moſt 
ſuertye,there found J molt perill. Powe muche moze 
happy had J bene to haue died in bactaile, æ rather ben 
ſlayne of myne enempes, then thus betrated of my ſubs 
lectes : Foz nowe being laued from the 1 —* ˖ã3bꝗ — 
| mo 
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Imoſt feared, J haue fallen into thoſe that J oughte 
fo haue doubted leſt. Mou haue bene wont often times 
to warne me 5 J chulde regard my luertpe. It is not 
that maye make me ſure of that Þ you counſell me. To 
pour handes & to pour ſuctour J flee. J would not lyue 
though J might again pour wylles, and though you 
wold yet can J not, except E be delyuered from theſe 


my enempyes.Herupon otas was bzoughte fourth 
in an olde garment, his hades bound behind his backe. 
It well appeared howe muche thys miſerable ſpghte 
moued them which late befoze enuied hym. The dape 
befoze they lawe hym generall of the hozſemen, they 
knewe that he was at ſupper wyth the king, a lodaine⸗ 
ly they law him both pꝛiſoner bounde like a thefe,and 
alſo condempned to die. So did it pitie their hartes to 
tõlider how Parmenio lo noble a man, ſo greate a ca⸗ 
pitaine, which late hauinge loſt two of his ſonnes Yec- 
toz, and Micanoz, ſhoulde be put to aunſwere ablent 
wyth the thyꝛde ſonne, whom euill foztune had leſte 
hym. The multitude — — enclined to pitye: A⸗ Jmineas ta 
mintas one ot the kinges officers, with a cruell tale ſet 4 
the all agaynſt the pzifoner:we be all( qd he) betrated to 
the barbatrous nacions: none of vs ſhall returne home 
to hys countrey,wile,no2 frẽdes, but as a maimed body 
without an heade, without honoure, with out fame. in a 
ſtraunge countrep, ſhalbe a mocking ſtocke to out cue⸗ 
mies. is tale was nothing pleaſaũt to p̊ king, becauſe 
he put the louldiers in the rcemẽbꝛaũce of their wifes & 
toũtrey, wherbyhe thought they would be the leſle wil⸗ 
linge to go foꝛwardes in his warres. There was one 
Cenus whychthough he had maried the ſyſtet of Phi⸗ 
lotas,yet did he moꝛe extremelpenuye hym then ane 
other, callynge hym traitour agapult hys kinge, to his 
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countrey,# to the whole army. And therupon toke bp 
a (tone that by chaũce laye at hys feete, to haue caſt at 
Philotas, which he did as ſome thought)to the end he 
myght ryd him krom racking.But the king kept backs 
hys hand, and lapd that p pꝛiſoner ſhould haue libertie 
to ſpeake foz hym lelte, and would not ſuſter hym to be 
condemned otherwyle. Chen Philotas beinge adnut- 
ted to ſpeake, were it thzoughe the conſcience of his of- 
fece,o2 thzough the greatnes of hys peril, as a ma aſto⸗ 
nied, and beſides him lelfe, durſte neyther looke vp noz 
ſpeake, but burſt out into teares. Wherupon hys hart 


fainted, aud he ſowned down vpon thole that led hym. 


But akterwardes when he had wiped hys eyes, and by 

litle and litle recouered his harte and tongue, he made 
countenaunce to ſpeake. Then the kyng beheld hym in 

the face and layed: The Macedons ſhalbe thy iudges. 

Jwould knowetherefoze whyther thou wylte ſpeake 

vnto them in thy countrey language, oꝛ not⸗to whone 

Philotas atnſwered : there be diuers nacyons here 
belides the Macedons, which as J truſt ſhall percepue 
my woꝛdes the better, if J vleplame language that 
vou did, becauſe the moze might vnderſtand pour tale. 
Then lated the kinge, marke howe this man hath hys 
obone coutrey togueinhatred.Foz there is none but he 
that wyll dildayne to ſpeake it:but let hun ſay what he 
wil, ſo longe as you remembze that he not onely dildai⸗ 

neth our cuſtomes, but allo our language. And wyth þ 
woꝛd the kyng departed from thaſſemblie. Then ſaped 
Philotas. It is eaſy fo2 an innocent to finde woꝛdes to 
ſpeake:but it is very hard tfo2 a man in milery to keape 
a temperauuce in hys tale. Thus ſtanding betwyxt a 
cleare coſctence #moſt vnhappie foztune, J know not 
in what wiſe J ſhall latiſdie my ſelle, and the tyme both

named me. Nicomachus ſaied nothing of me. Ceballi⸗ 
nus could not tel moꝛe of me thẽ he heard, And pet doth 

the king beleue that J ſhoulde be head of this conſpira- 

ty. Das it poſſible that Dimnus ſhould foꝛget to name 

him that was chiefe oz is it likely that he woulde haue 

ouerſiypped me, when the names of theconlpiratours 

were demaunded of himche would rather haue named 

me falſely to allure the young man the looner to his opts 
nion:yet when he tolde the matter pꝛiuely to Ricoma⸗ 

chus, whom he beleued verelp would haue kept it lecret 

namyng him elle and all the rel: ot me onely he made 

no mention, wherin it cannot be gathered that he omit⸗ 

ted me, loꝛ becauſe he woulde haue ſpared me. J pꝛape 

you my kelowes, it no man had come to me, noʒ geuẽ me 
knowlege of matter, ſhould I this daye haue bene put 
toaunſwere, wohẽ no man could haue acculedme - But 
be it p Dimnus were alyue and would (pare me what 
thinke ye by the other: would they coufelle ol thẽlelues, 
| fozbeare me:Jduerſitieis malicious & ſpytetull. An 
offender whẽ he is puniſhed him ſelfe,vieth not to keepe 
lilence to ſpare another man.Commenly he that 1 
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to death will ſpare no man, noꝛ no man wil ſpare hymþ 
is ready to die: # pet ſo many as be gylty and put totoz- 
mẽtes, wilthere nonecofelle ptruth - But now J muſt 
aunſwere to the poynt p was offence,ifthere were any, 
why did J concele treaſon-why did J heare it with lo 
mal reguard-this fault, if it wer a fault, thou haſt par: 
doned me ( O Alexa der) wherſoeuer thou art, by geuing 
me thy hand, e bidding me to thy banquet in token ofas 
tonemẽt.

Me know wel that our naturall tongue, though 
conuerſation of ſtraunge nations is gone out of bꝛe:as 
well we that be victozours, as they Þ be ſubdued mult 
learne a new language. But ſurely theſe thinges make 
no moꝛe againſt me, then did the treaſon that Amintas 
the ſonne ol perdicas intended againſt the kung. Dith 
him J had fredſhip J wil not denye:except ye wil make 
ta thing vnlawful to loue the kinges bꝛother. But li- 
Sit was our dutie to honour a ma called to t * 
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of foztune,J beſeche you am J gyltie becauſe J could 
not gelle befoze that he would offend-Js the law ſuch 
that the frendes ofolfkenders muſt ſuffer being innocen⸗ 
tes It that berealon, why live J ſo long # Ik it be no 
reaſon, why am J condemned to dye But when J 
wꝛote that I had pitie otthẽ that ſhould liue vnder ſuch 
a one as beleued himlelte tobe the lonne of Jupitet:O 
faithfull frendſhip a daungerous libertie of true coũlel, 
that deceiued me. that compelled me not to hyde that J 
thought. J confelle that I wꝛote lo to the king, but not 
ok p king. I did it not fo2 ſpyte, but to2 my dueties ſake, 
J thought it moꝛe meete fo2 Alexander to haue know⸗ 
ſeged p kinred or Jupiter with lilẽce, then to haue made 
aduaunte therot with vayn e boaſting . But fozbecauſe 
the truth of Gods Ozacle is certain, let God be witnes 
in my caule.Retepne me in pꝛiſon till pe may know Ju⸗ 
piters aunlwere cõcerning this conſpiracy, And in the 
meane ſeaſonhe that hath vouchſaufed our king to be 
hys ſonne, will luſfer none of them that haue conſpired 
agaynſt hys oflſpꝛyng, to be vnknowen. It you ſuppole 
tozmentes moze certaine then Oꝛacles, J will not de⸗ 
ſyꝛe to be ſaued rom them in tryall or the truth. There 
is an olde viage that ſuch as be put to aunlwere vpon 
lyfe and death, ate wont to bꝛung theyz parentes #kin(- 
koltzes beloꝛe pou. Two bꝛothets ot late haue J loſt; my 
fatherneyther can J bꝛyng fourth noꝛ dare call foz,be- 
cauſe he is accuſedofthts treaſs lyhewyſe. Is it a (mal 
thing foz hun that was the father ol many childzen,and 
hauuig but one ſonne lett in whom to take pleaſure,not 
onely to loſe him, but allo to loſe his own life with him? 
Thertoꝛe my moſt deare father ſhalt thou dye foz me,# 
w me:it is J b take thylifefro thee. It is J þ end thins 
old dates. why didſt thou begetme vnhappy _— 
atre 


; Of 2 nintwr! Curtius fo.ng; 
hatred of the Goddes- to take ſuch? fruite by me, as is 
pꝛepared fo2 thee. J am in doubt whether my pouth be 
noꝛe vnhappy,oz thy age. Foꝛ I in the verye fioure of 
myne peres am weded vp. and the executioner ſhal be⸗ 
reaue thee thy lyle:whiche it foztune would haue ſuffes 
red to continue,yet nature would haue alked it oꝛ it had 
bene long. The reinembzaunce of my father doth put 
me in mynde how loth and timerous J ought to haue 
bene to the repoꝛt oftales.Fo2 whe my father was en⸗ 
fourmed that Philip the Phiſician had pꝛepared pop · 
ſon fo2 Alexander, he wꝛote a letter to warne the kyng 
that he ſhould not receiue the medicine, which his Phi⸗ 
ſicion had pzepared: was my father beleued c was hys 
letter ot᷑ any aucthoztierJ my ſelfe when J haue repoꝛ⸗ 
ted ſuche thynges as J heard, how often haue J bene 
ſhaken of with a checke foꝛ my light beliefe / So that 
when we tell thinges we are hated, and when we holde 
dur peace we are ſuſpected: what woulde pou haue vs 
do; Then one ofthe company that ſtoode by, cryed out, 
that none ought tobe traytours to them which put thẽ 
in truſt. Thou ſapeſt well( quod Philotas) who ſo euer 
thou art. And therfozeif Þ haue done trealo, Þ require 
no reſpyte ofmp payne. And here will J make an ende 
olſpeaking, becauſe mplaſt wooꝛdes ſeeme tedious to 
pour eares. As he was ſpeakyng thele woꝛdes his ke⸗ 
© pers led him away. There was emõges the capitaines 
al one Belon, a hardy man, but very rude ot al honeſt ma⸗ 
- ner a ciuilitie, who being an olde ſouldiour, was pꝛo⸗ 
ne 
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moted fro lowe eſtate, to the rcoume ot a capitaine. This 
Belon pꝛelunung vpon a fooliſh audacitie (when all os g,q,,, mu; 
ters had done) began to tell thẽ, that when dyuers had din ⸗ 
taken vp their lodginges in the campe. howe they were 
n chuſt ouꝛ by the ſeruauntes of Philotas, which * 
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lay theyz baggage where other me were placed befoze 
and how all the ſtreates were full of his wagons,ladf 
with golde and liluer. He added further that Ph:lotas 
would ſuffer none to lodge neate him, but alwapes ap⸗ 
pointed certayn to wayte whiles he llept, which ſhould 
voide al men aloute, to thentent he ſhould not be diſqui⸗ 
eted with any noyle:not ſo much foz wakening of him, 
as {02 his dylealing:and howe he was ſo haute that he 
deſpyſed the plaine men of Phꝛigta, x Paphlagonia,s 
being a Macedo boꝛne, would not be aſhamed to heare 
men ot hys owne nation by an interpꝛeter. And wher⸗ 
as Philotas had befoze moued to haue 5; oꝛacle of Ju: 
piter enquired ol, he lated it was ment therby to make 
God a lyer, foz knowlegpng Alexander to be his lone; 
as though any man ſhould enuy the king foz that tytle 
whiche the Gods had geuen him. But why ( qd he) dyd 
he not aſke counſel of Jupiter betoꝛe he did olkend⸗ fe 
nowe he would haue vs lend (oz an Ozacle, that in the 
meane lealõ his father which ruleth in Media, myght 
raiſe a power bp, # with the money p he hath in cuſto⸗ 
dy aſſemble deſperate perſons to the felowſhpp of hys 
miſchiefe, Heuertheleſle we ſhallcquod hey ſend to Jus 
piter, nat to enquire ofany thing touching the matter, 
but to geue Him thankes,# do him lacrifice,foz the pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruation of ſo good a king. Then al the company was 
moued,and emonges the kinges houſhold there began 
a [rye that the traytour ſhoulde be tente in peeces. 
Whiche thyng Philotas (who feared moꝛe greuous 
punychment) was content to heare. The king retur⸗ 
nyng tatothe pꝛeaſe dyfterred the counſell tyll the nert 
daye,fo2 to commpt Philotas epther to pziſon thereto 
Heracked , oz els in the meane ſealon to get further 
'%nowledge ofthyngeg.Ind albeit it dꝛew ow” 
255 nigh 
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nyght, vet commaundedhe his counc ell to be calledto⸗ 
gethcr. Some of them thought it beſt Philotas ſhould 
be (toned to death afcer the Macedons iawes. Ephel⸗ 
tion,Craterus,* Cenus,dctermided to haue the trouth 
tryed by toꝛmentes, and then they which counſeledthe 
contrary, turned to theyꝛ opinion. Therfoze when the 
councel was token vp: E pheſtion, with Craterus and 
Cenus aroſe to take Philotas to thexammation. The 
king called Craterus vnto him. and commaũdyng the 
xeſt to auoide, had ſecret comunication with hun in the 
innermoſt part of his lodgyng, theffecte wherof came 
not to anye mans knowlege: Jud there taried tyll the 
night was farre paſſed, to heare thẽd of thexaminatiõ. 
Che executioners ſet fourth al ſoʒtes of cruel toꝛmentes 
in the ſigtzt or p hilotas, whs of his own nund ſayd vn⸗ Ph lets 
to them. hyp differre pou to kill ſuch one as hath con tackcd. 
ſeſled hymſelle the kinges enemy and a traytour-what 
needeth moze examination It was myne intent, u 
was my will. Craterus mynde was, that whatſoe- 
uer was confeſſed befoze,ſhoulde be confelled by Phis 
lotas agapne vpou the racke. Whiche whyles he was 
taken vp, his eyes bounden, and ſpoyled o7his clothes, 
ceyed out vpon thelawe ol nature, and the Goddes of 
the countrey. But al was in vaine to they2 deafeeares. 
Finally as a condemned man, he was tone with moſt 
extreme toꝛments by his enemies. that wꝛong him ſoze 
foz the hynges pleaſure. And notwithſtanding that, 
bothe fp2e and (cou were mynyſtred bnto hym, 
moꝛe to payne him, then foz anye examinations lake: 
pet he had poure ofhimlelfe to refrayne both from lpea- 
king and groning.But afterthat his body beganne to 
de bol ne with ſtrypes, and that he could not abyde the 
lcourges whiche pearced vnto the bare bones: ay 
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he pꝛomiſed ifthey woulde tozment hym no moꝛe, he 
would cofeſle what:ocucr they ſhould require to know. 
But fyꝛſt he would haue them (weare by the lyke ol J- 
lexander that they ſhoulde cclle they: toꝛmentes, and 
ſet the rache alyde. The which thing obtepned, he (ated 
to Craterus: Tell me what pe will haue meto confeſſcy 
Therat Craterus was dylpleaſed, thinkyng by thoſe 
woꝛdes that he had mocked him, and cauſed his toz- 
mentes to be renucd, Then Pizilotas beſought hym to 
haue a tune ot teſpite whiles ye might take his bzeath, 
and then he would vtter all that euer he knew. In the 
meane ſeaſon, the chiekol the men at armes, and eſpeci; 
ally ſuch as were neare to —— in anye degree ol 
kinred,atter that the fame had bꝛuted þ Philotas was 


oꝛdeined that the kinſcolke of ſuch as had done treaſon 
againſt the king, ſhould be put to death with the tra 
toꝛs:) Some ſlew ths ſelues, ſome fled into wilde 
taines,and waſte wilderneſſes, & great dzeades feare 
fell though all the hoſt, vntyll ſuch time as the king has 
wing knowlege ol that vpꝛoze, made pzoclamation þ he 
would pardon the rigour ol p law to the kinſtolke ofthe 
traytours. But in concluſion Phllotas made this cons 
keſlion, whether u were to deliver him ſelle out ol paynt 
by accuſing himlelfe falſely oꝛ not, it is doubted:ſeeyng 
itis comonly ſeene, pᷣ both ſuch as truely cofeſfe, a falls 
ly denpe, come all to one ende. Mou are not ignoꝛaum 
(qð he) how familier my father was with Egulocus:J 
meane the lame that was llapne in the fieid : he was ihe 
caule of all ourmilchtefe,Foz when the bing tao ke vp6 
him the tytle of Jupiters ſonne, he dyldaynt d therat. 
Shall we knowlege him að he to be our lung, that ta⸗ 
keth ſcoꝛne that Phulip was his tather⸗ e ate all * 
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done if we can ſuffer this. He dothe not onelydeſpiſe 
men, but þ Gods alſo, which wil be reputed a God. We 
haue loſt Jlexader,we haue loſt our kyng. We arefal- 
ſen to pꝛelumption, neither tolcrable to the Gods with 
whom he cöpareth, neither to men whom he delpileth. 
Yaue we with our bloud made him a God, which deſpt 
ſeth vs-whpch dyldapneth to be in the numbꝛe of men 
Truſt mep we alſorfwe be men, ſhall be adopted like⸗ 
wiſe ofthe Gods. Who hath reutged the deathes ol A⸗ 
lepader his great grandtather, oꝛ ot Archilaus oz Per- 
dicas : But this man ( quod he) hath fozgeut them that 
ew hys father. Theſe were the woꝛdes that Egilocus 
ſpake about ſupper time, and on the moꝛowe earlye my 
father ſent foz2 me, who was heaup, and ſawe me ladde, 
fo: we both had heard that which made vs out of quiet. 
There loʒe to pꝛoue vohether he babled thoſe waoꝛdes 

thꝛough excelle of wine, oꝛot an aduiſed purpoſe cocet- 

ucd beloꝛe, we thought good to ſende foz hym, a ſekyug 

occaſpon off lame cõmunicatiõ, he of his owne mynde 
ſaped further:that if we durſt vudertake the aduenture 

he would notſhzynke from vs, oꝛ it our hartes ſerued 
not, he would kepe our counſaple. Pet ſo longe as Da- 
uus was liupnge,iny father thought all the matter out 
of tyme, becaule the death ol Alexãder ſhould beto the 
auayle ot our enemies, and not ot our ſelues. But Da⸗ 
nus once ridde out of the waye, then he that could de⸗ 
* 00% ge obtapnethe empire of Alia and 
all the oꝛtent koꝛ hys reward: whiche counſayle beynge 


appꝛoued, fapthe and trouth was geuen therupon:but 


toncernyng Dimnus J know nothing. Ehen he 

tonkeſſed all thys matter, J perceyue (quod he) that it 

dothe not auayke me that J am vtterly gil les of thys 

trealon, Then they renued 1 2 
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ſo beate hys face and hys eyes wyth the troncheons of 

theire ſpeares, vntyl they entoꝛced hym,not onelp to cõ⸗ 

; feiſe of hunſelfe,but to alſo to ſhew the ciarcumſtaunces 
Theme! of the whole treaſon pꝛepeled. Becaule (quod he) it le⸗ 
Phuotas med v the kyng would loiourne longe emong the Bac⸗ 
triàs, I was actaied leau my cather that had lo greate 
a power in his handes, and the keping or io much trea⸗ 
lure, beyug.lx.pere ot age) ſhoulde happe to bie in the 
meaue leald, a the being diſarmeo of ſo great aſlreath, 
ſhould not get opoꝛtunitie to llea the — » Wyerz 
toꝛe q haſtedthe matter, whiles the pꝛay was in hand. 
Tyus dilcouecedhe the con ipiratpe, wyerol ic they be⸗ 
leued his tather to be aucthour ( he laied ) ſoꝛ his triall he 
refuſed not to be toʒmented agame, thought it were to 
greuous ioz him to endure. The o nicers then wohilpe⸗ 
2ynge together, thought the examination to be ſuificy- 
ent, ⁊ returned ther wythall to the kyng. whych on the 
moꝛowe cauſed al the cõfe.ſiõ there to be opelp recyted 
1 betoꝛe Phtiotas:who Hecauſed tobe ledde into p place 
] bicauſe tze was not able to go, a there where he coieiicd 
| Demetrins all the matter agayne. Then Demetrius was bzought 
fourth, whiche was coũted the greateſt doer in this c0- 
ſpiracpe next to Philotas.But he with great pꝛoteſta⸗ 
cin, and iacrcbible ſtoutnes both of hart and counte⸗ 
naunce, denied phe euer entended atiy euyl againlt the 
kyng,# {02 hys triall deſired to be toꝛmeuted. Tie Phi⸗ 
lotas caſtyng his eyes about. ſpied one Calis landing 
by, and made a ſigue to hym to dꝛaw nere. Who beyng 
abaſhed, and refuling to come ro2wardes : Wylt thou 
(quod he) ſuſter Demetrius tolye,# me to bee ſtreyned 
agame- With thoſe woꝛdes Calis became ſpeachles,# 
chauge3 colour. Thẽ the Macedons began to ſuſpect 
Chat he would accuſe innocentes, be cauſe the (ame wy 
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lis was neither named by Nicomachus, noꝛ by Philo: 
tas hym lelfe in hys toꝛmentes. But finallye Pijilotas 
bekoꝛe the kinges officers ſtanding therabout,conteſſed 
that all the treaſon was colpired by hym ſelte and De⸗ 
metrius,herfoze as many as were appeachedby Nt- 
comachus vpon a token geuen, were ſtoned todeathe 
accoꝛdyng tothe Wacedons lawe. Thus was Alexan⸗ 
der deliuered from great peril, not onely of hys life but 
allo ot hys ſurety.Fo2 Parmemo and Philotas bepug 
of luch power, ik they had not opẽly bene found culpa⸗ 
ble, coulde not haue bene condepned without the great 
grudge of the army. So long thertoꝛe as Philotas de- Phitotas

0 men thought him cruclipe handeled. But after he had

p as his neare frendes toke any pitye | 

e of hym. 
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Alexander the great, ning of 
Pacedon. 
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Inke as the men of warre thought Philotas 
nl iti put to death, hys offence beyng treſhe in 
memo ꝛie:euen ſo afterhe was gone, whõ they 
=== befoze hated, their enupe was turned to pitie. 
The noblenes of the yaung man moued them muche: 
ſo did the remẽbꝛaunce ofthe olde peres and delolation 
ol hys father. He was the firſt that made the wap open 
fo: Alexander into Ilia, alwaies partaker ot hys pe⸗ 
ils, as he whypch inp warr es was euer capitaine ok his 
vaward, chiet counſayle wyth the kpng his father, and 
ſo truſty to Alexander hunlelfe, p in oppꝛellpng ok At⸗ 
talus hys enenne, he wold vle none other mans ſeruice. 
The remembꝛaunc of theſe thinges was ripe cmonge 
All the louldiers, ſedicious woꝛdes came to the kinges 
cares, who being litle moued ther with, did wiſely with 
trauaule auoide the euiloccaſibs comming of idienes. 
Woheretoſe he made it to be pꝛoclapmed that all men 
ſhould bee in readines beloꝛe the court gate, where they 
beinge once alſẽbled, he came fourth to ſpeake vnto the. 
And as it was betoze deuiſed, required the band of the 
Agrians to bꝛynge fourth one Alexander Lpuceſtes, 
which log befoze Philotas had cõſpited p kinges death. 
This mau being acculed oftwo wituelles/ as betoze is 
ſated ) had remained in pꝛiſõ. ui. peres together. Agauſt 
whome1t was pꝛoued that he was of counſaple wyth 
Paulanas in the killinge of kinge Philip. But be⸗ 
cauſe he ſaluted ſyꝛſt Alexander by the name of Arne 
vs 
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hys punyſhment was differred, rather then hys offence 
fozgeuen. Foz at the interceſſion ofJntipaterhis father 
in lawe, the king had reſpited hys iuſt indignacyon foꝛ 
the time. But the old keſtred ſoze bzake out agayne, and 
the cõlideration of hys peril pzeſent,renued the remem⸗ 
bzaunce of his daung er paſſed, Therfoze when he was 
bꝛough fourth ofpuiſon, and commaũded to ſape foz him 
ſelfe,albeit he had. ui. peres lealure to deuiſe hys aun⸗ 
ſwer e, pet ſtatunmerynge and tremblynge could bung 
fouzth but litle of that which he purpoled to ſaye. And 
finally, both hys hart a his memozy failed hym.Where- 
foze there was none that doubted, but that his feariul- 
nes was a tokenof a gylty conſcience, and no default 
gf memoꝛp, ſo that whiles he was ſtaggeryng and hac⸗ 
kinge in hys tale, they p Rode next thzuſt hym thzough 
with their ptkes: whoſe body conueyed out of the place, unten 
the Kyngecommaunded Amintas and Symmannas bzoughtto 
tobe bzought fourth: o: alemõ their yongeſt brother ene 
atter he had knowledge of Philotas to2ment, fledde as 
wap. Ot al Philotas frendcs,theſe.u. were moſt deare 

vnto him, e thzoughehys commendation, aduaũced to 

high ae honoꝛable offices. The kyng remembꝛyng with 

what earneſtnes and labour Philotas had bzought the 
into his fauour, doubted not but they were puup fo this Anne 
laſt conſpiracie. Wherupon he declared to the multt- gapnſts them 
tude,that he had occaſton of ſuſpicion againſt tholeme 

long ago by hys mothers letters, wherby he had wars 

nyng to beware orthem, a that now fearing the ſequele 

of wozſer inconuemences had made them ſure, enloz⸗ 
ted therunto by apparant pꝛeſumpttous. Firſt He ſayed 
the daye befoze Philotas treaſon came to lyght, it was 
well knowen that they had much confcrence wyth hym 
in lecrete: and alſa their bzother whiche fledde awaye. 
V. ili. when 
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when philotas was on 5 racke, he had declared by the 
ablenting ol him ſeltß caule ol his kliyng. He ſhewed al 

lo þ of late, contrary to their accuſtomed maner of war: 

ting, without any caule mouing the therunto, but onely 

by pꝛetẽce ot diligtee pꝛelled next about the king ofalo- 
ther:wheratmaruailpuge p they wold furniſh a rowme 

wherunto they were not appointed, became to in doubt 

oi thetr cluſtering together, he returned into ß traine 

of p gentlemen that kolowed hym. He declared beſpdes 

that when Antiphanes clarke ofthe ſtable, che day be⸗ 

Intiphanes foze Philotas treaſon came to lygth, accoꝛduig to hys 
accuſtomable maner, gaueknowelege to Amintas that 
he ſhould dellucr of tys hoꝛle to ſuche as had loſt they 
c wne: He pꝛoudelyc aunſwered agapne, that ext ept he 
woulde contente him (cite, he ſhaulde knowe ſhoztelye 
what maner of man he was. Which violence oktongue 
and raſhenes of woꝛdes bullied out quod he )was no⸗ 
thinge els but a declaratpon and toten ok hys trapte⸗ 
rous hatte. Theſe thinges beynge true, (he ſayed)they 
had no leile deſeruedthen Philotas, and if they were 
otherwiſe, he de yred they myght aunſwere vnto the 
poyntes. Therupon Antiphanes was bꝛought in to 
geue euidence of the hoꝛle not deltuered, and of hys 
pꝛoud aunſwere geuen with thzeatenynge. WhenA- 
mintas had gotten libertie to ſpeake, he delired ot the 
king p whiles they anſwered foꝛ the ſelues, their bades 
might be loled: which thing obtayned, he made lite to 
haue hys garment caſt vpõ him. Which Alexander not 
oncly gratited,but willed alſo luch a weapõ to be deli⸗ 
uered to hys hãdes, as other eſquires vſed. Whe he had 
receiued the lame. he eſchued a litle the place where the 
coꝛps ol Linceſtes lape, ſated in thys wiſe: Whatſos 
euer ſhall become of vs ( ſix Kyngne) we muſt thynkeif 
a out

jarge, wyth the lame apparaile reſtozed vs, wherin we 
wer e wont to folow you. Our cauſe is ſuch that we can⸗ 
not doubt of it, and we are paſled the feare of foztune. 
Chertoꝛe with your fauour Þ will aunſwere firſt thoſe 
poyntes wherwithyou charged vs laſte We knowe 
moſte aſſuredlpe that we bee innocente ol any kinde ol 
woꝛdes ſpoken to the derogation ol pour maieſtie: Ind 

durſt aſfirme that you had ouercome all enuye ot men, 

bit that peraduenture you woulde thintze that J went 


about wyth fayꝛe woꝛdes to excuſe thinges p haue bene 


malicioully ſpoken. Though it were ſo p woꝛdes ſome⸗ 
time did eſcape vs, either when we were kante, oz we⸗ 
ned in marching. halarding our ſelues in fightynge,oz 
els when we were icke, oꝛ dꝛeſſynge of our vooundes: 
dur honeſt doings other due do deſerue, that ye ſhonid 
rather impute the lame to pᷣ time, the to any euil dylpo⸗ 
ſition in vs:Fo2 it is communely ſene where any thing 
chaunceth amiſle, all nenne in maner become guͤtye ol 
thys fault. We do violeues ſometyme to aur ownebos 
dyes whiche we hate not. ea, thecommyng ofthe tas 
thers vnto the childꝛen lometyme is both vugreatefull, 
and allo hate full.

uern bs. One while we are in mid topaſſethzough In⸗ 
dia as far as Pccealea,tby # by the memozy otour 
wiues, childꝛe, and countrey call vs backe againe, and 
dothe alter our purpoſe . But as lone as the trumpet 
bloweth, ſtreight al theſe imaginacions do palle away, 
and euery man then runneth into hys arape, reuen⸗ 
gyng vpon their enemies the diſpleaſures concepued 
within theyz lodgynges . J woulde Philotas had 
oſtended but onely in woꝛdes: J would palle ouer that 
and returne tothe other pointe, wherof we be accuſed, 
The fredlzyppe that was betwixte Philotas and vs, 
IJ wplinot onely not denye, but alſo conteſſe that we 
did coucttheſame,and receiued therby great commo⸗ 
ditie. Do pou marueile that we did honour and eſteme 
the ſonne of Parmento, whom pou did chole to be next 
about pour perſon, and did aduaunce aboue all other 
your frendes - You your ſelfe (1f it pleaſe you to heate 
the trueth)arethe caule ofthys our peryll. What other 
thinge moyed vs to couet Philotas frendlhyp , then 
that we deſired topleaſe pou, By hys pzefermente we 
were adyaiiced tothe degree of pour fauour. He ſtode 
in ſuche caſe wyth pou that it behoued vs as well to ſue 
foz his beneuolence, as to leare to get his diſpleaſure. 
Haue not we ſwoꝛnethat we ſhoulde repute pour eue⸗ 
mies our enemies - and honoure pour krendes 6s oure 
owne- Should we haue bene founde diſobediet in this 
bonde ol our dutp⸗ and ſpeciallptorwardes hun, whom 
pe dyd p2eferre aboue al ney Jfthis be a faulte, ye haue 
ewe innocentes, oꝛ ſurelp none at all. All inen deſired 
to bee hilotas trendes: but all that did couet coulde 
not bee accepted. So it ye wyll make no diſterence be⸗ 
twene the parteners of hys treaſon, and ſuche as were 
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bene his krendes. What pꝛeſumptiõ haue pou now that 
we ſhould ollend⸗ I thinke becauſe yeſterdaye Philo⸗ 
tas talked with vs tamiltarly alone. Therot J cannot 
excuſe my ſelb it peſterdap I chaũged any thug ofmine 
accuſtomed maner a liuyng. But iklo be we bled euery 
day to do the lyke, then cuſtome muſt nedes make it to 
be none oſtence. But it may be ſated the hoꝛſes were not 
deliuered to Antiphanes: and the daye beioze Philotas 
was detected, ihis matter was betwene Antiphanes x 
me. Ikthat be a iuſt caule of ſuſpection that J woulde 
| not then deliver my hoꝛſes, there ſhall aryſe adoubtful 
plee betwene the denyer and the demaunder, (aupng 
| that his cauſe is better that kepeth ſtyll his owne, then 
his that requireth another mans. J had ten hozſesof 
the whiche Antiphanes had diſtributed. vu. to ſuch as 


| hadde loſt theyꝛ owne: lo there remapned onely two, 
whiche when he would pꝛoudlye, and wꝛong fully haue 
taken away, I was enfozced to keepe them li yll, except 
| woulde haue (crucdon foote. J cannot denye but

Why doth ſhe not al⸗ 
ſo expꝛelle $ cauſe oł her feat / Beſides ſhe ſheweth not 
her aucthour, noꝛ pet ſignifieth one woꝛde wherby ſhe 
was moued to w2ite to pou ſuch letters offeare.D waet 
ched eſtate ol mine,whiche ſtandeth in leſſe halarde to 
hold my peace then to ſpeake. Pet howlocuerthe mats 
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ter ſhall paTe:J had rather myne excuſe ſhoulde dyl⸗ 
picaſe you,theumy cauſe, It you remember when ye 
lent me to fetchnewe (ouldiours out of Macedon, euen 
the ye ſhewed me that in pour mothers houle there lur⸗ 
ked many luſty young getlemen: whertoze pe cõmaun⸗ 
ded me that in executing pour comiliton, J ſhould ſpare 
none, but bꝛing with me perfozce all luch as retuled the 
warres, Wohiche thing J dpd, and fultlled your will 
therin moꝛe largelye then was expedient foz me, Foz J 
bꝛought viito you; Goꝛgeas, Hecateus, and Gozgata, 
whiche nowe mimſter vnto pou ryght acceptable ſer- 
uice. What creature therſoꝛe is moꝛe wꝛetched then J, 
whiche ir J had not ti1lfilled pour will, ſhould rightful- 
ly haue luſteted, and now periſhe becaule J obeied pou⸗ 
oz truelpe there was none other caule that moued 
pour mother to petlecute vs, then that we pꝛelerred 
pour vtilitte be oꝛea womans faudur. J brought. vnto 
vou of Macedons. vi. M. foatemen.and.viit. yundeed: 
hozſcinen,ofthe whiche the moꝛe part would not haue 
folowed me, ik Þ had relealeb liche as woulde not 
haue come. It is tealon therfaze, that in as muche as 
your mother is dyſpleaſed with vs foz pour caule, that 
pe mitigate, her in whoſe Dylpleaſtite pe haue put vs. 
Wiyles Amintas was thus pleadyng his cauſe, they 
Palemon 5 hab purſued his bꝛother Palems (of whom we ſpake' 
betoꝛe) came leading hym bounde into the place. Then 
the rage ofthe people coulde ſrarlely be pactfted, but as 
the mauer was in luche caſes, they would haue ſtoned 
Palemon to death. Met he boldlye ſpake to them and 
—— delyer no fatiour fo2 my ſelte, ſo that wy flyeng 
be not hurtful to the innocencie of my bꝛethꝛen, whome 
ye cannot thynke cleare, let the fauit be layed to me. 
Foz their matter appeareth the better, becaule J which 
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fled away am luſpected. Is loone as he had ſpokẽ theſe 
woꝛdes, the whole alle blie wer inclined in his favour, 
and reſolued to teares, beyng lo ſodainlye ſo contratpe 
turned, that nowe they were all conuerted on his part, 
whiche a litle befoze were all agapnſt hym. Be was in 
the pꝛyme floure of his pouth, and though other meng 
feare ed away emonges thole hoꝛſemen, whiche were 
amaſed at Philotas tozmentes, Hts company had leit 
him behinde, and whiles he was in doubte whether he 
might turne againe, oꝛ flye further fo wardes, was tas 
ken by them whiche purſued afterhyr.He then began 
to weepe, and beate hym ſelfe about the face; not ſo 
muchlamentynghis owue chaunce, as that cale of his 
bꝛethꝛen beyng in daunger fo2 his cauſe, with whiche | 

his behanour he moued the kyng and all the company I 
there p2elent, Pnelye his bzother Amintas coulde not 
be pactfied,but beheld hun with a fierce countenaunce, 
ſlated: O madde creature, then oughteſt thou to haue 
wept, when thou dyddeſt put thy ſpurres to thy hozſe, 
as a traytout to thy bꝛethꝛen, and a companion ot trap⸗ 
tours . Thou wzetche, whether and from whence 
dyddeſt thou fiye / Thou haſt nowe bꝛought to paſſe, 
I chat bothe Jam thought wooꝛthye of deathe, and al⸗ 
, || fo mul} become an accuſer of other. Palemon ther⸗ 
I upon conteſled hymlelfe to haue offended un that point, 
I but moze greuouſiye agaynlte hys bzethzen, then to⸗ 
I wardes him ſelt. Then the multitude could not abſtain 
from weeping a ſhowting:beyng tokens wherby men 
in an aſſemblye are woont to declare theyz affections: 
and with one conſent they cryed all to the Kyng with 
one voce, that he ſhould (pare tnnocentes,{ men of ſer⸗ 
uice his frendes alſo vpon that occaſion did riſe, with 
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commaunded ſtlence,and ſaled: By myne owne iudge⸗ 
ment J do pardon bothe you Amintas, and pour bze⸗ 
tqꝛen, delpꝛous that pe ſhoulde be moze myndfull ol my 
benefite, then of pour owne tcoparvye. Come in fas 
uour agapne with me with that fidelitte Jam reconct- 
led vnto pou. Except thoſe thinges which wer bzought 
in euidence had bene dehated and tryed to the vtter- 
moſt, my diſſimulation myght haue bene ſulpected in 
thys matter, Better it is therloꝛe tobe cleared, then to 
remaine in telouſye,andthinke that no man can be ac⸗ 
quyted except he be ſyʒſt detected. Thou Amintas par⸗ 
don thy bꝛother, and let that he a token or thy heart re⸗ 
conciled vnto me. This done, the kyng dilmpſſed the al⸗ 
ſemblie and lent foꝛ Poledamas, whome ot al me Par⸗ 
menio loued beſt; accuſtomed alwapes to ſtande next 
him in battaple. And though the clerenes of his conſci⸗ 
ence did allute hum to come boldlpe: pet after he was 
commaunded to bzing kourth hys bzethzen beyng but 
voung, and vnkiiowen to the king, hys confidence was 
turned into feare, and began to doubte, pmagining in 
his mynde rather luche thinges as myght hutt hym, 
then by what meanes he was thus cyꝛcumuented. Ja 
the meane leaſon the guarde whiche had commaun⸗ 
dement therunto, brought fourth his baethzen, When 
the Uyng lawe Poledamas pale foz fcare, he called 
hym neare, and commaundpng all meu apart, ſayed 
vnto hym: Thaokgh Parmento his treaſon, we were 
all in daunger, but chiellye Jend thou, whome vnder 
colour of q endſhyp, he decepued moſt : In the purſu- 
puge and punpſhment of whome, ſce howemuche J 
truſt thy f:de:ttie:fo2 J am determined to vie thee as 
à miniſt er therin, and whyles thou goeſt about it, thy 
bꝛechzen ſhalbe thy pledges . Thou ſhalt go into ne 
an 
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and beare my letters to my officers, wzitten with mine 
owne hand. It is neceſſary haſt be made, that the ſwiſt- 
nes ofthe fame map be pꝛeuented. J will that pe come 
thether in the night, and that the tenour of my wyting 
be executed the daye after, Me hal caty letters uke wiſe 
to Parmenio, one from me, and another wozitten in the 
name ol Philotas. I haue his lignet in my cuſtody. So 
that when Partmento ſhall ſee bothe you, and che letter 
ſealed with his ſonnes ryng,he wil be without any ſul⸗ 
picion. Polidamas beyi1g thus deliuered of keare, pꝛo⸗ 
miſed his diligence a great deale moze earneſtlye, then 
he was required. When Alexander lawe hys pꝛompt⸗ 
nes in the matter, both commended his good will, and 
rewarded him accoꝛdingly. And Polidamas chaunged 
his owne apparell, and tooke other after the Jraby faz 
ſhion, with two mẽ ok the lame colitrey to be his guides. 
{02 whole truth theyꝛ wiues and childzen were pledges 

n the meane ſealon. And lo they paſſed on Camels tho⸗ 

tough ſuch places as were deſert foz lacke of moyſture, 

and within.rt.dayes came tothey; tourneyes cnde,be- 
le any knew oftheir comming.Polidamas then toke 
againe his Macedons apparell, and in the dead ofthe 


nyght, came into Cleanders lodgyng, whiche had the ,, 


thief auctoꝛitie there, next butoParmento. When Cle- 
ander by his letters vnderſtoode thekynges pleaſure, 
pudamas hauing moze letters to delpuer lykewyſe 
(0 others, agreed by the ſpꝛyng of the dape to goe al⸗ 
logethers vnto Parmenio. As they were goyng, ty⸗ 
dynges came to Parmenio of Polidamas arryuall, 
who retoyſpng both foz thetomming of his frende,and 
n the deſpzc he had to knowe of the kynges eſtate, 
(herather becauſe he had receyued no letter from him 
lung ſpace) commaunded Polidamas to be wunde 
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out. The houſes of that countreye haue large backe⸗ 
ſydes, and plealaunt oꝛchardes full ot trees: beyng the 
chiefe delyght of Pꝛynces, and great lo2des there. 

The capitaines whiche had receyued commaundement 
by the kynges letters to kill hym, came to Parmento, 
walking vuder the ſhadowe ofthe trees, beyng agreed 
emonges them lelucs to execute the thyng, when he 
ſhould begynne toreade his letters, So loone as Par: 
menio had loyed Polidamas comming ale rre ot, with 
a ſemblaũt ot iope as it appeared by his coũtenaunce) 
ranne to embꝛace hym, and aſter ſalutation geuen eche 
to other, deliuered the kinges letter. Is he was vbnclo- 
ſing it, he demaunded or polldamas what the kyng in⸗ 
tended to do:you ſhall knowe that (quod he) bythe con: 
tentes of out letters. Wikche when he had read: J per: 
ceiue quod atmemo ) that the zyng purpoletha voy: 
age agaynit the Arocheuaus: ſurelye he is a payntull 
pꝛynce and neuer in reit. But nowe alter ſo muche glo⸗ 
rye wonne, it were tyme koꝛ him to take hys eaſe; a haut 
conſideration ot his healih and ſaufeguarde. And then 
he red the otier letter wꝛuten mthe name or Philo- 
tas, herat he was ioytull as appeared by hys coun⸗ 
tenaunce. With that Cleander tabbed hym withhis 
ſwoꝛd into the ſide, after ſtrikiung him ouer the thꝛote, 


the reitduc tizuſt him in as he lay dyeng. But.Parne- tung 


mo hys inẽ which ſtoode neare at hand, a la wehe mur⸗ 
der, whero! they knewanot the caule, ran into the cape Bt 
& with theyz troublous tydinges, ſet altthe ſouldiers in Ft 
a roꝛe. They ran ſtreyght to yarnets; ⁊ cluſtring toge⸗

Cleander wuled 
the chiek ol thẽ to be let in, a recited the kynges lettecs, 
wheriu was cõteined thetrealon of Pa. menuigintebed 
agaynſt hun, with a requeſt to them co ſee it reuenged. 
Then unmediatip vpon the kinges pleaſureknowen, 
the (edition was appealed, but the grudge was not rid 

our oithey2 heartes. The moſt part veparted, ſauyng a 

lebe, whiche required inſtantipe tat at the leaſt they 
might be ĩuſtered to bury che body. At was den ped the 

lung by tea ſon ot Cleander, who dzeaded the kpngcs 

dyſplcalure; but becauſcthey veganne to ware moze

bodye to burye. This was the ende o. Parniciue,a no⸗ 
lie man both in Marte and peace: manpe thynges had 
he done vallaũtly without the king: but the king ywaiths 
dut him did neuer anye thing woꝛt hy pꝛayle. He ſetued 
and lat iſtyed in all a tapes a king moſt happy end fozz 
tunate:and being. lxx.pedres acage, executed the office 
of a capitaine as liugly as though he had bene young 
inycates,and pꝛeternuttced not octeu tunes the partes 
dla coman ſouldiout. e was quicke in counlell, doub⸗ 
ne ol deede, welbeloued or al pzinces, but moſt deute to 
the common ſoꝛte of ſouldiours. Met whether thole 
thinges dyd moue hym to couet to be king,02 cls cau⸗ 
ed hm to be ſuipected therot, it is pet doubted. Foz 
whether the wozdes that Philotas ſpahe, when he was 
ucreome with the papncs in his laſt toꝛmentes were

Some ſhewed themſelues to be offended with the long 
warres: # lome ſeemed tobe well pleaſed. But al then 
letters were intercepted, alwell of ſuch as commended 
the king, as orthole p grudged at his doynges. Wher: 
fozc he willed ſuch as by they letters diſcloled themiel 
ues to be wery ofthe trauayle ot the wartes, foz they! 
repꝛoche to be put in a band apart from the reſt. Wher: 
dy he both gaue them octaſion to ſhew theyz hardines, 
and belides remoued the libertie of theu tongues ſtd 
the credulous cares ołthereſt. Whiche raſhe deuile, as 
al other thinges, turned to ſetting fourth ofthe bingts 
felicitie.Foꝛʒ in all extremities they ſhewed themſelues 
the readtelt and the moſt ſozwarde: and whyles they 
coueted to redeme thep2 tepꝛoche, theyꝛ valiaunt de⸗ 
vnges could not be hiddẽ in ſo mall a numbze ſeperat 
vy them ſelues. Thele thinges being oꝛdered alter this 
man et he appoynted a ruler ouerthe Arians, and pꝛo⸗ 
claymed his tourney againſt the Araſpians:which)zt 

chaüging oftheyz name, were called Euergitans, luce 
time that they releued Cirus army with lodging and 
victuals being afflcted wich cold a penury. It was the 


filt dax beioze he eutred into theyꝛ countrey. where he 


vnderltoodep Datribarzanes which toke Beſſus 
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was with a power of hozlemen entred agayne emoͤges 

the Arians. He ſent agaynſt hym Caranus and Ery⸗ 

qius, and in theyꝛ apde Artabalus, and Andꝛomachus 

wyth ſyre thouſand Greeke fotemen, and ſyxe hundꝛed 
hoꝛlemen. Alexander continued. lx. dapes in ſettynge 

oꝛdꝛe emonges the Cuerguans:vpon whome he beſto⸗ 

wed a greate ſumme of monep, toʒ the notable fidelitye | 
they ſhewed towardes Cirus:and leuing Amenidesto Irmenides; i 
be their gouernour,(who was Darius ſecretarpe), he y.uhotang 
wente to lubdue the Jrachoſiaus, which border vpon | 
the lea ol Ponte. The men ol warre that were vnder 

Parmenio his rule, came then to Alexãder, beinge ſyxe 

thouland MWacedons, with two hidzed okthe nobilitie, 

v. M. Grecke footemen, and two hundzed hozlemen, 

which were thochtetelt ſoꝛce of all his power. To theſe 
Arachoſtans, Mennon was appointed lieutenaunte Senne 
wyth. ititthouſanofoatemen; and. vi. C. hoꝛſemen.⸗ 

lexander from thẽte entred wyth hys army into a coun⸗ 1 
trey not znowen to ſuch as boꝛdered vpõ it: io thinha⸗ 1 
bitauntes would not haue conuerſation with anp other | | 
people. They were called Parannſadis, being a ruſti⸗ 

callkpnd of men, and moſt rude emonges althe barba- 

tous nacions:the hardnes of the countrepe had ſo in⸗ Paramiſas 
durated their dilpoliciõs. They iyemolt towardes the 

told noꝛth pole, ioyninge with the Bactrians vpon the 
weſt, and bendinge towar des the Indian lea vpon the 
ſouth. They vſeto build their houles of dꝛicke, and be- 
cauſe the lande is ful of barreyne mountapnes &voyde 

of timbꝛe they make theyꝛ whole houles of the lame. 
Which beginning bꝛoa de beneth, growyng euer moze 
narrow towardes the top, ende lib e che bees of a ſhyp, 
wheras 5ᷣ holes be made aboue to receiue lpght. Such 
ol they vynes and trees that e fourtye W. 
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they wpll pꝛelerue from the violence ok the colde, they 
couer the with earth duringe the winter lealon, a when 
the ſnowe is vaniſhed awap, they reſtoꝛe them agayne 
to the ayet and to the ſunne. The earth was there co⸗ 
ucred with ſuch (novo froſen ſo harde, that there remat⸗ 
ned no ſygne ol any bird oz beaſt within the countrey. 
(The apꝛe belydes was ſo darke. that litle light appea⸗ 
red: but the earth couered as it were with a dumme ſha 
dowe, mẽ could ſcatſly diſcerne thynges verp neare at 
hand. The army bꝛoughte into this countreie deſtitute 
of all cultiuacyon of man, ſuſfered al the dilcomodities 
and miſeryes that myghte bee endured, both of hũgte, 
colde, werynes,and dyſpayze. There were manye of 
them that dyed fo2colde:and the mowe deſtroyed their 
fecte:but ſpeciallp it periſhed manye mennes lpghte. 
When they were weried and not able to trauayle anye 
turther, they laycd them ſelues dovwne vpon the froſen 
ſnowe, and hauynge once leſt the mocyon of they; bo⸗ 
dies, whiche ſturred in them theyꝛ uaturall heate, they 
were ſtreyghte wayes ſo nummed fo2 colde, that they 
could not ryle againe, tyll they wer e litt vp by they2c0- 
panious, Andremedy was there none in thys matter, 
but tocompel them to go fſoʒwardes:toꝛ the by ſturryng 
of them lelues theyꝛ naturall heate was reuiued , and 
they recoucted agayne ſome ſtrength. Suche as reco⸗ 
uered the cotages wherin the countreymey dwelled, 
-- wereverye well refreſhed ;- But the darkenes was lo 
greate, that the houſes could not be otherwyle dilcere 
ned then by the ſmotze. The inhabiters that had neuer 
ſeene ſtraungers bekoze emonges theym, when they be: 
helde the armed men commynge ſodaynip vpon them, 


were amaled foꝛ feare, and bzoughte tourth what ſde⸗ 


ver they had, to laue their bodyes from buolence; Ale 
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der went on his fete emonges his men, raiſing ſuch as 
were liyng, a releung luche as he lawe — wyth 
the cold, with his owon clothes. He was ſeene, one while 
in the koʒwarde, another while in the middeſt, and ſome 
tyme in the rereward to the great trauayle ot his body. 
At length they came to places better manut ed, where 
he refreſhed hys army with plenty of victyals, & there 
remained in campe til ſuch tyme as al that wereleft be⸗ 
hynde, came vnto they? fellowes. Then he went fo2- Cancaſus 
wardes wythhis army to the mount Caucaſus, whych 
diuideth all Alia into two partes .Fo2 on the one ſyde

the delertes of Scythia· To this mounte Caucaſus, 

there iopneth another mountaine, called Taurus, next Taurus 
vnto it in bignes, whiche riſeth from Cappadocia and 

paſſing by Cilicia, cloleth with the mountaines of Ar⸗ 

menp. Out ofthele mountatnes ioiming thus together 

8s it were in one continual rydge, all the rpuers of A⸗ 
lia do deſcende. Some ot them runninge into the red 
ſea, ſome into the Caſpian, and Hucaman ſea, a other 
into the Sea of Ponte. In. xvii. dapes Alexander 
wythhis army palled the mounte Caucaſus, where in 
a rocke that is.x.furlonges in compaſſe, and foure in 
heighte, the antiquytie tayned that Pꝛometheus lape W, 
bound. At the tote of this mountatne Alexander chole 
out a place to build a citye, wherin he placed. vu.thou⸗ 

ſand of the moſt auncient Macedons, and ſuche other 

deſpdes, whole ſeruice he woulde not vis anpe moꝛe in 
the warres, and called the ſame Alexandzia. But Beſs **+,0 
ſus that was put in teare wyth Yleranders. celeritye, 


accoꝛdinge to the cuſtome of thoſe nacyons, conſulted 
D. li. wyth 
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naunce of the warres beyr 
were wel charged with wine. they extolled greatlythen 
owne power, deſpiſinge the raſhnes of their en 
and their {male numbꝛe. But chiefly Beſlus was mol 
arrogant iu hys woꝛdes, who putked vp wyth pꝛyde by 
reaſon of the kyngdome he had newly gotten by trea⸗ 
ſon, and not maiſter of hys wittes, beganne to declare, 
howe that Darius byhys foly had encreaſed his ene⸗ 
mies fame, who woulde nedes ſyghte wyth them in the 
ſtreightes of Cilicia, when by retiryng backe he might 
haue dꝛawen them(befozethep had bene ware into de⸗ 
ſert places, and there haue put riuers and mountapnes 
betwene his enemies and hym and emonges the lame 
ſo encloſed them, they could byno pollibilitie haue led 
a wap, and much leſle make eny teliſtaunce. W herſoze 
(he laped) he was become of opinion to tetite backe e⸗ 
monges the Sogdians, whereas the riuer of Oxus 
ſhould be as a wall betwixt hym and his enempes, ll 
liche tyme as he myght aſlemble a ſtrong power of the 
nacyons there about: knowpnge verye well that the 
Chozalmpons,theDahans,and Sacans, the Indias 
and Scithians inhabꝛtynge beponde the tiuer of Ta⸗ 
nails, woulde come to hys alliſtaunce;of whome there 
was none ſo litle, that any edon wyth the toppe o 
hys heade coulde reache to hys ſhoulders. They all 
in theyꝛ dꝛonkennes aſſented to hym, affirmynge that 
onelpe to be the wyſeſt waye. Wherupon Beſſus cau⸗ 
ſed the wyne to bee carped aboute plentifullpe to con⸗ 
quere Alexander vpon dunke. There was at that feal 
one Cobares a Median, whiche in the Arte Magie 
i it be an Arte, and not rather a dyſceyte of ſome baine 
man ) was moꝛe notable by hys pꝛoteſſpon then by hys 
knowlege 


wyth hys krendes and hrs capttaynes, ſoꝛ the mapnte 
eynge at meate. Ind when they 
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knowlege, but otherwple a moderate and anhoneſt 
man. He makynge a pzeamblebetozehns tale;ſapeo:Þ 

was not ignoꝛant how muche better it were to bee obe⸗ 
dient to others caunſell, then to bea counſetgeuer. Foz 
ſuch as be followers ot other mens deuiſes, are ſure to 
haue no wozſe foztune then the reſt:but ſuche as be au: 
thoꝛs and perluaders of any matter, commonly pꝛe⸗ 
pare thep2 owne perill, and therwyth deliuered the cup

he had in his hande,and pꝛoceded thus. The nature 


ol man in thys reſpect mape be called peruers and e⸗ 
ml, becaule every one can lee better in other mens mat⸗ 


alwaics full ofpcrturbacions whiche take their owne 
adinſe . Foz teare is impediment to ſome, delpze 
bnto other, and tanany the ſelf laue of the thyng that 
they haue deuiſed. will not ſpeake of pʒide, noꝛ impute 
nt vnto auy man. Me haue ſeene experience how cuerye 
one doth eſteme that thynge onelpto bee beſt, whyche 
he hym lelle hath inuented. The Diademe of a Kyng 
that you weare vpõ pour heade is a greate burdẽ :aohich 
iu be boꝛne moderatly,the weyght therof wyll op⸗ 
pꝛeſle the bearer. It is not turye can auaile in thys caſe 
but wyle and pꝛudent counlayle. When he had ſpoken 
thoſe woꝛdes , he rehearſed a pꝛouerbe cõmonlp vled 
tmonges the Bactrians, wohiche is that a tearetull 
dogge dothe barke moze then byte, and that the deapeſt 
wuecrs dothe runne wythleaſt noyſe. Whych thinges 
Jhaue rehearſed, becauſe ſuch pꝛudence mape appeate 
as remained emonges the Barbarous. As he talked 
after thys maner, luche as barde hym wondered 
to what ende hys tale woulde come. Then he 
deganne to ſhewe hys aduple, whyche was moꝛe pꝛo⸗ 
fitable to Beſſus, then gratefull. Alexanders celcrytye:

Ind 
though you thinkefeare wil make much ſpeed, pet hope 
is moꝛe lwifte. It were ther oe me thynkes expedient 
to pꝛocure the tauour ofhym that is the myghtieſt, and 
veld your ſelte vnto the ſtrõger. How ſo euer he (hal ac⸗ 
cept tt, your foʒtune is moꝛe like to be bettet that wap. 
then to remayne ſtyll an enemy. Conſpder that you 
poilſ:tle another mans kyngdome, and therloꝛe pe may 
the better depart therevoithall.Foz ye cannot be a tuſt 
king till yau rec eiue the kingdome of hymthat is able 
to gyue it, and take it a map. Thys is a fayth ul coun⸗ 
ſell:wherefoze.it is not neceſſary to delape the execution 
thcrof, he hoꝛſe that is of noble courage wube go⸗ 
uerned with the ſhadowe of a rodde : But 5 dull beaſte 
ts not pꝛicked koꝛwarde with the ſpoꝛes. Beſſus p was 

fierceofnaturc aud well (ct ſoꝛ mardes wyth dzinbin 

became in ſuch a turye wyth his woꝛdes, that he co 
fcarſely bee holden by hys frendes fromthe lleynge 
of Cobares.to2 he pulled out his woꝛde to haue done 
the deede, and depaꝛzted out ofthe traſt in a great rage, 
But Cobares in thys (tur eſcaped awap, t came vnto 
Alexander. Beſſus had. vui. M. Bactriãs armed attẽ⸗ 
ding vpõ him: Which lo long as they iudged that byte⸗ 
ation ofthe inte m peratenes ofthe apꝛe in thoſe parties, 
the Macedõs woulde rather haue gone into Jude the 
guito Hactria, were berye obe dient at hys * 
| | | | dement. 
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dement. But when they — that Alexander 
was comminge towardes theym, euery one ſhꝛonke a- 
waye, and fozioke Beſſus. Then he wyth a band ot his 
familie whyche were pet faythfull.vnto hym, paſſed 


the riuer ot Orus, burning luch. boates as cariedhym Orus 


ouer, becaulethat the lame ſhuld not ſerue hys enempe 
in tolo wing him, and aſſembled a newe power emdges 
the Sogdians. Alexander as it hath ben ſaied befoze, 
paſſed the mount Caucaſus: but ſoʒ lacke of coꝛne his 
armpe was b2ought in maner to the extremitie of hon⸗ 
ger. In ſteade of oyle they were faineto anoynt them 
ſelues voptha iuice which they w2ynge out of Seſema: 
but cuerye meaſure therof called Amphora was ſolde 
fo2.ccxl.deniers zcucryelyke meaſureof hone fo2.cccxc. 
and of wyne foz,ccc.and yet of the ſame was verye lytle 
to bee gotten. They haue in that countrep certapne 
veſſels called Supe „ whiche thinhabytauntes vle to 
hyde ſo pꝛiuelp, that they can nat bee founde except 
they bee dygged fo2 wythin the eartg. The countrep 
men burythey2co2ne after that mauer, fo2 want wher⸗ 
of the ſouldiours were lapne to lpue wyth herbes, and 
ſuche fiſhe as they caughte in the riuers. But that kinde 
ol foode wantynge allo, they were enloꝛced to llea their 
cariage beaſtes, and lyued wyth the kleſh ort them tyll 


they came into Bactria , the nature of the lople of e az 


whyche countrep is dyuers and of ſund2ye kyndes. wa, 
Some place is plentifull of woode and vypnes , and 
aboundaunte ot pleaſaunt fruite, the grounde katte, 
well watered , and full of ſpzynges.. Thole partes 
whyche bee moſt temperate are (owed wyth cozne,and 
the reſt be reſerued foz feedinge ot beaſtes. But p greas 
ter part of that countrey is couered ouer wythbaraine 
lides, wuthered vp foz want of motiture,nourtſhinge 
S. ii. neuher 
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neither man, noꝛ bꝛinging fourth krute: But with cer⸗ 
tame windes that come from the lea ot Ponte, the ſand 
in the plaines is blowen together in heapes, whyche 
ſeme a farre oflike great hilles, wherby the accuſtomed 
wapyes be ſo dammed, chat no ligne ol them can appere. 
Ther toʒe ſuche as do paſle thoſe plaines, vſe to obſerue 
the ſtarres in the night, as they do which laile the ſeas, 
by the courſe of them directinge theyz iournep. The 
nightes fo2 » moꝛe parte be bꝛighter thep dapes:wher⸗ 
toe in the day tyme the countrey is wild and vnpaſſa⸗ 
ble, when theycan neither linde any tract noꝛ way to go 
in, noꝛ marke oꝛ ſigne whereby to paſſe, the ſtarres be⸗ 
pnge hidden by the myſt. It the lame wynd chaunce to 
tome duryng the tyme that me be paſling, it oucrwhel- 
meth theym wyth lande. Where the countrey is tempe⸗ 
rate, it bʒingeth fourth great plenty both ol men a hole: 
So that the Bactrians map make. xxx. M. hoꝛlemen. 
*— Battria whiche is the heade citie ol that region, ſtan⸗ 
Date deth vnder a mountayne called Parapaniſus:the riuet 
f called Bactras runneth by the walles, wherof both the 
Cite and the countzep take their names. 

Alexander liynge there in campe, receiued aduertil⸗ 
mente outeof Greece, howe the Lacedemomans, and 
whole coũtrep ot eloponeſe had rebelled againſt him. 
Foz thep had not loſte the battaile at ſuche tyme as the 
melſengers wcrediipatched that bꝛought the newes ok 
theyz reuolt. In the necke ok thys euy! tidinges there 
came another pzeſent terrour , whiche was that the 
Scythians ihabitynge beponde the tiuer of Tanais 
were commynge to ayde Bellus . And at the ſame 
tyme tydynges came to hym of the battayle that Ca⸗ 
ranus and Erigius had toughte wyth the Aryans, 
where Satibarzanes that was newly reuolted lo 
chieteo 
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chiefeofthecountrey , leeing the battaile to:remayne 
equall on both ſydes, cidde into the toe front, and pluc⸗ 
ked of hys helmet, toꝛbydding any of his lyde euher to 
caſt darte o2 ſtryke ſtroke, and there made a challenge 
to fight hande tohande,ifanyemau durſt come fourth 
andpzoue his ſt Erigius capitaine to the Ma⸗ 
dtedons was a man ſtriken in peares, but pet not inte⸗ 
riour to any young man, eyther in ſoutnes ot ſtomahe 
02 ſtrength or bodp, who could not beare the pꝛoude ar⸗ 
rogancy of Satibatʒanes, but ſtepped foꝛwardes, and 
plucking ol hys helmet like wyſe, ſhewed his hoare he: 
are. The daye is come quod he) that wul ſhew euher 
bythe victo2y oz by my honeſt death, what kind ol men 
Alexander hath to his frendes and his ſouldiours:and 
without moze woꝛdes made towardes his enempe. It 
could not be tudged, but that both armies had ſtayed 
theyz handes byappopntment.Foꝛ they gaue backeunuz 
mediatly on both ſydes, to let them haue tree lcope, eche 
party ſtanding in expectation what ſhoulde become ok 
the challẽgers:toꝛ they could not but thinte themlelues 
partakers oftheyz adufture. Satibarz anes fyꝛſt char⸗ 
ged his ſtatle, which Erigius auoyded by bending hys 
head aſide: but he in the myddes of his race, traue the 
other wich his ſpeare thzough the thꝛote, ſo that it tame 
fourth againe at his necke. Satibarzanes vpon that tern 
ſtroke fell from hys hozſe, but pet made reſpſtaunce nes Lapne, 
tyll ſuche tymeas Etigius plucked the ſpeare oute of 
the wounde, and thꝛuſt it agayne into hys mouth: oho 
to tydde hym ſelfe out or payne, furthered his enemyes 
ſtroze. Then the Artans leeing theyꝛ capitayne llayne, 
whome they had folowed rather of neceſlitte then of 
theyz owne free willes, called to remembzaunceYler- 


anders benentes, and pelded them lelues to 8 
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Alexander'relopced much ofthe good ſueceſſe of thys 
matter, doubtyng greatiye the Lacedemontans: but 
he bare out they rebellion ſtoutlye, ſapeng that they 
durſt neuer dylclole theyꝛ meanyng , tyll they knew 
he was come to the confines of India. Alexander ha⸗ 
uyng remoued his campe, and goyng tozwar des in the 
purſuit ot Heiſus, Erigius mette hym, pꝛelentyng the 
ſpoyie of his enempe;as a memoꝛpe of hys vpctozye. 

Therupon he comnitttedthe rule of Bactria to Arta⸗ 
baʒzus, where with a guarriſon he leſt hys cariage, and 
with a power that was lyght to iournep, entered into 
the de lertes ofthe Sulitanes, conucping his armpe by 
nyght. In ihe want of water (that hath bene declared 
beloꝛe)deſperatiõ moued them to thirſt betoze they had 
deſpze to d2inke.Foz by the ſpace o. iiu.hũdꝛʒed furion- 
ges,they.found no water at all. The vapour ofthe ſoõne 
being in the ſomerſeaſon dyd ſo burne the lande, that 
whenit began to warehoate.it ſtarched alll thynges as 
it had bene with a contumall fe. And then the lpght 
lomewhat obſcured by a miſt that roſe out ofthe earth 
by the immoderat heate, cauſed the playnes to haue 
apperaunce ot a maine fra, Thepꝛ iourney in the nyght 
fcemed tolerable, becauſe theyꝛ bodies were ſomewhat 
refreſhed; with the dewe and the colde ofthemoznings 
But when the daye came, and the heate roſe, then the 
dꝛought dꝛyeng vp all the natural humours:both theit 
mouthes and them bowels were enflamed foz heate. 
Then they heartes tapled, and theyz bodies fapnted, 
being in caſe that they could neither ſtand ſtil, noꝛ paſſe 
ozwardes. A few that were taught by ſuche as bnewe 
che countrep, had gotten water, whirhe refreſhed them 
ſomewhat: but as the heate encrealed, ſo theyz delyn 
grewe agapne to dʒinze. Theu was there no * 
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but to geue emonges the ſouldtours all the wytieahd 
ople that remapned in ſtoꝛe. Foꝛ dꝛynke was ſo ſywcete 
vnto them, that it tooke away the feare ol any thyꝛſt to 
tome. But ſuche as had gulled in gredely p water that 
they gote, became lo heaup, that they were neither ha⸗ 
ble to beare theyz armour, noꝛ go foꝛwardes:ſo that 
they leemed then molt happy that had gotten no water 
at all;02 ſuche as had taken of it inoꝛdimatly, wete ens 
ſoꝛced by vomit to put vp the ſame agapne.Js Alexan⸗ 
der carefull in this calamitie toode with hys rendes v 
were perluading ot him to haue relpect to hum ſelle, fox 
that he onely, and the greatnes of his heart ſhoulde be 
relief vnto this aduerſitie: There came. n. ſouldiours, 
which going befoze with uch as had take vp p campe, 
had founde water, a were caryeng ol it in bottels vn⸗ 
to theyꝛ ſonnes, whiche were ſoꝛe afdicted fo2 want of 
dunkebehpnde in the armye. When they ſawthe nig, 
one-ofthem opened hys bottel, aud fillyng a cup that he 
had, pzeſented water to the byng: who receyuingit at 
hys hande, demaunded to whom they caried that was 
tet:they ſaped to theyꝛ (onnes. Then he reſtoꝛed to hym 
thecup agayne full as it was geuen hym, and laped: 
will not dzynke alone: fo2 ſo lule cannot be diupded e⸗ 
monges vs all, Make pou haſte therfoze to carpeto 
pour ſonnes that pou haue gotten with your trauaple. 
But he trauapledlo long, that beioze night he came 
totheriuer of Oxus:The moꝛe part ofthe arxmpe, not 
hable to folowe,foz feblenes were leſt farre behynde:to 
the intent therioze that ſuche as lolowed after, myght 
know where the campe was become he cauſed a tpzc to 
bemade in the top otan hyll, and gaue oꝛder, that whe 
the va ward had refreſhed them ſelues with meate aud 
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ame chaũced emonges the Suſtaus. There was one Spi? 
nes tonſptred tgmenes,who Belius'chicfly honouredofall his fren- 
entSi- geg. But there be no benefites that can ſtaye a man 
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backe with the ſame torchieue their felowes 4 The 
bzeath offuche as d2onkeititemperately cloſed vp, and 
they died immediatiy:the nber of whoine was grea⸗ 
ter then euer Mexander loſt in anye battayle. But he 
would neyther put of harneys, retreſhe hym ſelfe with 
meate oꝛ dꝛynte, noz eaſe his bobye: but ſtoode inthe 
way where his army paſled, not departyng tyll the laſt 
man was come into the campe. Me watched all that 
nyght, and paſſed it ouer in great trouble ot mynd. And 
the daye that enſued bzought no releaſe ot his care. Foꝛ 
there were neyther boates to paſſe the Riuer withall, 
no2 he coulde make anye bꝛydge, ſeepug there was no 
woode growing nye at hande. But at length he found 
out a deuyle, wherunto onely neceſlitie dyd d2pue him. 
They tooke beaſtes ſaiunes ⁊ ſtuffed them ful ot ſtraw, 
wherupon they layed them lelues, and ſo lwõme oucr 
the water. Suche as ly2lt recouered the further ſyde, 
Goode in ozder of battaple tyll the reſt were paſſed: by 
whiche meanes in ſixe dapes he conueped ouer hys 
whole ariny.Bauing thus paſſed ouer the riuer of Or» 
us, hys purpoſe was to paſſe f02wardes in the purluit 
of Beſlus, tylli he vnd erdoode luche thynges as had 


geuen taperfidic and falſgode: whiche m hym was the 
moꝛe tolerableſbecauſe he iudged no miſchiete to great 
ſoʒ him that hath ſlayne his p2ynce. Foz the reuenge ol 
Darius was afay2e colautr to hys offence;but it is to 
be thought, that his pꝛeſent foztune was moe enuyed, 
then hys doyng by paſt hated. When it was knowen 
that Alexander had palled che Niuer ol Orus, Spita⸗ 
menes dyd aſloctat with hym in counſell of hys = 
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ple Dataphernes, and Catenes,vhome Beſſus ſpe- wa | 

nally truſted. They agreedto the matter —— a A 
then he woulde delpze them, and takyng to them. vit.

the warres, and gaue to euerp hoꝛleman two talentes, 
and to euerye toot eman, thaee thouſand denters. That 
done he dilpatched them home, and gaue thankes vnto 
the reſt, becauſe they pꝛomiſed to continue with hym 
tyll he had bꝛought his warres to an ende. Beſlus was 
pꝛelented vnto him at a litle towne, wherofthe inhabt- 
Bzanchidis, ters be called Bꝛanchidans: whiche in tymes paſt by 
the commaundement ok Ferxes when he came out of 
Greece, were bꝛought from Miletum and placed there, 
becauſe that in his tauour they had violated a Temple 
called Dydyma. They had not all together fo2gotten 
theyꝛ countrey cuſtomes, but had myxed theyꝛ tougue, 
whiche by litle and litle were fallen from thep2 owne 
language, & pet had nat attapned the countrep ſpeache. 
They receiued the Kyng with great ioye, pealdyng 
| them lelues aud theyꝛ Cittevntohis will. VOherupon 
 MAdclians, he called nta hym the Mileſians that ſerued hym tn 
[ hys warres (who bare an auncient hatred againſt the 
generation ot the Bꝛanchidans) and put in theyꝛ hau⸗ 
des to determine whether they woulde laue the toz the 
counttey lake, oʒ cls deſttoye them foz the tnuirie they 
had done in times paſt. But when the Mileſians could 
not agree in opinion, he ſayed he woulde oꝛdꝛe the 
matter hyinſelfe. The next daye vohen the Bzanchi⸗ 
dans came to meete him he returned thẽ all again into 
the citie, a commaunded his loote men to encloſe the ci⸗ 
tie about, t entered with luche as he appoynted foꝛ the 
purpole, and by a token geuen, put al tothe (wozde, and 
ſpoyled the Citie as a receptable ot traptours. They 
being without armour and vnpꝛouyded, were ſlapne 
in euery place. Foꝝ neither the atfinitie oftheyz tongue, 
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noꝛ anp pʒaper oʒ interceſſion coulde nutig ate theyꝛ e⸗ 
nemies crueltie, wohiche aſter the deſtruction ol the 
towne, dyd caſt downe the walles to the grounde , (0 
that no memoꝛye therof ſhoulde remayne. That done 
they did not onely cut dovone the woodes, wherin they 
vieo theyz lacriſite:but alſo d vpthe trees bythe 
tootes, that the ground be lelt batrayne as a de⸗ 
ſerte. Jfthe ſame thinges had bene Done agaynſt the 
very olkendours, the revenge might haue bene thought 
tighteous:but to lap the fault ofthe pꝛedeceſſours vp 
the poſteritie, it myght be thought a cruell acte, ſeepng 
there was not anye olthem that had euer ſeene Mile⸗ 
tum, oʒ done to Ferxes anp kinde of pleaſure, As Alex⸗ 
ander remoued from thence to wardes the riuer of Tas 1 
hats, Beſſus was bzoughtbefoze him, not oneliy bound se 
g5 a captiue, but allo ſpopied or all his garmentes:who fented vuco ; 
Spitamenes led in a cheyn put about his necke:a plea⸗ ant r. 
ſaunt ſyght to beholde, as well to the barbarous,as to q 
the Macedons, When Spitamenes was come with 
himinto Alexanders pzeſence,heſayed: I haue h 
here vnto pou the kyller ofhys owne maiſt er, aſter 
lame maner that he him lelfe gaue the exaumple:wher⸗ 
in] haue bothe ceuenged Datius that was my kyng, 
and you alſo that nowe haue gotethe ſoueteigutie. Let 
Darius open his eyes, and ryſe from death to beholde 
thys light, that was vnwoꝛthye of ſuche an ende, and 
wozthye to recepue ſuch a comfozt as thys is. Aſter that 
Jlexander had geuen Spitamenes thankes, he turned Iferandes * 
hymſelfvnto Beſſus, and ated: What beaſtly woodnes d Dem. 
moued the to take thyne owone pꝛince pꝛiſoner, andaf-z 
tetwardes to kill him, hauing lo well deſerued of thee: 

of whiche thy doinges thou halt receiued ſufficient re⸗ 


ward, vy blurping ofthe counterkept name ofa * 
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had no heart to make atmſwere, nozercule his of; 
tence, lauing that he ſated:he tobe vpon him to be king, 
becauſe he might deltuer him poſſeſſion of the countrey, 
whiche thyng the had omptted; ſome other he layed, 
would haue taken it in hand. Te Alexander called fo; 
Oratres Dat ius bzother;whome he had placed about 
his perſon, and commptted Beſlus to hys keepyng, to 
thintent he ſhoulde cutte of his eares and his noſe, and 
hang him vpon a croſſe, cauſyng his owne mẽ to lhoote 
hym though with arrowcs,and fo pꝛeſerue his body 
that byꝛdes ſhould not touche it. Oratres pꝛomiled to 
perfourme — 2 ——— away ofthe 
byꝛdes: which foz the deſyze he had to rth Cate: 
nes cunning, affirmed that none could ſo well kocpe the 
a wap as he, who dyd ſhoote fo aſſuredly; that he could 
ſtrytze the byꝛdes feng inthe ayze. And thoughit was 
a cunnyng not ſo muche to be ma tuepled at in a nation 
ſo expert in ſhooting: yet was it greatly wondered at ol 
ſuche as did beholde hem was great honout vnto the 
_ gaue trewards to al ſuch as were the bzingers 

us, but he dyfferred hys punyſhment, becaule he 
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mynded to put him to death in the ſame place where he 


ſiew Darius.The Macedons in the meane ſeaſon go⸗ 
ing a koꝛagyng without oꝛdzꝛe, were ouerthzowen by 
their enenucs that camerunyng downe fcom the next 
mountaines. They tooke moe then they dyd kyll;# da 
uing their pꝛiſoners betoze the retired agapnto ß moll 
taines. There wete okthẽ to thenũber or xx. M. whith 
accuſtomed to lyue by theſt, vid ſlpnges and bowes in 
thepz fight, whõ whiles Alexãder dyd beliege, and ina 
ſtyꝛmiſhe pꝛeſled fourth with the fozmoſt, he was iti- 
ken with an atrowe in the myddes of his legge, where 
thr head ticked ipl.The dens that were lojow 
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full and amaſed fo2 theyzkynges hurt, caried hym into 
hys campe, ot whole departure out of the field hys ene⸗ 
myes were not tgnozaunt:!o2 they myght beholde all 
thynges from the mountaines. The next day they lent 
emballadours vnto Alexander, whom he admitted to 
hys pꝛeſence, and vnlolding hys wounde, (whereby he 
thought to diilymule the greatenes ther ot) ſhewed hys 
legge vnto them. When they were commaunded to lit 
downe, they (ated that hering of hys hurte, they were 
as loʒowfull fo2 it as hys owe ſubiectes, whiche ſhould 
well be knowen : fo2 if they coulde fpndeout the perſon,. 
that did p deede, he lhould be delluered vnto his hides; 
they could not they layed udge them but Sacrileges 
that would fyght wyth goddes, of whole vertuc they 
ſuppoled hym to bee, and thertoze were deter myned ta 
yeld them {elues, Therupon he gaue vnto them aſlu⸗ 
ratice & receiuing agame his mẽ that were taken pꝛplo⸗ 
ners, a duntted them as his lubiectes. That done he re⸗ 
moued hys campe and was carped in a toote litter: to 
the bearynge wherof the hozſemen and footemen con- 
tended togecher. The hoꝛſemen alleged it to be their of- 
fice, bicauſe the king accuſtomed to right emonges the. 
And the footemen argued foz theyꝛ parte; that in ac⸗ 
muche as they vſed to cary the hurt ſouldyers , they 
thought no reaſon their office ſhoulde bee taken from 
them, chiefly when the kyng ſhould be caried . Alexãder 
thertoze in ſo great a cõtentiõ ot both pattes thought it 
a difficult matter to geue ſentẽtce, becauſe the iuugemẽt 
ſhould be greuous to them that ſhould bee put fromthe 
ocfice, aud ther ioꝛe oꝛd ed that they ſhould cary hym by 
courle . Fro thece » fourth day he came vnto a citie cal⸗ 
led Waracida,the walles wherof were. xx furlonges Waracida, 
about, but the cau le was wityout anpwalthe letaguar 
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riſon in the citie, #then burned a deſtroied the coſitrep 
ther aboutes. Embalſadours came vnto hym thether 
from the Scythes.called Autans,whichehad bene free 
ſince the tyme that Cyzus was emonges them: but pet 
they ſhewed the lelues the redy to be at his comaunde- 
ment. They were knowẽe to bethe moſt righteous peo- 
ple ofallthe barbarous natios,as men Þþ neuer vled to 
make warre but when they were p2ouoked: whole mo⸗ 
dcration & temperaunce in vlig ot theirlibertie , made 
the tnferzours equal vnto the ſuperiours. Alexander xe- 
ceiued them gently, aud lent Penidas a krende or hys to 
thole Scithes that inhabited within Europe, to fozbyd 
them to palle the riuex ot Tanais without his appoints 
ment: Who had allo a ſecrete conumſſpon to vicwe the 
ſituacyon of the countrep, and to vilit thoſe Scithaͤs 
that inhabited about Bolphozus. Ye willed hym be⸗ 
ſides tocholeout a place vpon the bainke of Tanais, 
whereas he might build a citie,toremain as a fo2tres 
fo: the ſubduing ofthole people that he emended to vi⸗ 
ſite. But this deuiſe was delayed by the tedel lion ofthe 
Sog diaus, who had alis dꝛawen the Bactrias to theit 
part. There were of the. vu. M. hozſemẽ, whole aucto⸗ 
ritye the reſt folotwed: fox the aduauntage of wohome 
Alexander cauſed Spitamenes c Catencs(tlze betrai⸗ 
ers of Bellus)to be {et loʒ, thinking by their meanes to 
bꝛingethe coũtrep agapne to his obedience, to ſubdue 
luche as had made this ſturre. But they whiche were 
tudged meete to ſtay the rebellyon. # were (ent toꝛ that 
intent, were the chief aucthours of all thereuolt. Foz 
they cauſed it to be noiſed abzodeÞ Alexander had ſent. 
fozthe Bactrian hozſcmen of purpoſe tokylithem all; 
Which cõmiſſion( they ſaped being appointed to them, 
they would not execute, becauſe they thought it — 
fou 
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ſoule an act to cõmit againſt their countreme. And fo2 
that cauſe could as il beate the Alexanders crueltie, as 
in times paſt Beſſus treaſon. By thys meanes when 
fearc of deathe was put into they2 heades, they were 
caſcly ſturred to armes, which befoze were ſufficyent- 
lye enclyned ol theyꝛ owne myndes. When Alexander 
was aduerttſedoftheir doinges. he willed Craterus to 
bellege Ciropolis: And he him lelfwane an other city ciropous, 
of that countrep by an aſlault which he gaue to it on 
al partes at once, and by a ſigne geuen, cauſed all the 
childzen to be put to deathe, makyng the reſt a pzay fo; 
the ſouldicrs.This done, p citie was raſed to 5 groũde, 
to thintent p others by their eulãple might be zepte in "0; 
obedience. There was a valiaunt people called Me- chemacenas. 
macenans, who were determynedto abide the liege: i 
not onelpe fo2 theyꝛ honeſt yes (ake, but alſo foz Þ they 
thaught it moſt foz theyz ſuertie. Fox the mitigatinge 
of whole wyltulnes the kynge ſent to them fiſty hozle⸗ 
meu to declare hys clemency towardes ſuche as lub⸗ 
mitted them ſelues, and howe incrozable he was to 
ſuch as he wanne by kozce. Their aunlwere was, that 
they neither doubted of the kynges pꝛomis, noz ofhis 
powcr:but after theyzaunſwere.geuen,theylodgedths 
without their walles, where as enterteinyng the wyth 
great chere till it was the deape of the nyght, they ſet 
bpon them ,and llewe them all. Alexander was no leſſe 
mould wyth thys matter, then the caſe requy2ed , but 
made an aſſault vuto the citpe on all partes at once, 
whiche he founde furnyſhed in ſuche wyle , that he 
coulde not take it at the fyꝛſt attempt. Whertoze he 
appoynted Meleager and Perdicas to the liegether⸗ 
of, whiche then were beſieginge of Ciropolis, myn⸗ 
ding to ſpare the lame, becaule it was builded by Ci 
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rug. Foꝛ he had not ſo greate admiracion 07 any kynge 
that had teygned in thoſe partes as of hym,# Semp⸗ 
rams: whole magnanimtte ot mynde, and kame ok her 
actes ſeamed to him to excede all the reſt: But the ob- 
ſtinate wiltulnes of the tnhabitauntes,ſturred vp hys 
w:ath . Foz when he had taken the citie , he willed the 
Macedos to ſpoyleit,which had great cauſeto beno- 
ued agayſt them, and ſo returned agayne to Meleaget 
and Perdicas. There was not one citpe that dyd moꝛe 
valiauntly abyde the liege, then the lame dyd: fo2 bothe 
the hardieſt ofthe ſouldiers were ſlayne, and the kynge 
was bꝛought in greate daunger,beynge lirtken in the 
necke with a ſtone, ſo that hys ſyght kayled hym : and 
was felled to the earth, lo that he loſt hys lenſe. The 
armplamented, thynkynge he had bene dead: but he 
was inuincible agaynſt thole thynges, which put o⸗ 
ther men moſt in feare. Foz wythout tarpeuge he 
dꝛeſſed hys wounde, returnynge to the fyght,and at⸗ 
ter anger had ſturred vp the egernes he had of nature, 
he reuued the allault agapne moze fiercely then befoze, 
At length a great peece of the wall was ouerthzowen 
by a mpne,at the whiche he bzake in, and put the whole 
citpe to lacke and to ruyn. He ſent from thence Mene⸗ 
demus with. ui. thoulande kotemen and. vui. hundred 
hoꝛſemẽ to the citie of Maracanda,whych Spitame- 
nes had newly taken, and put out fro thence the guar⸗ 
riſon ofthe Macedons: et the citiſens were not ofthis 
opimon:but when they lawe they coulde not withſtand 
hym, it was ol netellitie fo: them to agree to hys wyll. 
Alexa der in the meane ſeaſon came top riuer of Tana⸗ 
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as hys campe dyd conteyne, extendynge in compaſſe. 
Ip. furloiiges and named the lame citye Alexa ndꝛia. 
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Alexandꝛia. This thing was done wyth ſuche expedy⸗ 
dion, that within. x vii. daies aſter the walles were vp, 
the houles allo were builded. And the whole was per⸗ 
fourimed in a very ſmale ſeaſon, though p cotencpon e⸗ 
monges the ſouldyers, who ſhoulde perfourme bys 
woꝛke firſt, when the lame was divided into pozctons 
emonges them. Theyz pꝛiſoners (whoſe raunlomes 
Alexander paied to their takers)were appointed to in⸗ 
habite this citie: The diſcent of whome after ſo longe 
tyme are not pet wozne out: ſuch fauour hath bene ſhe⸗ 
wed to the, in the memoꝛpe of Alexander. The kynge 
o Scythia, whoſe Empire was the bepond the tyuer 
of Tanais, iudging that the foztifieng vpon the ryucrs 
ſyde ſhould be as a poke to hys necbe, ſent hys bꝛother 
Carcaſis wyth a great power of Hozirmen to dcicate carcatig; 
the ioztificdtyon, aud to renioue away the Macedons 
from the waters ſyde. That tyuer diuideth the Bactri⸗ 
ans from the Scythuarisof Europe, and is the lympt 
which parteth Aſia and Europe a lõdꝛe. But the coun⸗ 
treis that the Scithes inhabpte ſtretche as karre, as 
Thzacia, a lie bet wixt the noꝛih a theſt, topning wyth 
Sarmacia, & poſſeſſing part of it. The countrey allo 
that lieth beyoͤd the river of Jiter ts inhabyted by the, Ja. 
their vttermoſt boundes ſtretchnigto Bacttia, and to 
the further boundes of Alta noꝛthwe rdes, wWheras bee 
wondertull great woodes & wilde deſertes. But ſuche 
ol them as bounded neere vnto Tanais # Bactria lac⸗ 
byd not much the ciutlitteof c ther nacions. This being 
the firſt tyme that Alexander had to do wyth thele peo 
ple, when he la we that the he had to entre into a warre, 
fo2 the whiche he was not pꝛouided, hys enen nes ry- 
dyng vp e downe in his ſpght, aud he diſeaſed ot hys 
woud, pecially not hauing thule of hys ſpeach, Whiche 
T. lu. tapled 
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clared vnto che that he was not troubled with any feare 
of hys enemies, but with the iniquitie of the tyme: the 
Bactrians rebellyng, a the Scithias pꝛouoking him, 
when ncpther he was able to ſtand vpon the grounde, 
ſtrong pnough to rde on hozſebacke, oꝛ in cale to gxue 
aduplt oꝛ exhoztacyon to hys men. In conſpdcracyon 
thertoʒe of the doubt full daũger he law him lelfe wzapt 
in, he acculed the gods, complapnynge that he was the 
entoꝛced to lpe ſtyll as a tocke, whole (wyftnes beioze 
tyme, none was hable to eſcape. The matters q rewe ſo 
great, that hys owe men beleued he had countertey- 
ted hys licknes fo2 feare, And ther oe he whych lynce 
the ouerty2zowe of Darius had left conſultacpon wyth 
the dunners and pꝛophetes, turned hym leite agapne 
to the vanitye # ſuperſticion of ma, willing Iriſt ander 
(to whoin he was addicted in belete ) that he choulde 
trye out by Sacrifice what his ſucceſſe ſhould be. The 
cuſtome of them whiche were called Aruſpices was to 
conlyder the intrayles ofthe beaſtes wythout the king, 
and tomake repoꝛt to hym of thepze ugnyncacpon. In 
the meane (caſon whyles they were lerchynge ſecretes 
that way, he wylled Ephellyon, Craterus, Erigius 
and other hys frendes to dꝛaw nere about hym, leſt by 
ſtreprunge of hys voyce he myght bzcabe oute hys 
wound agayn, and ſayed thus vnto them: The datiget 
Jam m, hath cauſed the tyme to lerue Letter ſoꝛ myne 
enemies, the to me:neceſſitie J lee chiet p in p wattes 
to go bete teaſon. Foꝛ it is ſeldome geuen to men to 
choſethey2 owne tyme. The Bacttiãs be reuolted, vp⸗ 
on whole ſhoulders yet we ſtande, purpo ynge to tris 
what courage we bee ok, by our behauour * 
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the Scithians.Jf weleaue of wyth doubtlull foꝛtune 
and meddle not wyth them, whyche of theyz owne 
myndes haue pꝛouoked vs:welhal at our retourne bee 
had in contempt of them whome we entend ts viſit. 
But if we ſhall paſſe the ryuer of Tanats,# by the del⸗ 
truction otthe Scythians and ſheddyng or theyꝛ bloud 
ſhewe our ſelues inuincible everys where: Who wpll 
then doubt but that Europe wyll lye open, and geue 
obedyence to vs bepnge byctozers r heys decepued 
that doth meaſure by any dyſtaunce the boundes or the 
glozye we entende to palle. There is but one ryucr 
that letteth vs nowe to2 bzynginge of our power oucr 
into Europe, which it weihall baing to paſſe,what an 
eſtimacion ſhall it be koꝛ vs whiles we bee ſubduing of 
Alia, to (et vp the monumentes of our victozics as it 
were in a newe wozld,topupng lo ſoone together wyth 
one victory the thynge that nature leameth to haue di⸗ 
uyded wth ſo great diſt aunce: but ik we ſhall ſtay ne⸗ 
uer lo litie & geue ground, the Scythians wyl the come 
alter vs, t purſue vs in the taille. Be there no moze but 
we pᷣ haue paſſed riuers there be matip muencions pet 
temapnpuge emoges our lelues, cher by we haue gottẽ 
bictoꝛies. But foʒtune ot the warre doth teache policy 
to ſuche as bee ouercome: we haue ſhewed a paely- 
dent of late howe to lwymme ouer rpuers vpon bet⸗ 
tels: Which toynge it the Scythians can not doe, the 
Bactrians ſhall teache them. It is but the power of 
one nacyon that nowe cometh againſt you; al che other 
pet ſtande in a ſtay to buderitande ofout doinges. So 
that by eſchevpng battayll we hall nozpſh warre, and 
be compellyd to receiue thole blowes, which lie in vs 
to gene to other. The realon of my adiſe is ma- 
nycelt , But whether the 2pacevons wyll luxe me 40 
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vle mpne ovone dilpoſicis J doubte, becaule that ſince 
J receiued thys wounde, Jhauenot rydden on hozſe- 
backe,nc2goneon foote ; It pou wyll followe me mp 
frendes J am whole: Jgaue theftrength ynough to 
endure thelc thynges. And ik thende of my lyie bee at 
hande, wherin can J ſpende it better Theſe woꝛdes 
that he (pake were vttered wyth a broken and weake 
voice, ſo that they could ſcarcelpe be harde of ſuche as 
were next hym. But when hys meanynge was percep⸗ 
ued, all that were pꝛelent wente aboute to fraye hun 
from lo ralhe an enterpuſe. But Erigius wꝛoughte 
chickip in the mattter, which percepuinge that hys au⸗ 
thoztic coulde not pꝛeuaile agaynſt the kynges obſtp⸗ 
nate mynde, attẽpted to woꝛke hym by relygion, which 
he iudged ot greater fozce, Fo2 he declared that the 
Goddes were agaynlt hys determynacpon, which had 
fignified greate perill to enſue, it he paſſed the ryuer. 
He layed he had vnderſtande that thyng by Ariſtan⸗ 
det, who tolde hym at hys commpnge into the paup⸗ 
lyon what he had perceyued in the beaſtes intraples. 
Alexander vpon hys woꝛdes was witderfully troubled 
both with anger and ſhame, when he lawe the ſecreates 
of the religion bꝛought to lyght, whiche he thought to 
haue kept ſecret to hym ſelfe; & therfoꝛe cauſed Ertgius 
to go aſide, and Ariſtander to bee called in vnto hym: 
Whome he beheld inthe face, and layed: I leame to the 
rather a pꝛiuate man then a kynge. J commaunded 
the to make [acrifice, and thou haſt declared the lig⸗ 
nytycatyon therof to other and not to me. Foz Eti⸗ 
gius by thy repoꝛt knoweth the pꝛiuityes pertepnynge 
to me: But lure Þ Judge that though hys owne fears 
he deuyled an interpꝛetacyon ofhym ſelfe Thereloze 
jet me heare of thyne owne mouth what * haſte 
ound in 
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coming, both in auoiding to be encloſed within walles, 
and truſtyng beſpdes to take ſome aduauntage ot the 
Macedons, laped an embuſhement to entrappe them. 


Of 2 intus Curtius t. 
fotmde in the intrayles, tothintent thou ſhalte not de⸗ 
nye that thou haſt ſpoken, Ariſtander therupon was 
amaſed, æ looked pale, not hable to aunſwere one woꝛd 
foz feat e. But at length the ſame feare that made hem 
holde his peace, p2ycacd hym toꝛwardes to ſpeake, leſt 
the pꝛolongyng of the kynges expectation myght pꝛo⸗ 
uoke hym to further wzath, aunſwered:J ſaped e quod 
he) there was in the enterpule great daunger and dyfft- 
cultie:but pet that your attempt ſhould not be in vaine. 
There is nothing that J haue percepued by my ſcience 
troubleth me ſo muche, as the loue J beare to you war- 
des: f02 J both conſider pour infirmicte,and what a mo⸗ 
ment conliſteth in your owne perſon , fearynge pou 
ſhoulde not be hable to endure the thynges that foz- 
tune is dyſpoiedto geue vnto you. hen Alexander 
harde hym ſpeake after that maner, he willed him to 
haue confidence in his felicitie, to whome foztune had 
graunted glozy in greater thynges, and therupon dy⸗ 
miſſed hym: Ifterwardes as the kyng was debatyng 
with ſuch as he conſulted with beloꝛe, by what meanes 
he ſhoulde paſſe the riuer: Ariſtander came cmonges 
them, allyꝛzming that he had founde the intrayles con⸗ 
trary to that he did beloꝛe, with as likely ſignes ol good 
ſucceſſe as any that euer he ſaw,ſhewing then as great 
cauſes to reioice, as he did befozeto feate. But immedi⸗ 
atlp herupõ Alexander receiued newes p much appai⸗ 
red the continual felicitie he was wont to haue in al hys 
pꝛoceadinges.Menedemus being lent (as it hath bene 
lated befo2e )to beſiege Spitamenes, the aucthour of þ 
Bactrians rebelliõ: Whẽ he vnderſtode or his enemies 
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Chere was a woode thꝛough the whiche they ſhoulde 
paſſe very apt foz the purpoſe, where he laped the Daz 
hans, whole cuſtome was to cary two armed men vp- 
pon one hoꝛſe, from whence they vled to leape downe 
by courſe. And by realon the ſwiſtnes of the footemen 
was litle inferigur vnto the hozlemen, they troubled 
greatly the oꝛder af the hozlemans fight. Spitamenes 
gaue oꝛder to them, that whe theyꝛ enenues ſhould en⸗ 
ter into the woode, they ſhoulde enuiron them about on 
all ſydes, whiche when they perfourmed accoꝛdyng to 
their appopntment: Menedemus leeing hym lelfe en⸗ 
cloſed on all partes, and not equall in number vnto hys 
encimes, reliſted a great whyle, crying out to the ſoul⸗ 
diours, that there remapned no hope to them being in⸗ 
trapt ater that maner, but by makyng ſlaughter vpon 
they2 enemies to receiuethe comfozt of an honeſt death, 
Menedemus rode vpon a ſtrong hoꝛſe, charging oft ti⸗ 
mes bpon his enemies, wherby he bꝛake theyꝛ oꝛdet, a 
made great ſlaughter, tyl ſuch time that he being lated 
at on all partes, receiued manpe woundes, and fainted 
koꝛ want ot bloud. Then he exhoꝛted Hiſpides that was 
one of hys frendes to leape vpon his hozſe,and eſcape 
awap, æ with that woꝛd he ſwoũded & fell to the groud 
from his hoꝛle. Hyſpides myght haue gote awape: but 
alter he had loſt his fred,determined there to die,taking 
no other care but how to ſpend his lyle with loſſe ol his 
enemies. Wherioze he put his ſpurres to the hoꝛſe, and 
ran in emõges the. where he fought notably, at length 
was ſlaine. When 5 reſt ſaw this ouerthzowe, a loſſe of 
their capitaine, they recouered an hil, where Spitame- 
nes did beſiege the, thinking to ſubdue them foz want of 
vitail. There wereflainem pᷣ battail. ui. M. footemen, 
uiC.hozlemen;Whiche nuladuenture Alexander wu 0 
great 
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great policy kept ſecret,comaunding them that parted 
fro the field, vnder paine ol death not publyſh this mat⸗ 
ter abꝛoade. But wohẽ he could not beate out any lenger 
a countenaunce contrarpe to his harte, he went alone 
vnto his pauilion whiche he had ſer of purpoſe vpon 
the riuers ſyde. There he waked all the night. deuyung 
with him ſelte what was belt to doe. And dyuers times 
he lyited vp hys tent to beholde the fp2es in hys ene⸗ 
myes campe, therbyto coniecture they number. When 
th: day appeared, he put on a coꝛſelet, and came fourth 
emonges the ſouldiours, beyng the fp2it tune they had 
ſeene hym lyntce he receiued his hurt. They bare ſuche 
a veneration vnto their Ryng, that with hys pꝛeſence 
oncly they put awaye the remembzaunce of the feare 
whiche cauſed them befoze to thzynke, and retoyced ſo 
hartely,that when they ſaluted him, the teares vyſtil⸗ 
led from theyꝛ eyes, andearneſtlye required the kght, 
whiche befoze they had refuſed. Be tooke oꝛder there e⸗ 
monges them that the hoꝛſemen, and ſuch as were of 
the ſquare battail offootemen ſhoulde be caried ouer in 
boztes,andthat the lyght armed ſhould lwimme vpon 
bottelg.

Foz the ſouldiouts went about the met⸗ 
tet with ſuch good will and cherefulncs ol mynde, that 
within. ui. dapes they had finiſhed. xu. M. boates. Whẽ 
al thinges were pꝛepared in readines {2 thei paſſage, 
there came xx.embaſſadours ofthe Scithians,riding 
by the campe, which required that it myght be declared 
bntothe king that they had matter in commyſſion to 
declare vnto hym. nohẽ they were receiued into his pa⸗ 


lion, and commaunded to lit downc, they fixed theyz 
looke cotinually bpon the kinges countenaunce, w

by it was thought, that waying 5 greatnes of his cou⸗ 
rage by his pcr.onagethat they lawe pꝛeſent, it appea⸗ 
red to them but ſmall in reſpect of the lame they hearde 
of him. The wittes of the Scithians be not rude and 
without knowledgeas other barbarous people be. Foz 
it is (ated that many ot them atteyne to ſucheleatning 
as is poſſible fo2 a nation being alwapes in exercyſe of 
the warres: Whole woꝛdes ſpoken vnto Alexander de 
left in meinoꝛpe: whiche though they dylfer from the 
mauer of vs that haue happened in moꝛe cyuil times, 
and framed out lelues to a moꝛe humanitie: pet the ft- 
delitie of the matter is not to be deſppled, thoughe the 
phꝛaſe of theyꝛ ſpeache be not allowed. And therfoze J 
ſhall declare vncozruptlye the ſayinges wohiche the el⸗ 
deſt 3 — —— . — after thys ma⸗ 
ner. Jfthe Goddes had geuen thee a bodye accoꝛding 
---x op to the vulaciable deſpꝛe ofthp mynde, the vwozld ſhould 
evans vnt9 not be hable to receiue thee,but ſhouldeſt touche p Ou⸗ 
ent with one hand, a the octident with the other:whiche 
thing once obteyned, thy care ſhould be to become equal 
to p goddes. Thus thou doeſt couet the thing, thou art 
not hable to compaſſe. From Europe thou goelt into Az 
ſia, and from Alia palleſt into Europe. It mult come to 
paile that it thou ouercome al mankind, thou mult kepe 
warre with woodes and ſnowes, with riuers and wild 
beaſtes. What : art thou ignozaunt that trees do grow 
tyll they be great, and then be plucked vp from þ roote 
in a moment / He is a foole that dothe couet the fruite, 
and cõſidereth not the height ol the tree wheron it gro⸗ 
weth. Take hede leſt whues thou doſt labour to atteine 
vnto the toppe, thou falleſt wuhthe bowes which thon 
doeſt einbꝛace. The Lyõ hath bene ſometyme the foods 
0! Unit byꝛdes, aud the ruſt doth conſume the Joon. - 
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There is nothing ſo ſure, that is not in daunger of hys 
inferiour . What haue we to doe with thee ⸗ Meneuet 
touched thy countrep. Is it not lawlull foꝛ vs that liue 
in the walt woodes to be GI what thou art, and 
ſrom whence thou commeſt⸗ we can neyther be ſubiect 
to any man, noꝛ beſp2e to rule oyer anye creature. And 
becauſe pe ſhall not be ignoꝛaunt ofthe ſtate of our na⸗ 
t16, be haue certain gyftes in pꝛoper vuto bs, the yoake 
of Oxren, the plough, the ſpeare, the bowe, # the bo wle: 
which be the thinges that we ble both with our rendes 
and againlt our enemies. We do geue vnto frendes of 
the kruites gotten with our labour. With the bobole we 
lacrifice wyne vnto the Goddes. With the bowe we 
ſtrike our enemies a farre of, and with the ſpeate nearg 
at hande. Ifter that ſozt we in tymes palt ouercame the 
king of Sathia, and afterwardes the king of Perle 
and Media, makyng the waye open to vs into Egipt. 
But thou wohich doeſt gloꝛye that art come to be a per⸗ 

ſecutet ol theues, art a robber of all nations, that thou 

commeſt emonges. Thou haſt taken Lidia, poſſeſſed 

Sitia, emoped Perſe, and haſt the Bactrians vuder 
thy powet. Thou doeſt viſit the Indies, and now ſtret⸗ 
chelt fourth thy rauendus handes vnto our cattel. Why 
doeſt thou couet that riches, that cauſeth thee to be 
p2022-Thou art thefirlt ofall then which with habun⸗ 
daunce haſt pzepated thy ſelfe hunger , and that with 
the moze thou haſt,the moꝛe gredelye thou doelt couet 
thethingesthou halt not. Doeſt thou not temẽber how 
long thou haſt ſticked about Bactria: And whyles thou 
goeſt about to ſubdue them, howe the Sogdians be⸗ 
gynne to rebell + Thus warte doeth growe vnto thee 
of thy victozye.

Thynke not thole frendes to be 
neceſſary vntothee,of whole good will thou ſhalt neede 
to doubt. Thou mayſt vie vs as kepers both of Europe 
and Alia. Foz we ſhoulde ioyne with Bactria, but that 
Canais doth ditude vs:and beponde Tanats our dos 
minion ſtretcheth ſo karre as Thzacta,andthe fame is 
that Thzacia confineth with Macedon. Conſider ther⸗ 
foze whether it be necellatp foz thee oz no, to haue vs as 
freudes 02 foes to bothe thyne empyꝛes. Thele were the 
&$cithians woꝛdes, to whome the king made aülwere: 
that he woulde bothe vie his owne foztune, and they? 
tounſell whiche aduplcd him well. Ye woulde folowe #lerandee = 
his loꝛtune he ſayed)becauſe he had great confidence ene gart 
mit, and other mens counſeli,becauſe he would do no- u egamũ the 
thing ra hely, noz vpon a ſodaine. Therupon he dy⸗ ©*vs- 
miſſed the Embaſſadours, aud enbarked his arme in 
the boates he had pꝛepared. Jnthefozepartes of the 
boates he (et ſuch as had tergets, wilung the to kneele 
pon ther knees foz theyꝛ moꝛe ſautegarde ag ainſt the 
hoote 0! arrowes. And they were placed behinde them 
that had the charge of the Engins, who beloze, and 
an bothe ſydes were encloſed with armed men. The 
teſt whiche ſtoode beyonde the Engines being armed 
them ſelues, delended with tergettes ſuche as rowed. 
The ſame oꝛder was allo oblerued in thoſeboates that 
ned ouer the hoꝛſemen. The moze part dꝛewe they 
the Jhozſes after them by the reynes, wimmyng at the boã⸗ 
ys nes tayle, and ſuche as were caried vpon truſſes fylled 
den ſuth ſtrawe, were defended by the boates that rowed 
den Fietwixe them and theyz enemies. Alexander with ne 
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men as he had choſen to be about his perſon,fy2M laun⸗ 
ched from the lande, and directed hys courſe towardes 
the further ſyde. The Scithians came agaynlt them 
with theyꝛ hoꝛſemen in oꝛdze of battayle, ſtandyng v⸗ 
pon the bunke ofthe further ſhoare to let they? lading: 
whole ſhewe beyng a terrour to the Mace dons, they 
had allo another cauſe ot feare in their pallpng ouer, 
Foꝛ the boate maiſters were not hable to keepe they 
courſe agaynlt the fozce otthe ſtreame. And the ſouldi⸗ 
ours lwa eng too and fro, foʒ the doubt they had to fall 
in the water, troubled the marmers in doyng of then 
office. By reaſon wherot the Macedons could not haue 
ſcope to call their dartes with anpe fozce, taking nioze 
care how to place them ſelues out of peryll, then tozto 
anope they2 enemies. They? enges ſtoode them in 
great ſteade, whiche ſeldome dyd ſhoote in vayne a- 
gayn(t they2 enemyes that ſtoode thycke befoze them, 
p2ofterpng to reſylt theyꝛ landyng. When the Scithi⸗ 
ans ſawe them neare the ſhoare,they did ſhoote an intt- 
nyte numbzeot arrowes into the boates , ſo that there 
was not in maner anyeterget p had notmany heades 
ſticking in it. At length the boates arrived at the land: 
then the terget men dyd ryle vpon theyz feete, and ha⸗ 
uyng moze ſcope and ſure footing, thewe thepz dartes 
mo2e certainly a᷑ with greater foꝛce:wherby perceuung 
theyz enemies to ſhynke, and reane backe theyz hozſes, 
they then leaped chercfullyevnto the lande, one erho1- 
ting and encouraging another, and freely purſued iht, 
whome they ſawe fall out ot e. By that tymeI- 
lexanders hozlemen whiche had allembled them lelues 
mn troupes, babe vpon theyꝛ enemies. and put them to 
1 the meane ſealon the reſt beyng de 
kended dy them tyat were ſyghtyng, landed and mee 
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red them lelues tothe battayll. Noz Alexander letted 
not wyth ſtovotnes of courage to ſuplye the impotency 
of hys bodye. Nys voyce coulde not be heard when he 
ſpabe and exhoꝛted hys men ( the ſcarte of hys wound 
not pet cloſed):but all men myght ſee hym fyghtpnge. 
Wycrfoze euery one bſed the office ofa capitapne in ge⸗ 
uynge erhoztacyon vnto hys fellowes, and ran vpon 
they2 enempes without relpect of thcy2 owne lyucs.. 
Then the Sythians could not endure anylenger the 
countenaunce , the fazce,no2 thecrye of theyz enemp⸗ 
es, but beynge all on hozſebacke fled away vpon the 
ſpurres: Whome the king purſued.titt.ſcozeturlonges, 
not withſtandynge that with greate payne he endured 
hys infirmittie. When his hart tainted, hecommaunded 
hys men that they ſhoulde folow ſtyll in the chaſe (o- 
longe as the dapye laſted and not hauynge ſtrength to 
ſuſteyne any further trauaple, returned in to his campe 
io teſt hym ſelle. The Macedons in they: purſuitepaſs 
led the boundes of Bacchus. In monumẽte or whome 
there were great Tones let vp by equall diſtaunce, and 
high trees, whole ſtockes were couered ouer wyth 
Jupt. But no boundes could bee a ſtap to the Mace⸗ 
dons, beynge carped kozwardes in thepz fury ; foꝛ it 
was mpdnyghte bekoze they returned ag apne to theyz 
tampe: who hauinge billed manp, aud taken great nuͤ⸗ 
he of puſoners, dyd dꝛyue betoze the. M. vi. hüdꝛed 
hoꝛſes. There were ſlapue of the Macedons.1x.hozſts. 
men: of the footemen tothe popnt of one hundzed:and 
8 thouſande of them were hurte , Thys enterpꝛple 
wyth the kame of the victozyefailyngein ſo good a ſea⸗ 
ſon, kept the moze part of Aſia in obedpence, whyche 
was of the poynt to haue rebelled. Foz they beleued 
that the Scythians were umuncible: Who beynge 
Ut, vanquiſhed 
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banquiſhed, they iudged no nacyans hable to with 
-Sacans Gand the pomze ofthe Macedons. The Sacans ther, 
toe after thys victoꝛp, ſent thetre Embaſſadours vnto 
Alexander. offring them ſelues to come vuder hys obe- 
dience. To the doinge wherof they were not lo great⸗ 
le moued with feare ofhys fozce,as they were with re⸗ 
poꝛte of the clemecy he vled to wardes the Scpthians, 
aſter he had diſcon fit ed them. Foꝛ he deliuered home all 
their pꝛiſoners without raunſome, to wytnes to the 
would that hemade warrewyththole ſperce nacious to 
ſhewhzs powze andhys vertue, &not toz any malpte, 
noz tothewe hys wꝛath vpon the. That was the cauſe 
that he (o gently recepued the Embaſſadours of the 
Sacans:caulſing Excipinus to accompany them:whs 
beyng a beutyfull yongeaman in the firſt flowzeof hys 
pouth, was in that reſpect in great fauour, and famy- 
liaritie wyth Alexander. In perſonage he was lyke 
Epheſtiõ:but inferioz to him in pleaſaũtnes of ſpeache. 
After thys Jlexander giupnge oꝛdze to Craterus ts 
follow hym by (mall jozneis wyth the greater parte 
ofhys armye, heyy elle came to the citie of Mara⸗ 
canda, from whence Spitamenes that harde of Lys 
commpnge, was fled into Bactria. The kyngetherfoze 
makynge great iorrneys foure dapes contynuallye, 
came into the place, wheras bnder the conducte of 
Menedemus he had loſt two thouſand footemen g. ili. 
C. hoʒſamen. Whole bones he cauſed to bee gathered to⸗ 
githers , celebzatynge their kuneralles after hys coun⸗ 
trey maner. Bythat tyme Craterus wyth the phalans 
was come vntothe Kyngez and to thintent he myghte 
puniſhe wyth the (wozde all ſuche as had rebellyd:he 
diuided hys power into diuerſe partes, commaundinge 
them to burne in euery place where they . 
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tyll all the childꝛen. The countrey ofthe Hog dians foz 
the moze parte is waſt, by teaſon of the great deſertes 
that ſtretch guerthwart the countrey .Theriuer called 
Polptimetum paſſed in maner thzoughe the lengthol 
pt,vhych runneth a ſpaceviolently in anarowchanell, 
and then is receiued into an hoale of the earth, from 
whence it goeth vnderneth the grounde:whoſecaurſe 
is ma by the nople of the water that maye bee 
hard. And pet on all grounde. vnder the whicheſo 
great a riuer doth runne there doth not appeare any 
moyſtureput fozth . Ok the captiues that were taken 
emonges the Hogdians, there were.rxx.of the moſt 
noble bzought vnto Alexander: Whiche vnderſtans 
dynge by an interpzeter , that by the Kynges com⸗ 
maundement they ſhaulde bee put to execucpon, bez 
gan as men in myꝛth to ſynge and daunce, and by a 
tert apne laſcpupous mocyon of thepz bodpes expꝛelled 
agreate ioptulnes of the mpude. Alexander meruei⸗ 
lynge that they toke theyꝛ death wyth ſuche ſtowtneg 
and magnaninutie of hart, called theym vnto hym, 
enquirynge. whp they ſhewed ſo greate a gladnes, 
when they had death befoze theyz face . They aun- 


ſwered that if they had bene put ta death by any, ſa⸗ 
n 


uinge by ſuch ane as he was, they ſhoulde | 
theyz death ſozowfully . But nom ſeeynge th be 
reſtozed to theyꝛ pzcdeceſſcurs by a kyuge that Was a 
tonquesour of all natyons: they reiopſed in theyz ho⸗ 
neſt death, as þ thynge that all men ſhoulde vwplhe and 
delyꝛe. The king then maruapling at theyꝛ magnani⸗ 
mitie: J enquere ot pou ( ab he) it you can be content ta 
lue, and become krendes to hym, by whole benelite you 
alt receiue youlyfe They layed that as they neuer 
vere hys enempes, (but as they were pꝛouoked by oc⸗ 
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caſion ofthe warres)euen fo, if he woulde make an ex⸗ 
periment of them rather by a benefite,then an inturye, 
they would labour not to bee ouercome in good wyll, 
- no2 in doynge the thynge that pertayned to theyꝛ dutie. 
They were ared what pledge they would lay of they; 
pꝛomiſe. They layed they? liues they had tecepued, 
ſhoulde bee theyz pledge redy to bee pelded agayne, 
when it were required. Therin they bzakenopzcmile; 
fo: ſuche of theym as were returned home into theyꝛ 
countrey kept the people in good obeditce:and foure of 
$hem that were appointed tobe of thekynges guarde, 
gaue place to none oł the Macedons in loue oꝛ aftec⸗ 
tion towardes thep2 pꝛynce. When he had oꝛdꝛed all 
thynges emonges the Sog dians, he lette Peticolaus 
there wyth. iu. M. men of warre, and remeued into 
Bactria: from whence he commatided Beſſus to be ca⸗ 
ried to Echatan, there to ſuffre death toz the kyllyuge 
of Datius. bout the ſame tyme Ptholomeus & Me⸗ 
nidas bꝛought. iii. M. footemen & a thouſand hozlemen 
ol mercenary louldicrs:# one Fleander-came to hym 
out of Lycra withj.iii. M. ſootemen and.v.C.hozlemens 
Alclepeodo2us had leuied the like numbze out of Si⸗ 


£1a.Antipater ſent.viu. M. Greekes emonges whome 
th v.C.hozſemen, When he had thus encreaſed 


hi wyth the ſupply of hys new power, he went 
— n euery place to quiet thoſe ſturres p bene rays 
ſed vp by the rebellion: And hauynge ſlayne them that 
were the aucthours and beginners therok, the fourth 
Day came to the tyuer of Prius, which beyng a water 
vnholſome to be dꝛonke (becauſe it is euer troubled | 
full ot mudde ) the Macedons fell to digging of welles: 
And wheby digging deape they could finde no water, 
Aſpzing ſodenly appeared in the kinges tent, which — 
| | cau 
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cauſe it was not found at the ſirſt, they fainedit to come | 
by miracle. Therewith the kynge was pleaſed,and c6- 
tented men ſhulde beleaue that the ſame was lente dy 1 
the gift ot God. When he paſſed the tiuers of Ochus, | 
&OrUus they came vntoa citie called Marginia,nere Perginis, }! 
vnto the whiche he chole out places foz the buildyng of tl 
ſpxe townes: whereof he planted two towardes the 

ſouth,and foure towardes the eaſt: euery one dyſtaunt 

a ſmall ſpace from an other, to thintent that theyz mus 

tuall aſuſtaunce in tyme ot nede ſhould not bee farre to 

ſeke . They were all ſituate vpon hygh hilles, as bꝛi⸗ 

dels to kepe vnder thole wude nacyons. But now they 

haue fozgotten their oziginall, and be ſubiect to thoſe, 

they were wont to rule. The king hauinge lubdued all 

the tell, one rocke onelpremayned, which Arimazes a nung l 
Sogdian had taken with. xxx. M. armed men, a furni⸗ ander by 
ſhed the lame of victuals foz two peates. The ſame | 
rocke was.rrx.furioges in height and. Cl. about, being 

in all partes ſteape and bꝛoken, hauynge one ſtreyghte 

pathe onely to paſle vp vnto it. Ju the mydde way to

They beynge furnyſhed 
wyth two dayes vyctuals, & armed onelp wyth lwozs 
des and ſpeares, at the fyꝛſt went fozwardes wyth- 
out anp great difficultie. But when they came to the 
ſteapnes of the rocke , ſome tooke holde ofthe bꝛoken 
tragges to lift vp them ſelues, and ſome kaſtenynge 
cheyꝛ hookes on the rockes, clame vp bythe ropes. 

Thep were compelled to reſte and (tape dyuers tymes, 
end ſoconlumed the dayein trauaill « in feare. When 
they had paſſed many dickycult places, further diffpcul- 
ties alwayes appeared, the height of the rocke ſeminge 
to growe moze & moʒe. When they failed either ot theyz 
holde, oꝛ of theyʒ footyng, it was a myſerable thyng to 
ſee how they felldovane hedlonge, ſhewynge to the o⸗ 
ther miſtoꝛtune, an enlample what was a likely to bes 
come ot them. Hotwithſtandynge at length thꝛoughe 
al theſedifficulties they gotte vp vnto the top, where 
they al weried wpth the trauaill of theyꝛ continual! la⸗ 
boure,# ſoine with the hurtes a mayn ies they had recei⸗ 
ucd,flept there al that nyght,cmonges the wylde and 
Uuu. —rought 
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cough rockes, vnmyndtull ofthe perill they were in, 

When it was daye they wakened oute of their deape 
ſleape,andbeholdyng the valleis vnderneaththeẽ, were 
ignozaunt in what parte ot the rocke ſo greate a mul⸗ 
titud oftheyz enempes ſhuld lie. But at legth whe they 
pirceiued by the ſmoke in what place they were, they 
vpon the poyntes of two lpeares ſect vp the ſigne that 
was appoynted them, and founde than in their com⸗ 
mynge vp they had loſt they numbzetwo and thyztye. 
The kinge beinge carekull not ſo muche koꝛ the deſirehe 
had to wynne the rocke, as foz to laue thoſe whome 
he had (ent to ſo manifeſt a daunger, ſtoode all day be⸗ 
holding the toppe of the mountapne. And when darke- 
nes of the night tooke away the pꝛolpect of the eyes, 
he departyd to refreſhe hys body. The next dap befoze 
it was full lyght, he receyued the white cloth let vp in 
the top of the rocke;but the varyetie of the aper, and 
the ſonne begynnyge to appeare, and pet hydden, cau⸗ 
ſed hym to doubte a while whether hys ſpght had fay⸗ 
led him oꝛ no: But when it was full and open dape, it 
appeared manpfeſtlpe, and all doybte was remoued. 
Then he called Cophes, by whome he had attempte⸗ 
they2 myndes beloꝛe, wyllynge hym ones agayre to 
exhoꝛt them to bee better aduiſed . And it ſo be that in 
truſt of they2 ſtrength, they would not ſubmpt them 
ſelues, that then he ſhould ſhewe to them the men that 
had taken the rocke ouct theyꝛ heades. When Cos 
phes came thether, he beganto perſuade Arimazes to 
geue vp hys ſtrength, thereby to wynne the Kynges 
fauoure, and not enfozce Alexander to ſtay in the liege 
of a rocke, hauing ſo many weighty affaires in hand: 
But he founde him moꝛe obſtynat and pꝛoude then he 


dyd beloꝛe, and wylled Cophes to departe *

him no moꝛe in the matter. Then he tooke Jrimazes 
the hande, and required him ko go with hym out okthe 
caue. When they were come whetas they might looke 
about, he ſhewed him thole that were gotten to the top 
ofthe cragge, and ſkoꝛning then his pꝛyde, axed of him 
whether Alexanders ſouldiours had goo winges 02 
no. Bythat time the trumpets were blowe in the Ma⸗ 
cedons campe,# they might heare the alarme that was 
made in the army: Which matter as many vaine #try- 
fling thinges are wont in the wartes to grow to great 
efkect:ſo that was the cauſe why they pelded the ſelues, 
Foz feare ſo troubled them, that they could not conlider 
the mall number that were ouet theyꝛ heades, but cal- 
led Cophes againe in great haſt, who was departed a⸗ 
wap, and ſent with him vnto Alexaͤder. xxx. ol the chiele 
men, auchoꝛiſed to yealde vp the rocke, with compoliti⸗ 
on fo to depart in ſaufeguard. But Alexa der notwith⸗ 
ſtanding that he doubted leſt his enemies dyſcoueryng 
the fewnes of his men, myght put them to diſtteſſe: pet

ich the pꝛyde of Arimazes, e co ; 
on, but that they ſhouldeyelde ſumply. Arimazes theru⸗ 
pon dyſpeyꝛing moze ol hys eſtate, then he had cauſe, 
deſcended downe to the campe with the chieleſt of the 
nation that were of kinne to him. Al the which Alexan⸗ 
der caufed to be ſcourged with roddes; and be erucitped 
at p foote of the rocke. The multitube that yelded, with 
the money that there was taken were geuen in gyt 
to thinhabiters ofthe new cittes. And the rule ok 
te lade roctze was committed to Artaba⸗

frendes with let fozwarde in his tourney the next daye, made that 
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ouer :uyad nyght a ſolemne ba uet: wherin ( ouer.greah 
Malle“ mlelte) whey he was hated with * 
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dzinking,begi to let fourth the actes that he had done, 
in luch ſoꝛt that his wozdes offended the eares of ſuche 
as knew them to be true. The auctent men kept ſilence, 
tyl ſuch time as he began to deface y doinges of Philip 
his father, aduauntyng the notable victozye at C hero⸗ 
neſe to be his deede: the gloꝛye wherof, he layed, was 
taken from him by the malice and enupe of hys father. 
#02 he alleged howe in the mutime whiche roaſe be⸗ 
twene the Macedons andthe Greeke ſouldiours, whẽ 
halyp laye hurt of a wounde whiche he receiued at a 
ape, thought him ſelle ſure no other wyle then to coũ⸗ 
terfayt to be dead: When he defended hys bodye with 
hys buckeler, and lewe them with hys owne hande 
that ranne vpon his father to haue kylled him. Which 
act ( he ſayed)hys father woulde neuer gladly conteſſe: 
noꝛ neuer coulde abydeto acknowlege hys (aufegard 
to come by hys ſonne. He allo declared howe after the 
lourney he made by hymſelte into Illiria, in wꝛyting 
bnto his father, he aſcribed the victozye vnto hym ſelfe, 
which ouerthzewe hys enemies, and put them to flight 
when Philyp was awaye. He ſayed that in hys opini⸗ 
on, it deſerued but (mal commendation to make a tour: 
ney into Hamothzacia, when Alia ought to haue bene 
popled and bꝛent. Hoꝛ he thoughte no man wozthye 
payſe in deede, but luche as doe ſo great actes, that 
may excede all mens credit. The voung men that were 
were glad to heare theſe woꝛdes and ſuche o⸗ 
ther lyke: but they were vngratefull vnto the auncgen⸗ 
ſtes:ſpeciallye foz Philyp his cauſe, vnder whome 
had long lerued. Then Clytus whiche in lyke caſe was 
not very ſober, turned to ſuche as (ate deneathe hymz 
hea — 'of Euripides, wherof the Kynge 
th wk rather heare the lounde then the poozdes.The 
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effect of them was, that the Greekes dyd etyll, whiche 
in the monumentes oltheyz victoꝛpes, dyd ſubſcrybe 
onely the names ol thepꝛ kynges, whiche vlurped the 

loʒye to them ſelues that other menne dyd winne by 
ſheadyng of theyz bloude. Alexander therioze whiche 
iudged his wozdes to haue bene wozle then they were, 
enquered of luche as late next hym, what Clytus ſaied. 
But whe they kept ſilence:Clytus with a low der voice 
xchearſed in oꝛder Philips doing es, and the wartes he 
made in Greece, p2eferring thebefoze anpe actes done 
lince that time: Wherupõ there dyd ryſe a cotention be: 
twene * — tt the old. But the king enfozcinga 
paciece in himſelꝭ vohẽ he hard Clytus dera ce his pꝛaile, 
cocetued a wõderull wꝛath in his mind. Met it lemedꝰ 
he woulde haue bꝛydled his aftection,if Clytus woulde 
haue made an ende of his pꝛeſũptucus taltze. But whe 
he would not ceſſe, he gaue occaſion to Alexander to be 
further moned. Clytus then dyd pꝛocede ſo farrefourth, 
that he durſt dekend Parmento his caſe, e pzeferred þ 
victoꝛy that Philip wanne oftheAtheutens , befozethe 
deſtruction o: Thebes. And going further and. further, 
not onely though dꝛonkenſhip, but euen by a troward⸗ 
nes ora cautentious mind, at length ſaied.

Then 
dicas dt Ptholomeus fell downe vpon they: knees 
requiring him that he would not perleuer in hys wzath 
which he lo lodainly had concepued, but rather reſpite 
hys dyſpleaſure, ſeeyng that he myght the next daye 
muche better 02der the matter. But hys-wzath pꝛe⸗ 
uayled ſo muche, that hys eares were ſhutte vp, and 
he ranne in a furye emonges the watchmen, pluckyng 
a ſpeare out ot one of theyꝛ handes, which once gotten, 
he ſtoode in the entrye, though the whiche they mul 
nedes paſſe that lupped with him. When ell the rel 
were come fourth, Clytus came laſt without lyght, 
And becauſe Alexander could not dyſterne hym, he af: 
ed what he was: but that was done ſo terriblye, that 
the crueltie of the acte he went about appeared in hys 
voyce, But Clytus whiche leeyng the kyng in a furye, 
had no reſpect how muche he had offended him befoze, 
aunſwered that he was Clytus, which was comnung 
from the kynges banquet.

The paſſage was 
deferided both wyth a ryuet a wuyti a rocks, thʒoughe 
the whiche rocke the way was made by koꝛce of hande. 
The lighte is receyued inat the entre: but rurther in⸗ 
ward Den men bzyng.wyth _ 
1 u. rom 
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Fromthis rocke there goeth a bawte bndenmneth the 
grounde, that hath iCues into the fieldes, which be not 
knowen but to ſuch as be ofthe (ame coũtrey. Though 
this ſtreight was naturally ſtrong , and defended be⸗ 
ſides by a ſtrong power:that letted not Alexãder to at⸗ 
tempt it, but bzought engynes which they call Irietes, 
to beate downe ſuche foztification as was made wyth 
hand, aud wythſlinges and ſhot of arrowes , did beat 
his enempes kram the places of theyz defence. When 
he had dayuen them awaye, he palled thꝛoughe the 
foztificacyous he had wonne, and made appzoche vn: 
to the rocke. But the ſtreame that grewof the aſlem⸗ 
blie of waters fallynge from the mountayne, was an 
tinpedymente to hym therm. Jt ſeamed a wonderfull 
wozketo fill the chanel of theriucr; pet he cauſed trees 
and ſtones to be bought to the place, and ſet the thinge 
in hande. MW Hen his euempes that neuer had ſeene amy 
ſuche wozkebefoze, lawe the wozke ryſe (odeulpe lybe 
a mountapne, were put in a maruaplous feare, whyche 
the kynge luppolinge they might haue bene brought to 
render tut vp:ſent one Oxiartes ot the (ame nacyon to 
perſuade Silimithꝛes taxeuder the rocke. And in the 
meane ſeaſon ta put them in moꝛe terrour, he cauſed 
towers ot woode to dee heeught foꝛwardes, and dyd 
ſhote wythengins ſo out et the ſame, that the enemy 
es toꝛſakynge all other ſkrengthes ; retyzed into the 
toppe of the rocke. Oxiartes findynge Silymythzesm 
this feate, perſwaded him rather to pꝛoue Alexanders 
bencuolence then his fo2ce: and ſeeynge all creatutes 
ſubmitted them ſelues vnto hym,thathe onelye ſhould 
not bee hys let, goynge wyth hys victoꝛyous army into 
India, werby he ſhoulde turne other mens plagues 
ppon hys owne necke.. Siluupthzes wouldhauche 
contented

contented to kollowe his aduiſle,but that ſhe whych was 
both hys mother and hys wyte, atfirmed hawe ſhe 
woulde rather dye then commyt her lelfe into any 
mans hande: And therkoze beynge aſhamed that the 
louc of lybertye ſhoulde remapne moze in a woman the 
in hym being a man, altered hys purpoſe, takyng that 
way which was moze honeſt then ſure, anddpmyſſed 
hym that was the meane toz peace, determynyng vtter⸗ 
ly to abide the extremitie ofthe liege: Met when he had 
weyed well hys enempes power and hys owne toge⸗ 
thers, began agayne to repent hym of hys wpues coũ⸗ 
laple, as ot a deuile mozt raſhe then pꝛolitable, and 
made ſuite that Oxiartes woulde teturne, p2oferynge 
then ta commyt hym lelle to the kynges wil: onely tequt 
ring of Oxiartes that he woulde not vtter hys wyues 
myude and opinimon, oz tear leaſt ſhe ſhoulde not ob⸗ 
teyne hyꝛ pardon . He ſente therfoze Oxiartes befoze, æ 
hecame aitcr wyth hys wyte, his chilbzen,and all his 
kyaſcolke vythout taryenge fo an aſſut aunce pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed to hym by Ortartes . Aiexander hearpuge oftheyz 
commyige , ſent hys hozſemen befoze to caule theym 
to ſtape, and tarye foz hys commynge. And when he 
was come to the place wherethey dyd abyde, he of= 
fered ſacrificeto. Mimerua and victozia , reſtozynge 
to Siſimpthꝛes hys ſozner tule and aucthozitie, put⸗ 
tynge hym in hope of a greater countrep, if he woulde 
faithfully coutinue hys krendſhippe, and toke hys two 
ſonnes pzeſented to hym by the father, to lerue in hys 
wartres. Alexander leſte hys footemen to ſubdue luche 
as were pet vnyealden,and went kozwardes with hys 
hozſemen into other partes. The waye was craggye & 
difficulte,vohyche at the firſt thependured indiſterent⸗ 


y;but aſterwardes whenthetr hozle houes were tozne 
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e aud they vtterly fozweried, many were not a⸗ 
ble to folow,but rydde diſperkled, and oute ofo2der:the 
werines of thartrauatle ſo muche ouercame ſhame, 
The Rynge not withſtandyng, chaunged often hozle, 
and purſued without ceſſinge hys enempes that fled 
befoze hym: By reaſon wherof all the noble pounge 
menthat were wonte to accompanye hym, werelette 
behpnde, lauynge onelpe Philip Lyſtmachusbzother, 

who then beynge in the floure of hys pouth, and of 
great likelihode to become an excellent man, followed 
on tote the Kynge that dyd ryde on hozlebacke by the 
ſpace of fiftye furlonges; Liſpmachus dpuers tymes 
fo2 all that p2oſtered to hym hys hozſe , But in no 
wyſe he woulde depart fromthe kynge, notwithſtan- 
dynge thathe had on * cozlelct and all hys armour. 
When the kynge paſſed thzough a woode where hys 
enemyeslateinembulhement, ye fought notably a tel⸗ 
cued the kynge fightynge wyth his enempes. But af- 
ter they were put to klyght and dꝛiuẽ oute of þ woodes, 
the greatnes of hys courage, which had ſuſt eyned hym 
in he heate of the te, faynted wyth hys bodye, 
and beynge all on a (weate leaned hym felfe to a tree, 
whyche dpd not lo ſtape hym, but that he fell tothe 
earthe , and.beynge taken vp agayne by the kynges 
yandes,hzonke downe krom hym and dyed.Theking 
beynge ſoꝛowfull foz hys deathe, xecepued an otherty- 
dynges, no leſſe to belamented . Foz befoze he came to 
hys campe, he was aduertiſed ot the death ol Erigius, 
one ok hys moſte notable Capitaines:whoſe funcrals 
were both celebꝛated wyth great pompe and ceremo⸗ 
nies of honoure. From thence he determyned to goe 


— vnto the Dahans, where he vnderſtoode that Spi⸗ 


tamenes was. But Foztune that neuer ceſled to fa⸗ 
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uoure hym, fpapthed that tourney of hys, as ſhe dyd 

manpe other. Spitamenes was enflamed wyth the 

ouermuche loue of hys wyfe, whom he caryed with 

hym in all hys halardes and aduentures. But ſhe 

that coulde not well endure flyinge, noz to chaunge 
places like an outlawe, became ſo werpe of trauaple, 
that by flattery and fapze meanes , ſhe. entyſed her 
huſbande to leaue hys flyinge, and go about (ſeeyng 
he ſawe no wap to eſcape ) to pꝛacure Alexanders 
fauoure: of vohoſe clemencpe ( ſhe ſaped )he had ſcne 
ſo great experience. And to moue hymthe moꝛe in the 
matter, ſhe bzought befoze hym the childzen begotten 
bctwixt them, makyng requeſt, that at the leaſt wayes 
he woulde take pitye on them, wherin ſhe thought her 
pꝛaper would be the moze effectuall , becauſe Alexan⸗ 
der was lo neere at hande. But Spitamenes tudging 
her not to do thys by wape of counſaple, but of purs 
pole to betraye him, and that ſhe deſired to ſubmpt her 
{cife vnto Alexander in confidence of her beautie, dꝛew 
oute hys ſwerde to haue Criken her, he had not beene 
letted by hys bzethzen . When they woulde not (ufs 
fer hym othcrvwple to hurt her, he commaunded her 
to auopde hys ſyght, thꝛeatenynge to kill her, it ſhe pꝛo⸗ 
fered to come agayne to hys pꝛelence. And to mitygate 
hys loue towardes her, he ſpente the nyght emonges 
hys concubynes. But hys loue that was ſo deapelye 
grounded, therby ceſſed not , but rather kendeled the 
moze towardes hys wyke , Whereloze he reconciled 
hym lelfe agaye vnto her ,makynge hys continual re- 
queſt, that ſhe woulde not counſail noz moue hym any 
moze in the matter, but bee content wyth ſuche chaun⸗ 
ces as Foztune woulde ſende hym : foz he eſtemed 
death lyghter then'toyelde hym 18 purged = 
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ſelfc ol her fozmer perſuaſpon, whiche appered to het 
(ſhe ſayed)to haue bene good, and though it were alter 
à womans maner, yet it pꝛoceded of a faithiull mea⸗ 

nyng. Met from thence lourth ſhe was contented to do 

as it ſhould pleaſe hym. Spitamenes oucrcome wyth 

her counterkait aſtection, made a greate feaſt, and at⸗ 
ter muche eatynge and dꝛynkyng, became dꝛowiſie, and 
was caryed into hys chamber. When his wile percey- 
ued him to be in a deape lleape, ſhe pulled out aſwerde, 
whiche ſhe had kept lecretelpe fo2 that purpole, and 
cut of hys head, deliueryng the lame bepng ſpꝛinkeled 
wyth bloud vnto her ſeruaunte that was pꝛiup to the 


kacte, and doyth hy oncly, as ſhe was enbzued wyth 


bloude, came vnto the Macedous campe, wyllynge at 
to be lignilied to Alexander that there was one come, 
that had to ſpeake wilh hym. He by and by gaue com⸗ 
maundement ſhe ſhould entre: but when he percepued 
her deliled with bloud (thinkinge that ſhe had come to 
lamente (ome iniurpe done vnto her) wplled her to 
declarc what ſhe would haue. She delire d that her ler⸗ 
uaunt myght come in, from vnderneth whoſe garment 
ſhe toke Spitamenes hedde, and pꝛeſented it vnto J- 
lexander. The palenes ok the face wantynge bloude, 
had tatzen awape the knowledge whole it was. But 
When the Kynge percepued it to bee a maus hedde, 
he departed fourth of the tente, and by enquirie vnder- 
ſtode the matter. The caſe bzought hym in great per⸗ 
plexitie, and was dꝛiuen by dpuers pmaginations ins 
to lundꝛye opinions. He iudged the byllynge ol ſuche 


nette vnto hym: whyche lupnge, myght haue bene 

a greate let and umpedpment to hys pꝛocedpnges. 

But one the other lyde, conliderynge the ,

of the deede, that ſhe ſhould kill hym by freaſon, whiche 
loucd het ſo entietlye, and by whome che had had chil⸗ 
dꝛen: the vpolence of the acte oucrcame the thanke of 
her benefite,x ſhe was comaunded to depart the campe, 
leſt the enlaumple of ſuch lycentiouſnes, might coꝛtupt 
the maners and cyuil diſpoſition ot the Greckes., Whe 
the Dahans vuderſtoode of Spitamenes deathe, they 
bought Dataphernes bound, that was partner with 
hym in hys conſpiracye, and pealded them (clues vn- 
to Alexander. He beyng delyuered from the greateſt 
part of hys pꝛeſent care, determined to reuenge the in⸗ 
juries of them whiche had bene myluled by the pꝛyde 
and couetouſnes ot his deputies and olkicers,Therioze 
he committed Hircama with the Cardons and Tapi⸗ 
tions to Pꝛataphernes, to whome he gaue in commil⸗ 
ſion to ſend Phzadates his pꝛedecelſlout to hym as a 
puſoner. Tamſonoꝛ was ſubſtituted ruler of Caria in 
the place of Arlamus. Arlaces was ſent into Media, 
to thintent that Oxidates ſhoulde remoue from thence. 
Babilon vpon the death of Mazens was commytted | 
to Deditamenes. When he had o2deined theſe thynges, | 
; 
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the thyzde moneth he dꝛewe hys armpye out of theyz 
winter lodginges, to go vnto a countrey that was cal⸗ 
led Gabaza, The ſyꝛſt dayes iourney wes qupet, and g,,,,, 
the next not verye tempeſtuous: pet darkerthen had 

bene accuſtomed, but not without lome ſygnificatyon 
oltheyꝛ calamities that were comming. The thyꝛd day 

the clement was full ofightning:and when the lyght⸗ 
opng celled, it was very darke. The beholdyng therok a eg 
amated the ſouldiours, and put them in great feare, It 
thundꝛed in maner continually, e the lightnyng fell in 
traunge ſimulttudes, ſo that the army ſtoode aſtonied, 


es and dur neither go fozwardes,noz remayne __ 
place, 
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place. Then there tame ſodainly a ſhower of hayledzi- 
uyng lyke a ſtreame : whiche at the kyꝛſt they defended 
by couerturc oitheir harneys: But ſhoꝛtlpe aiter they; 
handes were ſo co de and wet, chat they could not hold 
they2 weapons, 102 pet deuple whiche wape to turne 
them ſelues, ſynding alwates where they turned they; 
faces,mo2e violetice ofthe tempeſt then befoze.Euerpe 
man ther toꝛe bzabe his atape, wanderyng aboute the 
woodes: aud maupe that were weried bp teare rather 
then by trauayle , laye downe vpon the graunde,not- 
withſtanding that the fozce of the colde Had conuer⸗ 
ted the ſhower into a froſt, The trees, agapnſt which 
they leaned, were a great refuge and helpe to manpe. 
And pet they were not ignozaunte when they reſted, 
that they choſe them (clues a place af deathe:faʒ when 
they leftto moue thcy2 bodies, the naturall heate left 
{ them: But eale was lo pleaſaunt to ſuche as were we- 
ried,that theyrefuſed.yot to dye in reſting of thẽlelucs. 
They? affiction was not onely vehement foꝛ the tyme, 
but allo continued verylong:to the encreaſe wherof,the 
lyght,whiche is a naturall delectation vnto men,tho- 
rough the darkenelle of the ſhower, and the ſhadowe 
of the woode, was lo taken awape, that it appeared 
as it had bene nyght. The kyng onely was hable to 
endure thys miſchiete, whiche ceſſed not to goe about 
the arme, dꝛqawing the ſouldiours 2 when they 
were diſperkled,ly{ting them vp that lay on the groũd: 
and to encourage them, he ſhewed them the lmobe 
that roaſe a farre of from the cotagies, whether he er⸗ 
hozted them to dꝛawe foz ſuccour. There was not a⸗ 
ny thing mozeeffectuallto they: faufeguarde,then that 
whiles they were aſhamedtoleaue theyꝛ p2ince,vohome 
they law endure this milchiefe,they chaled n 
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with theyꝛ labour and trauaile. But nccelſitie (whiche 
in aduerſe foztune is ot moꝛe foꝛce the any reaſon) foũd 
out 4 remedy foʒ this colde. T hey tell to cutting downe 
the woode, making every where heapes a ſtackes ther⸗ 
ol, and ſet them on fyze. Then a man woulde haue iud⸗ 
ed that the whole woode had bene on a flame. Fo! 
ere was ſcar ſely ſpace left betwixt the ſyꝛes fo2 men to 
ſtand. Then they2 nummed membꝛes began to be mo⸗ 
ned with the heate, and theyz ſpitites whiche were op⸗ 
pꝛelled by fozce ofthe colde, beganne to haue they? free 
recourſe: Some recoucred the cotagics, which neceſſi⸗ 
tie cauſed them to ſceke out inthe tyrtherimoſt parte ol 
the woode, and the relt recouer ed the campe, whiche 
was planted in a moyſt gronnde. But by that tyme the 
hower was celled,the tempeſt had coͤſumed a thouſand 
ſouldiours, verlets, and ſlaues. It is laped that dyucrs 
were found frolen to death, leanyng agapuſt trees, and 
yet ſeemed as though they had bene liuyng and ſpea⸗ 
kyng together. It chaunled that a coummon ſouldiour of 
the Macedons, which had much paine to go and carpe 
his atmour, came at the laſt into the campe where the 
g was: who notwithſtanding that he was chafing 

of hys owne bodye agaynſt the tyꝛe, yet he dyd ryſe out 
of hys chayze, and pulling of the nummed louldiours 
armour, that was almoſt paſt hys remembꝛaunce, ſet 
hym dovwne therin. He 4 great while knewe not where 
heſate,02 who had receyued hym.But at length when 
bys naturall heate came to him, end percepued it to be 
ws kinges ſeate, x the kyng to be there pꝛeſent, was a⸗ 
raped, ſtart vp againe.But Alexander beheld hym in 
che face, ⁊ lated:qd ercemeſt thou not now my louldiour, 
uch how much better conditiõ thou liueſt, then p Per⸗ 
_ lans doe vnder theyz kyng-Foz it is deathe lo them + 
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lit in the kinges ſeate, and the ſame hath bene the ſaue- 
guarde ol thy lyle. The next de y he called his frendes, 
and the capitaines oł the armpe togethers, pꝛomiſpng 
to reſtoʒe to them what ſoeuer they had loſt : wherin he 
perfourmed hys pꝛomile. Foz Silumnithzes bayugyng 
vnto him manp beaͤſtes of burden with. two. M. Ca⸗ 
mels, aud great number of ſheepe and oxen, he dyltri⸗ 
buted all emonges the ſouldiours: wherin he bothe re⸗ 
ſtozed to them theyz loſſe, and alſo deliuered them from 
theyz honger. The kyng gaue great thankes vnto Si⸗ 
ſimithꝛes, and commaundpug his louldiours to carpe 
ſyre dales victuals ready dꝛelled, went to the Sacas, 
where he deſtroyed all their count rey, and of the booty 
there take gaue. xxx. M. ſheepe in git to Diſtt. hyes, 
From theuce he came vnto a countrep belougyng to a 
noble pꝛince called Cohoztanus, which lubmptted hum 
ſelie vnto the king. And he aga ine teſtoꝛed hs counttey 
vntoh m, cracting nothing ol his, but that ok his thꝛee 
ſonnes y: Houlde lend wo with him to ſerue his wats 
tes. Bai Cohoztanus oltred to hym ali thꝛee and made 
a teaſte bid Alexander, wich all (che ſumptuoulneg 
as velonged tothe maner of the countrep. Therin all 
the plealures beyng ſhewed that coulde be deuyled, 
thyꝛtye vy2gincs ot the noble mennes chyldzen were 
bougut in bed2e Alexander, emonges whome there 
was Cohoꝛtanus doughter called Koxane, whiche in 
beauty and excellence ot perſonage, and in comlpnes 
of apparayllcrare emonges thoſe nations )excelled all 
the ret, And notwithauding that they were all elect, | / 
with whome ſhe was accopanien:yet ſhe dzew al mens Þ 
eyes towardes her, aud ſpeciallyethekynges, p coulde 

not wel now gouerne his affections in ſuch pzoſpentit } the 
a icatune,beyng the thyng that the fraylenes of * 
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leldome can auoyde. Thus he whiche behelde the wife 
of Darius and her two doughters (to whome Roxane 
was nothyng comparable) with no other intent then 
he myght haue done hys mother, was then ſo karre 
ouercome with the loue of a young vurgine, beyng but 
ol a baſe ſtocke, it ſhe ſhoulde be compared to 
bloude, that he aflyꝛmed it to be a thyng neceſſatpe fo2 
the eſtablyſhment of the Empyꝛe, foz the Perſians and

—— Ron Achiiles(ofwhome he was deſ⸗ 
cended)i became a captive. And leſt hys 
22 thought iniurye, he woulde « bo P

the kinges wozdes: Who in the heate ol his delpze, of mrs 
cauſed bead to be bzought fourth accoꝛdyng tothe cul- — 
tome of hyscouutrey, the (ame being the molt religi- *** | 
dus ceremonye of e emonges the Macedons: 
whiche bzead was cut a wich a l woꝛd, and eche 
of them made ol it a ſacrifice. It is to be thought, that 
luche as eſtablyſhed the cuſtomes of that nation, coue⸗ 
ted by a moderat and a ſcarſedyet,toſhewto them that 
were the gatherers ol great riches, with howe (mall a 
thyng they ought to cantent them ſelues. Thus he that 
— — al Aſia and Europe, iopned hym ſelle in

| geat — — repgne ouer the vic- 
ys frendes were aſhamed that 
| — 85 a father in lawe, ol them 
that he had lately ſubdued. But after the death ol Cly⸗ 
tus. all the libettie and frankenes ol e 
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taken awape, thep ſecmed to agree with they? coun: 
tenaunces, as with the molt apt inſtrument to declare 
the conſent ofthe mynde. After thps was doone, he 
pꝛepared his iournepe towardes India, purpoſynge 
to viſpte the Octean Dea . And becaule he woulde 
leaue nothyng behynde his backe that myght be im⸗ 
pedimem to hys expedition: he tooke -02der toz thyz: 
tye thouſande young men to be leuped oute of all the 
pꝛouynces, and to be bꝛoughttonto him armed, myn⸗ 
ding to ble them bothe as pledges and as louldiouts. 
He {ent Craterus topurſue Bauſtanes, and Cateucs: 
o; whome the one was take, and the other llapne. Poll 
percon alio lubdued the countrey that was called Buy 
bacen. And io hauing ſet all thing es in oꝛder he ſet hu 
whole ymagination vpon the warte ok Inde y whiche 
was counted to be a berye ryche countrey and to ha⸗ 
bounde vothe with golde, peaͤrles, aud pzecyou;s ſto⸗ 
nes: thynges moze appertepnyng to voluptuouſnes, 
then to magnificence:and it was layed that the ſouldt- 
ours there had theyz tergets made ol Juetpe, and ol 
golde. And therfoze'leſt he whiche thought hym (ite 
to excell the teſt, ſhould be paſſed 61 any popnt,cauled 
his ſouldtours to garniſhe their torgets with platts ol 
ſuluer:the hoꝛſemen to make theyꝛ bꝛydles of golde, and 
theyꝛ cozlelets to be bewlifled with golde, and within ant 
uer. There were a hũdꝛed. and. xx. M. armed men that ut 
followed Alcxanderto that warre. When all thynges Jie1 
were in readines,fo2 the purpole he lang betoze conceal at 
ued in his euyl diſpoled minde, thought it time to colts tc 
paſſe howe he myght vlurpe the name and honour i s 
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as they2 tongues . Hys entent was that the Maces 
dons ſhaulde fall grouclynge vpon the grounde and 
woꝛſhype hym atter the lpke maner the Perſians did 
theyꝛ kynges . And to ſuche hys delpze, there wanted 
not pernitious flatterpe, the perpetuall poyſon ot pꝛin⸗ 
tes whole eſtate hath had moꝛe often ouerthzowes by 
flatterpe, then by anpe fo2ce of encinyes. The 
dons were not in blame olthis:ioꝛ none ok them (uffe- 
ted gladlye theyꝛ countrey cuſtomes to be ſubuetted. 
But it was the fault of the Greekcs,which with theyz 
naughtye conditions, cozrupted the pꝛoleſſion of ho⸗ 
velk lciences. There was one Yagis of Argiue, as euly,,,, 
poet as was unce Cherillus dapes, + another called : herillugs 
Cleo a Sicilian, geuen to flatterpe bothe ol nature and . 
by the cutameof his countrep. They with ocher the 
edge and refuſe ot their countrepes(whome Alexan⸗ 
der reputed moꝛe then any ok his capitaines 02 his kinſ- 
men) would haue made it appearetop woꝛld, that hea⸗ 
hen had lapen open foz Alexander, a ſtycked not openly 
(0 p2010Uunce that both Hercules, and Bacchus, Caſtoʒ 
ind Pollux ſhould all geue place to his new godhead. 
foz the bʒinging ol thole thynges to pale, the king cõ⸗ 
naunded vpon a ſdlemne dape à teaſt to be pꝛepated 
e,and ich great pompe, inuiting therũto al the great lozdes, 
thla⸗ and gentlemen boch ofthe macedõs and the Greekes: 
nthat with whome when he had litten aud eaten a whyle, 
ugs e departed trom them out ofthe fcaſt; Then Cleo, as 
ig Lefoze determined, ſet fourth his talke with great 
maple and woonder ofthe kinges vertues,rehearſyng 
of Ps erceadyng benentes towardes them ail: whiche to 
quite, he ſapedthete was butone way, and that was 
they woulde acknowledge hym a God, whome they 
- ew to be one.Fo2 it is a ſmall thing qð he to recom⸗ 
wy pence 
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pence ſuche great benefites towardes you, with the cot 
or a litle frankinſence.Ye ſhewed the Perlians cuſtome 
to be bothe religious and wyle in woꝛ they; 
kinges as Soddes:thinking their defence & laueguatd 
to conſiſt in the mateſtie of theyꝛ pꝛynce. He layed, that 
Hercules and Bacchus were deityed, when they had 
once quercoine the enup oł luch as liued in theyꝛ time: 
And men that come after do ealely beleue luch thinges 
as haue bene contyꝛmed by theyꝛ pꝛedeceſlouts. Ja: 
ny of pou( quod he) will ſticke at thys matter, pe (hall 
ſee me the fy2(} that at the Kynges commpng in, ſhall 
kall downe grouelyng on the earth and wozſhyp hym. 
Which pzelident others ought to followe and (pecially 
men of moſt wiſedome, that ſhoulde alwapes be en- 
ſaumple to others in doyng theyz dueties towardes 
theyꝛ pꝛince. Yys tale tended directiye agaynſt Cali: 
ſtenes, whole grauitie and pꝛompt libertie of ſpea⸗ 
king was hatefull vnto the Kyng: fozhe thought him 
the man whicheonely had ſtayed the Macedons,that 
els woulde readelye haue done to hym thathonour, 
Herupon euerpe mannes eyes were turned towardes 
Calyſtenes, whiche after ſplence made, ſayed in thys 
wyle: If the kyng were pzeſent, (Cleo) to heare thel⸗ 
thy wooꝛdes, it ſhoulde not be nedefull then to aun⸗ 
{wer thee:foz he hym lelfe would matze requeſt thathe 
might not thus ſwerue out ofthis kind into p cuſtonies 
— — gers:102 he would not ſuffre that thou ſhow 
delt detace a bung in the obloquie z enup ol men, wih le 
luchthy pernitiousfiatterye, his noble actes,bzvugh} 
topalle with ſuche felicitie and good foztune. But 

eauſe he is awaye, J fozhim will thus auniwere ther dt 
There is uo fru rype, that will continue long 
This Amaßne be thed(rpne honours, which, whil 
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thou goelt about to geue vnto the kyng, thou talteſt his 
honour tom hym. There 1s a tyme requyrcd that 
men ſhuld beleue hym to bee a god: foz that gitthath 
alw ies bene geuen to great men, when they are once 
dead, by ſuch as came after theim: I wyſhe vutothe 
kynge immoꝛtalitie afterhys death, and that hys lyte 
maye bee longe and hys eſtate continuall . But ſanc- 
ulenge is a thinge that ſomtyme doth followe a man, 
but it doth neuer accopany him. Tyou diddeſt rcherle 
enſamples ot the deineng or Rerculcs, and Bacchus. 
Thynkeſt thou that thep were made Goddes vpon 
dunke, and by the decree of one dynncre the nature ot 
Alexanders manhode muſt be remoued from our moꝛ⸗ 
tall eyes, befoze the fame can bzinge hym into heauen. 
Are not they good ly Goddes (Cleo )that thou and J 
can make: Would the kynge troweſt thou) be content 
to teceiue ot vs p aucthoztie ot hys godhed⸗ J haue 
great deipzcto pꝛoue thy power. Jt thou canſt make a 
god, fir mae a kynge. It is muche moꝛe ealye to 
geue a woꝛld p kyngdome, then the polleſſpon of hea⸗ 
uen. Thintzeſt thou (Cleo) that the immoꝛtall goddes 
will heare the without dyldapne, oz ſuftre theſe thy wic⸗ 
ked deuiſes to take ectecte: they would we ſhulde holbe 
vs content with the the cult omes of oi: foe tathers: 
and fo2 my part I am not athamed of nip countrey:ncz 
Jrequire not to learne aſter what maner I ſhould ho⸗ 
nout mp pꝛynce. Foz in nipne oppnyon , we acknow⸗ 
ledge hym ſucficieutiy to bee kynge and victoꝛour, of 
bwhome we receiue lawes to liue under. Caliſtenes 
was fauourably hard ot᷑ all men, as the perſone whome 
thep counted the recouerer oftizepz vnpucrſall lpbertie. 
He dyd onely in hys tale paynte out ſuche datterets. tut 
allo lacly expze. led the opinion of the Macedons, 
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ſpecially of luche as were auncient men, to whome the 


exchaunge of theyz olde vlages were greuous. The 
Lynge was nothynge ignoraunt of the woꝛdes that 
hab paſſed betwyxt them: to2 he ſtoode behynde a par⸗ 
ticyon of the hall and harde all the matter. He lente 
woꝛde theriozeto Hagis, and Cleo, that at hys com⸗ 
mynge in, they ſhoulde moue the ſtraungers onely to 
fail downe and wozlhyp hym after theyz countreycul⸗ 
tome. And after a while, the kynge as thoughe he had 
bene aboute ſome matters of umpoꝛtaunce, returned a⸗ 
gayne into the feaſt: and then the Perſians fell downe 
and woꝛlhypped hym alter (che ſozte as was deuy- 
ſed. But Polipercon that fat aboue the &ynge at the 
bo2de,-8lked one in ſkozne that touched the grounde 
wyth. hys chynne , why he kyſſed no harder: wyth 
whyche woꝛdes he moued Alexander to pꝛe, vu herot he 
was euer vnpacpent: So that he ſaped vnto Polyper- 
con: Js it thou that dyſdapneſt to honeut me ⸗ ſhall 
I bee mocked ol the alone⸗ He aunſwered that it was 
not ſcmely a Kynge ſhoulde bee ſkozned., noz pet a 
ſubiect bee deſpyſed: Wp:h whiche wozde the Kynge 
plucked hym from the table, and thꝛewe hym downe: 
to whome he layed , fallynge grovelynge vpon the 
catth: Lo haſt thou vot doone thy ſelle, that betoze 
thou dyddeſt Ckoane in an other man - and therupon, 
he commaunded hym to warde, and ſo bake vp the 
feaſt. Polypercon beynge thus punyſhed , was after⸗ 
wardes pardoned . But Cahſtenes whole contempt 
and ſtubburnes the kynge had longegrudged at. groũ⸗ 
ded hys dyſpleaſure then moe deapelp: vpon whome 
there chaunced ſhoꝛtly after an apt occaſpon to bee 
teuenged. It was a cuſtome (as it hath bene ſayed 
beſoze ) emonges the noble men of Macedon a_ 
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theyꝛ ſonnes, when they were paſt they? childhode in 
ſeruice to the kynge, as pages to do neceſſarp buſpnes 
about hys perſon, They2 vlage was to watche tightly 
by courle at the chambze dooze where the Kyuge lay. 
The concubynes were bꝛought in by theym, byan o⸗ 
ther way then where the guarve watched. They lyke⸗ 
wyle receiued the hoꝛſes of the gromes of the itable, 
and bꝛought them to the kynge when he leaped on. 
They alwayes were about the king both in huntynge 
and in battayll, and were bꝛought vp in the ſtudy or li⸗ 
berall laences , The chieteſt honout was geuen vn. 
to them, becauſe they myght ſptte and eate wyth the 
kynge: none had power to cozrecte theym with ſtr:pcs, 
but onely the kynge hym ſelte. Thys company was 
like a maſſe oꝛ ſtoare, from whence all the capitapnes 
and goucrnours of the Macevons dyd come. From 
thente came they latter kynges, whoſe ipnage the pos 2 treaſon 
wer ol the Romaynes longe ãſter dyd extinct. Bermo- aba r 
laus one ot that numbze, becauſe he had ſtryken a bo2e 1cxanter, 
whome the kynge had thought to haue ſtryken hym 
ſelfe was by hys commaundement beaten, and lcour⸗ 
ged wyth roddes, whiche rebuke he toke gregoul'ye, 
and cöplapned to Soſtratus hys frende that was one 
of the lame company : Whyche ſeyng the body tozuc, Status 
wherunto he had ſo great attectpon, and paraducature 
offended alſo with the king beloꝛe, foꝛ ſome other cauſe, 
ſtirred lo Hermolaus ( whichewas pꝛouoked ſuſtycp⸗ 
ently alre dy) that eche gaue fapth to other to fynde a 
way to deſtroy the kpuge: Whyche they executed, 
not wyth any chyldyche pꝛocedynge, but wyſcly agreed 
to bꝛynge Micoſtratus, Antipater, Alclepiodozus, and 
Philotas uito the felowwſhyp ot theyꝛconſpiracie. And 
alter wardes they iopned vnto them moze, Anticles,

Elaptonius,* Phimanes, But the meane howto per: 
fourme this purpole ſeamed very difkicult,becaule it be: 
houed all them to watche togethers. And it was thev⸗ 
lage that accozding to theyʒ courles, ſome watched one 
nyghte, and ſome auother: Foz ii any ſhould happen 
emonges them, that were not pꝛiupe to the matter, the 
ſame niyght bee a let to the whole enterpꝛyle. Thertozs 
about chaungynge the courſe of thepz watche, aud in 
other p2eparacyon to2 thexecutyon of theyz purp3ſe, 
there paiſed.rxxit.dayes.At lfgth the nyc.ht came whe 
the whole numbze of the conſpiratours ſhuide watche 
togethcrs : who retopled greatipe emonges the ſelucs, 
that eche hadkepte fayth to other: wherok ſo manye 
dapes ſylence had geuen good pꝛoule: duryngewhich 
tyme neither keare, noꝛ hoape, had altered any of their 
myndes: ſo greate was the dylplealure they had con⸗ 
ceiued agaynlt the kyng, oz els the fidelitie they bars 
eche to other. They were ſtandyng at the doare, where 
the kyng dyd eate, to thintent that at hys ryſpnge from 
the banquet, they myght bꝛynge hym to hys chamber. 
But Alexanders foztune, and the plealaumtnes ofſuch 
as were in hys company, moued hym to dzynke large⸗ 
ly: wherby and by reaſonof other paſtimes and deuls 
les, the tyme was ſo pꝛolonged, that the conſpiratouts 
ſtoode in a marueylous perpleritie.Foz one while they 
were glad, becauſe they truſted to fynde hym dzonbe, 
when they ſhulde go about theyꝛ entcrpayſe ; and an 0- 
ther while they were in great agony, leſt he ſhuld pt 
til day lyght: foꝛ then the cuſtome was to reloaue the 
watche, and other to ſuccede in theyꝛ places: and (ince 
they; courſe ſhuld not be come agayne till the. vu. ght 
after,. they could not bee aſſured that eu ety one of them 
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the day began to appeare, and Alexander was ryſcn 
from the banquet:thep were ſo glad to execute theyꝛ ma 
lice, that they became ioytul to receiue the kyng. There 
was a woman actuſtomed to haũt the court, which ( be⸗ 
ing extraught ol her munde, and leemulg by ſome inſpi⸗ 
racion to ſhew thinges to come) mette Alexander, and 
would in nowyle ſulfre hum paſſe; but perſuaded hym 
by al meancs lhe could deuile, to retourne a ſit downe 
againe. He laied to her in ſpoꝛt that goddes gaue him 
gdod aduiſe:aud therupon called bactze agayne hys faz 
imliers, and ſat dꝛinkinge til it was two houres after 
day lyght; By which time an other companpe had re⸗ 
leaued the watche, were ſtandynge beloze the kynges 
chaumber dodze:pet toʒ all that the colpiratours remai⸗ 
ned ſtyll after thetyme ot theyꝛ watche expyred: $0 
vehement is the hoape which mens myndes concetue, 
when thep be dꝛowned in the deſire or greate thinges. 
The kyng ſpabe moꝛe gently to them then he was ac⸗ 
cuſtomed, and willed them to goe to their reſt, foz ſo⸗ 
much as they had watched al p nyght vbeloꝛe: and gaue 
vnto euery one ot the in tewarde. o. ſeſtercies, wih cõ⸗ 
mendacton of their dinigence, that they contynued they? 
watche lenger then thepꝛ time. Being thus decepued of 
the greate hope they were in, they departed to theyꝛ 


wythſtand their puxpole,lodeinlychaunged his minde, 
und opened the matter they had gone about to hys bꝛo⸗ 
ther Eurilochus, that was not pꝛiuie to the matt et ve⸗ 
toe. The punichement of Philotas was lo treſhe in 
euerp maus meniozy, hat Eutilochus layed ſtrepghte

wayes handes bpon hys bꝛother, and bought hym in⸗ 
tothe court. Hecalled to the watche,and ſhewed them 
that he bꝛought newes pertayninge to thekynges ſa, 
ueguarde: whichthinge well appeared,aſwelt by they; 
comming at luch a time, as allo by they: ſadnes, which 
was a teſtimony ot they: troubled mindes. The watch 
me called vp Ptholomeus,# Leonatus,that lay within 
the kinges chambꝛe, which ſtraight way bzought the 
into the kinge, and wakened him, that by reaſon of hys 
much d2inking lap in a dead fleape.Jt was longe oz he 
awoke:but by lit le # litle he came to hymſelte, and aſked 
what the matter was. Then layd Eurilochus:thanked 
be the goddes haue not vtterlye determined the ruine 
of out familpe. Fo2 though my bꝛother purpoled an 
hepnous act, pet is he come to repentaunce: by hym 
the matter is bꝛought tolyght . This ſame very night 
treaſõ was colpired agaynlt pou: the aucthours ther⸗ 
of be ſuch as you would ſcarſely thynke. And therupon 
Ephimanes declared all thinges in oꝛdze, with the na⸗ 
mes of the conſpiratours.Jtis certapne that Calyſte⸗ 
nes was not named as one pꝛiup to that treaſon: but 
it was cõkeſſed that he gladly gaue eareto others tale, 
when they blamed and ſpake euill of the kynges pꝛoce⸗ 
dynges. Some do adde therunto, that when Mermo⸗ 
laus dyd complayne to Caliſtenes howe the kyng had 
beaten him, he had hym remebꝛed how he was a man. 
But whether he ſpakeit to take the thing in pacience, 
02 els to ſturre hym to tutther inalice, it reampneth in 
doubte. When the king was fully awaked, and called to 
1 hys tnemozy the perill he was in, gaue Eurilochus fyt- 
5 ty talentes, wyth the fo2tait of a riche mans goodes 
1 called Tiridates, and foꝛgaue hys bzother,befoze hys 


pardon was required, He cõmaunded the Papneipat 
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of thys treaſon to be kept bounde, andetnonges then 
Caliſtenes : who beynge taken and bzought into the 
courte, the kynge ſlept all that dape,and the nyght en⸗ 
ſuynge:he was lo heup with dꝛinking and watchinge. 
Che next day he called a great councell , wherat the 
fathers and kinſfolkes of the conſpiratours were pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, no2 very well aſlured of theyꝛ owne ſaueguarde, 
becauſe that by the la we of the Macedons all ought 
to dye, that were any thynge a kynne to traptours. All 
the couſpiratours excepte Caliſtenes, by the Kynges 
commaundement wezebzought fourth, immedpatlye 
confefſpnge the whole treaſon they had deuyled. Then 
euery man pꝛelent teuiled them, and the kyng enquyred 
what he had doone to theym, why they ſhoulde coſpy2e N.. 
hys death. When all the other ſtoode ſtyll and heide ,,, wwe 
theyz peace: Hermolaus aàuntwered thus: pe de⸗ of Bermelau "i 
maunde thys thynge of vs, as though pe kneweno de rug | 


the matter. We went aboute to kyll you, becauſeye | 
beganne to reygne ouer vs, as if we were ſlaues and 
not free boꝛne. As he was ſpeabynge thoſe woꝛdes, 
hys father Perſepolys called hym traytour and mur: 
therer of hys parentes, (toppynge hys mouth wyth 
hys hande, becauſe he ſhoulde (peakeno further. 
Then the kynge plucked hys father backe, and wylled 
Hermolaus to ſpeake luche thynges as he had learned 
ol hys mayſter Caliſtenes. Then Hermolaus pꝛoce⸗ 
ded: I wyl vſe your benefite, and declare thole thinges 
whiche J haue learned to the greate myſchiefe of vs 
all. Bowe ſmall is the numbze of the Macedons 
temaynynge , that haue eſcaped pour cruelty⸗Atta⸗ 
lus, Philotas, Parmento,Lynccſtes Alexander, and 14, 
Clitus, are now deade: but to our enempes behoue 1 
they be alyue. They ſtode in thelight, and defendedthe 10 
V. uu. with 
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withſwerdes, receyiung woũdes fo2 your glozy & bic⸗ 
toʒv, which now bee very well rewarded; Che one be⸗ 
ſpzinkled pour table wyth his bloude,# þ other coulde 
not bee lutiredtodye aWnple death, Thus the capy- 
taynes of pour people be toꝛmented and put to death:a 
plelaũt ſprecade to the erſians, of whome thepwete 
victozours. Parmenio, by whome ye ſlew pour ene⸗ 
mye Attalus, was put to death wythout tudgement. 
{Thus ye ble the hades ol vs wzetches as inſtrumẽtes 
one to kyll another: and ſuche as euen nowe were pour 
to2mentours , ſtreyght wayes you commaunde to bee 
toꝛmented of others . At thoſe wozdes the multitude 
began to ſhoute agaynſte Hermolaus: and hys fa- 
ther dꝛewe hys ſwoꝛde to haue llayne hym, if he had 
not beene letted by the kynge , whyche commaunded 
Hermolaus to ſpeake, requitumge the reſte to heere hym 
pacientip, whiche che ſayed) entoꝛced the caule ok hys 
owe puniſhment . At length wyth great labour they 
helde theyꝛ peace, and then Hermolaus began agapn: 
how lyberall is he to ſuſter rude chyldꝛen to (peabcz 
When the voyce of Caliſtenes is (hut vp in pzyſon, 
becauſe he alone is able to tell hys tales and whyer 
becauſe he feareth the free ſpeache of an innocent, 
and becauſe he can not cndureto beholde hys face; 
and pet J wyll wiltifie he 1s not pꝛpupe to thys mat- 
ter. But other there bee here that, purpoled wyth 
me a noble enterpzile, of whome there is not auy that 
can accuſe Caluſtenes of conlente, and pet oure (0 
— rightuous a hinge, hath determined hecre 
ys death, Thele be the tewar des of the Macedous, 
whoſe bloude is myluled as vyle,and of no valcur. 
Dc hath. xxx. M. mules caryenge {pole and trealure: 
and yet the pooze ſouldiers cat nothynge wyth hel 
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but vnrewarded woundes and laarres: All whyche 
thynges we dyd ealclye ſulkre, bel oꝛe he dyd betraye 
vs to the barbarous, and after a newe trade of vycs 
toꝛours, made vs laues. He allo wech the apparaple 
and dylciplyne of the Berſtans, and deſpyſeth the ma⸗ 
ners of hys owne coyntrey: nd therioze we determi⸗ 
ned to kyll hym, not Ryng ol Macedon, but Kyng of 
Perſe: and as a fugityue, perlecuted hym by the lawe 
of armes. Ye woulde haue the Macedons buccle to 
hym and wozſhyp hym as a god. He reluſed Philyp 
fo: hys father: and it any God had bene befoze Jupiter 
he woulde haue rcfuled hym lykewyle. Do you mar⸗ 
| uayle it free men cannot beare this hys pzyde - What 
can wehoape fo2 at hys handes / ſecyng we muſk ey⸗ 
ther dye as tnnocentes,02 els that is wyzſcthen death) 
live and remayne in bondage as taues. He is great⸗ 
lye in my debte, if by thys he could amende foꝛ he may 
learne of me the thynge that free heartes cannot en⸗ 
dure. Spare them whole age (halve lufficientiy toz⸗ 
mented wyth the loſſe ol thepz chyldzen: but vpon vs 
cauſe execution to be done, to thintent we may obtayne 
by our owne deathe, the libertye we ſought to2 by hys. 
When Hermolaus had ſpoken thele woꝛdes, he kyng 
thẽ aul vered aſter this maner: How falle thele things 
be which he hath learned of his inſtructour, my pacicce 
doth declare. Foz notwithſtandyng he betoze confeſſed 
this trealon, yet my mynd was ve ſhould heare what he 
could lay: knowing very well that when J gaue Uber⸗ 
tie to thys thiefe to ſpeake, that he woulde vie the lame 
rage and fury in his talbe, whiche beioze moued hym to 
haue kylled me, whome he ought to haue loued as hys 
father. Of late when that in huntung he bled a great 
pꝛe⸗ 
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phꝛelumption, J commaunded hym to be chaſtiled af- 
ter the cuſtome ot our countrep vled by the bynges ol 
Macedon: Wyiche chaltifement we mult graunt nede⸗ 
ful to be done, lpke as the pupyls be accuſtomed oftheir 
tuto2s, the wpues of they hulbandes, and leruauntes 
of thep2 maiſters . Thys was all the crueltie J vled 
towardes hym, whiche he would haue reuenged with 
murther, and trealon. But how gentle J am to all per⸗ 
ſons, that ſuffer me to vie myne owne dylpolition, ſynce 
you your ſelte doe knowe, it were ſuperfluous foz me 
to rehearſe. J cannot marualle at all, thoughpunyſh- 
ment ot traptours be dylplealaunt to Hermolaus,ſfance 
he hym ſelfe is in the lame cale: foꝛ when he commen⸗ 
deth Parmemo and Philotas, it maketh foz his owne 
purpole, J pardoned Lynceſtes Alexander, whiche 
was acculed by too witneſles, that he twiſe conſpired 
treaſon agaynſt me: and agayne conuycted, pet dit- 
ferred J hys punyſhement two peares, tyll you your 
ſclues required he myght haue hys delerupng. Tow⸗ 
ching Attalus,ye remember very wel how he w2ought 
treaſon againſt me befoze J was king. And ko2 Clytus, 
J would God he had not moued me to pꝛe, whole raſhe 
tongue ſpeakyng the rebuke and ſhame bothe of me 
and you, I luſtered lenger then he woulde haue done 
me, ſpeakyng the lyke, The clemencpe of the Rynges 
and pꝛinces conſiſteth not onely in theyz owne dylpo- 
ſittons, but in ſuch as be vnder their ſubiection. Foz the 
rigour of ſuche as berulers, ts mitigated with huni⸗ 
litie. But when mennes myndes be vopde of reuerence 
and high and lowe be contounded all a like, then ſoꝛce is 
neceſſary to tepulſe violence. But why doe J marucile, 
that he layed cruelty tomy charge, that dur — 
warde 
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wardes me couetouſnes J will not call you to wits 
nes one by one, leſt J ſhould bzayde you with libera⸗ 
litie, by making declaration what J haue beſtowed v- 
pon you . Beholde the whole multitude, whiche a litle 
whyle a goe had nothyng els but they bare armour; 
doe they not lye in ſpluer beddes 2 be not theyz tables 
charged with plate, and poſleſſe they not whole flockes 
of ſlaues » They axe not hable toſuſtayne the ſpoyles 
of they2 enemies. But it is layed, the Perſtans be ho⸗ 
noured of me, whome we haue conquered. Truelp they 
be ſo: and pet what greater pꝛoute can there be ot᷑ my 
moderation, then that J doe not reygne pꝛoudlye ouer 
ſuche as J haue ſubdued. IJ came into Alia not vt- 

terlye to ſubuert the nations, noꝛ to make the one halte 
ofthe wozld delert, but to geue the conquered cauſe not 
to repent them ot our victoꝛp. This is the occaſion they 
gladlye fyght fo2 you, and foz your kpngdome ſpende 
they2 bloude:whiche, it they were pꝛoudly vſed, would 
ſtreyght rebell agaynſt pou. The poſſeſſion is not du⸗ 
table whiche is poſſeſſed by vyolence, but the thankes 
of gentlenes recepued, endureth euerlaſtinglpe. If we 
purpoſe to eniope Alia, and not to make a pzogreſſe 
though it, we mult make them partakers of our cle⸗ 
mencpe:and then they: fidelitieſhall make our emppꝛe 
ſtable and perpetuall. And truely we haue nowe moe 
then we can well wiſh oꝛ deſyꝛe. Couetouſnes is an bn- 
laciable thing, ſpecially when men delire to fil the veſſel 
that runneth ouer. But pe will lay that J mixe & bzyng 
they2 cuſtomes emonges outs. It is ſo, why-becaule 
Iſee in divers nations right many thinges whiche we 
nede not be aſhamed to follow. And ſo great an empire 
as we haue gotẽ canot otherwiſe be aptly gouerned ex

cept wedeliuer ſomethinges to them. z recciuelikewiſe 
ſome thinges agayn.One thing is to be laught at, that 
ſhould refuſe Jupiter {oz mp father. being lo acknow 
eged by hys oꝛacle:as who ſayeth, the aunlwere ofthe 
gods were in mp power. Ne pzoffered the name of hys 
ſonne vnto me, which was not a thyng vnmeete foz the 
thynges we purpoled. J woulde wiſhe that the Indi⸗ 
ans beleued me to be a god: toʒ the lucceſſe in watre ſtã⸗ 
deth much by fame, and that whiche is talſely belcucd, 
ſometime wozketh the eifect of thynges true.

T on they 
within the titie became ofdiuerſe opiniaus:ſome were 
minded to yelde, and other thought good to aduenture 
the extremitie. When Alexander vnderſtode oftheir di⸗ 
uiſton, he cauſed his men to abſteyne from ſlaughter 
and onelyto mainteine the ſege At ligththey were ſo 
weried with the dicommodities ol the warte. chat they 0 
pelded the ſelues. They affirmed ther original to come 1 
of Bacchus, who in deed bullded their citie atthe koote , en. 
of a mountaine called Meroe: The qualitie of vohyche eos. 
mountaine being reported ta Alexander by thinhabys 
ters, he ſent victuais befoze ,#palledthethes with hig 
vpounthe toppetherof, "The

fame and gioue, is oftentimes a benelite rather offoz- 
tune then ol vertue -foz their enempes had no harte to 
ſet vpon them, whiles they were dꝛowned in thps ex⸗ 
ceX dfbaunketuige , dzonketiſhyp, and dzowſines;, but 
were as mucheatraced oftheirdzonken noiſe,as ifthey 
had hearde their crie encountring with them in battail: 
Vhiche felicitie pꝛeleruing them here, did wy — 
defende them after the ſame maner in the myddes of 
their enemies as it were ineramphetron | 
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and to dꝛonkennes. When Alexander deſcended from 


the mountayne, he went to a countrey called Daedala, Pacdala 
whiche the inhabiters fozſooke and fledto the woodes, 
and the wylde mountapnes: and ther koze he paſſed fro 
thence into Acadera, which he tounde both burned and dera. 
abandoned like wyſe of thinhabiters: whereby of ne⸗ 


ceſlitie he was compelled to ble the warre after an o⸗ 


ther maner. Fo he diuided his arme into diuerle par⸗ 
tes, and ſhewed hys powꝛe in many places at ones. By 
whiche meanes he oppꝛeſſed the betoze they coulde pꝛo⸗ 
meus 
tobe moſt cities: But Alexander wanne the greateſt, 


ude, and ſub dued the to their vtter ruine. 


and aiterwerdes toigned agapyne his armpe together, 
whiche he had thus dunded. That doone, he went koz⸗ 
wardes and palled a riuer called Choaſpe, where he leſt 
Cetion to beliege a riche citie called Bez ira:and he him 
ſelte went to Mazage, where Allacanus bepnge dead 
had leſte the do miupon both of the Countrie, and the 
citie. to hys mother Cleophes. There were. xxx.thou⸗ 
ſande fotemen to dekende that citpe, whyche both was 
well foztifted and ſtronge of lituacpon, beyng encloled 
vpon the Eaſte with a (wifce tyuer hauing ſteape ban⸗ 
zes detendynge the citie, that it coulde not be appꝛo⸗ 
ched on that (pde. Upon the South and the eſte par⸗ 
tes. nature as it were ſoꝛ the nonce) had planted highe 
cockes lieng betwirte them, and deepe hollowes & pyt⸗ 
tes made ok olde autiquitie: wheras the rockes ceſled, 
there beganne a dike of a wounderkull depth a wyde- 
neile. The wall wherewith the citie was encloſed, was 
xxxv.turlonges in compaſſe, wherot᷑ the nether partes 
were builded of ſtone. and the vpper partes ofclaie;Pet. 


ſtones were mixed with the clate, to thintent that the 


traile ſubſtaunce clinging to the harder, the one ſhould. 
Aut. biude 
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binde the other. And leaſt the earth waſhed bpon wyth 
therame might fall altogether, there were ſtanchinges 
of tumbzeput betwixte to (ate the whole wozke:Which 
couered ouer withbozdes, was a waye toz men to goe 
bpon. 

Alexander beholdinge this kinde of fo2tificatis, was 
vncertame vhat to doe. Fo2 he lawe he coulde not aps 
pꝛoche tothe walles, butbyfillinge of thoſe dikes,and 
hollowe places:Jnd that he could not otherwile fil the, 
then by making of a mount,whiche was the onely way 
he had to bꝛinge hys engins to the walles. But whiles 
he was viewpngethe Towne alter that maner, hewag 
ſtriken from the wall wyth an arrowe in the thighe. 
Whiche he pulled oute, and without w2appinge of hys 

wounde, called foꝛ hys hozſe, aud letted not fo2 hys hurt 
to giue oꝛdꝛe foꝛ ſuche thinges as he thought expedient. 
But at length when by hanging of his legge, the bloud 
d2ue from the wounde and waxed colde, whereby hys 
hurt began to payne hym, he then ſated that he was 
called the ſonne or Jupiter: but pet he felte in hym ſelfe 
the paſſions of a dileaſed bodie. Notwythſtandynge he 
woulde not returne into thecampe,betoze he had view- 
ed all thynges that were neceſ[arye,and appoincted all 
thynges hewoulde haue doone . After that the ſoul⸗ 
diours had receiued their appointement, by pluckinge 
dovoneof houſcs without the Towne, they gotte great 
plentie of ſtuffe to make the mount wythall. And by 
caſtynge ſtockes of trees on heapes into the dykes and 
hollow places, the mout within nine dates was raiſed 
vp to the toppe oł the walles, and the towzes were plas 
ted vpon the lame: ſuch was the laboure, and diligence 
the ſouldiours vſcdin the matter. oy; 
The kinge bef;2ehis wounde was cloſed 3 
1:14] t 
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ſee how the woꝛkes went foꝛ warde: and when he per⸗ 
ceiued them in luche caſe, commended the louldyours 
fo2 their diligence, and cauled thinges to bee bꝛought to 
the walles, out of the whiche they that defended the 
walles were ſoze afflicted with ſhotte. Ind by reaſon 
they had not leene any ſuch kinde ol woꝛke befoze, were 
wonderfullie amaſed : ſpeciallie when they bchelde the 
towꝛes of luche bignelle come fozwardcs, yet coulde 
not perceiue by what meanes they were moued, iudged 
thoſe thinges to bee doen by the powze of the Goddes. 
And beſides they coulde not thinkeit a matter of mans 
inuencion, that ſogreat dartes and ſpeares , as came 
tmonges them,{hould be ſhotte by engines: deſpeuing 
therefoze of the defence of thep2 citie, they retired into 
the caſtle. And becaule they coulde not bee ſatiſficd any 
maner of wape till they had yelded them ſelues, they let 
Embaſladours to the kyng to aſte pardõ: Which thing 
obteined at hys hande, the Quene with a great traime 
of noble women came kourth, bearpng in their handes 
tuppes of golde kull of wine: Who pꝛelentinge her litle 
ſonue, bekoꝛe 8 kinges feete, not onely obtained pards, 
but alſo reſtozement of her fozmer dignitie. Wherkoze 
ſome thought that her beawtie pzocured her moze fas 
your, then hys mercie: But thys is certapne that the 
childe, whiche afterwardes ſhe bzought fourth wholo⸗ 
euer did beget it) was called Alexander. Fꝛõ this place 
Polipercon was ſent with a powꝛe vato a citie called 
Noꝛa, where he ouerthzewe in battayll thinhabyters þ H 
encountred wyth hym, whereby he gotte the citie into 
hys poſſeſſion. There were many other Cities obſcure 
of lame, that came into Alexanders handes by thaban⸗ 
| doning ol the inhabiters, vohiche aſſembled them ſelues 
10 } togitherin armour # kept a rocke called Doꝛinis. The

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herocke kame was that Hercules had belieged the ſame bekoze 
ms, time in vame, and by reaſonof an earthquake enfozced 
to departe. When Alexander viewed this rocke, z lawe 
howe ſteape it was and vupaſſable, became vopde of 
counſaile, til ſuche tyme as an olde man that knew wel 
the place, came to hym with his two lonnes, olkring foz 
a rewarde to guide his meu by a wape vp to the toppe. 
Alexander pꝛomiſed them. iii. ſcoꝛe talentes, and ke⸗ 
ping one ot hys ſonnes as pledge, ſent hym to perſozs 
me that he had pꝛomiled. Mullinus the kynges le⸗ 
cretarte was appointed with certaine ſouldiours lyght 
armed, to folowe the guide, whole purpoſe was to de⸗ 
ceiue the Indians by fetchinge a compalle aboute the 
rocke. But the lame rocke was not, as the moꝛe parte 
be, whiche lipng altoape, hath wales vp vnto the toppe 
by degrees. Foꝛ it ſtoade bolte vpught aſter the faſhion 
of a but, bʒoade beneth, and euer as it grewe vpwarde, 
leſle and leſſe, till it became ſharpe in the toppe: And it 
was encloſed on the one lide with the ruer of Indus, 
hauing hyghe and ſteape bankes, and vpon the other 
ſide with deepe dikes and hollowe places, full ot water 
and mudde.Whycrefoze there coulde bedeutiſed no way 
to winne it, except thoſe dikes were firſt filled, There 
was a wood at hande, whiche the kynge commaunded 
to bee cut doune, and cauſinge the bowes to be ſhꝛed ol 
f)2 the carpage, fylledthe hollowes with the ba re ſtoc⸗ 
keg. Jlexander bare the firſt tree, and all the ſouldicts 
kollowed after with a couragious ſhoute: toꝛ there was 
no man that woulde refuſe to doe that they ſawe the 
kynge begmue: So that within. vu. dayes the dikes # 
hollowe places were filled vp. Then the kyng appoinc⸗ 
ted the Agrians, and the archers to goe to the allaulte, 


aud did chole. xxx. pouug meof ſuch as he iudged * 
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apt foz the purpole out of his owne bande, appoputyng 
Charus,# one Alexander to be theyꝛ conducters, a ex- Chara 
hoꝛted Alexander p the temebꝛance olhis name myght Licxander. 
make him hardy. At þ firſt becauſe þ haſard was ſo ma⸗ 
mleſt, p king was not determined to adueture his own 
perſon. But when the trũpet blewe ta thaſſault, he was 
ol ſuch a ready courage, that he coulde uot abſteine, but 
making a ligne to his guard þ they ſhould follow hym, 
was the firlt that let foote vpon the rocke. Then there 
were fewe contented to tary behind, but mauy leſt their 
array where as they ſtoode in oꝛder of battail, + follos 
wed the king. The chaunce of manye was miſerable, 
whome the running riuer lwallowed in, when they fel 
dowue from the rocke: Whiche ſight was lozowfullto 
ſuch as were out of daunger, being admoniſhed by the 
perill of other, what they ought to feare the ſelues:here 
vpon their compalſion being turned into fearc,lamen- 
ted alwel them lelues, as thoſe whome they (aw dye bes 
foze theyꝛ laces. At length they wet lo rarre fourth, that 
without the getting of the rocke they coulde not retyze 
backe againe without their great deſtruction.Foz their 
enemies rowled downe great ſtones vpon them,whcr- 
with they were ealelpe beaten downe, by reaſon the 
rocke had ſo ſlipper and vnſtable/ſtandyng. Met foz 
all that,Charus and Alexander, which were appopn⸗ 
ted to the leadyng ofthe thyztie choſen ſouldiours, had 
gotten to the toppe, and beganne to fpghte hande to 
hande. But there were ſo manpe dattes caſt at them 
from a farre,that they teceiued mo woundes, then they 
could geue. Wherfoze Alexander bothe mind tull of hys 
name, and of his pꝛomiſe, whyles he fought moze eger⸗ 
ly then warely, was encloſed about, and ſlapne.Whome 


whett Charus ſaw dead,heraune vpon hys = 
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and bnmindfullofallthinges,ſauing of reuenge, ſlewe 
many with his pike, a dauers with his ſwoꝛde. But be; 
ing lated at by ſo many at ones, he fell dowone dead vpõ 
the body ol his end. The death oftheſe two ſo hardye 
poung men, and ofthe reſt, moued Alexander greatlpe: 
pet perceiving no remedpe in the matter, cauſed theres 
treict to be lounded. It was greatly fo2 thepꝛ ſauegard, 
that they retpꝛed by litle and litle without appearaiice 
of any keare. And the Indians contented to haue repul⸗ 
ſed they2 enempes, purſued not after them. Alexander 
herupon was determined to leaue ot hys purpole, ſeing 
he lawe no hoape how to winnie the rocke: pet he made 
a coũtenaunce as though he ment to continue the ſiege 
ſtyll. Foz both he cauſed the wayes to be cloſed vp, and 
made an appꝛoche with towers o? woode, alwais put⸗ 
ting freſhe men in place ol them that were weried. hs 
the Indians perceypued Alexanders obſtynacye, two 
dates and two nyghtes they banquetted continually, 
and played vpon tymbzels after thepz mance, to caule 
theyz enempes thynke that they had no doubte in the 
liege, but truſted ſurelye to pꝛeuayle. The thyzdnyght 
thenople ol theyz tymbꝛels ceſled, x many tozches were 
ſeene burning, whiche the Indians had lyghtcd to (ee 
whiche waye thep might elcape downe the rocke inthe 
darke nyght. Alexander ſent Balacrus to dyſcouer the 
matter, who found that the Indians were fledde, and 
that the rocke was abandoned. Then a ſygne was ge- 
uen that the whole armpe ſhoulde geue a lhowte toge- 
ther, wherby they did ſtrpke ſuche teare enonges they 
enemies flyeng without oꝛder, that many ofthem thin- 
king theyꝛ enempes at theyz backes, leaped downe the 
rockes and ſicwe them ſelues, wherof lome mapmed 
in theyz tallyng were left behyude by they; flow 
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that tedde awaye, Thus the ung being byctozour of 
the place, rather then ofthe men, teſtiſped notwithſtan- 
ding, with ſolemne lacrifices vnto the goddes a great⸗ 
nes of victozy,and let vp Alters vpon the rocke to Mi⸗ 
nerua and Uictozia. 
And though the guides that he „N tohis light 
armed men,perfourined not ſo much as they pꝛomiled, 
pet they2 rewarde was truely geuen them. And the rule 
olthe rocke with the coũtrey theraboutes was commit⸗ f 
ted to Silocoſtus, he hym lelte goyng fozwardes with Sifocotfug 14 
hys army irs thence to Echolima. But vnderſtandyng Schenm . 
that certaine ſtreightes thꝛough the whithe he ſhoulde 
palle, were kept by one Erix with twenty thouland ar⸗ 
med men: e comitted that part ol his army that were 
heauy atmed to Cenõ, to be bꝛought on by ſoft iourneig, 
and going betoꝛe in perſon with the ſlpngers and Ar⸗ 
chers, put his enemies to flight, making the way cleare 
foz his arm to palle that folowed aſter. The Indians, ert 
whether it were fo2 the hatred they bare vnto their ta⸗ 
pitaine, oz els fo2 to get the fatiour ofthe victozour,kyl- 
led Erix as he fled awape, x bzought his head, a his ar- 
mour vnto Alexander. He cõlidering the foulenes ofthe 
acte, would not honour the doers foz thenſaumple ſake, 
noz puniſh them beeauſe they lerued his purpole. From 
thence by. vi. remoupnges he came to þpart ofthert- 
uer of Indus, where Epheſtiõ had pꝛepared all things 
in luch loꝛt as he had commilTion. One Oinphis was 
king of þ countrep, which befoze had perſuaded his fa⸗ 
ther to lubmyt him lelfe vnto Alexander. Who nnmedis 
atly vpon hys fathers death ſent Gmbaſſadours vnto 
hym to knowe his pleaſure, whether he ſhoulde take 
vpon him as akpng befoze hys comming, oz els lyue 


puatiyin the meane ſeaſõ: And although it was — 
mit⸗

mitted hym to gouerne as a king, yet he woulde not vie 
the auctozitie þ was graunted hym. He had cauled E⸗ 
phelliõ to be recetued in the beſt loꝛt he could deuiſe, but 
not with ding had not viſited him, becauſe he would 
not commmt his perſon to aue mans fidelitie but to the 
kynges. Whe he vnderſtoode of Alexanders comming, 
he went towardes hym with hys whole power: Whole 
Elephaͤtes by mall diſtaͤüces mixed in battail embges 
his footemen, ſhewed alatte of ly ke caſtels. At the ſyꝛſt 
Alexander dyd not take him as a tend, but as an ene⸗ 
mp, and ther! oe let his men in oꝛder of battayl, and his 
Ompbis one oz lemt᷑ in winges in readuies koꝛ to fight. When Om: 
— — phis vnderitoobe the crrour ofthe AZacedons, he com- 
maunded his men to ſtape, and putting hys ſpurres to 

his Youſe, ridde te2wardes alone. Alexaͤdet did the like, 
putting no doubt whether he were a frend 02au enemy, 
but ought bim ſeite lute, eu her thaough his own maͤ⸗ 
bobe, 12 the others fidelitie. Theyz meetyng as it aps 
P£5c bptheyzcountenaunces was very trendlpe: but 
fo2 want ot an interpꝛetout, they could not ſpeake toge⸗ 
thers. Therkoꝛe after they had called one vnto them, 
the Indian king declared vnto Alexãder that the caule 
he mette hym with an armpe was to put unmediatlye 
his whole power into his haͤdes, and had not he ſated 
tac ied to treate fo any aſſuraunce by meſſengers, but 
vpon truſt ouely had committed both his perſon a hys 
kpngdame io him,whome he knew to matze warretoz 
the winning of glozy and fame, and therſo2e could not 
tearcin hun anypcriidie.Jlexander teioyced to lee hys 
amplicitie,andpaozered him his right hand as pledge 
of his pꝛoinile, a reſtozed to him agatnehys kingdome. 
He pꝛeſeted vnto Alexander. vi. Elephantes with ma⸗ 
vp other heaſtes ofexceding greatnes, # thꝛe 1 
ues, 
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bulles, whiche is a cattell ol great balue in thoſe coun⸗ 
trepes, and much eſteemed or kinges. Alexander enqui⸗ 
red of hym whether he had vnder hys dominton moe 
ſouldiours,02 tyllers ofthe ground. He aunſwered that 
he was dꝛziuen ot neceſlitie to haue moꝛe ſouldiours,be- 
cauſe he was at warre with two kynges, whole kyng⸗ 
domes lay beyond the tiuer of Hidaſpis. Theu names 
were Abiaſares, andPozus:but the auctozitie remaps 
ned in Noꝛus: And ſaied that he was pꝛepared, andre- 
ſolued to aduenture the haſard ofthe battaile with ſuch 
of them, as ſhould inuade him firſt. Herups Alexander 
graunted vnto Omphis, voth to take vpõ him the dp 
ademe, and ᷣ name ol his father that was called Taxi⸗ 
les:the cuſtome ol the counttey beyng luche, the name 
euer folowed the king dome who ſocuer entoped it. WhE] 
he had reteiued Alexander honourablye in hoſpitalitie 
tee daies, the fourth day declaring how much coꝛne 
he had deliuered ts Epheſtion e to his army, pꝛeſented 
to the king a to all hys frendes crownes of golde, and 
belydes of copgned ſiluer.lxxx.talentes. Alexander re- 
loiced ſo much in his good wil, that he both returned 8s 
gaine to him his gyſtes,#gaue him beſides a thouſand 
talentes ofthe (poplehebzought with hym,with muche 
eofgolde x ſuluer, many garmentes after —_— 
maner,and.rrx.of hys owne hozſes, withthe lame 
lurnimentes they ware, when he dydryde vpon them: 
Whtcheliberalitie as it bounde Oinphis, ſo it greatlye 
oltended the myndes ol the Macedons. Foꝛ Meleager 
at ſupper when he had well dꝛonke: layed he was ve- 
txye glad that Alexander had pet founde one in India, 
whome he iudged wozthy to teceiue the gyſt ofa thou⸗ 
landtalentes. The king bearing in mynd, owe muche 
be had repented the layeng of Clytus wuchs raſhenes 
| 0 
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ofhys tongue,refrayned hys anger, but pet tolde hym 
1 that enuyous men were euer to2mentours to them ſeil⸗- 
| ming Ibia: lies. The next day the Embaſſadours of kyng Abiala⸗ 
be res came vnto Alexander, who accoꝛding to theyꝛ com 
myſlion offered all thinges vnto his wul: Wherupon 
pꝛomiſe and aſſuraunce veyng contyʒmed, they tetour⸗ 
ned againe to theyꝛ maiſter. Alexander therfoze thyn⸗ 
nns Pozus kyng t hat thꝛough the greatnes of hys name, Poꝛus 
myght be bꝛought to doe the lyke, ſent Cleochares to 
hym fo2 to demaunde tribute, and to lommone hym te 
come and make. his homage, when he ſhould enter the 
boundes ofhys kingdome.Po2us made gunſwere that 
ofthoſe two requeſtes he woulde perfourme one, which 
| was to meetehimat pentrie of his kyngdome,but that 
; ſhould be in armes and witha power. Alexander ther: 
ko2e bepng determined to paſſe the tiuer of Hidaſpis, 
Barzentes 8̊ had bene auctourofthe rebemõ emonges 
the Jrachoſians, was tabe and baought to him bounde 
with. xxx. Elephãtes:an apt aſſiſtance againſt the In⸗ 
dias, that were wont to put moꝛe truſt in thoſe beaſtes, 
then in the foꝛce or theyꝛ owne nation. Gamaxus king 
of a [mall poꝛtion of India, whiche had contedcrated 
with Harzentes , was bꝛought lykevople bounde vnto 
bhym.Wherioze committing them bothto pꝛiſon, and the 
Elephates to Omphis, came vnto þ riner ofHidalpis, 
But Po2us lape in campe on the fcrther ſyde to let hys 
paſſage,hauing.uu,ſcoze.v, Elephãtes ot huge ſtregih 
x of body. CCC. wagons of warre ,. xxx. M. footemen, 
| emonges vho there were many archers, whole ſhaftes 
| (as hath bene (ated befoze) were moꝛe heaupe then they 
| could wel welde.Pozus himſcife did ride vpon an Ele- 
q phant greater then allthereſt, whoalſobemgofab 
1 ſtature, appeared notable in his armour that was g 
ni 
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niſhed with ——— courage equall 

to the it of his body, and at a wiledome,8as 

was poſſible to be found emonges luch rude nations. 
The Macedons were not ſo muche alraped with the 1655 
light of their enemies, as they were with the greatnes My 
ofthe riuer that they had to palle, whiche beyng foure gy. ciner o 
ſurlonges in bꝛeadth, and ſo deepe that no foode could hiaſps, 7 
be founde, appeared to them lyke a great Sea. And 10 
pet the largeneſſe therof mitygated nothyng the vyo⸗ 
lence ol the ſtreame, vut ranne with no leſle turpe, then 
if it had bene narrowe, appearyng vy the repercuſſion 
of the water in many places, to be full of great ſtones 
in the bottome. This riuer being ſufficient to feare thẽ 
of it ſelfe:the lyght ofthe ferther banke full ol hoꝛſe and 
men, was an encreale of theyz terrour:Wherethe Ele⸗ 
phantes that had bodyes of vnreaſonable greatneſſe 
ſtodde ty theyꝛ lyght, deyng pꝛouoked to bzaye ofpur- 
pole, to thynteut that with they? terrible nopyle, they 
ſhouide fyll they enemies eares full of rare. Thoug g 
the Macedons were couragtous a had then hartes ful 
ol good hope, as they which oſten times had had expe⸗ 
tience ol theyʒ ovone actes: Wet thepz enemies, and the 
riucr both together made them wonderfullye amaled. 
Foz they could not thinke how to kepe a ſtedfaſt courſe 
tothe ferther ſhoare in lo weake and totteryng boates, 
noꝛ when then were there, coulde ſee howe to arryue 
witY ſuretie, There were many Jlandes in the middes 
of the riger, into the whiche bothe the Indians and 
the Matedons dyd lwymme, holdyng they2 weapons 
aboue-theyz' heades:there they ſkyzmulhed together in 
the dl bothe Kynges;whiche by experunent of 
uche ſmall thpnges; madetryall of the ſucteſſe of the 


whole. But embges all the Maredons there were — 
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; noble young men called Summachus aud Nicanoz ex 
ans. ceiling in boldneTe and in deſperate attemptes:whiche 
thzough thepꝛ contimuall good foztune;, had gotten a 
courage to deſpyſe all peryll. Other poung men ofthe 
molt hardyeſt, tooke them fox theyz Capitaynes, and 
without any other armour(ſauing then pykes )[wome 
ouet into an Jland bepng full of thepz enempes, where 
thzoughe bolpnelle onely,thepſlewemany of them and 
ſo myght haue returned with gloꝛpe, if raſhnes(wherg 
it fyndeth pꝛoſperous ſuccelle,)coulde euer be content 
with meaſure. But whiles with ſkozne and pꝛyde they 
taried foz theyꝛ enemies, thep were (odepnilye encloſed 
of ſuche as pꝛiuely womme ouer the tiuer, and were 
kylled with-dartes , whiche they caſt at them fromg 
karre. Suche as in thys caſe eſcaped theyz-enemies, 
were epther dꝛowned with the vyoleuce or the water, 
o2 the eddies ofthe ſtreame. Thys fight put Pozusin 
| great courage, that ſaw all theyꝛ doinges [rom the fer- 
Feed d. ther ſhoare: And though Alexander was long bnerr⸗ 
1 fedinpatyng.tepne what wape to tate, pet at tengthhe deceyuedhis 
dap. enempe by this police.

hoꝛſmen to ſhew thẽ ſelues agaynlt theyꝛ enemies fate 
of rom the Jland. ĩ to put the Jndiis in leate of ſhelt ; 
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enfo2ced — os Ante — be) — 
hym, and meanes bzought them out 
of the Alande. Alexander alſo cauſed hys owne paui⸗ 
lion to be ſet vpon the riuers ſyde ouer agaynſte hys e⸗ 
nemies, æ all the pompe that pertained to the ſtate of a 
Kyng to be ſet fourth within theyꝛ viewe, wyth p ſame 
bande — in ſight, whiche was wont toremaine 
about hys perſone.Furthermoze Attalus, that was e⸗ 
quall with Alexander in peates, and lite to hym ol face 
tt perſonage, ſtode there opely appareiled like a kinge, 
that it might appere to Poꝛʒus, that Alexãder was ill. 
remaining there, and went not about to paſſe the Ry⸗ 
uer. Che execution ofthis deuiſe was firſte letted by a 
Tempeſt, whereby afterwardes it was kurthered, and 
bought to good effect: ſoztune euer vlſing to tourne her 
diſcommodities, into good ſucceſſe towardes hym. Foz 
when thenemies were thus attente to obſerue Ptholos 
meus that laie beneth vpon the riuer agaynſt theym: 
And Alexander with the reſt of thearmie,bulie as 
boute thepaſſyngeof hys men into the Jlandebefoze 
mencioned: There fell fodeinlie a great ſtozine,ſcarce- 145 
lie tolerable to ſuche as late within their cabbaines, 1 
whiche ſo muche afflicted the ſouldpours abꝛode, that . 
they ſozloke they: boates, and fled againe to lande. And 
pet toʒ al this, their clamour, and thepz noiſe was not 
heard of theyꝛ enemyes thꝛough the vehemencie of the 
ſhoure. As this tempeſt began ſodeinlie, ſo it ſodeinlpe 
celſed:but the Cloudes remained fo darke, that there 
apperednot ſo muche lighte, as the ſouldiours myght 
know one anothet by the tace,whe they lpabe together: 
Whiche darkeneſſe might hauefeared ſome other man: 
conũideringe they had to rowe in a RiuerÞthey znewe 


not, thepʒ enemies (paraduenture) waitinge v2 W 
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at their landing, whether theywent, as blind men that 
foꝛ gloꝛy fought foꝛ perill. But Alexander bled pᷣ thing 
that put other men in terrour, to ſerue foz hys purpole, 
and willed that euery man ( vpon a ſigne geuen) ſhould 
entre into theyꝛ boates with lilence: hys boate was the 
firſt that launched from the ſhoꝛe, towardes the kurther 
lide that was voide of hys enemies, Pozus onelp ke⸗ 
pinge hys watche againſte Ptholomeus. There was 
but one boate that ſtacke faſt by the waie vpon a rocke, 
t al thother recouered the lande. Alexãder then cõmaũ⸗ 
ded p louldiers to pꝛepare their armour,# fal into araie: 
And whileſt he was diuiding his men, to put them in 
oꝛdꝛe of battail, marching toward his enemies:it was 
repoꝛtedto oꝛʒus, that a great nubʒe oł men of Warre 
were come ouer the Riuer, and landed, whiche woulde 
ſtreight wales geue him the battail. But heat the firſt 
(accoꝛding to p fault that is mannes nature th:ough 
the ouermuche confidẽce that he had in hym ſelle ) bele⸗ 
ued not the matter, but thought that Abiaſares which 
was confederate with him, had come in hys aſſiſtaũce. 
Wet when the daye appeared, and the matter was ma⸗ 
nikeſt, oꝛus then put fourth. C.arined wagons, and. 
M. hoꝛſemen, vnder the leading ol Bages his bzother, 
to kepe Alexander doing. They counted thoſe wagons 
their pꝛincipall fo2ce:to2 cuery one of theim caried ſyxe 
men. ii. Archers, two with tergettes, and. u. that ruled 
the hoꝛles, which were not vnarmed: but when it came 
to the fight, they let their reines looſe, & beſtowed their 
dartes emong their enemies. But thule of thole Wa⸗ 
gons lerued that date to ſmall purpoſe: toz the ſhow2e 
that had fallen moꝛe violentlie then was accuſtomed, 
had madethe fieldes lo wet, and llabbie, that the Was 
gs could not ſtitre, but ſtacke in the mire, and _ 
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immouable: Wheras Alexander being without bags! 
gage, oz any thing that might bee an impediment vnto 
him,fiercely inuaded his enemies. The Scithiãs, and 
the Dahans were the firſt that gaue thonſet:and Pers 
dicas was appoincted with the hoꝛſemẽ to charge vpõ 
the right hande battaile of the Indians. Then the 
battailes begintunge to ioigne u all partes, they þhad 
the charge ol the wagons, counting thẽ the laſt refuge, 
flacked they2 raines , and ruſhed kozwardes into the 
mddelt of the fighte.The comming of thele wagous 
appeared to be a matter daungerous,and doubtfull to 
bothe parties. Foꝛ at the firſt bzunt,bothethe Macedõs 
were boꝛne ouer, and ouerthzowen by theym: and whẽ 
the wagons came in any rowoghe, oꝛ mirie places, the 
Indians were thꝛowen out of them. Foꝛ whenthe hoz- 
les that dwethem, were ones galled, and put in feare: 
they caried the wagons without gouernment, and tõ⸗ 
bled part in the mire, and part in the riuer: A fewe tra⸗ 
uerſed the lieldes, and fled fo2 ſuccour vnto Pozus:who 
ſeing his wagons ſcattred ouer all the fieldes, and wã⸗ 
der about without their rulers, diſtributed the charge 
ofhis Elephates cmongeſt his frendes, and placed his 
footemen, aud archers behinde them . He had many 
that ſounded vpon Timbzelles, (being Inſtrumentes 
that the Indiãs vle in ſteede of Trompettes) where⸗ 
with theiꝛ cares were lo alled,that the noiſe of theyz e⸗ 
nemies litle moued them. They bare alſo the Image of 
Hercules in the front oftheyz foote battau, whiche was 
doone foꝛ an encouragemet toʒ them to fight well, x fo2 
a note okrepꝛote, ⁊ offence to them pᷣ̊ ſhould flie fro that 
their ſtandarde. Foz it was loſſe ot᷑ lite to themthat lette 
it in the tield · So that the feare whiche they conceiued 
of Hercules þ ſometime had beene their enenne, was 
| Bb. ii. then 
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then turned into a veneratiõ, and a religion. The ſight 
both of the Elephantes, and Po2us himlelfe, aſtonyed 
the Macedons, and cauled theim a while to ſtape. Fo 
the beaſtes being ſet in oꝛdꝛe emonges the armed men 
ſhewed a farre ot like high towꝛes, and Po2us hymlelf 
exce ding in maner the ſtature of many, the Elephant 
wherupon he dpd tyde, was a ſettinge fourth vnto, hys 
bigneſſe, which excelled ſo muche al the other Elephan⸗ 
tes,as he himſelt᷑ excelled the reſt of men: So that Alex. 
ander beholdinge both Pozus, and hys power, ſaped, 
that at lẽgth he had found a perill equall vnto hys hart. 
Foz we haue to doe (qd he) both with terrible beaſtes, 
and with notable men ol warre: And therupon loked 
towardes Cenon, and ſaped vnto hym: When J with 
erdicas, and Epheſtion, ſhall ſet vpon 
the left battayle of our enempes, & yow ſhall ſee vs in 
the heate of theftghte, doe you then ſet fozwwardes my 
right battaile ; and freſhlie aſſaile them,when you lee 
them begin to fall out of 02dze. Antigonus, Leonatus, 
and Tauron , doe you bende againſt their maine bat⸗ 
taile, and ſet vpon their froute. Our pikes be long, and 
ſtrong,x cãnot (erue to any better ble, then aganſt the 
Elephantes, wherwith they map be thzuſt thzough,and 
ſuche ouerthꝛowen, as be caried vpõ their backes.The 
Elephantes bee but an vncertepne fozce , whiche ble 
to doe molt harme to they; owne parte: fo as they vie 
to go againſt their enemies lo longe as they be at com- 
maundement:ſo when they bee once putte in feare, they 
tourne agaynſte their owne ſide, and ſhewe moſte rage 
towardes theym. He had not ſo ſoone ſpoken thoſe 
woꝛdeg, but he put ſpurres to his hoꝛſe, paſling againſt 
his enemies:and when, accoꝛding to hys appointment 


he had geuen the charge, Cenus wyth a * 
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bꝛake vpon thelet battaile. And the Phalanx at the 
ſame inſt àt bzake in einongeſt the middeſt of their ene⸗ 
mies. yen Poꝛus ſawe the hoꝛſemẽ gaue the charge, 
he put fozwardes his Elephantes to encountre theym. 

But they beyng llowe beaſtes, and not apte ſodaynly 
to moue, were pꝛeuented by the lwiſtenes of the hozles: 
and they bowes ſtoode not them in any great ſteade: 
fo: by reaſon their arrowes were ſo 


cept they ſtaied firſt theyꝛ bowes vpon the ground, and 
the grounde being lo llipperie that they coulde haue no 
pertite foting:whileſt they were pꝛeparynge the (clues 
to ſhoote,they2 enempes were come emõges them. Thẽ 
cuery manfled from thoꝛdꝛe that Pozus had geuen,as 
it chaticeth oltẽtimes emogeſt troubled nundes,where 
feare beareth moꝛe tule, then the Capitaines appoinct⸗ 
ment. Foꝛ in ſo many partes as their armie was dyup⸗ 
ded, ſo many generalles became emõges theim. Some 
woulde ioigne all theyz battailes in one, other woulde 
haue them deuided. Some willed to ſtap, a other to go 
fozwardes., and encloſe they: enempes about: There 
was no general conſultatis emongeſt the. Pozus not- 
withſtãdig accõpanied with a few with whome ſhame 
pꝛeuailed moze then feare)aſſembled ſuch together, as 
were diſperkled abꝛoade, and went foꝛwardes againſt 
es ln his Elephantes in the front ofthe 
ttaile, | 

(They put the Macedons in fearc, troubling with 
their vnwonted crie,not onelythe hozſe,that naturallie 
do feare them, but alſo amaſed the men, and dyſturbed 
theyꝛ ozder : Jnſomuche that they whiche a lule befoze 
thought themſelues victours, looked aboute whyche 
mape to flie , and laue themlelues: Whyche thynge 
| Bb. iu. when 
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when Alexamder percetued, he ſent againſt the Ele⸗ 
phantes, the Agrians, and Thzacians,that were men 
lighte armed, and apter to ſkirmilhe a farre of, then 
to fightehandetohande. They gaue the Elephantes, 
aud their Gouernours muche a doe, and ſoꝛe afflicted 
them withe multitude of theyꝛ daztes, and atrowes 
that they beſtowed emongeſt them: And the Phalanx 


came conſtantipe tozwardes againſt theum that were 


in feare. But luche as pꝛeſled ouer foꝛwarde in fygh- 
tinge witch the Elephantes, pꝛocured their manifelt de⸗ 
ſtruction:who being trampled to deathe with their fects 
were an example to other, not to bee ouer haſtie in ad⸗ 
uenturuige theunlelues. The molt terrible light was, 
when the Elephantes with their long trunkes called 
P2obolcides,tooke men in they; armour from 5; groũd, 
and delluered them vp to theyꝛ gouernours. The bat⸗ 
taile was pꝛolõged doubt fullye, tyllthe daye was farre 
ſpente: the ſouldiours ſometime flicnge from the Ele⸗ 
phantes, and lometime purſuinge after theim , vntill 
that wyth a certaine kinde of crooked weapons called 
copidae, pꝛepared to2 Þ puxpoſe) they cut pᷣ. Elephãtes 
vpon the legges. Thoſe the Macedons had ryght apt⸗ 
ly deuiled:toʒ not onely the feare of deathe, but alſo the 
feareof a newe kinde ot toʒment in death,cauſed them 
to leaue nothing vnpꝛoued. Finally Thelephantes we⸗ 
ried wyth woundes, with they? violente ſtruglyng did 
caſt thepꝛ gouernours to the earth, and tare theim in 
pieces: toʒ they were put in ſuche feare, that they were 
no moꝛe hurttull to theyꝛ enempes, but dꝛiuen oute ol þ 
battaile like ſhepe. | 
Poꝛus being fozlakenofthe mozeparte ofhis men 
ceſled not to call dartes, wherof he had plẽtie pꝛepated 
vpon hys Elephant, emongeſt theym that Mean 
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bout hym: whereby he wounding many, by reals he late 
open to euery mannes blowe , was lated at on all par- 
tes, tyll he had receiued nine woundes behinde,and be⸗ 
foʒe, tough the whiche he bled ſomuch. that he had no 
power ta caſt any moꝛe, but toz febleneſle they cit out of 
his handes. | 

The Elephante alſo whiche he did ride vpon, pꝛic⸗ 
ked fozwardes with furie, made a greate diſturbaunce 
amongeſt the Macedons, vntilt that hys gouernoure 
ſeinge the Kyng (ſo kainte, that heldtte falle his Martes, 
and to be almoſte paſt hys remembꝛaunce, ſtured the 
beaſte to flie awate , whom Alexander folowed in all 
that he myght: but hys hozſe that was thzuſt in wyth 
many woundes, fell downe dead under hym: Where»: 
foze whiles he was about to chaunge, and take ano»; 
ther, was caſt farre behynde . In the mcane ſesſon 
Ta xiles bꝛother, that was ſente by Alexander vnto 
Pozus, began to exhoꝛt hym that he ſhoulde not bee (a, 
obſtinate to pꝛoue the extremitie, but rather pelde him⸗ 
ſelte vnto the victour : But he notwithſtandynge that 
his ſtrength was neere paſt, and hys bloudefailled,yet 
ſturted vp at aknowen voyce,ſated,that he knewe him 
to bee the bzother of Taxiles, a traitour to hys kynge 
and hys countreie, and with that woꝛde tooke a darte 
whyche bychaunce was not fallen awape, and thꝛew it 
ſo at Taxiles bꝛother, that it paſſed though the myd- 
deſt of hys bꝛeſte vnto hys backe. Ind hawug ſhewed 
this laſte p2oofe of hys manhoode, fled againe mo2e 
faſte then befoze : But when the Elephant, thzough 
many woundes that he had reccwued , fainted in lyke 
lozte, then he ſtaled, turned his footemen towardes 
his enemies that purſued. . 

By that tyme Alexander was come nere hym, who 


a 
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vnderſtanding thewilfulneſTe ofPo2us,willed none to 
bee ſpared that made reliſtence: Wherupon euery man 
thꝛue dartes agarnſt Pozus, and ſuche footemen as 
ſtoode in his detẽce: woher with at length he was oppꝛel⸗ 
ſed, that he began to fall from his Elephante. Then the 
Indiau which was his gouernour, thinking that Po- 
rus deſired to haue lighted, cauſed the beaſte after hys 
accuſtomed maner to bende towarde the earth, whiche 
ſubmitting hiHi(elfe; all the reſt as they were taughte, 
bowed downe.they2 bodies likewiſe, whiche was the 
cauſe df Bowustaking;and of the relſte. When Alexan⸗ 
der [awe bodie bponthe ground,cauſed hym to 
bee ſpoiled, thinking he had beene dead, a diuers ranne 
about him to pul ołhis harnais, and his veſtute: which 
thynge when the Elephant (awe, He began to delende 
his maiſter, running vpon his ſpoilers, and vet about 
to liſte him againe vpon hys backe: wherupon they all 
ſettinge vpon the Elephant ſlue him, and laied Pozus 
in a carte: W Home when Alexander did beholde, liſtin 
vp hys eyes, a ioued with no hatt ed, but with cöpalſi 
ſaied vnto hum: what miſchief, a madneſle was in thy 
minde, hering ofthe kame ol mine actes, to haſarde the 
battaill with mee, and mp power, ſeing Taxiles was lo 
neere an example ot the clemencie thot 7 vle to ſuche 
as ſubmit themlelues - To whome he made anlwere: 
Foꝛſomuche( quod he) as J am demaunded a queſtpon, 
J will aunſwere as freely as J am ſpoken vnto:know⸗ 
ing myne owne ſtrengthe, and not hauing peat pzoued 
thine, I thought no man ok greater power then mplelk: 
but now the ſucceſſe of this batttaile hath declared thee 
to be mightier: And pet therin J doe unpute to mplelte 
not a litle kelicitie, that J haue wonne the ſecond place 


and am next vnto the. 
De 
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He was aſked moꝛe ouer his opinion, aſtet what ma- 
ner he thought good the victozy ſhoulde be bled. Uſe it 
(quod he) aſter ſuche ſoꝛte, as this dapes foztune ſhall 
put in thy mind, wherin there hath bene lutficitt pꝛoole 
ſhewed, how tranſitoꝛy the felicitie ot̃man is. This ad⸗ 
moniſhment auatled him moꝛe, then ik he had ſubmitted 
him ſelke, oꝛ made any ſuite. Foz when Alexander lawe 
the greatnes of his courage, and his harte ſo voyde of - 
feare, that it coulde not be bꝛoken with any aduerſitic, 
was moued not onelp to geue him his lyfe, but allo ho⸗ 
nourably to enterteyne him. Foꝛ ſo long as he lay dilea- 
led ol his woũdes, he toobe no leſſe care of his curyng, 
then ik he had fought in his quarell. And when he was 
once healed contrary to that which all men looked fo2) 
he receiued him emong the number of his frendes, and 
enlarged his kingdome greater thẽ beloꝛe. There was 
nothyng in Alexanders nature moꝛe perfect, oꝛ moze 
conſtaunt, then that he woulde euer haue vertue in ads 
miration,whe it was ſuche, that it delerued true pzaile, 
and glozye:and ſpecially when he la we the lame in his 
enemy. Foꝛ when it chaciſed in any or his owne men, 

it was ſomewhat terrible vnto hum, thinking that 

they: fame myght bea deſtruction to his owne 

greatues, which he euer thought to grow 
greater, as they were ol greatnes 
that he ſubdued, 
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SEES, Lerander N notable a 
\ victozy, wherby he law the confines 
! ofthe Ozient opened vnto him, offe- 
reed Up (actifice vnto the ſunne: and 
yp on to ceaſe hys ſoulDiours to be — 
9 Y willing to goe fozwarde in finyſhin 
— 2 the reſt of the wartes, allembled the 
together, and after he had commended theyz doinges ) 
declared how in that latter battaple, they had defeated, 
and bꝛoken the foꝛce of all Thindians power, a ſhould 
find trom thencefourth nothyng but a plentifull pꝛape. 
Foz hc layed that in the countrey wherunto he was go⸗ 
ing, the riches chiefly tcemapned, that was lo much ſpo⸗ 
ken ot throughout the whole woꝛlde, in reſpect wherof, 
the ſpoyles ofthe Perſians were but vyle ,& baggage: 
and that occaſton was now geuen the, not onelp to fill 
thep2 owne houſes, but alſo all Macedonia, æ Greece 
with pearles, with pꝛecious tones, with golde, a with 
Juoꝛpe. The ſouldiours being deſirous bothe oftiches 
and of gloꝛp, becauſe they had neuer kound his woꝛdes 
vayue, pꝛomiled him to doe what ſoeuer he would haue 
them: wherupon he dimiſſed them full or good hoape, 
and let them about the makyng of ſhyppes, to thintent 
that hauing ouerrunne all Ala, he might viltte the Oc⸗ 
cean ſea, that was in the ende ofallthe wozlde. 
The mountaines nexte at hande were * l 
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ol Timber to make ſhippes withall, in cutting downe 
wheror the Macedons found ſerpentes ofluch bignes, 
as they had not leene befoze, aud allo Khinocetotes, 
beaſtes that be ſeldome found in any other place, which 
name was geue to them by the Greckes: fo2 in the Jn- 
dian lãguage they are otherwiſe called. Alexãder buil⸗ 
bed a citie vp6 either lide ol p riuer of Bidaſpes,which 
once perkoʒmed, he gaue to euerp one of his capitaines 
acro wn of gold,and a thouſand peeces ofgold beſides; 
pꝛelerrpng, and rewarding euerpe other, accoꝛdyng to 
their qualitie, degree, and deſerupng, 

Abtalares, whiche had ſent Embaſſadours bnto A⸗ 
lexander befoze the battaple fought with Pozus, ſent 
then embaſſadours to hym againe, offeryng to doe all 
thinges þhe would aͤppoint, ſo p he might kepe his bo⸗ 
dy at libertie:toꝛ he deſpꝛed not to liue, except he myght 
remain a king:a he thought himlelk vnmeete to reigne, 
att er he had bene once a —— ſignikyed againe to 
Abiaſares, that iihis commyng ſhould be greuous, he 
woulde not ſtycke to biſite hun in perſon. Hauing thus 
vanquiſhed Po2us, t palled the tiuer of Hidaſpes, he 
went fozward into » inward partes of India, whiche 
was a countrey full of great woodes, #hygh trees, the 
ay2e very hol ſome, a temperate, the ſhadow of thetrees 


mitigating 5 heate ofthe lunne, a the plenty of lpꝛinges 


keping the ground moiſt: There were alſo manpe ler⸗ 
pentes ſeene, whole ſcales gliſtered lyke golde. There 
was nothing moze daungerous, then the poiſon pꝛoce⸗ 
ding from them: toꝛ imme diatly vpõ the ſtinging, death 
followed, till ſuch tune as thinhabitours of Þ coun 
ſhewed a remedpe, From thence thzoughe delertt 


they came vnto the great riuer of Hiarotis, where- 
vnto there ioigned a great woode, which hauing ſuch 


trees 
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trees as are not wont to be leene in other places, was 
alſo full of wylde pecockes. Alexander remouyng hys 
campe from thence, wan a towne by allault , & takpng 
pledges,appoynted them to pape tribute:Yiter that he 
came to a great citie (after the maner of that counttep) 
whiche was both well walled, allo enutroned aboute 
with a marriſſe. Thunhabitauntes came fourth againſt 
Alexander, and ioigning theyz cartes together in a kröt 
(wherin their cuſtome was to fight) they pzofered hym 
the battaile. Some occupied dartes, ſome ſpeares, and 
other axes, and with great agilitie leaped to and fro, to 
th:p2 cartes, when either they woulde relieue their fel- 
lo wes that were wery offighting,oz els luccour, oz rel⸗ 
cue ſuche as were in dyſtrelſe. Thys vnwonted kynde 
of fyghting put the Macedons at the fy2(t in keare, ſpe⸗ 
ciallye being hurt afarre of by theyz enemies, a not ha- 
ble to come to hand ſtrypes with them. But after they 
had conſidered theyꝛ dilo2dzed maner, they eſtemed not 
they; foꝛce, but encloſed theyz enemies about, and thzuſt 
them in with pykes: a the ſooner to dekeate them, they 
cut the bandes, wher with the cartes were tyed to lepe⸗ 
rate them a ſonder. Whe they had after that maner loſt 
viit,C,ofthepyz men, they fled again into the citie, which 
the next day the Macedons did winne by aſſault. Cer⸗ 
tepne there were laued them lelues by flying, whiche 
ſeeyng the citie loſt, lwomme ouer the water, and fyl- 
led all the townes there about with feare. They decla- 
red of what inuincible fozce they2 enennes were of,(tud- 
gyng them in relpecte ok theyꝛ power, rather Goddes 
then men. When Alexander had gotten that citie, he 
lent Perdicas with a parte of hys armpe to deſtroye 
the countrey, and commyttyng another part to Eume- 
nes fopthe lubpuyng of nahe as woulde not become 
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bedient, he with the reſt ofhis power came bnto a ſtrõg 
citie, which was the reluge ok all the coũtrep therabout. 
Hotwithſtanding that the inhabitauntes lent to Ylex- 
ander fo2 peace, pet they pꝛepared ncucrtheles fo2 the 
warre, by reaſon ofa ſedition which role emongeſt the, 
that made them to be or dyuers opimos: Some would Te einer 6e 
rather haue endured any extremitie then to pelde, and Pivaſps, 
other thought they were not hable to make reliſtaunce: 
and whyleſt they differed lo in opinions, and made no 
tommen conſultation emongeſt them lelues: Such as 
helde opinion to pelde vp the citie, opened the gates, 
and recciued in they: enemies. And notwithſtand 
that Alexander had iuſt cauſe of dyſpleaſure agapn(t 
the contrary faction, pet he pardoned them all, and re⸗ 
teiuyng theyz pledges, remoued toward the next citie. 
When thindtans that ſtoode vpon the wallesſawe the 
pledges that were bzought befoze þ army, whome they 
cepued to be ol the ſame nation, deſired comunicatts 
ou with them: who declaring both the kinges clemecp, 
and his fozce, dyd mooue them to render vp their cities 
whoſe enſaumple the reſt ofthe cities dyd kollo we. 
From thence he came into the citie of Sophites, which 
ga nation (as the Indians thynke) moſt excelling in 
wiledome, beſt gouerned, and that haue the beſt cul⸗ 
tomes emongeſt them. The childzen that be there got⸗ 
ten, are not nouriſhed, and bꝛought vp accoꝛding to the 
will ol theyꝛ parentes, ut by the oꝛder ol ſuch as haue Wil 
the charge commytted vntothemto viewe the ſtate of 1-1 
thinkantes. It they perceiue anp not apte to become acz ih 
tiue, oꝛ els wanting any oftheyz limmes, they cauſe the 
ſtreight wapes tobe kylled. They vle to mary without 
any reſpect of the kinred they tome ol, o the greatnes of 
parentage, making no chople;but in the ſhape ol ons 
oye, 
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die, which is the thing that is onely eſtemed emongeſt 
them. The king him lelte was within Þ chieke citie of p 


countrey,agaynlt the whiche, Alexander bzought hys 


power. The gates werethut,and no man appeated in 
armes vpon » walles, to make any detence:whertoze he 
ſtoode in doubt a great while, whether the citie was a- 
bandoned, oꝛ els that ptnhabiters had kept them lelues 
ſecret fo2 ſome policie. Whiles he remapned in Þ expec⸗ 


tation, ſodainlythe gate was opened, a the kinge which 
in goodlynes or perlon excelled all the reſt) came tourtg 


with his two ſlonnes. He ware a garment of gold, and 
purple einpaled, that couered the calte ofhis legge,# the 
ſoles he ware on his fcte were let with pꝛecious ltones, 
All yys armes were garnyched with pearles, and had 
hanging at his eares two pꝛecious ſtones, which were 
excellent, voth fo2 bygnes; and bꝛyghtnes: and there he 
had a ſcepter of golde ſet with pꝛecious tones (called 
Berilli) which he ( after his ſalutatiõ made) with hum⸗ 
ble ſubmiſſion deltyered vnto Alexander:pelding bothe 
him ſelte, his childꝛen, ⁊ his kingdome into his handes. 

There were in that coditrep very notable dogges foz 
the hunting of wild beaſtes, which ſpecially were geue 
to be eger vpon tye Lyon. Thekyng thertoze to ſhewe 
theyz foꝛce, andpzopertie vnto Alexander, put fovoze of 
them vnto a great Lyon, which ſtreight wayes caught 
him taſt. Theè one which was accuſtomed to that office, 
tooke one ofthofe dogges by the legge to plucke hym 
trom the Lyon; a becauſe he woulde not loole his holde, 
cut ot his legge with a lwoꝛd. But whe þ dogge ſtacke 
neuertheles vnto his game, he was cut aſſider in piece 
meale, li ſuche tune as he dped, hauing his teeth ſtyll 
faſtened in the Lyons fleſhe. Such a feruentnes ofna- 
ture had wzoughtin tholebegſtes, as we We 
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by therepozt. Somtime J am enfozced to w2yt thinges 

that I can (carſelye beleue. Fo2 J neither dare aftyzme 

the thinges wherof J doubte, no2 concele ſuch thinges 

as J haue receiued toz truth. Alexander leaupng thys 

byng within his owne kyngdome, came vnto the riuer | 
of Hylpalis, and there ioygned with Epheſtion, whiche Privaſis, 
had ſubdued the countrey therabout. 

One Phegelas was king ol the next nation, which — Phe⸗ 
tommaunding hys ſubiectes to continue in tyllyng of 
the grounde as they were wont to doe, met Alexander 
with ryche pzeſentes,refuſing nothyng that was com⸗ 
maũded hym. When he had taried with him two daies, 
and was determined the thyꝛd daye to haue paſled the 
river, he founde therin great dyfticuitie, by reaſon that 
the ſtreame was lo large, and full ot great ſtones: He 
ſtayed therfoze a whyle, to be moe fullye aduertiſed of 
theſtate ofthoſe countreyes, and of all ſuch thinges as 
were neceſſarpe fozhym to knowe. He vnderſtoode by 
Phegelas howe beyond that tiuer there lap a deſert of 
ten dayes iournep, and next to that deſert the riuer of 
Ganges, whiche was the greateſt riuer in all the P21» 
ent. He ſhewed that beyonde Ganges there inhabited 
two nations called Gangaridans, and Pharralians, gangarides; 
whole kyng was called Aggramenes, whiche vled to —— g 4 
coine to che eld with. xx. M. hozlemen. CC. thoulande s 
footemen,two thouſand armed wagons, and thzee. M. Will 
Elephantes, whiche were counted the greateſt terrour. * 
Thole thinges ſeemed incredible vnto Alexander, and 
therfoze enquired ol Pozus , if the thynges were true 
that had bene tolde him. He contyzmed Phegelas re⸗ 
poꝛte concerning the foꝛce ofthe nation. But he layed 
theyz kyng was come ok uo noble bloud, but ol the ba⸗ 


(elt lozte of men , whole father beyng n 
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with great papnegetting his daylyliuing, came in fa: 
your with the Quene, who bzought him to haue all the 
doinges about the kyng her hulband, whiche was af: 
terwardes ſlayne by theyz treaſon. Then he vnder co⸗ 
lour to become tutour vnto the chyldzen, vlurped the 
king dome to hun ſelte, x putting the chyldzen to death, 
did beget him that was then king, being in hatred and 
diſgrace of the people, as one that followed moze the 
maners of his fathers foꝛmer eſtate, then ſuche as dyd 
dyd beſeeme the dignitie ok a pꝛince. When Alexander 
harde Pozus affy2me this matter, he became in great 
trouble ormynde, not that he regarded the multitude 
okhis enemies, 102 the fozce of theyz Elephantes: But 
hefeared the greatnes of therwers , and the ſituation 
of the countrey, ſo difficult to entre vpon . He thought 
it a harde enterpꝛile to lecke out nations ſo farre inha- 
biting in the vttermoſt boundes ofthe woꝛlde. Met on 
the other (ide the greedines ol gloꝛp, and the bnſaciable 
deſpꝛe of lame, made no place to ſeeme to farte, noꝛ no 
aduenture to be ouer harde. He doubted alſo that the 
Mace dons, whiche had palled ſo manpe countreyes, 
and were waxen aged with warres, would not be con⸗ 
tent to followe him ouer ſo many riuers, and againſt ſo 
many diſficultics ot nature lying in theyz waye, Foz he 
ludged, that ſpnce they abounded, and were ſo laden 
w ſpoyle, they would rather ſeeke to entop ſuch thinges 
as they had gotten, then to trauaple any tertherin get⸗ 
tyng ol moe. He could not thinke the ſame appetite to 
be in hys louldiours, that was in him ſelle. Foz he com⸗ 
paſſed in his mind how to get the Emppꝛe ofthe whole 
woꝛlde, into which matter he had but made his ent rie: 
where as they weried with trauaple, and thynking to 
haue palt all peryll, looked to eniope with 9 „the 
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fruite of all theyz labour: et foz all that hys affectyon 
ouercame reaſon. Foz he lod bys army together 
and ſpake vnto them alter thys maner. J amnatigy ,; 
noꝛaunte my ſouldiours)how that there be now many , 
ri. mours ſowed emonges you by the Indians, * 1 
lie to put you in teate. But the vanitie ottheyꝛ linge is Itcronders | | 
not ſo nem a thing p it is able now to dec eiue ou. The uma 
erllans aſtet that maner would haue made both the ,, 
reightes of Silicia, an dthe plaines of Meſopotamia 
terrible vnto you:pea and put pou in fare ot᷑ the riuers 
ol Tigre a Euphzates: and yet we waded auer thone ,; 
of them, and palled the other by a badge. The fame ne⸗ 
yer repoʒteth thiges truly, but maketh al thinges grea- 
ter then they bee in deede. Euen our gloꝛie, though it be 
growen to a cettaine perfection, pet it is moze in tame, 
then in eltect. Whiche of you of late didthinke that you 
ſhould haue ben able to endurethe Elephãtes, ſhew 
a karre ot like caſtels Who thought J coulde haue 
ſed the tiuer ol Hydaſpis, when it was repoztedto bee 
muche greater then it was! De ſhoulde longe agoe(mp ,, 
fouldiours) haue fled out of Alia, 1f tales coulde haue 
cauſed va to tourne our backes. Thinke: you that the 
nũbze ofthe Elephantes be greater, the you haue ſeene -» 
herdes ofbeſtes in other places ⸗ſeing they bee ſo rare in 
the woꝛlde and ſo ſtraunge tobe take-there muſt nedes 
be muche moꝛe difficultie in the making ol theim tame; »» 
The lame vanitie that hath repoꝛted thẽ to you to bee of 
luche numbze,hath nübzed alſotherrhoztemenstheyz | 
fotemen . Concerning the riuers,the mozebzoade they 
be.themoze gently they muſt runne.Foz ſuch as be nar⸗ » 
rawe # of {mall bzeadth;runne alwayes with the moſt 
vehement ſtreame, where as contrarywile, the bꝛoade »» 
puierg palle they2.courleg noze mildeipe.

lie they rage againſt their owne nartie, the againſt vs. 
what chould we eſteme the, but onelp abate p greatnes 

of theyꝛ bodies, with ſuch weapons as we haue pꝛepa⸗ 
red loꝛ the purpole : What inatter is it whether theybee 
ofthe like nuͤbzethat Nozus had, oꝛ whethet they be. ut 

M. ſeeinge we perceiue, that whe twoo oz thzee be once 
woũded, the reſt bẽde them ſelues to tlie a way: And (0; 
almuche as they cannot well be gouerned wohẽ they bee 
but tewe, when there be ſa many thoulandes together, 
theymult then nedes be an impediuncnt one to another, 
and bꝛede a contuſyon emonges them ſelues: they be ſo 
vnweldie by teaſonot᷑ hepꝛ huge bodies, that thep bee 
neither apt to paſſe fo: wardes, noꝛ pet to tlie. haue al- 
wales ſo litle eſtemed the, that vuhe J haue had plentie 
of that kind J would ncuet vie the: nou ing very well 
that they be moꝛe daügetous to ſuche as vccupie them, 
then they be to they enemies. But peradus ti reit is che 
multitude ottheyz hoꝛſemen t iootemen that do emous 
pduabecre ou neus crwont to fight agaiuſt ſuch nũbꝛes⸗ 
0210 isch fucſte tyme that you haue encount ted twpth 
diioꝛdzed multitudes? The ter of Grat ike is a wyt⸗ 
© neſſe howe inuincible the power ol the Macedons 15 
o gaynſt any multitude. And ſo is Silicia that flowed 
doyth the Perſians bloude, and atbella whole plapnes 

ce beeſtcewed wyth theyꝛ boanes. Itis ouet lateto toute 
the numbze ol pourenenues, aſter that wyth * 
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trrepte ourowne ſouth bee our impediment. From 


Quinta Curtius Felis. 
toꝛp pe haue made Alia delert. When pepaſſed ouer 
Helleſpont, you ſhoulde then haue conſidꝛed pour ſmall 
numbꝛe. Now the Scythians doe followe vs: we haue 
ade at hande frum the Bactrians, and we ſupplye 
8. Met toꝛ all that, it is 
not in theim, in whom J put my confidence. J haue a 
regard vnto your foꝛʒce: q teſerue pour manhode about 
me, as a pledge ꝭ alluraùce of my actes and doinges. 
So lounge as I maie ſtande in the ficlde emonges pou, 
J will neither way my ſelle, no myne enemies. Doe 

ou but lhewe an appatraunce, that there is hope in yon 
and cheretalnelle. We ate not now newlie eutred into 
dix trauailles, but haue palled all out labours, beinge 
tometothe ring or the lonne, and to the Occean Sea, 


thence hauuig lubdued the woꝛld, we ſhall retourne as 
victours into our countrie Doe not you as theſe neg- 
uigente huſbandmen, that loſe their fruicte atter it is 
once ripe: The rewardes ofourtourneie be greater thẽ 
our peril. The countrie that wegoe vnto, is riche a ot 
no fozce:thether J purpoſeto bꝛuig pou both to winne 
glozie, & to get vou ſpoile. Foz woꝛthie you are to carie 
luche riches into pour countrie: whiche beſo plentifull 
there, that the fea doethcaſt them vp againſt the ſhoze. 
pou bee menof that vertue, that pe ought to leaue no⸗ 
thing vnpꝛoued, noꝛ nothing vndoen foz fearc:F delire 
and pꝛaie pou by the gloꝛie pe haue gotten, in whiche ye 
excede the ſtate ol men, and vy all that J haue deſerued 
of pou, and you ołt me, wherewith pe remayne as inuin⸗ 


tible, that pe wyl not toꝛſake me, purpoling to vilite the 


ende ofthe wozlde, me J late that haue beene bꝛought 
vp as a chude emongeſt pou. J will make no mencion 
how J am pour king: In the reſt oithinges J haue cõ⸗ 
Cc. ii. maunded 
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maunded pou : let mee now entreatt you in thys one 
point. It is I that make this requeſt vuto you, whyche 
neuer commaunded pou any thing, but J put my lelfe 
fo:moſt in thaduenture, and daunger, and the which 
oftentimes in mine owne perſon haue beene 5 fozmoſte 
in delence ot the battaill:take not the victoꝛp out oł m 
handes, with the whiche it enuie bee not thelet) J hall 
become equal in gloꝛpe both to Hercules, and Bacchus. 
Geue your aſſent to mine interceſſion, and at length 
bzeake pour obſtinate ſilence. Where is pour ſhowting 
become that was wot to be a declaration ot pour chere⸗ 
fulneſſe : Where be the countenaunces ol my countrpe 
men-J know pou not my ſouldpers, and it ſemeth that 
Jam not knowen ofpou . Mee thinkes J crie to pour 
deafe eares in vaine, and go about in waſt to ſtirre vp 
pour vnwilling, and vnmouable myndes. 
Notwithſtãding all theſe woozdes, they hong doune 
their heddes towardes the earth, and perleuered ſtill in 
ſilence. Chen he pꝛoceded: J know not quod he) wher⸗ 
m J haue vnwittynge offended pou, that pou will not 
ones vouchelaute to loke mee in the face. I ſeme to bee 
ſolitarie, and in a deſerte. Js there none of you that J 
ſpeake vnto, will aunſwere mees Js there none at the 
leaſt wayes will denie my requeſte : What is the thyng 
that J require-euen pour owne gloꝛpe, and pour owne 
encreale. Where bee they now. whome J ſawe not long 
ago contendyng, who ſhoulde firſt take vp theyzkyng, 
whenhe was wounded⸗ And now peeleaue mee alone: 
pee fozſake me, yee bettaie me to mine enemies. But Y 
will not leaue mine enterpꝛiſe though J go alone. Put 
me foʒwardes tothole Rmers, to thoſe beaſtes, and to 
thoſe nacions, the very names of whome pe feare lo 


muche. The Scithians,and Bactrians ſhallgoe _ 
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me, whiche oflate were mine enemies, and now be my 
ſouldiouts. J had rather die, then be a kinge to bee ru⸗ 
led, and at others mens appoinctment . Departe you 
home, goe I laie, and triumphe ot the abandoning of 
your king. Foz J will rather obteine here the victozye, 
whcrofyou haue beſpatred,o2 cls die a death that (hall 
bee honourable. ot withſtãding all that he had (ated, 
there was not one ſouldier that would open hys mouth 
to ſpeake, but ſtoode waiting that ſome ofthe Pꝛinces, 
and greate Capitaines ſhould declare vuto the Kynge 
their ſtates, and how that there remained not in theim 
any obſtinate refuſail of the Woarres , but that they 
were lo exhauſted wyth woundes, and weryed wyth 
continuall trauaple, that they were not able to endure 
anye lenger. As they ſtode thus aſtonyed, and atraied 
in ſulence, and looking vpon the grounde, there began 
firſte a whiſpcringe, and a rumour emongeſt theim, 
and afterwardes a lamentatyon;andby litle andlitle, 
they beganne moze manifeſtly to ſhewe their dolour, 
the teares fallinge from they2 eyes. The kynges anger 
was then lo tourned into compaſſpon, that he was not 
hable neither to keepe himlelk from tearcs,but p whole 
allemblie bzaſt out into an exceſſiue weping. 

And when the reſt were at a tate to ſpeake, Cenus 
tooke vpon hym to pꝛeſſe foꝛzwardes, towardes the 
Judgement ſeate, where Alexander ſtoode,ſpgnytipng 
that hee had ſomewhat to late. When the Souldiours 
ſawe hym pull ys heimct from hys head koꝛ lo it was 
the cuſtome to ſpeabe vnto the Rynge) they began to 
require hym that he woulde vtter the caule or p whole 
armie. Then Tenus began on this wile. 


Tye Goddes defende our myndes irom all wicked —— — 
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thoughtes*3s J doubt not but they willithere are none the hl ark 
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ol pour ſouldiours,but be ofthe ſame minde tozwardeg 
vou, that they haue beene iu times paſte: Whether it bee 
your pleaſure to commaund theim to goe fozwardes to 
to fight, a to haſarde theim ſelues, oꝛ with they bloude 
commende their name vnto the poſteritie. And if pou 
will nedes perſeuer in your opinion, though we bee vn- 
armed, naked, and withoute bloude, wee wypll either 
come after pou, oz go beloꝛe, as you ſhall thinke expedi⸗ 
ent: But if you will bee contente to heare pour ſouldi⸗ 
ours griefes , and complaintes that be not feigned, but 
expꝛelſed by foꝛce of very neceſſitie, J humblie beleche 
vou then, that pee woulde vouchelate fauourablye to 
heare theim, that conſtantlye haue followed your auc⸗ 
thozitie , and fo2tune, and are peat readpe to followe 
where ſoeuer you wyll appoincte. O Alexander, wyth 
the greatenelle ol pour Actes, ve haue not ouercame 
onely pour enemies, but alſo vs your owne ſouldp⸗ 
ours.lPhatioeuer mannes moꝛtalitie is hable to fulfill, 
that is perfourmed by vs,hauinge paſſed ouer lo many 
Seas, and Countries betterknowen to vs then to the 
very inhabitours, now remaining in maner in p btter- 
molt ende ofthe woꝛlde. Aud yet toz all thys, your pur⸗ 
poſe1stopalleinto another wozlde, and ſeeke out an 
Inde vnknowen tothe Indians. Me couet toplucke 
out the wilde beſtes, and ſerpentes out oftheyz dennes, 
and lurkynge places, mynding to learche further with 
your victozy, then the Sunne hath vilited wyth hys 
beames, whiche truly is an imaginatyon meete foz 
pour harte, but farre exceding our capacity, and power, 
Pour manhod, and courage is al wales in encreaſe:but 
our foꝛce groweth in dechinetion . Beholde our bodyes 
deſtuute of bloud, perced wyth ſo many woundes, and 
rotted wyth ſo many ſcarres. Our weapons 1 — 
dulle 
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dulled, aud our armour is waſted, andcanſumcd: we 
weareourapparel afterthe Perſians maner, becauſe 
our countrey garmentes do faile vs: We are degene⸗ 
rate out of our owne faſhion, and growen into a ſtrage 
habyte. What is he that hath his cozlelet , oꝛ hozſe pat⸗ 
ticularto hymſeit Caule it to be enquired how many 
remayne emongeſt vs, and what remaineth to euery 
man of the ſpotle. Beynge the victours of all men, ol 
all men we are the pooꝛeſt. It is not aboundaunce,oz 
excelle that troubleth vs, but the very Marre it ſelfe 3 
Our municion is cõlumed, pet ye minde to put fourth 
thys gooblye armie of yours naked vnto thole beaſtes: 
ge multitude of wyome though Thindians purpoſes 
ly doe eucreaſe, pet of they2 vaine repoꝛte we maye per⸗ 
ceiue ᷣ numbꝛe to be greate. But it pe bee btter le deter⸗ 
mined to palle pet further into Inde, the countrie that 
lieth Southwarde is not lo deſert as the other, whych 
being lubdued, pe mate paſſe to that ſea, whiche nature 
hath ap goincted to bounde in the wozlde. Why doe you 
ſeke that gloꝛp a farre ot, which remaineth to you redp 
at your hande z Here the Dccean ſea doeth mete vs: a 
except your mynd be to wander, we are come to 5ᷣ place 
pꝛedeſtinate vatovs. 
JF had rather ſpeake thele thinges befoze you, then be⸗ 
hynde pour backe: foꝛ I ſeekenotto wynne fauour a- 
mongeſt the men of Warre that ſtande here aboute 
me, but deſire pou ſhoulde rather heare theyꝛ myndes 


expzeſſed in plaine wooꝛdes, then to heare theyz griefe 


and their grudge vttred in muttering. and in murmur, 
When Cenus had made an ende ol hys tale, there role a 
crie and lamentacion, which wyth confuſed voyces e⸗ 
uery vohere called Alexander theyꝛ kyng, their father, a 
their lozd. Then the other capitames, (and ſpecially the 

Cc. uu. elders, 
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elders, whiche by reaſon ofthey2 Age had the moꝛe ho⸗ 
neſt excuſe,and greater auctozitie) made 5ᷣ like requeſt 
So that the king was not hable to chaſtiſe them being 
in that obſtinacie, not mitigate theun being ſo moued. 
Thertoꝛe vncertaine what to doe, he lept from 5 iudge⸗ 
ment place, aud commaundinge hys lodgyng to be ſhut 
in, admitted no man, but luche as were accuſtomed a⸗ 
bout hys perſon. Two dates he conlumed in his angte, 
and the third he came fourth emongeſt his men, caulng 
xu. altares of ſquare ſtone there to be (et vp, as a mo⸗ 
nument of hys iourneie, and willed the trenches okhys 
campe to be made wider, and the places where 5 ſoul⸗ 
diours lape to bee enlarged greater, then ſcrued fo2 the 
bigneſle of theyz bodies: thinking by the foꝛme # ſhape 
of thiges thus encrealed, to leaue a deceiptfull woon⸗ 
dꝛe vnto his poſteritie. F tom thens he returned againe 
by the waye he had palled beioze & encamped vpon the 
tiuer of Aceſines. Cenus chaunced there to die, whole 
death the king laimeEted:but pet he ſaied that foz ſo ewe 
daies he had made an ouerlong Oꝛation:as though he 
alone ſhoulde haue returned into Macedon. By ß tyme 
the nauie ot Shippes, whiche he had appoincted to bee 
made, ſtoode in redines a flote:and Memnẽ in p meane 
ſeaſon bzought him oute of Thꝛace a ſupplie of. vi. M. 
hoꝛſemen, and belides from Harpalus. vu. M. fotemen 
with. xx v. M. armours that were wꝛought with ſiluer 
and golde, which he diſtributed emongeſt his men, and 
commaunded the olde to bee burned, purpoling to paſſe 
vnto p Occeã Sea with a. M. ſhippes. But befoꝛe his 
departure, he reconciled together by affinitie Po2us, 
and Tariles , betwixte whom there was a newe dyſ⸗ 
coꝛde riſen vpon they: olde hatreds. He had obtemed 
ol theim great aide both in the making, and nr 
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of hys nauie. During the tyine he was about that bus 

lines, he builded there. u. cities: wherof he called thone 
Nicca,and the other Butephalon, dedicatung the latter Nices, 1 
by the name or his hoꝛſe that was dead. He gaue o2dcr Buccphalen. 
tzat his Elephantes, and cariage ſhould paſle by lande, 1 
and he ſailed downe the riuer, pꝛoceding every dape a⸗ 

bout. xl.furlonges, ſo that he might euer land hys pow⸗ 

er in ſuch places as he thought conueniẽt. At length he 

came into a countrey where as the riuer of Hidalpes, The Hobi 
and Acelines doe ioigne together, and doe ruune from ons. 
thence into the boundes of a nation called Sobions. 

They declared that theyz pzedeceſſours came ot Hercu⸗ 

les army, which being left there ſicke, dyd inhabite the 
tountrep. They were clothed in beaſtes ſkynnes, vling 

clubbes foꝛ theyꝛ weapons: and though they had left, 

the cuſtomes of the Greekes, pet there appeared many 

thynges emong them, that declared from whence they 

were deſcended. Here the king laded, # marched. CC. 
furlonges within the count rey, whiche he waſted:and 

tooke the chieleſt citie in the lame. There were. xl. M. 

men that ſtoode in defence agaynſt hym vpon a riuers 

ſide but he paſſed the water, putting them to flight, and 

alter they fted into the citie, he wanne it by foꝛce. The 

childꝛen were ſlayne, and the reſt ſold as ſlaues He al⸗ 

faulted another citie where he was repulled with the 

great fozce of the defendants, and loſt many ok his me. 

But when the inhabitauntes lawe that he continued 

ſtill ſiege, deſpayꝛing ofthey: laulegarde, they ſet fy2e 

on they houſes,and burned them lelucs,their wiues,# 

theyꝛ child2en. Which fire when the Macedons quen⸗ 

ched, c they kindled the ſame again, it ſeemed a lrange 

contention, the citizeyns to deſtroye theyz owne citie, 


theyzenemyes labouryng to laue it:the warres ſo con⸗ 
tra⸗ 
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trariouſly chaunged the lawes wzoughtin man by na: 
ture. The caſtle was (aued,voherin a guarriſon was 
leſt. Alexander went about this caſtle by water, which 
was enuironed with thzee of the — rivers in all 
Inde, Ganges except, Indus paſſing vpon the Noth 
ſyde, x Aceſines running into Yidaſpis vpon the louth, 
Where thele riuers mette, the waues roalelpke (urges 
ofthe Sea, being full of mudde, and oocs, which by þ 
courſe of the water were dꝛiuen vnto p ſydes: ko all 
that the riuers are bzoade, pet the chaneis are but na⸗ 

towe, wherin the ſhyppes muſt palle. The waues dyd 
xylelo nd thicke, bꝛeabyng ſometyme vpon the 
puppes ofthe ſhyppes, and ſometyme vpon the ſpdes, 

that the ſhypmen began to vale they? ſaples. But they 
were ſo troubled though feare, and the violent ſoitt- 

nes ofthe ſtreame, that they could not oꝛder they? tack⸗ 
tyna,ſo that two of theyz greateſt (hyppes were dꝛow⸗ 
ned Within light: And the 1 vellels whiche were 
as vnhableto be gouerned, were dꝛiuen vpon the ſhoꝛee 
withoute anye harme. The kyng chaunced bpon the 
place wheras the waues went hygheſt, wherwith hys 
ſhippe was lo toſſed, trauerſed, that the helme could 
not direct hys courle. Wherfoze the king doubtyng of || | 
dꝛownyng, pulled of hys garment readye to cad hym * 
felfe into the water, and ys frendes did — — 
therabout ready to reteiue hym : Jt appearing to k 
doubtlull, which peryll was greateſt, euher to 
..S oz to continue ſtyll abooꝛde. But the mariners — 
red wonderfully with theyz oares,addpug all the foꝛce 
that lape in mans power to cut thzoughthe waues, by

"FR 
From thence he came into thecountreyof Þ Sudzi⸗ gumuams, 

chans,# Mallians, which accuſtomed to be at warre alle. iy 

emongelt them ſelues: then foz theyz owne Defence, 5 

they ioygned in ſocietie. They aſlẽbled in armes to the 

number ol. ix. M. footemen.x. M. hoʒſemen, and. ix. C. 

armed wagons,wherof whẽ the Macedons were ad⸗ 

uertiled, which beleued that they had paſſed all perils, 

ſeeing a freſhe warre aryſe, with a newe fierte nation, 

were amaſed with a ſodayne feate, and began againe 

with ſeditious wozdes to repꝛoue theyz kyng. 

They alleged that he would lately haue compelled — 
them to paſſe the tiuer ol Ganges, fo2to make warte ao Werben 
bp thole nations lying beyond the ſame:which enter⸗ of the ? 
pꝛile though it were leit, they had not foꝛ all that ended 1 
the warte neuer the moꝛe, but rather made en exchaũge 
oła new labour, being put fourth emongeſt thele wilde 
nations, to make the Dccean ſea opento hum with their 
bloud, and to be dꝛawen beyond the ſunne, and ſterres. 

They were compellede they ſaied) to vilitethoſe places,

totrauayle, ſeepug the Occean was in maner within 1 
ſyght: the ayze wherof he felt blowing in hys face. He t 
required them thertoꝛe that they woulde not enuye the d 
gloꝛye that he ſought, by paſlyng the boundes ot er⸗ t 
cules, and Bacchus, ſeeing that with lo litte payne they e 
myght geue vnto their byng perpetuall kame and im⸗ x 
moꝛtalitie: In doing wherof they ſhould depart out of e 
India as victozous , where as otherwple they ſhoulde a 
leeme toilte away fromthence. It is the pꝛopertie ofcz b 
uerp multitude, and ſpecially ofnif of warre, to be dꝛa⸗ b 
wen with euerplitle motion, emonges whome, as ledi⸗ u 
tion doth ſoone rile, ſo it is loone paciſped.

willed him to leade them whether lo euer he woulde, 
and make him lelfe equall in gloꝛyto them, whole actes 
he dyd counterkeit. Alexander reiopſing in the willing 
nes that appeared in them, remoued ſtreight wapes to⸗ 
wardes his enemies, that were the ſtouteſt people of all 
the Jadians.

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was ol an appzoued manhode: Who en⸗ 
tamping at the foote ol a mountapne, made ſpʒes all a⸗ 
bꝛoade to cauſe hys number appeaxe the greater, and 
went about in vayne to ſeate the Macedons, vahẽ they 
were in reſt, by making ol Alarmes, wu theyz cryes a 
maner of howlyng. the dape appeared, Alexan⸗ 
der hauing an aſſured truſt to winne the victozy, com⸗ 
maunded the ſouldiours to put ontheyz armour , and 
cherefully to fall in oꝛder ofbattayle. - _ 

But the Indians (whether it were foz feare , o by 
teaſon of ſome ſedition riſen emonges them) ſodginlye 
led into the deſert mountaynes, whom Alexander fol- 
lowed in vayne, and not hable to ouertake them, tooke 
they2 e.Ifterthis he came vntoa citieof Þ Oxi⸗ 
dzacans,! nto great number were fled, aſwell in 
truſt of the ſtrength ofthe place, as ot theyꝛ owne pow⸗ 
er. As Alexander was aboute to make the appzoche, 
Demophon his diuiner admoniſhed him that he ſhould 
——Ü— — ene meddle with it at 
all, toꝛ that there appeared ſygnes that hys lyfe ſhould 
be in perill. When Alexander had heard his woꝛdes, he 
beheld him, E ſayed:Jfany man ſhould interrupt thee, 
when thou art buſpe about thy ſcience, 02 conſideryng 
of p intraples:ſhould not he ſeeme vnto thee troublous, 
this commyng be bngratefull-Wes truely (quod he.) 
So art thou nowe vnto me (quod Alexander.) Foz 
hauing ſo great matters in hand ofmozemoment then 
the entrailes ofbeaſtes: I unde no greater impediment 
then a ſuperſtitious diuyner. And as ſoone as he had 
ſpoken the woꝛde, he cauſed them to reare vp ladders, 
and vohples other men ſtycked, and ſtaped at the mat⸗ 
ter, he mounted vpthe wall. The lame was veryenars 
towetnthetoppe, not diuyded with lopes (as 1s oſt 
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menly vſed) but encloſed with one wholeandconting: 
all battylment rounde about, whiche cauled it to be the 
moze harde to ſcale. 
Alexander cherioꝛe hauyng no conuenient rowme 
to ſtande at hys defence, aped Vpon the wall, recey- 
uyng vpon hys terget the dartes whithe were caſt at 
hym from all partes. Yys fouldiours coulde not get 
vnto hym: they were ſo beaten from the walles by the 
multitude of ſhot that came fromaboue.Wet at length 
when dy they: ſtaying they ſawe their kyng geuen vp 
iuto weyꝛ enemies Hides, ſhame oucrcame thepꝛ its 
minent daunger . But they ouermuche halt was ouct 
great à let, and the caulſe,why they coulde not come to 
the relcue ot theyꝛ king. 
.- Foz whiles euery man coueted vp the ladders, they 
were fo ſoꝛe laden, that they bꝛabe a (under, and luche 
as were mounted vpon them, fell downe agapne, de⸗ 
ceyuyng Alexander of hys onely hoape: So that in the 
lyght of all the army, he ſtoode deſtitute as in a deſert, 
without anye ayde oz ſuccour, and had weried hys left 
arme (with the whiche he helde hys terget) in recey- 
uyng the blowes. ys rendes cryed vnto hym that he 
ſhould leape downe vnto them, who ſtoode in a teadi⸗ 
nes to reteiue him. But he geuyng no eare vnto them, 
bndertooke an incredible enterpꝛyſe, and ſuche one as 
hath not bene heard of befoze, deſeruyng rather. fame 
of taſhenes.then of anye commeudation that myght 
ſound to his glozye. Foz with a full leape he dyd caſt 
hym ſelfe into the citie that was full of hys enemycs, 
where as he coulde ſcarlely haue any hoape to fyght 
fo2 hys lyfe, oꝛ in dying to be reuenged vpon hys ene⸗ 
mies. Foꝛ beto2e he coulde recouer hys feete agayne,it 
was likely either he ſhoulde haue beue _— 
alyue. 
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js alyue. But he by chaunce ſo conucyed hys bodye, that 
e he fell vpon hys feete, and ſtandyng, encountred with 

ſuche as came agayult hym ! Foꝛtune ſo pꝛouydynge 
e that he could not be encloſed gbour;byreaton of an old 
Ps tree, which: (as it had bene of purpoſe) ſtoodencare 
at onto the wall: whole b2oade boughes tull-of lcaues 
ct couered hym from aboue, and the greatnes ofthe ſtocke 
he I kept hys enemies from commyng on hys backe; and 
th I vpon the foze front he recepued the dartes that were 
vp cat againf ynm with his terget.Fo2thoughtherwere 
ns neuer lo man that contended with hym a farre ok, et 
ct durſt ther no man come neere vnto hym:a the boughes 
to bept ok the arrowes and the dartes, ſo well as his ter⸗ 
get dyd. In thys extremtue the greatnes ol Alexan⸗ 
ders fame, chiefly fought foz hun, and next delperatiõ: 
a great. encouragement toz. a man to dye honeſtlye. At 
length thzough the myltitude of hys enemies that con⸗ 
tinually flocked — — both his terget was laden 
with ſhotte, his helmet was bzoben with ſtones, and 
hys legges kainted aud kayled under hum, by reaſon of 
his continuall trauaile: iich tung when his enemies 
percepued, they tooke lelle regarde to them ſelues, and 
dzew moze neare him, ol whome he receyued two with 
hys lWozde, in ſuche ſoꝛte, that they tell downe dead 
at his teete, Aud trom that tyme o2wardes none was 
ſo bolde to j ppꝛoche ag ayne ſo neare hym ;butthzewe 
dartes and. chotte arrodurs at him amrre ot. He laye o⸗ 
pen to euery mans blowe:and yet though it were with 
teat payne )detended hym ſelte vpon his knees, vntyll 
tyme as an Indian ihotte an arrowe at hym that 
two cubites long, wohiche a lule aboue hys ryght 
che palledth 4 ys cogſelet: By reaſon of: that 
he ſhedde ſo muche bloude, that he x” Yes 
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ſwoꝛde fall,as one at the popntof death. And therwith 
became ſo laint, that he had not Qrength to plucke out 
the arrowe. Then the : ndian, whiche had hurt hym, 
came with great iope to lpople his body. Bat when 
lexander felt his enemies hand vpon hym:moued(as it 
is tobe thought) with delpyte,to reteyue an inkamp to 
that extremitie, called againe hys ſpirites that were 
paſſing away, and with his woꝛde thzult hys enempe 
vnarmed) though the bodpe. 
VDyen he had thus lame two ol hys enemies whiche 
layedeadbefoze hym, all the reſt code amaled a fart 
of. Then Alexander, delpzing befoze hys laſt bzeathe 
ſhauld kaple to be kylled tightyng, beganne to rayle vp 
is body vpon his terget: Wet his ůtength d not 
e hym therunto, and therfoze reached at a boughe 
that hong ouer his head, coueting therby to haue ray- 
ſed vp hum lelte. But his power not ( therunto, 
he fell dovone agame vpon his knees, and by a ſygne 
made win his hande challenged his enemies, ik an ol 
them durlt come and mateh wir him. At the laſt, Peu⸗ 
ceſtes repulſinghis enemies vpon an other part ofthe 
citie, gote into the towne, and coaſtyng along 5 walles, 
came vnto the place where the kyng was. When Ilex⸗ 
ander eſpyed him, though he had no hoape to —_—_ 
tobe his comming foꝛ à cointoꝛt to his death, and fo2 all 
bis ſeablenes begannetoreare vp him ſelle. Then came 
Tuneus, and within a while Leonatus, and after them 
Ariſtonus. When it was once publyſhed emonges the 
Judians,that Alexander was entred within þ walles, 
they left they; derte in other places, and came flockyng 
thither, wheras then lercely allayled (ch as ſtoo de in 
defence ofthe kinges perſon. Timeus, aſter that he had 
fought notablpe, aud recepyed manpe woundes, was 
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h there llapne. Peuceſtes alla notwihſtandyng that he 
ut was ſtriken & wounded wyth theyz dartes, yet wyth 
n, ] hyos terget he defended the kynges perſon, wythout any 
* regarde of hym lelfe And Leonatus, whyples he re⸗ 
it ſiſted the Indians, that egeripe pꝛeſſed vpon Alexan⸗ 
to der, receiued lo ſozea (tripe vpon the necke, that he fell 
re dowune in a ſowne at the kynges feete. By that tyme 
ye {| Peuceſtes became lo feable ot hys woundes, that he 
was not able to detende him any moze. The laſte hoape 
and refuge remaͤpned in Ariſtonus, who allo was ſo 
greuoully wounded, that he coulde not endure any len⸗ 
ger the fozce of the Indians. | 

In the meane lealon the fame was ſpꝛeade emonges 
the Macedons, that theyꝛ kynge was ſlapne;whyche 
beinge a matter that ſhoulde haue putte others in teare, 
ſturred vp theyꝛ hartes, and made them the hardyer. 
Foz from that tyme fozwardes, there was none that 
had reſpect ot hys owne peryll, but aduentured to the 
wall, and bzeakpnge dowone the lame wyth ppkeaxes, 
entred at the bzeache,makinge ſlaughter ok theyz ene⸗ 
mpes, of whom fewe ſtoode at defence, but fledde as 
waye. There was neuer man noꝛ woman ſpared olde 
no2 younge. Foz they mette none, but they iudged hym ; 
to bee the perſon that had hurte theyꝛ kynge, and lo at * 
length wyth the murder of the multitude their iuſt ire ctutarchuo | 
was ſatiſfied. Clitarchus and Timagenes do wapte, T=vogenes | 
that Ptholomcus, which afterwardes became kinge of | 
EPipte was pꝛelente in thys encountre. But he hym 
ſelte, that vled not to denye any thyng that ſtoode with 
his owne gloꝛye, did put in memoꝛye howothat he was 
then ablent, ſente aboute an other enterpꝛyſe. Suche a 
negligence was in thepm that dyd wꝛyte the antiqup⸗ 
ties ol thynges, oʒ els an ouer muche credulitpe, whiche 
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is a faulte no leſſe then the other. When Alexander wag 
b:ought into hys lodgyng the Surgeons cut of þ tale 
of that ſhafre in ſuche wile, that they moued not the 
heade that was wythin the kleſhe. Ind when they ſawe 
the wounde bare, they perceiued hokes to be wythin 
the arrowe heade, lo that without the deſtructyon of 
hys bodpe , it coulde not bee pulled out, except by in⸗ 
ciſpon they made the wounde greater: And pet in that 
poynt they feared, leaſt abundaunce of bloude ſhoulde 
bee impediment bntotheim , Fozthe heade was verp 
— it ſeamed to bee entered karre wythin hys 
odpe. 

There was one Critobolus, that was verye cun⸗ 
nynge and mode excellente emonges all the Phyſity: 
ons and ſurgeons, and pet in ſo daungerours a matter 
as this, he was fear etull a in doubt to ſet to his haͤdes, 
leaſt ifanye thynge ſhoulde chaunce to the hinge other⸗ 
wiſe theu well, whyles he remayned in thys cure, the 
blame might lyght vpon hys heade. Therefoze when 
Alexander perceiued by his weping pieare he was in, 
aud that thꝛoughe trouble ot mind he loaked pale in the 
face, ſaped vnto hym: What is it that thou lokeſt foꝛ, 
oʒ whye doeſt thou Cape in ryddynge me quickly out 
of thys payne, at the leaſte wayes by death, ikthou caſt 
not otherwyle bꝛynge it to palle:Foz (eyng my wolide 
is vncurable , why doeſt thou fcare that anye thynge 
ſhoulde bee laped vnto thy charge - When Critobolus 
hearde his woꝛdes, he eyther ceficd, oz dyſlimuled hys 
feare, and exhozted Alexander that he woulde luffer 
hym ſelte to be holden,whples they pulled out the ars 
rowe heade that was wythin hys fleſhe: foz the leaſte 
mocypon(he lated) myghte be hurtefull vnto hym. The 
$ynge woulde not be holden, but heide Hys bodye. 2 , 
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5 ſtay wythout moumage, inſuch ſoꝛt as they appointed 
e him. When they had cut the wounde wyder and pul⸗ 
e led out the heade, there uTued ſuche aboundaunte of 
e bloude, that the kinge kell in a ſo wunde, e dymnes came 


n ouer hys light, he ſtretchyng out hym lelfe as one inthe 
df pangues ot death. The they wꝛoughte all the meanes 
Iz they coulde toſtanche the bloude:but when they percei⸗ 
yedit would not auayle, hys freudcs began to cry out 
and lament , thynkynge verelp that that there had bene 
no way but death. Natwithſtandinge at length he cel⸗ 
E ſed his bleadinge, and recouering agapne his ſpirites, 
began to knowe theym that ſtoode about hym , All that 
day? andthe nyghte enſuinge, the men ol warre ſtode 
in armes aboute the zynges lodgynge, conteſſyng that 
all they2 liues depended vpan hys bꝛeath, e would not 
temoue fromthence,betoze they bnderſtode that he toke 
(ome reſt. But when they knewe that he was fallen a 
ſteape, they returned into the campe, bꝛyngynge vnto 
the reſt moꝛe certapne hope of hys recouerp. Alexander 
aboute the curinge ot hys wounde, remapned there 
ſeuen dapes: and vnderſtandynge that a conſtant tame 
ofhys deathc was ſpꝛeade abzoade emonges the Indi⸗ 
ans, he cauſed two Shyppes to bee faſtened toge- 
ther , and a lodgynge to bee made foz hym in the 
myddeſt: So that remayninge vpon the water, he 
qpghte be ſeene from bothe ſydes ofthe lande, ol theim 
that thought he had beene deade. When the coun- 
trep men by the viewe ofyym, perceyucd he was on 
lpue, theptooke away the hope that ſomc had coucepued 
vpon the falſe repozt . From thence he paſſed downe 


the (ſkreame,leaupnge a dyſtaunce betwene hys ſhyppe, 
and the reſt of the naupe, tothe entente that wyth the 


beatynge of the dates; they ſhoulde not dyſturbe hym 
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ofhis reſte, whyche was neceſlarpe koꝛ hys weake bo: 
dye. The fourth daye afterhys enbarkynge, he came in⸗ 
to a countrey abandoned of the inhabitours, but pet 
plentifull both of coꝛne and cattell, in whyche place he 
thought expedient both to reſt hym lelke, and hys ſoul- 
dyours. It was acuſtome emonges the Macedons, 
that when theyꝛ kynge was diſeaſed, the chiele Pꝛyn⸗ 
ces, and the greate men watched aboute hys lodgyng: 
Whych maner beynge then oblerued, they entred all to 
ether into chamber where Alexander laye:at whoſe 
dapne commpngehe was (oinewhat amaſed,ſpectal- 
lye becauſe they came all to gether. Me thought they had 
bꝛought hym ſome ſtraunge tidynges, and enquired ol 
theim it they vnderſtoode of any newe aſſemblie orhys 
enemies. Then Craterus which was appoynted to 
ſpeake in the behalte ol them all, ſaped to hym alter this 
0 maner. 
Do pou thinke that the commynge of any enempes 
© craterus Coulde make vs lo caretull (thought they were entred 
— a: wythin pour campe ) as we be of pour health and ſaufe- 
| *  guarde,fo2 all that it is a thynge whycheyou reguarde 
leaſt : Though all nacyons conſpire agapnſte vs wyth 
1

theyꝛ power, thoughe the whole wozlde were fylled full 
of men of warre, the Seas ouerlpꝛead wyth ſhyppes, 
and never ſo many ſtraunge beaſtes bꝛought agaynſte 
vs, it conſiſt eth in the momente of your perſon to make 
vs victoꝛers. But howe can any God pꝛomiſe, p you, 
which be the lyght and ſtatre of Macedon, can be oka⸗ 
ny continuaunce : leynge that you be ſo deſirous to put 
pour perſon in luche manifeſt peryls:not remembꝛynge 
that with pour deathyoud2awe wyth pou into rupne, 
the lyues ofſomanye of pour counttep men What is he 
that either can, oz doth deſire to lyue aller you 7 We are 
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come lo farrs fourth folowpnge your foztune and auc- 
thozitie,that wythout pou, none ot vs is able to returne 
home againe. 

It ye were pet contendynge wyth Darius foz the 
kyngdome of Perſe, though we all woulde wyſhe that 
you woulde not aduenture pour perſon ſo perillouſipe, 
pet in that caſe we coulde not maruayle ſo muche of 
your pzompte audacitye .Foz where the daunger and 
the benelite that Eſueth therofts equal, there the fruit is 
the greater, when the mattcrſuccedeth well: and the 
comfozte is the moꝛe, when the thynge chaunſeth cupll. 
There is no man, not onelpe of vs that bee your ſoul⸗ 
diours , but euen of ſuche as were pour enenpes, yas 
urnge anpe bndertandynge of pour greatnes, that 
can ſuffer fo bale a towne, #of ſo litle fame, be bought 
wyth the pꝛyce ol pour lyle. My harte ſhzpnkes at the 
remembzaunce of the thynge, whiche we but late dyd 
lee wyth oure eyes. I am amaled to rehearſe howe thole 
vyle haͤdes were in rcadines to haue caryed the ſpoyles 
of your inupncible perſon , if foztune of her mercye 
had not pꝛeſerued and delyucred pou from theyꝛ cru⸗ 
eltye. So manpe ok vs as were not able to followe 
you, were all traptouts and fozſakers of our Pꝛince. 
And though it were a matter that laye not in out pow⸗ 
er, yet if it pleaſe you to note vs all wyth tepꝛoche, there 
is none that wyll refuſe any punyſhment in the purga⸗ 
tyon ol the matter. Rot wythſtandynge we woulde re⸗ 
quire that you woulde ſpare vs foz ſome other purpoſe. 
We wyll gladly go whether ſo eucx ye wyll haue vs: 
we require,warre be it neuer ſo obſcure, and couet the 
battail, thoughe our fightynge ſhall wante fame, ſo 
that pou wyll reſerue pour ſelfe to thoſe haſſardes, 


Which bee meete loꝛ thegreatenesof youreftate.Yowe 
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ſoone doth gloꝛye banyſhe awaye and become of no 
pꝛayſe, emonges luch enemies as bee ofnoreputacione 
And what thynge is there moze vnwoꝛthy, then to c6- 
lume the glozie ye haue gotten els where emonges the, 
where as pour glozy can not appeare-When Craterus 
bad tolde hys tale, Ptholome and the other ſpake to 
hym in lyke effecte:Jndrequyredhymallat once wyth 
weeppnge eyes, that he wouldenot from thence fourth 
bee anye mioze ſo thirty to winne pzayſe, but ſeynge 
he had gotte ſuſficient all readpe, he ſhoulde contente 
hym ſelle therwithall aud reguarde his health and ſafe- 
guarde,wherupontheyz vmuerſall eſtate dyd depende. 
The kynge toke lo gratetuliy they loupnge atkecty= 
on, that hefamiliaripeembzaced euerye one ot them, 
and afterhe had wyllco them to litte, repetynage moze 
deapely theyz foziner coinmunpcation, he layed thus 
My faith7ull louinge frendes and counttepmen, 

F geue and render to you my hartye thankes, not ones 
p {02 that pe pzecce my ſaufegard beioze your owne,but 
al ſo fo2 that lence the begynnynge of þ warres, ye haue 
not pꝛetermitted anythpnge,wherty your loue & bene⸗ 
uolence mpght bee ſhewed towardes me: lo ß J muſt 
con leſſe that my lyle was neuer lo deare as it is nowe, 
becauſe I deſire longe to eniope pou. Mou be delitous 
to olter pour ſelues to death in my quatell, becauſe pou 
iudge that J haue delerued that beneuolence at pour 
handes. But your tmagynacyon and inpne is not after 
one ſozt . Pou paraducnture do couet continualip to 
eniope me, and to take ot me continuall kruite. And J 
mealute not mp lelfe by the cont inuaunce of mytyme, 
but by the greatneſle of my gloꝛpe. I myght haue vbeene 


content wyth the tyches my tather leſte dr 
re 
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reſt of mybodye haue looked foz wyth the boundes of 
Macedon, an age ob{cure and wythout any fame. And 
pet Þ can not icethatthep which liue in ſlouth and idle⸗ 
nes, can alſure them ſelues ot theyꝛ own deſtenye. Foꝛ 
even ſuche as eſteme felicitpe in ionge lite, bee oſten⸗ 
tymes pꝛeuented wyth lodapne death. But J whyche 
numbꝛe no: mp peres, but mp victoꝛpes, haue lpued log, 
if Iwyll weye the gyttes of foztune. Foz begynupng 
myne Enipirein Macedoma, J haue Greece in myne 
owne handes: J haue ſubdued Thꝛace and the Illixi⸗ 
ans: I teigne ouer the Triballes, and the Medpäs, 
polleiſinge all Alta that lyeth betwixte Helleſponte and 
the reode Sea aͤnd nowe am not iatre from the ende 
ot the woꝛlde, the whpche J determined to vylyte , and 
to make open to men a newe nature, and a newe woꝛld. 
0 palſed out of Ala into Europe in the moment ot᷑ an 

oute, and beynge but. xx vin. peres olde, and ha⸗ 
upnge raygned but nine, am become victozer oł both 
regions. 

Do you thynke it then mete p J Houldenowe ceſſe 
from winninge of that glozye,wherunto J haue onelp 
addict mp lelke £ No, 7 will neuer celle: but wherlos 
euer I (ya!lhaue occalio to fight, J ſhall thintze my ſelfe 
to bee in p̃ Theatre, where Þ whole wozlde dothe be⸗ 
holde me. J wyll geue nobility & tame to places that 
bee obſcure : And wyll lape open to all nacpons thola 
tountrepes that nature hath remaued fur deſt om 
them: In dopnge wherof it ſhall bee grat efull toʒ me 
to ende mp lyfe , ii Foꝛtune wyll haue it ſo. I am come 
of ſuche a ſtocke, that J oughttodeſtre many thynges 
befoze longeipie. I pꝛape pou toremmember that we 
come into chole couutrepes where the name of a wo⸗ 


man is muche celebzated foz her vertucs , What cupes 
D d. ti. byd 
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did Semiramis builde⸗ what nacions did ſhe lubdue- 
and what great wozkes did ſhe accompliſhe We are 
not pet become equall to a woman in glo2y,and pet pots 
woulde haue me to be latiſſied of laude. The Goddes 
be fauourable bnto our purpoſe:toꝛ there rema ine foz vs 
yet greater thynges to do. And it is »next way to make 
thoſe coũtreys we haue not yet touched, to become ours, 
it we eſteme nothyng to bee of ſmall valure, where as 
there is any occaſpon to wynne gloꝛye. Let it bee pour 
care onely to pzelerue me from ciudl conſpiracpe and 
treaſon of myne owne people, and then there bee no ads 
uentures of the warre ſhall put me in keare. 

Philip was moꝛe ſure in the fronte ot the battaple a⸗ 
bꝛode, thẽ when he was in quiet at home. He oftentimes 
auoyded the fo:ce of his enemies: but he coulde not el⸗ 
chue the violẽce of his owne ſubiectes. And ik you cons 
lider the ende of other kynges, you ſhall counte moz2e 
that haue bene llapne bytheirowne men, then by any 
foꝛayne power, But becauſe there is an occalpon nowe 
oftered me to vtter the thinge J haue longe concepued 
in my mynde: it ſhall bee the greateſt truite J can 
receyue of my actes and my trauaples, if mp mother 
Olympias, when ſhe departeth thys lyle, myght be c0- 
lecrated to immoꝛtalitie. It ſhe depart in my tpme, 
wyll do the thynge mp ſelfe.Bntif Þ ſhall be pꝛeuented 
by deathe, xemembꝛe pou to perfourmethat 4 haue des 


oe texmiued: And therupon he dimiſled hys frendes fron 


44 hym, and continued manpye dapes in the ſame place.

Whiles theſe thele thinges were a doynge in India, the 


poynted them at Catabactra, though a ſediciõ þ chaũ⸗ 
ſed emonges them, rebelled agaynſte hynn Notſomuch 
fo2 anye hatt ed they bare hym, as foz keare of dagen. 
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ment. Foz they kylled diuers of theyꝛ chiefe rulcrs:aud 

aſſemblyng in fozcetogethers , tookethe caſtle of Bac⸗ 

tria,that was negligently kept, and pꝛocured the Bac⸗ Wl 

trias to rebellwith them. Athenodoꝛus was the chief athenozozug _ © 

emonges the, who tooke vpon him the name of a king, 

not ſo muche koꝛ the delyꝛe of the kyngdome, as by auc⸗ 

tozitie to make him ſelfe of power to conuey him lelt and 

others home into his countrey. But one Bicon of hys Vicew 
obne nation became hys enempe, and couſpityng az 

gaynſt hym , dyd bydde hym to a banquet, where he 

was ſlapne by one Boxus Macerianus. The next day 
folowyng, Bicon aſſembled the Greekes together, per⸗ 

ſuadyng them that he llewe Athenodoꝛus but in hys 

owne defence, whole purpole was to haue deſtroyed 

hym. But there were ſome that perceyued hys policye: 

and ſuſpicion was ſpꝛead emonges the reſt: So that 
the Greekes kell to armes of purpoſe to ſlea Bicon. 

But luche as were chiete, mitigated the wꝛath ofthe 
multitude, and contrarpe to his expectation was deli⸗ 

uered from that pzeſent perill. Pet he coulde not be 

ſo contented , but within a whyle after , conſppꝛed as 
gaynſt them that ſaued hys lyfe , whoſe falſhode kno⸗ 
wen, they toke both him and Borus, deternunyng that 
Boxus ſhoulde be put to death out ot hande, and that 
Bicon ſhould ende his lyle by tozmentes, Is they were 
tozmenting of hym, the Grecke louldiours ſodaynlpe 
in a furpe (fo2 what cauſe it is vncertapne) ranne to 
armes, the nopſe ofwhome being hard with them that 
had the charge of Bicon, dpd let hym at libertie, tea⸗ 
tyng that the rumour had bene made foz hys deliue- 
tye.Be as he was naked came runnyng emonges the 
Greekes , where as they were alſembled: whole miſe⸗ 
rable eſtate ſo ſodainlye chaunged theyꝛ myndes, =

they willed him tmmediatiyto be ſet at libertie. 
By this meanes Biton being twile deliuered from 
death, retourned into his countrep with the Greckes, 


lieauyng the colonpe wherunto he was appoynted by 


Alexander. Thele thynges were done in the conkines 
o. Bacttia and Stithid. In the meane ſeaſon the king 
of the two nations whiche we ſpake of befo2e, ſent an 
hundzed Emballadours vnto Alexander, whiche be⸗ 
ing men ol goodly perſonages, xyode in wagons ſeme⸗ 
ly appatapled, hauyng garmentes ot lynnen cloth em⸗ 
bꝛodꝛed with golde, and empaled with purple. Thep 
declared that the caule o? theyꝛ conmyng was to pelde 
them lelues, theyꝛ citie, theyʒ countrep, and thepz lis 
vertie, ( wiiche they had kept muiolately by ſo manye 
ages) :o yys will and appoyntment. Ot wyhiche they: 
ſubmiſliõ, the C oddes (they layed ) were auctours, and 
not anpe feare: foꝛ they were contented to pcald e them 
ſelues beſoze they had pꝛoued theyz power with hym. 
The kyng called a councell, and recepued them vnider 


hys pꝛotection, appopntyng to them to pape luchetri⸗ 


bute as they bcfoze payed to the Arachoſlans. And be⸗ 
ſides to ſende two thouſand flue hundzed hoꝛſe men to 
lerue him in his warres: all whiche thinges thep per⸗ 
kourmed obedientlpe. This done he made a great fcaſt, 
wherunto he inumed thoſe emballadours, x his lozdes. 
De vledtherin lumptuous pꝛeparatid, oꝛdeinpng a. C. 
deddes ol golde to eate vpon:whiche beyng ſet a (mall 
diſtaunce one from another, wete dꝛawen about with 

curtapnes gatnyſhed with golde and purple. In that 
feaſt there was ſhewed and ſlette fourth all the excelle 
and voluptuoutnes,which cither by long cuſtome was 


vſed emong the Peritans,0z by cozruption of they; old 


vlages taken vp einonges the Macedons: the veces 
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of both thoſe nations beyng there mingled and myxed 00 
togethers.. There was at that teaſt one Dioxippus of Pioxtypos. 
Athens, a notable champion, by reaſon bf hys excellent | 
foꝛce wellknowen vato the kynge, whome certapne 
enuyous and malitious perſons, betwirt earneſt and 
paſtyme dyd repzaue, that he was geuen to fatte hys 
bodye as an bupzofitable beaſt : Ind when that other 
went to the battaile, he would anoynt hys bodpe with 
ople, and pꝛepare him ſelf? to eate. & monges other that 
vied woꝛdes of delpyte againſt hym, there was at the 
lame keaſt one Hoꝛratas a Mace don, who in his dꝛon⸗ Hoztatas; 
zeunes chalenged Dioxippus, that if he were a man, 
he ſhould ipght the camge with hym the next daye vp6 
lyfe and death, where as the kyng ſhould iudge either 
bym to be raſhe, oz thother to muche a daſtard. Dior⸗ 
ippus theu laughing to lcoꝛne the pꝛyde and arrogans 
cy ofthe ſouldiour, accepted his pꝛoter. The next dape 
they were moꝛe earneſt to goe to the combatte, then they x combatte, 
were betoze in makyag ot the challenge:theroꝛe when 
the kyng la we them lo bent, and that thep woulde not 
leaue theyꝛ purpole, he conſented to thep2 will, 

There were great numbers ot men alſembled at the 
combatte, emonges wyome there were manpe Grect- 
ans, whiche kauoured Dioxippus parte. The Mace⸗ 
don came into the Lyſtes armed at all peeces, holding 
in hys lethande an pꝛon buckeler and a ſpeare, and in 
hys ryght hand a calling laũce:and haupng his ſwoꝛd 
belpdes gyꝛt to hys ſyde, was furnished as though he 
ſhould haue fought with manye meat once. Diorips 
pus came iourth anopnted with oyle, with a garland 
bponhis head, andhaupng a redde cloth wꝛapt about 
hys left arme, held in his ryght hande a great knottye 
cudgell. The digerfitieafthey; furnpſhement bzought 
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etery man in a wondertull expectation. Foz they could 
not thinke it onely a raſhenes, but a madnes foz Diox⸗ 
ippus that was naked, tomatche with the other that 
was armed. The Macedon thinking to kill hys aduer⸗ 
ſary be loꝛe they ſhould come to hande ſtripes, thꝛewe at 
him his launce, whiche Dioxippus auopded with ben⸗ 
ding of his body, and befoze that he coulde charge hys 
ppke he leaped to hun, and with hys cudgell bzake the 
ſame a ſonder. When the Wacedon had loſt bothe hys 
weapons, he beganne to dzawe his (wozde:but Dicxs 
ippus pꝛeuẽted him with a cloaſe,and taking both hys 
feete from vnder him, thꝛew him to the earth, and there 
plucking his lwozde from hyin, let hys foote vpon hyg 
necke, and helde vp his cudgell to haue ſtriken out hys 
bꝛaynes, it the king had not cauſed him to ſtap his had. 
This trpumphe ended with diſpleaſure bothe vnto the 
Macedons, and vnto Alexander him lelte:lpectally be⸗ 
cauſe this thyng was deone in the Indians pꝛeſence: 
fearing leſt the valiauntncs ofthe Macedons fa med lo 
muche in the woꝛld, might therbycome into contempt. 
Herupon Alexander grudging at Dioxippus bare his 
eares open to the acculatio ofthe enuious. They with⸗ 
in a fewe dates after had cauſeda golden cup to be pur- 
polely cõueyed out of the way: which the nuniſtcrs ha⸗ 


uing imbeſeled, made complaint vnto Alexander ofthe 


loſle therof. Ott tunes men ſhewe leſſe conſtaũcy incoũ⸗ 
tenaunce, then in the oſtenſe it lelk. Foz in they: coplaint 
D10xippus percepued bytheyꝛ lookes, that they noted 
him as þ thiefe, which he could not endure, but partyng 
out ofthe feaſt( atter he had witten a letter to the king 
he killed hun lelie. Alexander was very lozye loʒ hys 
death: whiche he tooke foꝛ no token olrepentaunce, but 
rather of indignation, Foz afterwardes it 4 — 
thzoug 
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though the ouermuch reiopling ofhis enemies, that he 
had bene falſely accuſed. The emballadours ofthe Jn- 
dians that were dimiſſed home, within a tew bayes al⸗ 
ter returned againe, pꝛelenting vuto Alexander. CCC. 
hoꝛſes, a thouland and thyꝛtie wagons,eucry one dꝛa⸗ 
wen with. iii. hoꝛſes, certeine veſtures of lynnen cloih, 
a thouſand Indian tergets, and an hundzed talentes 
of whyte Jron,both Lpons ofa rare bignes, and Ti⸗ 
gres þ were made tame, the ſuinnes of great Lyʒards, 
and the ſhelles of certapne fiſhes. The kyng then com⸗ 
maunded Craterus to conduct hys army along the ri⸗ 
uer: wherupõ he ſailed, and he enbarking ſuch as were 
wont to accompany him, with the ſtreame paſſed into 
the boũdes ofthe Mallians, and rom thence came vn⸗ 


tothe Sabꝛacans, which was a nation of great pow- „ bꝛacang 


er, not ruled by kinges, but by a gouernement of 5ᷣ peo⸗ 
ple. They had gathered together. vi. M. footemen, and 
vi. M. hozlemẽ, and. v. C. armed wagons, and had cho⸗ 
ſen thꝛee capitames that were appꝛoued men of warte. 
But when luche as inhabited next vnto the riuer (the 
bankes being full of villages ) law all the rtuer ſo farre 
as they could view, oueripꝛead with ſhyppes, and the 
armour glyſtering ot ſo many men otwarre, they were 
amaled with the ſtraungenes ofthe ſyght, and thought 
that ſome armpe of the Goddes, oꝛ els Bacchus ( whole 
name was famous emonges thole nations) had bene 
come emonges them. The crye olf men ot warre, with 
the claſhing ol the oares, and the ſtraunge noyle ol the 
| mariners,echozting one another, filled full theyz feare- 
full eares. They rannetherfoze emonges they? coũtrey 
men whiche had aſſembled theyꝛ foꝛce, declaring theyz 
madnes ik they would contend with Goddes. Foz they 
laped the ſhyppes coulde not be numbzed, that 1 
| | tho 
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thoſe inuincible people; Xoith whiche woꝛdes they put 
ſuche teare emnges the men of warre of theyz owne 
nation, that they ſent immediatlpe Embaſſadours to 
pealde them ſelues. When he had teceyued they? ſub: 
myſſion, he came the fourth day into another countrey, 
the people wherof durſt no moze withſtand him, thẽ the 
reſt did: and there he builded a citie which he named à⸗ 
lexandz1a:and from thence entred into a coũtrep, the in⸗ 
habitours wherotbe called Muſicã s. There he vnder- 
ſtoode bythe acculatio o? the Paromiſidans that Def- 
terioles (whome Alexander had appopntedlieuterant 


£monges them) had ruled mexceſſine pꝛide a couetouſ- 


nes, and ther loꝛe commaunded hun to bee put to death. 
And Oxiatres lieutenàunt otche Sectrians beyng al⸗ 
ſo acculed, was not onelp scquit eb, but alſo had a grea⸗ 
ter rule committed vnto him. When he had lubdued the 
vttermoſt partes ofthe Muſicane, he put a garriſon in 
they? citie, and went from thence to another nation of 
the Indians called Pzcſitaris, of whome Oxicanus 
was king, which with a great power gote him lelfe in⸗ 
to a ſtrong citie, whiche Alexander wanne the third day 
alter he began his ſiege. Upon the taking ofthetowne, 
Oxicanus lied into the caſtle, and ſet embaſſadours to 
treateof peace. But befoze they were come to Alexan- 
ders pꝛelence, two towers ofthe caſtle fell with a great 
craſhe,bp the ruines wherof the Macedons gote into 
the caſtle, where Oxtcanus which with a tew (tandin 
at defence, was ſlapne, the caſtle being raſcd, and al 
that were within ſolde as laues. Alexander came into 
the boundes of Saba, where beſides manp holdes that 
ycalded vnto him, he tooke the ſtrongeſt citie ofp coun⸗ 
trey by toꝛce ofa myne. Jt ſeemed a monſtruous thing 
vuto the Indians, (being ignozaunt of ſuch policies ol 
Warte 
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warre) foz armed men to come fourth ofthe grounde 
in the middes ofthey?2 citie, wheras there appeared be⸗ 
toꝛe no ligne ol any waye vader the earth. Clytarchus 
doth wꝛite, that there were foure ſcoꝛe thouſand Indi⸗ 
ans ſtaine in that coũtrey, beſides many pꝛiſoners ſold 
as ſlaues. The Mulicans in the meane time rebelled, 
fo the oppꝛeſſion of whome Phiton was lent thither: 
who toke the pꝛince orthe nation pꝛiſoner, and bꝛought Witten 
him to Alexander, whome he cauled to be hanged vp6 
a croſſe as the aucthour of the reuolte, whiche done, 
returned oy to the riuer where as he had wylled 
hys naupe to tarye toz him. The fourth dape alter pal⸗ 
ſing downe the ſtreame, he came to a towne at the en⸗ 
trey of the kyngdome of Samus: The kyng wherof 
had newly yealdcdhim ſelte, but the citizens dpd ſhut 
thep2 gates, and woulde not beat commaundement: 
Wiole (all numbꝛe Alexander reguarded (olitle,that 
he lente ſoue hundzed Agrians vnto theyz gates to 
p2ofer them the ſayꝛmiſhe, to the entent by retyꝛyng li⸗ 
tle and litle, they might dꝛaw them out ok thepz tregth:; 
thinking that they waulde followe in the chaſe, when 
they ſhoulde lee they2 enempes flytng. The Agrians 
dyd as it was appoynted them:foz when they had once 
pꝛouoked thepꝛ enemies, they turned theyz backes,and 
the Indians followed them, tyll they came to the em⸗ 
bu ſhment where the king lape. Then the Agrians tur⸗ 
ned, and the light was renued agapne, ſo that of thzce 
thouſand Indians, there were fiuc hundzed (laine, e a 
thouland taken, the reſt recouered agatne the citie. But 
bend ofthe victoꝛpe was not ſo plealaunt, as it appea⸗ 
red in the beginnung:koꝛ Þ Indians had ſo mmuenomed 
theyꝛʒ ſwoꝛdes, p ſuch as were hurt, died of their woun⸗ 
des. And the Philicions could not deuiſe the _ oflo 
raunge 
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ſtraunge a death: loꝛ euen the veryelyght hurtes were 
vncurable. The Indians truſted that Alexander tho⸗ 
rowe hys raſhenes might haue come within that daũ⸗ 
ger, whiche by chaunce fighting emonges the thickeſt, 

Brholomeus elcapcd vnhurte. 2 was lyghtly wounded 
vpon his left ſhoulder; who beyng in a greater daun- 
ger, then the greatnes ol his wound ſhewed,cauſed the 
king to be careful othun. Foz he was nere or his kinne, 
and as ſome thought Philip was hys father: but it is 
certaine that his mother was Philip hys cocubine. He 
was one ofthem that had the charge ol the kinges per⸗ 
ſon, a valiaunt man of warre, and pet nloze famous in 
the faculties of peace. He was moderate bothe in hys 
apparaile, and liuing:liberall, ealp to be ſpoken to, and 
without any luch heyght or minde, as is wont to bee in 
men deſcended or bloud ropall:by reaſon of which qua⸗ 
lities,it is vncertayne whether he was betterbeloucd 
with the king, oꝛ with the reſt of me, That was the firſt 
occaſion he had to pꝛoue howe the myndes ol men were 
affectionat towardes him:foz/ euen in that daunger the 
Macedons began to diupne ot hys foztune, wherunto 
aftervoardes he aſcended. They had no leſſe care of 
Ptolomeus, then ofthe king himſelte: who vled hym ſo 
tamiliarlye, that when he was weried eyther with tra⸗ 
uaile oꝛ care of mind, would ſit foz his ſolace with Pto⸗ 
lomeus:a at that tyme cauſed hys bedde to be bꝛought 
into his owne chaumbꝛe. When Ptolomeus was laied 
there, he fell ſodainly in a pzofound ſleape, in the which 
it ſeemed that a dꝛagon offered to him an hearbe out of 
his mouth foz the healyng of hys wounde, and tak 
uwayofthe venime. When he awaked, he declared hys 
dꝛeame, and ſhewed both the colour and faſhion of the 
herbe,affirmmgp he could know it, if any man —_ 
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ſynde it out. That ſame was ſought by ſo many, that 
at length it was found, and being put vpon the wound, 
the payne ſtreight wapes ceſled, aud the ſkarre wyth⸗ 
in ſhozt ſpace was cloſed. Whenthe indians were dil⸗ 
apoynte of the hoape they had concepued that wape, 
they pelded them lelues and theyzcitie.Fromthence A⸗ 
lexander wente into the next counttep called pathalia, 


the lunge wherof called Meris left the citie and fledde 
into the moumtapnes: fothat Alexander toke the lame, ers kynge 
anddeſttoyedall the countrey, both a won !Pathaiya, | | Þ 


derfull paap of ſhcape,of and dt cone. 
Chete he tooke Pilvtes that knewe the riuer, aud 
came vnto anJland which ſtode in the myddes of the 
ſtreame ,'where he was compelled to reinapne the lens 
ger. becauſe the Pilotes bepugenegligently kept, were 
eſcaped awayr. Me ſent e to (eke. out other: but 
when he couldefpnde none 1 there entered a vehement 
delire into hys head to vilite voythout anye gupde the 
occean Sea, and the ende olthe wozlde, commyttyng 
hys owe lyte, and the lyues o ſo many thoulandes, 
td a tyuer whyche none of them dyd kuowe. They ſai⸗ 
led as men ignoꝛaunte ot all came vntecft- 
ther howe farrethe Sea was diftantfrom them, what 
nacyons did inhabyte the 'countreys there aboutesz 
oz whether the mouth of the tiuer were nauygable foz 
Gaues on no. In | g they were ledde 
by a blynde: and doutfun aunaginacvon; haupnge no 
other comkozte in they raſhe entetpꝛiſe, but onelp that 
theytruſbep theyꝛ contynuall telicitpe. When they had 
gond kazwardes loure hundzedturlõg es, the ſhypmaiſ⸗ 
ters tolde the unge that they telte the apꝛe ol the ſea; 
whereby they knewe that the Orcran was at hande. 
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that they woulde in al that they myght, make way with 
they2 oares to bzynge hym to theſyght ol the ende 
of the wozlde ,, wych he had ſo longe deſired. Rowe 
(quod he) our gloꝛy is perłite, when our manhode is 
ſuch nothing can ſtay vs: Mow the woꝛld is come in⸗ 
to our handes without anye further haſarde of warre 
oz ſhedunge of bloude. 

' Nowwe lynce the boundes þ naturehathe wzought 
bee ſo neare at hande, we ſhall ſhoztlpſeethinges vn. 
knowen (auyuge to the immoꝛtall goddes . Pet not: 
wythſtandyng he ſettecertapne vp0 lad to take ſome of 
the countrey men; vy whome he truſt ed to haue knows 
mozecertaintie of the truthe. Mhen they learched ont 
theyꝛ cotages. at length they founde out certapne that 
were hydden: Whyche beyng? demaunded howe karre 
the lea was trom them, theymade auulwere that they 
neuer heard it named, but they ſayed that within thꝛe⸗ 
dayes ſaylynge they ſhaulde come vnto a place, where 
as a baakiſhe water did cozrupt the freſhe: By whythe 
woꝛdes the mariners vnderſtoode that they mente the 
Sea, of the natute wherot᷑ the people were 1gnozaunt; 
Then the marmets rowed cherefully: their deliregtro⸗ 
winge euer the greater, as they appꝛoached neere unto 
the place, which they hoaped to be the ende or therrtras 
uayle. The third daye they carue where the ſea andths 
riuer topned together mixing vuth a all floude theyz 
waters that were ol aicontraty nature. Chen betauli 
the tyde was ſom lynſte them, they haled to⸗ 
wardes another Flande taudinganthe ngdbes ofthe 
riucr, which beinge an eaſpplace ta lande at chc Ma⸗ 
cedous ran about to ſeke vyctuals; i; ſurctic: (as they 
thought) beyng ignoꝛaunt of the chaunce that came 


vpou them. The thirde houre accoꝛdinge to the * 
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rye courle, the tyde came from the Sea, and wyth 

hys foꝛce dyd dꝛiue the ſtreame backewarde, which at 

the firſte beynge but ſtaped, was afterwardes ſo vehe⸗ 

mentlpe repulled, that it cauſed the water to returne 
backwarde wyth greaterfurp then any (wifteſtreame 

is wont to runne. The conunen lozt that knewe not The nature 
the nature or the Octean, tzought the ſame to be a wö⸗ an Sn, 
derfull matter, and that it had bene a token lente to wen to the 
them wz the goddes math: and whiles they were in Vo'vens 
that imaginacion, the Sea iwellinge moe and moze, 
overflowed the land, whiche they lawe beſoꝛe dape:and 
is the water role, the ſhpppes mounted, and all the na⸗ 
up was diſperkled here and there. Suche as were 
vpö land were amaled with ß ſodeinenes ofthe thpng, 
an» tau frõ all partes iu great feare vnto thepʒ ſhippes. 
But in a tumulte haſt doth hurte,and 'giuethimpedy- 
ment. Some there were that went about to ſet they; 
ſhippes fozwardes:other fozbad rowynge and remoued 
not at all. O:herwhiles they made haſte awaye , and 
woulde not tarp to take in their companp, moued vn⸗ 
aptly, and could make no wape. Some, when they favs 
them pꝛeſſe a ſhipboꝛd in luchthꝛonges, fog feare ot ta⸗ 
kynge in to manp, woulde receyue none at all: So that 
both multitudes mall numdꝛe, was a let vnto the haſt 
thep made. The crye that (ome made in biddynge men 
tary and the noiſe that deher made williuge themto go 
fozwardes, with their voyces that differed,and agreed 
not in one eckect, toke adony the vle both or their ſyghte 
andhearinge.The mariners. could not helpe Þ matter, 
whole wo2des inthe tumult couldenot bee-harve; nos 
they commaundementes. obſcxued emonges.men;1n 
feare and out of oꝛder. The chyppes thertoze daſhed 
one agayn(t an other, the * * 8 — 
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euery ſhippe either thauſte fozwardes,02 put backe an 
other. No man woulde haue iudged it to be one naupe, 
but rather two ſondue lighting a battail togither vpon 
the Sea. The pꝛoꝛes dyd nike agaynſt the puppes: 
ſuch as went befoze traubled them that came aſter, and 
the woꝛdes ol men in they2 wꝛath came vnto ſtrypes. 
By þ tyme the fludde had ouerflowen all the plapnes 
therabout , ſo that nothynge appeared aboue the 
water (auynge the hilles, whiche leamed lpke lytle J⸗ 
landes, wherunto many did ſwimme e leſt theyz (hy 
pes fo2 feare . Whyles the naupe thus dylparkled a 
bꝛode, partly ſtoode a floote, whe they happened in any 
valley, and partly ſtycked vpon the ground, ik they dyd 
hit vpon the tlattes, accoꝛdinge top ground which was 
ouerdlowen: ſodeinlye there came an other terro2 grea⸗ 
ter then the ſurſte. Foz when the Sea began to ebbe, 
| the water fell backe agayne into hys wouted courſe, 
wyth ſo great violence, as it came fozwardes and rel⸗ 
toꝛed the ſyght of the lande, whiche befoze was dꝛow⸗ 
ned as in a depe Sea. The ihyppes then foꝛſaken ot 
the water tell vpon theyꝛ des, and the feldes were 
ſtrowe with bꝛokẽ booꝛdes and with pecees of Oares. 
The ſauldyers durſt not goe fourth to lande, and pet 
wete in teare to tatye a ſhiphoꝛd lokpuge ever faz ſome 
greatetnuſchiete ta come, then that they fave pas 1 
paſte. They: coulde ſcarſiy beleue that they ſawe —— 
tred, which was ſhipwzacke vpon the land, and Heß 
within a tier. And they thought no ende coulde come 
of thys mpſchieie: ſoꝝ they knewe not that; thefjudde 
ſhouide ſhoꝛtiy returne agayne,and (ct; them ſhippes a⸗ 
flote. And theretaꝛe the imagined to them ſelues ſa⸗ 
inpne and all extrennties: The monſters allo of the 
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land, put them in greate feare. The nyghte apꝛoched⸗ 
and deſpayzed2ought the kauge into a greate agonic. 
et no care coulde ſo ouercome hys hari (that was in⸗ 
uincible) but that he watched ali nighe, aud ſente hozſe⸗ 
men to the mouth ot the riuer, to bʒinge him word wha 
the tide came. He cauled two ihippes that were bꝛokẽ to 
bee amenoyd, and luche as were oucrwhelmed, to be 
ho:ſed vp agayne, warning all men to lie n Waite and 
bee in redines a zapuſt the water ſhoulde tile. Wen 
he had conlumed all that nyght in watchinge and gy⸗ 
uing exhoꝛtacion to hys men, ſtreigyt wapes the holes 
men returned a mapue gallop, and the flud followed 
them:wh:cy mildly encrealing, began toraiſe agayne 
their lhippes, and when it had once ouerflowen the 
bankes , Þ whole naupe began to moue · Thẽ all þcoaſt 
teboũded wpthp vnmealurable reioicinge þ the loul⸗ 
diers and maͤrmers made {93 their ſaulfguarde,wher- 
ol they were beto2e in delpayze, When they ſawethe dais 
ger paſte, they inquired wyth wounder one ok an other, 
by what reaſon the (ea could ſo ſoone aſter that maner 
ebbe and flowe, and debated the natute ol that clemet, 
dohich one while diſagreed, and an other while was 
obedient and ſubiect to the time. The kynge comectus 
tynge by the lignes he had ſeene betoze ,that aſter the 
ſonne rilynge the tyde woulde ſerue hys purpoſe to pꝛe⸗ 
nent the matter, at midnight wyth a tewe ſhyppes he 
ſleted dowuthe ddreame, and paſling out at the mouthe 
of the riuer, entred foure hiidzedfurlonges into the lea, 
where atteyning the thing that he deſired, made lacry⸗ 
ace to the goddesof the Sea, which were woꝛchipped 
in thoſe countrepes, a returned again vnto hys naupe. 
Ftom thence the next dape he returned backwardes 
agapnuſt the ſtreame, and atriued at a ſalt lake, the na⸗ 
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ture wherok beynge vuknowen, diſcepued many that 
raſhely entered into the water;foz theyzbodyes by and 
by became tull of ſcabbes, which diſeaſe taken by (ome, 
the contagyon therof intected many other. But they 
founde that ople was a remedy foz the lame. Alexander 
lyeng ſtul with his armp, waitinge foz the ſpzyng time 
of p ycaxe, ſent Leonatus betoze by the lad wale where 
he thought to palle, fo2 to dygge welles, becauſe the 
countrey was verye dꝛye aud deſtitute of water. In 
the weaue ſealon he bullded many Cytyes, and com⸗ 
maunded Nearchus and Onelicritus ( that were moſt 
experte of nauall thinges ) with his ſtronge l ſhippes to 
palle into the Occeã, a to go ſo farre foʒwardes as they 
myght wyth luretye, foz to vnderſtaude the nature ol 
the lea: and willed them at theyꝛ returne, to lande either 
wythin p riuer, 02els wythin Euphzates. Whẽ 5 win⸗ 
ter was well palled, he burned chole ſhyppes which he 
occupied not, aud conueped hys armie by lande. Alter 
ir. encampynges, he came into the countrey ot f Arabi⸗ 
taus, and frow thence in num dayes came emonges the 
Ged2olians:which beyngea free nacyon, by a general 
tounſayle had einonges them; pealded them ſelues: ol 
whome there was not any thinge demaunded, ſaupnge 
ontiy victuals, The.v.day he came vnto a tiuer which 
thecoutrey mi 


cal Barabon beyõd the which there laſe 
a bartain cauntrey greatiy deſtituteoł water, though 
p which hꝛpaſſed, and entered emonges the Yozitans. 
There he betoze the greater parte of hys armpe to E⸗ 
pheſtion, ⁊ parted hys ſouldiers tharwere light armed 
wyth Ptholomeus a Leanatus, a ſo waſted y countreꝝ 
withthze atmies at once, æ toke great pꝛaies. Ptholos 
meus burned towardes the Sea, Leonatus vpon the 
other hand, and Alexander him ſelfe in p middes. — 
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cotmtreyhe builded alſo a cytie, and bꝛought men out 
of Jrrachoſia to inhabite it. From thence he came 
emonges the Indians, whichelienge vpon the Seas 
coaſt , do inhabyte a greate coũtrep, that is waſte a de⸗ 
ſert. They ble no tratficke, entercaurſe, noꝛ cdᷣuerſaciõ 
with enp of theire neighboures: but Þdelertnes oftheir 
countrey hath made them ſauage, beinge wild oftheir 
owne nature. They ware long nailes, whichthey neuer 
cut, and long here, that was neuer clipped. They made 
there howſes of the ſhelles of fiſſhes, and of other 
thynges that the Sea caſt vp: And beingeelad wyth 
the ſbzynnes of wilde beaſtes, eate fiſhe d2yed wyth the 


Sunne, e kedde vp6 ſuch monſterous fiſhes as Þ Sea The , 


caſt vpon the land. Herethe Macedons conſumed theit anten 1 | | 


mong es the

victuals, and firſt endured carcitie, andafterwardes 
extreme honger,ſfearchyuge.out in cucrye place the 
rootes 07 palmes which is p onelp tree that growethin 
that counttey , But when that kynde ofnouriſhement 
fayled them, they killed their cariage beaſtes , and ab- 
ſtened not from their hozſes; whereby lackpng beaſtes 
to beare they2 baggage they were enfozced to conſume 
with fier the ſpoples ot their enempes, whyche had cau⸗ 
ſed them to trauaple into the vttermoſt boundes ok the 
Onent. After their famine followed a peſtplence: fo2 
the vnaccuſtomed nouryſhmente of the vnholſome 
meates they did eat e, wyth the trauaile of theyz toutrney 
and the care ot myndſpꝛed diſeaſcs emonges them , in 
ſuche ſoꝛt, that they coulde neither continue in a place, 
no2 yet go fo2wardes wythout greate deſtruction. 

onger opp2elled them when they taxyed: and the 
flence was moze vehement euer as they went fo2- 
wardes. The ficldes therefo:ewere (trows full of men 
that were halfe dead,and r "0 ſuch as * 
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but (mallyſicke, were not hable to followe tharmpe: it 
marched wyth ſuch ſpcade:Fozeuerye man thought to 
further lo muche hys owne ſaueguard, as by mekynge 
haſt he could get befozehis fellow2s. Such as faintep, 
and could not followe, delired both ſuch as they knewe 
and knewe not, to helpe them fozwardes. But they had 
no beaſtes wherupon to let them: and the ſouldpers, 
coulde ſcarſip beare theyꝛ owne armoure , which had 
the umminent miſchiele that tell vpon other men, repꝛe⸗ 
ſented befo2e theyz owne cies. Dhertoꝛe, whẽ they were 
often called vpon, they woulde not vouchſace once to 
loke backe: feare had lo taken away all compaſſion irs 
them. Then they which were lette behind, cried vpd the 
godves and theyꝛ kynge foz helpe, allegynge that they 
were all of one reugion, whiche was a bande (02 e ne 10 
relcue another . But when they had cryed longe in 
vayne vnto they! deaf earcs,thzough deſperacyon thep 
raged, wilſhynge the like end to theyz krendes a1ide6- 
panions, ʒᷣ they them lelłes endured. The kynge trou⸗ 
bled both wyth lozowe aud with ſhame becau e heard, 
none els ſhoulde bee the caule of lo great delltuctyon 
of hys men, dyd w2ptetoPhzataphcrnes riilcr oithe 
Parthenians to lende to hym vpon Camelies, vycs 
tualles in redines to bee eaten, and certyipedihe pain- 
ces oithe tountteis therabout of his neceility, which 
dit not llacke the tyme, but made pꝛouiſion accozdinge 
to his will. Thus his army deliuered onelyifr6 famine, 
was bꝛought wythyn the boundes ofthe Gedꝛollans: 
And tozaſmuch as the ſame was a countrey tertill of 
ell thinges,he thought good to ſtay there awhile with 
reſt torecolier againe his (eble ſouldiers. There he res 
cepucd lettets (rom Leonatus, howe he had wonne 
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hym with. viii. thouſande footemen, and fpue hundzed 1 
hozlemen ; and was aduertiled alſo from Cratetus, | 
howe he had taken and put in holde Ounes & zarial- 0;1ines. 1 
pes noble menofPerſe,j went about to rebell.Ylexan: 3*lves. 
der alſo vnderſtanding that Memnon was dead, gaue 
the charge ofthecountrey,whero? he had the rule, vn⸗ 
to Siburtius, and afcerwardes went into Carmania. Sburttud. 
Alpaſtes was gouernour of that nation: who beyng z alles 
ſuſpected ot innouation, whiles Alexander was in In⸗ 
dia, mette hym on hys wape. But he dy lumulpug hys 
pꝛe, entertapned hym gentlye, and dyd to hym his ac⸗ 
cuſtomed honour, till ſuch time as he had bettet pzoufo 
of the matter, whiche was layed agaynſt hym. When | 
the pꝛynces ol India had, actoꝛdyng to hys appoynt- 
ment, lent out ot all countreyes vndet hys Imppꝛe, 
great plenty ok hoꝛle and other beaſtes, bothe of cari⸗ 
age and ol dꝛaught, he gauecariage agayne to all me 
that wanted, and reſtoꝛed they2 armour to the fozmer 
bewtifulnes,and excellencpe. Foz they were come into 
a countrey iopning vpon Perſe, whiche both was ha⸗ 
boundaunt of all thynges, and allo quietly eſtabliſhed 
bndcr his ſubiec ion. He thought it then a tyme to coũ⸗ 
terfept Bacchus in the gloꝛy and fame, whiche he gote 
emonges tyoſe nations. Pyither it were a triumphe 5 
Bacchus tyzit mitituted, oꝛ a paſtyme of him vlec in 
dꝛoubennes, Alexander was determined to counter eit 1 
his doinges, hauung his minde pulkcd vp aboue mans || 
eltate.He comaunded therioze all the villages thzougy gy... 2

| numbers: decking the lame with pzectous furmmeẽtes 
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the king went fo2moſt with his frendes,#nextto them 
his guarde, wearing vpon theyꝛ heades gatlandes of 
flowers, ſome playuig vpõ ſuutes, a ſome vp harpes: 
Euecy one generally t2ough tharwy decked his chari⸗ 
ot accozbing to his habilitie, c ſubſtaunce, wheras thep 
euen to bankett ing, dyd hang theyz ryche armour be- 
des them. Alexander with ſuch as he called to his cõ⸗ 
panpe, was caried in a chariote laden with cuppes ol 
gold, and other golden veileil:he with his dzonken ar⸗ 
mp, marched thus. vu. dayes together in oſtentation of 
the pꝛay they had gotten: Wherin they ſhewed luch dil⸗ 
ſolutenes, that iHone. M. or the ſubdued people durſt, 
during that tume haue geuẽ them the onſct, thep myght 
haue taken them pꝛiloners, aud led them away intty⸗ 
umphe: But foztuue which hath appoynted both fame 
and eſtimation to thinges, turned all this diſoꝛder vito 
his glozy. Foꝛ both the age that was then, and the pol: 
teritie that came aſter, merueple d. tooke it foz a-Wwoun- 
der, that he durſt go lo diſlolutely emongcs thoſe nati⸗ 
ons, not pet eſt ablyſhed vnder his Imppꝛe; the barba- 
rous people reputing his raſhcnes, fo2 an aſſured cou⸗ 
fidence. But ſhedding of bloude enſued after thys try⸗

And yet e⸗ 
monges all the reſt, Cleanders altencs was moſt hoz- 

rible, which rauilhing a virgtnofnoble bloud, gaue her 

to hys ſlaue to vie as hys concubine. The moꝛe parte 

of Alexanders frendes were not ſo much offended with 

theyz crueltye and fowle actes-(wherof they were ac⸗ 

culed,) as with the remembzauuce of Parmenio hys 

death, which they kept in ſilence, teſt the rehearlall ther⸗ 


of, myght haue pꝛocured them fauour with the _ 
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tetoyſing that the kynges wꝛath was fallen bpon the 
miniſters of his y2e,and that no power no2 auctl;onte 
gotten by ett! meanes, coulde haue anye long conti⸗ 
nuaunce. Alexandet hearing the cauſc,ſaped that the. c⸗ 
cuicrs ouerſupt the greateſt oTece, which was the del⸗ 
papꝛe of his ſautzguarde.Fozic they had epthcr hoaped 
02 beleued that he thould euerhaue returned out of In⸗ 
dia, they durſt neuer (he ſayed) haue commytted anye 
ſuche ockenceg. He commaunded them ther coze to pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, and put.vi.bundzed louldiours to death, that had 
bene thermnyſtcrs of theyꝛ cxueitic:and they allo were 
executed the ſame dap, wyiche Cratetus had bzought 
as auctours of the rebeilion out ot Mete. M chin a 
whyle after Nearchus & Dneacritus.whiche had bene 
commanded by the king to ſearche the Occean lea xe⸗ 
turned vnto him, declaring ſome thinges Up knowlege, 
and ſome by repozte, They ſhewed of an Jlande not 
karre from the mouth of Judus, which ha boüded with 
22 had no bzeede of hozſes emonges them:wher⸗ 
ꝛ the inhabitours woulde geue a talent of golde fo 
euerpe hozleb;ought from the mayne lande. They allo 
told ol great monſterous alhes(wherofthole ſeas were 
full) which caried doume with the tyde, woulde ſhewe 
theyꝛ bodies aboue the water, as byg ge as a great ſhip, 
and tollowe they2naup with a terrible nopſe.

Thele were thynges 
they had ſeene:the reſt they had rerepued by repozi of 
thunhabitours : as howe that the redde (ea tooke hys 
name of kyng Erithzus,, and not of the colour oc tye 
water.

Statpꝛa Darius eldeſt doughter: Hole ponger ſiſter 
called Dꝛypetis he gaue to wpfe vnto Epheſtion: And 
beſtowed to the nuͤbꝛe of. lxxx. virgins ol the nobleſt of 
all the nacions he had coͤquered, to the puncapall Ma⸗ 
cedons , to the chieteſt of his fredes,becauſe he would 


not leeme alone to begin ſo ſtraunge a cuſtome. Theſe 


mariages were celebzate aſtet the Perſian maner, & a 
pꝛincelp feaſt pꝛepared at Þ eſpouſaples: Wherat there 
were. lx. M. geaſtes, to euere one ot whome Alexider 
gaue a dꝛinkuige cuppeof golde. At the ſame tyme the 
rulers of the cityes, which Alexander had ſubdued and 
builded,ſent vnto hym. xxx. M. yonge ſouldicrs þ were 
all of one age,furmthed wyth fayre armoure, apt to do

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any enterpꝛile 07 the warre, which he called Epigom 
that is to (aye his ſucceſſours. The Macedons at theyꝛ | 
commg,ſcmedto be ſomewhat appalled,which weried f 
wyth lounge warre, vſed often u aſſemblics to murmur 
ano ſpeake mutinous wozdes againſt the hinge. Foz 5 
cauſe he had pꝛepared theſe ſouldiours to reſtreine the | 
grrogancy of ather,andgaueto them great benefitcs. | 
Harpalus,towhome the king had comunttedthecharg Harpetus, 
of the trealute, and reuenues at Babilon, hearynge ot 

the actes that Alexander had doone in ſubduinge the 

moe parte ot the kyuges of India, and hys ſucceſſe to 

be ſo pꝛoſperous, that nothinge coulde withſtande him: 
KRnowinge the inlaciable deſire that was in Alexander 1 
tobiſite tarre countreyes, and to encreale hys glozye, q 
thought it ſhaulde be a harde matter foꝛ him torcturne 8 
to Babildn agane. XWherfozc he gaue him ſelfe to de⸗ 
ute and to luſte, miluuuge manye that were noble and [| 
free women, wallowed in all kunde ofvoluptuouſnes: | 
Julomuch that he let vnto Athens foz a famous harlot * 


called Potonice,to whome he both gaue many greate Potoniee, 
and pꝛincely giftes while ſhe was alive, and alſo aſter 
her death ſpent.xxx.talentes vpon her towbe,Yauinge 18 
inthele and ſuch other like voluptuous vamties canſu- 
med a great part of thetreaſure, When he vnderſtoode 
Alexa der to be come out of India, to ble extt eme iul⸗ 
tice vpõ his o ticers. that miſuſed them, of whome they 
had tule:( by teaſon he was pꝛiuy to his owne fowle cõ⸗ 
ſcence he feared the like might come to him ſelle: And 11 
therfoze gathering together. v. M. talentes. an d. vi. M 1 
mercenarp ſouldiers, tookep way towardes Athens, 
no mi willing to receiue him bythe way. Nye he came 
to Tenaron where as a great niibze or the mercenaty Tinten 
Greekes, which had bene diſcharged out ol Alia were 
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aſſembled)he left his louldiers there, a went to Atheng 
with his money: whẽ he was come thether, great num⸗ 
bꝛe ot the citizens flocked about hym ,moze fo2 loue of 
his money, then fo2 his owne ſake:but ſpecially Þ Oꝛa⸗ 
tours, ⁊ ſuche as ved to make theit gaine by oꝛacions, 
and perſuadyng of the peope:whoe by ſmall rewardes 
he ealelp coꝛrupted, to detẽd his cauſe with the people. 
But acterwardes at a generall aſſemblie vpo the mat⸗ 
ter, he was cõmaũded to depatte the citie, and ſo retur⸗ 
ned againe emonges the Greekeſouldiers,by whoe he 
was llain. Thertoꝛe with.rrx.ſhippes they paſſed ouer 
to Sumoum, which is a point ot the land in the territo- 
rye of Athens, from whence they determined to haue 
entred into Athens hauẽ. Thele thinges beinge know⸗ 
en, Alexander that was loꝛe moued aſwell agaynſt the 
Athemans as agapnſt Parpalus,pzepared a naupe to 
make warte in perſon immediately agaynſt them. And 
as he was buſied aboute the matter, he vnderſtode by 
ſecrete letters, how both Hatpalus had beene in Athẽs, 
and cozrupted with money the chiefeof the citpe: And 
alſo hawe that afterwardes by a councell ofthe people, 
he was commaunded to depart from thence, who re⸗ 
turnynge emonges the Greeke ſouldiours, was ſlapng 
by one ot them by treaſon . Theſe newes greatly rez 
ioyced Alexander, wherby he had occalyon to leaue of 
hys iournep into Europe: but he lente commaunde⸗ 
ment to all the cities ot Greece, that they ſhould tereiue 
againe all they baniſhed men, except ſuch onely as had 
committed anye murther vpon theyz ovwne countrepe 
men. Although the Greebes knewe thelameto bee the 
bꝛeach of their liberties, a their lawes, the beginning 
of theyꝛ bondage, yet as me that durſt not dilobep his 
will, they called home their baniſhed men, & reſtozed to 


them 
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them luchok theirgoodes as did remaine. Ontly p A⸗ 


thentaps, which euer defededobſtinatly the liberties of 
their come wealth, which had not bene accuſtomed to 
live vnder p obedience of any king, but vnder lawes 
cuſtomes of theit coũtrep, would not agree, that ſuche 
dꝛedge ol mẽ ſhould lyue emonges the, but did dziue the 
out ot their boundes: cedy to ſuitre anything rather the 
to receiue ſuch. as ſome time werethe raſcal ot al they2 
citie, and then the refuſe of all the outlawes. The tyme 
was come that Alexander mynded to dimyſle hys olde 
ſouldietrs, t lende them into theyꝛ countrey: but he wil- 
led firſt. xiui. M. footemen t. ii. M. hoꝛʒſemẽ to bee choſen 
out to remapne ſtill in Aſia, which he iudged myght bee 
kept with a (mall army, becauſe (he thought) the guar⸗ 
riſons he had plaͤted in many places, the cities whych 


he had newly builded a filled with inhabiters,ſhoulde u rander 
be hable to ſtap ſuch as would attẽpt any rebellio. But pated athw 
befoze he woulde make any diuiſion of luche as ſhoulde d 


depart,z remaine, he cauſed a pꝛoclamation to be made 
þ al ſouldiers ſhould declare their debtes ( wherwith he 
perceived many of them ſoꝛe burdened ꝛa though their 
debte did riſe thꝛoͤugh their owne diſoꝛdꝛe # exceſſe, pet 
he was determined to dilcharge euerpe man. But the 
ſouldiers thinkinge it had beene but a deuiſe, to try out 
the pꝛodigall fro the reſt, delaued p time, a bʒought not 
in their declaraciõs.

Wherby it appeared that they whiche were the coque-

But after it was ones knowen 
uldices, that lome ſhould be diſpatched, and ſome remaige (till, 
they thought the kynge woulde haue eſtablyihed hys 
kingdome perpetually in Aua. Wherloze like madde 

men, aud vnmpndtull of all diicipline ot ware, thep fil⸗ 

led the campe full of ſedictous wooꝛdes, and came to the 

bynge moze arrogantly,andwith greater rigour, then 

euer they did beloꝛe, all wyth one voyce, tequiring to be 
diſcharged, ſhewing fourth the hoarpnes of their Heare, 

and their faces detoꝛnied with ſcarres , And herin they 

coulde not bee ſtayed, either by chaſtilment of their otti⸗ 

cers , 02 by anpe reuerence of their &ynge:but when he 

woulde haue ſpoken bnto them, they woulde not (utter 

him to bee Hearde, but diſturbed his tale wyth their tu⸗

Jam atraied to ſpeałe vnto pou:pou haue ſo manute(t- 
ly bꝛoken your obedience toWa2des me. Jam now be- 
come aking at the appoyntmet of my peoplc:3 ou haue 
neither leſte me the lybertie to knowe you, to exhoꝛte 
vou, noꝛ to behold pou. Being determined to ſende ſome 
into theyr coũtrey beroze, æ to bung 5ᷣ reſt with me ſhozt 
ly after: lee them as well that ſhalbe now diſpatched, 
cripngeand mutin ug, as thole that J appoint to come 
with me. Dhat a matter is this Their crye is all alike, 
notwithſtandingethat their caule is diuers. J woulde

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they that tary ſtyll⸗ When he had ſpoken thole woꝛdes, 
they ctied all ( as it had beene with one mouth) that they 
complapned euery man. Then he laied:truly it can not 
be (0:no2 I can not de perſwaded that you ſhould all be 
greued ſoꝛ the cauſe pe declare, ſeeingthe cale toucheth 
not the molt parte of pou: foʒ J haue appointed moze 
to depart, then to temame ſtiil. There muſt needes bee 
ſome — miſchiete the appeareth, that ſhould turue 
vou all from me. Dhẽ was it euer ſeene, that an whole 
army hath fo2[aken their zinge : The flayes runne not 
from theyꝛ maiſt ers all at once: but there is allwaics a 
ſhame in lome to leaue them, whome the reſt fozſakes.

The cauſe of thys your madnes, is euen ᷣ̊ a⸗ 
biidaficeofyourp2oſperitie;wherby you foꝛget your old 
eſtate, fr thewhichye be deluntred thought my benp⸗ 
fte. Mou are men woꝛthy to haue ſpent your lyues in 
your fozmer beggerp, ſeeing pou ca better beate aduer⸗ 
ſitie, thẽ pꝛoſperous foztune.Behold,you which a white 
ago were tributaries to the Illirians, «the Perſians, 
do now dildame Aſia, a the ſpotles of ſo many nacions. 
Mou, which vnder Philip went halfe naked, nowe pe 
contemne roabes of purple. Pour eyes cannot endure 
any lenger to beholde the light orgolde and liluer. Mou 
delire agayne your wodden dylhes , your tergettes 
made of wickers, and your ſwoꝛdes couered with ruſt. 

Iretceiued pou in thys ſimple eſtate, with. v. C talen⸗ 

tes in debte, when all my furmmentes exceded not in 
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valure.lx.talentes . Thys was the foundacyon of my 
actes, wherewyth ( wythout enupe be it ſpoken)J haue 
ſubdued the greateſt parte ol the woꝛld. Are you we - 
rye of Aua, which hath miniſtred vnto you occaſion 
of ſuch gloꝛy, that by the greatnes of poute actes, pe be 
made equall vnto » goddes-do pou all make ſuche haſt 
into Europe, to fo2lake me Þ am pourkynge-The moze 
part of you ſhoulde haue lacked money to beate yours 
charges thether, if Not my beniuolence had not paied 
your debtes.Are pou not aſhamed,thathauec robbed all 
Alia, to beate theſpoiles of ſo many nacyons within

anders Whome by an interpꝛetout he made thys Ozation, At 
zation to the ſuche tyme as I came tyꝛſt out of Europe into Alia, my 
rafze foul: truſt was to bꝛyng manye noble nations, and great 
power ot men, vnder myne Imppze and donumon: 

wherin J was not deceiued. Foꝛ belpdes that the fame 
repoꝛted you to be men of valute, J haue founde in you 

one thing moꝛe: which is, an incomparable obedience, 
fidelitie, c aitection towatdes your Pance. I thought 
voluptuouſmes had ouctilowen all vertue emonges 

vou, and that thzough your great felicitie, ye had bene 
dꝛowned in pleaſures: But I fynde it otherwyle, and 
percepue that none oblerue the diſcipline and oꝛder of 

the voarrcs, better then pou doe, no2 execute the ſame 

with mo2e actiuitie noꝛ ſtoutnes: And bepng mantull 

and baltauut meu, ye embzace fidelttie, no leſle then 

you doe the reſt, Thys thyng J doe but nowe acknow⸗ 
ledge: but J knewe it long ago: Which was the cauſe 

that J chole you out of the pouth of pour nations, to 

be my louldiours, and dyd 1cozpozate you emonges 

myne owne pcople,cauling you tovſethelamehabtte, 
and the lame armour : But pour obedience and pati⸗ 
ence towardes the aucthozitte, appearcth much better 
in you then in them. Thertoꝛe J haue iopned to my ſelle 
in mariage, the doughter of Oxatres that is a Per⸗ 
ſian :not dyldayning to beget chyldꝛen vpon a captiue. 
And atterwardes velyzing moꝛe habundauntly to en⸗ 
creaſe the iſue oł my body, I tooke to wyte the dough- 
ter of Darius, and was the aucthour that my neare 
frendes lykewyle ſhoulde begeat chyldzen vpon cap⸗ 
ties: mpndyng bythys holy couenaunt to exclude the 
Dilkexencc betwene the vyctoꝛours and the vanquiſh- 
cd. Whertoze you mult nowe thynke that pou * * 
we 
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fouldſotrs bnto me adopted, but moe naturall: and 
that Aſia and Europe is one kyngdome without anye 
dyikerence. J haue geuen vnto pou armour afterthe 
manerotthe Macedous. I haue b2ought all utaunge⸗ 
nes and noueltie into a cuitome; and nowe pe be bothe 
my counttrey men and my louldiours, all thinges recet- 
uing one fourme and ta;hion, J haue notthoughtit vn⸗ 
ſeemelp fo: the erſians to ſhadow the cuſtomes of the 
Macedons, noꝛ fo2 the Macedons to coũterłait p Per⸗ 
ſians:ſeeing they ought to be vnder one la va cuſtome, 
that ſhould live vader one king. Whe he had made this 
oꝛation, he cõmitted the cuſtodye of his perſon vnto the 
Perſians:he made them olhis guarde # his officers of 
iuſtice. By whome when p Macedons, which had ge⸗ 
yen occalion ot᷑this ſeditiõ were led bound vnto execu⸗ 
tion, one ot᷑ them that was moꝛe aunciet and ok greater 
eſtimatio then p reſt, ſpake after this maner. How long 
will you thus geue place vnto your will. in executing vs 
alter the ſtraung ers maner - Wour louldiours & coun⸗ 
trey men be dꝛawen to execution by theyꝛ owne pꝛilo⸗ 
ners, befoꝛe theyʒ cauſe is hard. It you haue iudged vs 
woꝛthy ol death, at leaſt way chaunge the miniſters ok 
your wꝛath. This was a good admoniſhmẽt, ithe had 
bene patient toheare the trueth: But hys w2ath was 
growe into a woodnes:ſo that whe he ſav them which 
had the charge ofthe puiſoners [tap a litle at the mat⸗ 
ter, he cauſed the pziſoners to betumbled into the ri- 
uer,and there d20vwned. Hotwythſtandyng the cruel⸗ 
tieof this punyſhment, the ſouldiours were not Qur- 
red to any ſedition, but repaired by rowtes vnto theyz 
capitaines, and vnto ſuche as were neare about the 
kyng : requiring that if there pet remained any infected

There, with 
weping, and all tokens of humilitie, they made requeſt 
to be admitted to the kinges pꝛeſence, a that he woulde 
vouchſaufeto pardon their offence:pacifying his wzath 
with the death of ſo many as he ſhould thinke good,ras 
nexander ther then to luſter them to liue in ſuche repzoche;which 
Was —— except he would releaſe, they pꝛot eſted they would ne⸗ 
bass aul dier depart out ofthe plate. Whethole thinges were de⸗ 
clared vnto Alexander, he cauled the court gates to be 
opened, and came fourth emonges them: w heras be- 
holding they2 lamentation and repentaunce, thepz mi⸗ 
ſerable behauour and affliction, he could not abſtaine 
to weepe long tyme with them: and in conſideration 
ok thep2 modeſtie, foꝛgaue them theyꝛ koꝛmer offences. 
And atter he had temperatly tolde them they? faultes, 
and agayue comtozted them with gentle woozdes, he 
dylcharged many krom the leruice of the warres, & ſent 
them home liberallpe rewarded: wzpting to Antipater 
his lieutenaunt in Macedon, that he ſhould aſſigne thẽ 
the chiele places in the theaters, at tryumphes, and o⸗ 
pen plapes, where as they ſhoulde ſyt with garlandes 
on theyz heades:willyng that theyꝛ childꝛen alter their 
deathes,ſhould enioye theyz fathers wages.

e appointed Craterus to be theyꝛ tuler,towhome in 
the place of Antipatet he had comitted the gouernemet 
of Macedon, Thellalie, and Thꝛace:ſending toz Inti⸗ 
pater to repaire vnto him with a ſupplpe of young ſoul⸗ 
diours. Alexander had receiued letters betoze, both fro 


red to be betwixt them. Foꝛ his mother accuſed Intipa⸗ leraderg mos 
ter, that he went about to make him ſelle king: And An⸗ 
tipater did wꝛpte how Olunpias did many thingeg os 

therwile then dyd become her. Antipater dyd take hys 

calling away ſo greuoully in his hart, that he conſpired 
therupon to poiſon Alexander: who hauing accopliſhed 
the matters that befozehe mentioned, went to Echatan 
(being in Media to let oꝛder in the neceſſary affayzcs 
of his Empyze,and there oꝛdeyned ſolemne triumphes 
and feaſting. It chaunſed Epheſtion, whome the kyng ue veath of 
ſpectally loued, and vſed in place ot a bꝛother, to dye a⸗ Evhcition, 

- bout the ſame tyme of a feuer: Whole death Alexander 
Ie tooke moze ſozowfullye,then can well be credited, com- 
ö mytting in his dolour many thynges that were vnſee⸗ 

- myng loꝛ the maielticofa pʒinte. He commaunded E⸗ 
Ic pheſtions phiſicton to be hanged, as though he had 
n dyed thꝛough his negligence. He laye embꝛacyng ol the 
8. dead bodye, and coulde hardlpe be taken awaye by his 
8. frendes,but continued his ſoꝛow night and day. There 
de manp otherthinges vozitten in that behalfe, whiche 
nt be ſcatſely credible. But it is certayne that he tommaũ⸗ 
ded lacrilice to be made vnto hym as vnto a God, and 
he | conſumedinhys burtall a making of hys tombe,aboue 
02 xii.thouſand talentes.

Hot withſtanding 
he regarded not their admomihmentes, but went foz- 
wardes in his iournep, accoꝛ ding as he had appointed. 
Foꝛ he vnderſtoode that emballadouts were come thi⸗ 
ther trom all regions, tarping fozhys comming. The 
terrour of his name was lo ſpꝛead though the wozld, 
that all nations ſhewed an obſequuouſnes towardes 
hun, as though he had bene appointed to be their king, 
That cauſed hym to make haſt towardes Babylon, to 
keepe there as it were a parliamẽt ofthe whole wozld, 
When he was come thither, he recciued the Embaſſa- 
dours gently, and aitcruardes dyſpatched them home 
agayn. There was about the lame time a banquet pꝛe⸗ 
pared at one Theſſalus Medius houſe, wherunto the 
kyng beyng bydden, tame thither with lucher as were 
appoynted to keepe hym companpe: But he had not ſo 
ſoone dꝛonke of Hercules cuppe, but that he gaue a 
grunt as though he had bene ſtriken to the hart. And 
beyng caried out ofthe feaſt halfe dead, was ſoto2 - 
mented with payue, that he required a (wozde to haue 
kylled hym lelle. Hys frendes dyd publiſhe abzoade, 
dꝛonkennes to be the cauſe of hys dylcaſe: but in verpe 
deede it was pꝛepenled treaſon, the intamp wherof.the 
power ot his ſusceſlours dyd oppꝛeſle. The poilon pꝛe⸗ 
pared long betoze , was deliuered by Antipater vnto 
Callander his ſonne, which with his bzethzen Philip # 
Jolla, were wont to lerue the kyng at meate. He was 
warned that he ſhould not commit the lame poyſon to 
amy perſon, except it were to Theſlalus oꝛ to hys bze- 
thꝛen. Philip therfoze and Jollas, which were wont to 
take the lay ol the kinges cuppe, hauing the poyſon reg- 
dy in cold water, mixed it withthe wyne, aſter they had 


taſted it. When the fourth daye was come, the ſouldices 


partly 
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pattlye foz that thep ſuſpected he had bene dead, and 
partiye becauſe they coulde not endureto want long 
hys ſyght, came (o2owfullpe vnto the court, dely2yng 
to (ce the kyng, whiche by his commaundement were 
adinytted vato hys pꝛelence, by ſuch as had the charge 

of hys perlon. | 
hen they beheld him lying in that caſe, they made 
great ſoꝛowe and lamentation : foz he ſeemed not to 
themto be the ſame theyꝛ kyng, whome they were wot 
to ſee, but rather a dead coꝛps. Jt theyz griete were 
great,theozowofthem that ſtoode next tothe ded aps 
peared much moze, whome when Alexander beheldlaz 
mentyug alter that ſozt, he ſaped vnto them: When J 
ſhall depart, you ſhall ſynd a kyng woꝛthy foz ſuch me 
as you bee. It is a thynge incredible, howe that, du⸗ 
ryng the tyme the ſouldiours ol hys whole army came 
to vilite hym, he neuer altered countenaunce noꝛ gel⸗ 
ture, but contiuued in that kind ol pꝛeſence, he gaue vn⸗ 
to the, fy2ſt, vnto the laſt man. When he had dunyſſed 
the multitude, as though he had dene dylchaͤrged of 
all debte of lyle, he lay downe againe to reſt his weake 
body:and his voyce beginning to faple hum, cõmaun⸗ 
ded his frendes to come neare about hun. Then taking 
his ring from his linger, deliuered it to Perdicas,and 
gaue therwith a commaundement that his body ſhould 
be conueied to Hhammon. They demaünded to whome 
he would leaue his kingdome. He ſayed:to the woꝛthi⸗ 
eſt. By which woꝛdes it appeared that he foꝛeſaw the 
contention that was like to enſue vpon his death. Per⸗ 
dias moꝛeouer demaũded ot hun, whẽ he would haue 
diuine honours done vnto hun It ſuch tyme ( ad he) as 
pou thal iind pour ſelues in felicitie. The ic were the laſt 
woozdes Alexander ſpake, and ſhoztlye atter he ye. 
mz 
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Thelozowe Immediatly afterhis death, the court was full ofhow- 


— ling, lamenung, and loꝛowe making: and by a by, as it 
ders death. had bene in a delert 02 a place lolitatp, all thinges were 
whiſt, a 4 (020u9full alcnce was ſpʒead ouer all, euer 

man beyng conuerted into what ſhoulde 

become or the matter. The young men of thenobilitie, 
that were accuſtomed about Alexanders perſon, coulde 
not beate the greatnes oftheyz dolout, noz keepe them 
ſelues within compaile ofthe court, but ranne about as 
mt᷑ aut ottheyꝛ wittes: citie was filled with 
heauines and complaint, and no zynd ol lamentatioy 
pꝛetermitted, that ſozow is wount to miniſter in ſuch a 
caſe. Such therfoze as were without the courte, vnder⸗ 
ſtaͤding this matter, alwell Macedons as other, came 
running thether, wheras the conquerouts from the cõ⸗ 
quered, noꝛ the victozburs from the vanquiſhed coulde 
not be diſcerned:the (020we was ſo indpfferent to them 
all. The Perlians called vpon theyz tun and mercitull 
Loꝛde, and the M made tnuocatio to himtyat 
was ſo valiaunt and gt atious a kyng: And thus there 
was a certayne contention of (ozowe:entonges them. 
Men did not vle theyz onelp woꝛdes 'ofgrieſe.aud hea: 
uines, but alſo ——_— indignation,that ſo poũg 
a pzince, bepng in the floureof hys age, andot his tozs 
tunate ſucceſſe, ſhould by the enuye ofthe &oddes, be (0 
taken out of this woꝛld. They called tu teanembꝛaunce 
what a chere tunes they had alwayes ſeene in his coũ⸗ 
tenaunce, both when he leadthem tothe batt alle, when 
he belieged oz aſſaulted any atie, oꝛ wit he would gen 
any commendation to the woozthye in any allembipe. 
Then the Macedons repented that euer they had de⸗ 
nyed him diume honours:confeſſingthem lelues bothe 
wicked a vngratelull toꝛ depꝛyuung hum ol anpe _

wherok he was woꝛthie. And when they had continued 
long in the veneratio and delire ofhim that was dead, 
then they began to pitye theyꝛ owne caſe, whiche com⸗ 
myng out of Macedon, were paſſed priuer of Euphza- 
tes, emonges the middes of their enemies, that vawil- 
lingly receiued their newe gouernement. They lawe 
them ſelues left deſtitute, the empire without any cer⸗ 
taine hepꝛe:toꝛ want of whome, euery one would go as 
bout to dꝛawe the power of the ſtate vnto hys pꝛiuate 
behdofe. And then they began to concepue and fo2ſce in 
their mindes the ciuill warres that did enſue, and that 
they ſhould be en foꝛced to ſhede their bloud againe, not 
fo: the conqueſt of Alla, but foz the title of ſome ſuch one 
that woulde go about to make him ſelfe kynge:wherby 
their olde (carres ſhould bzeake out agayne into newe 
woundes.And mozeouer þ ſuche as by reaſon of they; 
age had beenediſcharged from the warres by their, no⸗ 
ble a righteous kyng,lhouldnow be enfozced to ſpende 
their liues in thequarell of ſome luche one as was but 
his ſouldtour . Whiles they were in thefe imaginaci6s, 
the night came on, a encreaſed their terrour. The men 
of warre watched inharneys,*the Babilontans loked 
oucr the walles,peepingoutfr6 the toppes of their hou 
ſes, to ſpye ſome certettitie howep matter went. There 
was none that durſt kindle anpe light: And becauſe the 
ble of the eye dyd kayle, they layed they; eares to heare 
the rumours and wooꝛdes that were ſpoken: And ma⸗ 
ny tpmes they were afrated, whẽ no cauſe was: a when 
they met together in the narrow ſtretes, oꝛ darke iancs, 
they wold be amaſed, a ſuſpect ech other as enenempes. 
The perſians aſter they accuſtomed mauer, clypped 
theyz here, and wyth their wyues and childzen lamen⸗ 
ted the death ol Alexander in mournyng garmentes, 
Gg. i. with 
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— death 
Mexander. 
freſhe ſoʒowe cauſing her to call to mynde thinges paſt, 


» Uzcthern in one dape, and that of leuen childzen bozue 
. of hy2 bodye , there was but one of them lefte alyue. 
She lawe that koꝛtune had aduauced Dari?,andcaus 
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with bnfained affection: not as a conquerour, and one 
that latelye had bene their enempe, but as their right⸗ 


wile and naturall kynge. Foz they beynge accuſtomed 


to lyue vnder a king, could thintze no man moze woꝛthy 
then he to tule ouer them. Thys loꝛowe was not con- 


teyned wythin þ walles ofthe Citye, but ſtreight wales 


ſpꝛedde ouer all thecountrep theraboutes. And 5 fame 
of ſo greate a miſchiefe klipnge thꝛoughoute Alia, 
bought ſone tidynges therof vnto Darius mother. 

She at the fire repoꝛte tare a (under the garment 
ſhe ware, and put on mournpng apparapyle : ſhe pulled 
herheare, and felldowne grouclynge bpon the carth, 
One ot her neces late by her mournynge the deathe 
of Epheſtion whome ſhe had marped, and in an vnt- 
uerſall heauines, bewayled the cauſe of her pꝛiuate ſo⸗ 
rowe. But Spligambis alone luſtepned all their miſe: 
ries, bewapled both her owe caſe and her neces:her 


A man woulde haue iudged by her behauour that Da- 
rius had beene newly llayne, and that ſhe had celebza⸗ 
tedthefuncrals of bothe her ſonnes together. 

She dpd not onelp lament the deade, but ſoꝛowed allo 
fo: the liuynge. Who ſhall nowe ( quod ſhe) take care of 
thelepoung women ⸗ oz who can be like vnto Alexãder⸗ 
nowe webe taken paſoners agapnemow we be newly 
fallen from our dignitie and eſtate. After Darius death 
we founde one to defende vs. But nowe ſence Alexan⸗ 
der is gone, who wyll haue reſpecte of vs- Emonge 
thele thinges ſhecalledto mynde, how Occhus the 
cruell kyngehad llayne her father, and koure ſcoze of her 


ſed hun 
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ſed hym toflozyſhe foꝛ a tyme, to the entente he might 
ende his lite by greater crueltpe. Finallye ſhe was ſo 0- 
uertome wyth loꝛowe, that ſhe couered herhead,tur- 
nunge her lelte from her nece and nephew that ſate at 
her tete, and abſtaynuig both ſtom meate and from be⸗ 
holdinge of the light, ended hit life the lit dap after ſhe 
was determined to dye. Thus her death was a greate 
argument of the clemencye Alexander had ſhewedto- 
wardes her, and of the tuſtice towardes all the cap- 
tyucs ; ſeyng that after Darius death ſhe coulde abide 
to liue, but after Alexanders Departure, ſhe was aHaa 
med to continue any lenger. 

Coulidering Alexander rightwillpe, we muſt im- 


either to hys pouth, oz to the greatenes ot hys foztune. 
There was in hym an incredible toꝛce of courage, and 
an excedynge lutteraunce of trauaple. He was endu⸗ 
ed wyth manhode: excellinge, not onely emonges kin⸗ 
ges, but alſo emonges ſuch as had no other bertue no 
qualitie.He was of ſuch liberalitye,that oftentymes he 
gaue greater thiges,thfEy receiuers could haue wiſhed 
to2 of God. The multitude of kingedomes þhegauein 
giit,# reſtoꝛed to ſuch (ro whome he had taken theim by 
toꝛce, was a toke of his clemẽcytowardes the þ he ſub⸗ 
dued. e ſhewed a perpetuall cotempteof death, p feare 
wherot᷑ doth amaſe other men. And as there was in him 
a greater delire of glozy & wozidely pꝛaiſe the reaſon 
would beare:ſo was it tolerable into poũg a man enter⸗ 
pʒiling fo great # notable actes.Thereuerfce xaffecti- 
on he bare towardes his parctes appeared in p purpoſe 
he had tocolecrate his mother Olimpias to immortal 
tye, à in pᷣ he ſo ſoꝛe reuẽged Philips death. ow gentle 
and familiar was he towardes hys krendes, and how 
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pute all hys vertues to hys owne nature, and hys vices vices andhis 
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beneuolent towarde his ſduldiours⸗He had a wyle⸗ 
dome equall to the greatnes ot his harte, and ſuche a 
policy and fozeca(t, as ſo young peares were ſcarſly a⸗ 
ble to receiue. A mealurehe had in immoderate plea⸗ 
ſures, and luſted lelle then nature deſired, vſynge no 
pleaſute, but that was lawtull: theſe were wonderfull 
greate giſtes and vertues. 

Bu in that hecompared him lelfe to the Goddes, coue⸗ 
tyng diumehonours , and beleued p Oꝛacles that per⸗ 
ſwaded ſuchthunges: that he was offended with the þ 
woulde not woꝛſhip him, and geuen moze vehementipe 
to w2ath then was expedient: That he altered hys ha⸗ 
bite and appataile into » faſhion of ſtraungers, æ coũ⸗ 
terfaited the cuſtome of them he had ſubdued, and de⸗ 
ſpiſed beloze his victozy:thele were vicesto be attribu⸗ 
ted to p greatnes of foꝛtune. As the heat of pouthe ſtir⸗ 
red him to anger, and to the deſireof dꝛinkynge: fo age 
might haue mittigated againe thoſe faultes. Notwiths 
ſtandynge it mult needes bee confeſſed, that though he 
pꝛeuailed muche by his vertue, pet ought he to impute 
moꝛe bnto hys foʒtune, which onely of all moztall men 
he had in his owne power. How ofte did ſhe deliuer him 
from the poynte of death -Yowe often dyd ſhe deferide 
hym wyth perpetuall felicitie , when he had raſhelye 
bzought hun ſelte in peryll / And when ſhe poynted an 
ende to hys glozy, ſhe euen then was contente to finyſhe 
his life: ſtaipnge hys fatall deſtenpe, tyll he had lub⸗ 
dued the Ozient, viſited the Occean Sea, and fulfilled 
all that mans moꝛtalitie was able toperfourme. To 
to this lo greate a kynge, and ſo noble a conquerour, a 
lucceſlour was looked foꝛ. But the matter was oko⸗ 
uer great impoztaunce foꝛ any one man to tate vpon 
hym: Alexanders name and renowne was ſo great 
emonges 
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emon ges all nacions:and they were counted moſte no⸗ 

ble, p might be partakers though it were neuer fo lytle) 
of hys pꝛoſperous foztune. 

But to returne agayne to Babilon, from whence

courte . Þ pꝛoclamacion theretoze was made, whereby 
all men were foꝛbidden to enter, extepte ſuche as were 
called by name. But becaule their commaundemente 
ſemed to want aucthoutie,it was litle regarded: # the 
multitude at the firſt began to make a greuous ſoꝛowe 
and lamentation. But immediatly the delire they had 
to vnderſtand the ſucceſſe of the matter, topped they? 
lamentaci6 and made ſilence. Then Perdicas bzought 
fourth in light of all the people, the kynges chayꝛe of 
eſtate, wherin Alexanders diademe, hys veſtures re⸗ 
gall, and hys armour was layed:emonges the whiche 
oznamentes, Perdicas alſo layed downe the kynges 
lignet, delpuered to hym the day befoze: at theſpght- 
wherofthep began to weepe,and torenue agayne their 
ſ\ozow.The lated Perdicas:Lo here is the ring wher⸗ Perdicas 
with he was wont to ſeale ſuch thinges, as pertamed ton 
the gouernemet of hys Impite, which as he deliueted 

to me, ſo reſtoꝛe it agayne to pou. And although no 
aduerlitie can bee deupſed by the Soddes (were they 
neuer ſo muche ofkended ) comparable to thys: Met cõ⸗ 
ſidering $greatnes of the attes which he hath done, we 
Gg.. muſt 
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muſte thinke that as the Goddes ſent ſuch a man lo to 
reigne in the woꝛlde his time beynge expired that was 
appointed) they haue called him again to the place ir6 
whence he came. Fozalmuche thertoze as none other 
thing remaineth ot him emonges vs, but onelp þ which 
is alwapes wont to be remoued from tminoztalitie; let 
vs perfourme the due, pertaunung bothe to hys bodp, # 
to hys name: remembꝛing in what citye webe, emoͤges 
what kynde ol people, and what a kynge, and gouer- 
nout we haue loſte.

Nrideus was 
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ſtinate crye, that they woulde not ſuffer any toreigne 0s 
uer them, but him onely which was bozne to that poſſi⸗ 
bilitie:æ (till called foz Arideus to come fourth emõges 
them. Wherupon Melcager (fo2 the malice and enup he 
bare vnto Perdicas )tooke an occaſion boldly to bꝛyng 
him into the aſſembly, home the multitude laluted as 
king, and called him Philip. This was the voyce ofthe 
people:but pnobilitie was of another minde, ok whome 
Pithon tootze bpon hym to put Perdicas deuiſe in exe⸗ 


choleu king, cution, and appointed Perdicas and Leonatus (deſces 


ded ofthe bloude royallꝰto be gouernours of the ſonne, 
which (ſhould be bozne of Roxane : addyng mozcoucr,þ 
Craterus and Antipater ſhoulde haue the rule within 
Europe: Ind vpon thys,theyſware the ſouldiours to 
be obedient to Alexanders iſſue. 

Meleager then doubting (not without cauſe) that 
ſome eutll mpaht come to hym, departed with ſuche as 
were or his taction:but he returned tmmediatly againe, 
bzinging Philip with him into the court, a cryed out to 
the multitude foz the alliſting of the commen wealth, in 
ayding of the new kyng, whome a litle befoze they had 
elected: and willed them to make an experiment of his 
acttuitie, perſuadpng that he was the meeteſt to rule 
duer them, beyng the iſſue of Philyp, that had both a 
tyng to his father, and a kyng to hys bzofher , There 
8 no pꝛotound Sea fo lozmyenoz tempeſtuous, that 
rapleth vp lo many lourges and waues, as a multitude 
doth motions and alterations, when they haue gotten 
the bꝛydle ora newolibertie, not likelpe long to continue, 
There wanted not (ome that gaue they conſente to 
Perdicas:but moze agreedto make Philip king. They 
could neither agree no2 dilagree to any thing long time 
together : One whyle repenting them of that they yad

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determined, and ſtreight wales fozthought the of that 
repitaunce.Wet finally, they were enclined to pꝛeterte 
the kinges bloud, Arideus was put in ſuche teare with 
the aucthozitie of the nobilitie, that he departed out of 
the aſſemblye: atter whoſe departure, the tauour ofthe 
ſouldiours was rather ſplent , then decayed towardes 
hym: Sd that at length he was called agatne,and hys 
bzothers velture regall,whichelape in the chay2e, put 
vpon hun. And Meleager put on hys armour, tollow⸗ 
ing as a defence to the perlon of the newe king . Tho 
ſoul diours of the foote bande claſhed they: ſpeares to 
th:p2 tergets, thꝛeatuing to ſhedde theyz bloude, which 
wꝛuld couet the kingdome that pertained not to them.

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trary ſyde. At the laſt the auncient men plucked of they 
head peeces (the better to be knowen) and deſpzed them 
which were with Perdicas to abſtaine fro citul warte, 
and geucplace to the king,# to the greater part, Wher⸗ 
upd Perdicas was the firſt that laled downe hys wea⸗ 
pon, and the reſt dyd in ipke maner. Melcager then 
perſuaded thẽ that they ſhould not depart, but remapne 
ſtyll about the dead coꝛps: but he iudgyng that to bea 
deceyte, and a meane to entrappe hym, led to a place on 
the further lyde of Euphzates, lying ouer agaynlt the 
court. Then the hozlemen,which conliſted chiefly of the 
nobilitie, locked about Perdicas, # Leonatus, whoſe 
opinion was to depart out ofthe citie, a take the fieldes: 
but becauſe Perdicas was not without hoape, that the 
footemen would haue taken his part, heremayned till 
within the citie, leſt he mpght ſeeme to be the cauſe that 
the hoꝛſemen ſhould diuyde them ſelues fromthe reſt ol 
the armye, Meleager ceilednot to beate in the kynges 
head, that he could not eſtabliſhe him ſeife ſurely in hys 
eſtate, otherwyle then by the death ol Perdicas, whole 
ambitious mynd, deſirous ofinnotatio,was (he ſaied) 
to be pꝛeuented in tyine. Ye willed the kyng to remẽbꝛe 
what Perdicas had deſerued at hys handes, & that no 
man coulde be faythfull to him, whome he feared. The 
king luſtring the thing, rather then geuing his conſent 
to the matter, Meleager toke his lilence foʒ a cõmaun⸗ 
dement, and lent toꝛ Perdicas in the kynges name:and 
they whiche were lent, had commiſſion to kill him, il he 
made anp licking to come with the,Perdicas hearing 
oftheircoming, accõpanied onelp w. xvi.poung getle- 
me(accultomed to attẽd vpõ Alexanders perſõ met thẽ 
as they wold haue ẽᷣtred into his lodging, & calling tht 
Meleagers llaues, rebuked them w arty 


| — 
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of mind and tountenaunce, that they returned backe a- 
game as men amaſed.Perdicas willed ſuch as were in 
his companye toleapevn hoꝛſe backe: # with a fewe of 
his frendes repaired vnto Leonatus, mynding it anye 
violence were moued agaynlt him, to repulſe it with a 
greater foꝛce. The next day the Macedons grudged,# 
thought it a matter vnlitting, that Perdicas ſhoulde be 
bꝛought in daunger of death after luch a lozt: and ther⸗ 
foꝛe determyned with koꝛce to reuenge the raſhencs of 
Meleagers doinges. 

But he vnderſtading of the mutinie ö was emonges 
the louldiours, gaue place: they repay2cd vnto 5 king, 
demaunding or him ik he had cõmaunded Perdicas to 
be takt. He conteſſed ỹᷣ thing: but it was doneche layed) 
by Meleagers motio, he declared to be no cauſe 
fo2 them to make any ſturte, leeing that Perdicas was 
alpue. The aſſembly herupon bꝛake vp, and Meleager 
became greatly afrated,ſpecially ſo aſtonted by the par⸗ 
ting ofthe hozſemen,that he wilt not what to do: foz he 
ſawe the milchiefe( which he a litle befoze had w2ought 
ag apnſt hys enempe) like to light vpon hym ſelte. And 
whyles he deuiled thys and that, thee dayes were con⸗ 
ſumed and ſpent. The wonted fourme and faſhio ofthe 
court dyd remapne in the meane ſeaſon, Foz the embaſ⸗ 
ladours of diuers nations made repaire vnto the king: 
the capitaines ofthe armye dyd allemble about him, 
the guard wayted in armour as they were accuſtomed. 
But 5ᷣ̊ great ſadnes that was there without any appa⸗ 
rant cauſe, ſignified ſome extreme diſpaire. There was 
ſuch a luſpition emonges them ſelucs, p men durſt not 
company togethers, noz ſpeake one to another, but ſtode 
pmagining ſecretly with thẽ lelues: by comparing the 
ume pzelet with the time paſt . the newe king with — 
owe, 
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olde, they beganne to deſpze him that was gone. Then 
one enquireo ot another, where he was become, whoſe 
foztune and aucthozitie they had folowed ? Then they 
found th:mſelues abandoned,emonges lo maup wylde 
nations, whiche were deſpꝛous bpon any occaſion that 
myght kall, to be reuenged of the miuries they had re- 
cepued. Whyles they were troubledin theſe ymaging- 
tions,wo2de was bꝛought that the hozſcmen (whiche 
were vnder Perdicas ) kept the fieldes about Babilon, 
and ſtayed all victuals, commyng to the citie. Wher⸗ 
upon fyꝛſt beganne a ſcarũitie, and attervoardes a fa⸗ 
mine. Therfoze luche as were within the citie, thought 
good, either to make a reconciliation with Perdicas, oꝛ 
cls to fight out p matter. It chaũſed that ſuch as dwel⸗ 
led abꝛoade in the countrey, fearyng the lpople of 5 vil- 
lages, repayꝛed into the citie. And they within the citie 
fo: lacke of victuals , departed into the countrep; So 
that euery one thought them ſelues ſurer anpe where, 
then in thcy2 owtne habitations. Then the Macedons 
doubting ſome great inconuemence that might come of 
this feare,a{ſembled together inthe court, and ſhewed 
fourth theyꝛ opinions. It was agreed emonges them, 
that embaſſadours ſhould be ſent to the hoꝛſemen, foꝛ þ 
ſurceſſing ok all ſtryfe ⁊ diuillon. Paſus a Theſſalian, 
Amiſlas a Megapolitan, and Perelaus were ſent fro 
the king: who declaring they2 commillion, receiued aũ⸗ 
ſwere, that the hoꝛſemen would not ſeuer theyꝛ power, 
tyll the auctours ot the ſleditiõ were deliuered into their 
handes. When they were returned, and theyꝛ aunſwere 
kno wen, the ſouldiours without any appointment, put 
on they armour, and made ſuch a tumult, that the king

wWoldes vnto to them: It we ſhalbe at ſtryle emonges our ſelues, our 
 Filouldiours, | ene⸗

on. Remẽbꝛe that the quarell is with your owne coũttrep 
men, with whome ik ye raſhelp bzeake p hoape of rccon- 
cilemẽt, pe ſhalbe the beginners of a ciuil warte: Let vs 
pꝛoue ifthe matter may be mitigated by an other Em- 
baſſeat. Jam ok opinion, that fozalinuch as Alexaders 
body remaineth pet vnburied, they will gladly come to⸗ 
gether, to perſourme the due vnto the dead. And fo2 my 
patt, had rather ſurrender vp agayne thys dignitie, 
then any bloud ſhould beſhed emonges wy coũttreymẽ. 
Fo: ifnoother hoape ofconcozd doe remapne, J delpꝛe 
and pꝛay you ſo to do, as the better choyſe of both, Jud 
with that woꝛd he wept, and pulled the diademe from 
his head, holding the ſame fourth with his hand, ready 
to haue deliuered it to any many woulde haue clapmed 
to be moze woꝛthye then he. The moderation þ he vled 
both in his woꝛdes, a his behauour, cauſed them all to 
conceiue a great good hoape of his noble nature, which 
(till that time was obſcured with the greatnes of his 
bꝛothers fame. They ther(oze required and encouraged 
him to go fozwardes in the matter, as he had deuyled. 
Wherupon he (ent agapne foꝛ Emballadours the ſame 
men p went befoze;voh:chehad commilſton to require,Þ 
Meleager might be the third ruler ofthe men of warre. 
That matter was not muche (ticked at: ko Perdicas 
was delirous to remoue Meleager fromthe king, and 
thought p he alone ſhoulde not be hable to matche with 
Keonatus & him. Upon this Meleager marched out of 
p citie with þ fotemen:#Perdicas met him in 5 fieldes, 
riding befoze the bandes ol the hoꝛlemen. There bothe 
battailes ſaluting one another, cõcoꝛd, peace, & amitie, 
was cofirmed betwirt the fo2 euer (as it was thought:

dzꝛed ot luche as followed Meleager, whẽ he bꝛake out 


of the allemblie, that was ftſte made after Alexanders 
death: whiche in the iyght of all the armpe were caſt 
to the Elephaiites, theretrampled to death with ther 
feete, of which matter Phiup was neyther the auc- 
thoꝛ, noꝛ p toꝛbiddet: but to claume that foꝛ his 
owne doynge, whiche ſhould appcare beſt in the ende. 
Thys was a fignificatyon anda begynnynge vnto 
the Macedous of ciuill warres that enſued . Melca⸗ 
ger vnderſtandynge ouerlate the lleyght of that deuiſe. 
becauſe there was no biolence oſtred vnto hys perion, 
ſtoode at the arſte qmetiye wythin v ſquare: but ſhoꝛtiy 
alter, when he lawe hys enemyes abuſpnge to hys del⸗ 
truction the name ot him whome he had made kyng, he

The leſter Phzigia that toyned vnto Hellel⸗ 
ponte, was Leonatus pꝛouynce. Eumenes had Cap⸗ 
padocta and Paphlagoma, who was commaunded to 
defende that countrey ſo fatre as Trapeʒũt, andmake 
warre to Ariataches, wyych onely temapned enemp to zriaraches 
the Impitre. Media was appoynted to Python, and 
Thꝛace to Lyſmachus wyth other nactons theraboute 
bo2derynge vpon the lea ol Ponte. It was oꝛdeyned 
alſo that ſuche as ſhoulde bee pꝛelidentes emonges the 
Indias, Bactrians, Sog dians, and other nacyons li⸗ 
ynge bpon the Occean, a redde ſeas, hould in matter 
oriuſtice vie regall iuriſdictiõ. It was decreed ß Per⸗ 
dicas ſhould remayne with the king e, and haue the go⸗ 
uernaunce of the men of warre that followed hym.

Bu it is hard toz men to be contented with ß 
they haue in poſleſſion, when occaſion is p2ofered them 
ol moꝛe. Foꝛ the firſt thinges alwayes appere of no va⸗ 
lure, when men be in hoape ok greater thinges to come: 
So that euery one of thẽ thought it an ealier matter to 
encreaſe hys kyngdome, then it was to gette it at the 
firſt. Alexanders body in the meane ſeaſon lape leuen 
daycs vnburied : foʒ whiles euery man had care bpon 
the eſtabliſhung of the ſtate, their mindes were dzawen 
from the doyng of that ſolemne office.

Typs notwythſtandynge, when Alexanders frendes 
had gotten leylure to take care ot the dead coꝛps, and 
came to viſite the (ame, they founde it wpthout inkec⸗ 
cyon, coʒruption, oꝛ chaunge ot coloure:the lame chere- 
fulnes whiche conliſt:th of the ſpirite, not bepnge pet 
departed out of hys countenaunce. Then the Egipci⸗ 
ans and the Caldeis were commaunded to dꝛeſle hys 
bodye alter their mauer: who at the fyzite (as though 
he had bene aliue) had a feate to put theyꝛ handes 
to hym. But aſterwardes makynge theyz pꝛayers that 
it might be lawlull foz moʒtall men to touche hym, they 
purged hys body, and killed it wyth ſwete odours; And 
alter wardes layed him vpon a hearſe of golde, and let 
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adiademe bpon his head. Many thought that he dyed 

of popſon, and that Jolla Antipaters ſonne being one 

of his miniſters, had geut hym the lame. Alexander of- 

tẽ times would lap, that Antipater coueted the eſtate ol 

a king, affecting moꝛe greatnes, thẽ pertained to a lieu⸗ 
tenaunt,x that thzough glozy ofthe victoꝛyhe had got⸗ 
ten ofthe Lacedemomans, was become ſo pꝛoude, that 
he claimed all thinges cõmitted vnto him as his owne. 
It is thought alſo that Craterus was ſent to byll hym, 

with thole olde ſouldiours that were dimiſſed. It is cer⸗ 

taine pᷣ there is a poplon in Macedon found in a water 

called Suliſtiges, ot luche fozce,that it conlumeth yꝛõ, gurgiges; 
& will not be conteyned in any thyng, lauing in » hoaue 

ot an hoꝛſe oꝛ mule:which poilon was bꝛought by Cal⸗ 
lander, and deliuered to his bzother Jolla, whiche pꝛe⸗ 

ſented it in the dꝛinkethat the king laſt dzonke.Bowſo- 

| euer theſe thynges bee repoꝛted, the power of them, ol 

whome the rumour went, ſhoꝛtly after oppꝛeſled the in⸗ 

fampe. Foz Antipater became king both of Macedon e 

of Greece, and his childꝛẽ after him: which put to death 

all ſuch as were any thing neare ofkinne vnto Alexan⸗ 5 
der. Ptolomeus( which had the rule of Egipt)conueyed * 
Aleraders body to Memphis, which within few pcres 
after was remoued to Ylexandua, wheras all honour
